Governor  and  Comviander- in- Chief, 

Sir: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  as  required  by  Section 
3028  of  the  General  Statutes,  I  have  the  honor  to  direct  your 
attention  to  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  this  State  are  taking  hold  of  their  work  under 
the  new  conditions,  as  evidenced  by  the  reports  of  command- 
ing and  other  officers  on  the  tour  of  duty  at  Camp  Cole  ; 
Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  and  later,  at  Camp  Roosevelt.  This  is 
very  gratifying  indeed  to  a  soldier,  and  all  those  who  are 
interested  in  his  work. 

Most  excellent  results  were  obtained  at  Camp  Cole. 
The  work  laid  out  by  General  Frost  was  progressive  and 
practical. 

Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  very  commendatory 
report  of  Colonel  Garland  N.  Whistler,  Artillery  Corps,  the 
then  commanding  officer  of  the  New  London  Artillery  Dis- 
trict, on  the  work  done  by  the  two  coast  artillery  companies 
of  this  State  at  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  which,  at  the  request  of

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OPERATIONS. 

G.  O.  No.  13,  A.-G.  O.,  under  date  of  March  29th,  1906, 
directs  the  brigade  commander  to  order  the  companies  of 
infantry,  signal  corps,  machine-gun  battery,  coast  artillery, 
battery  A  (F.  A.),  troop  A  and  detachments  of  hospital  corps, 
of  his  command  to  parade  one  day  during  the  month  of  May 
in  their  respective  towns,  under  orders  of  regimental,  corps, 
company  and  battery  commanders  ;  organizations  armed  with 
rifle  and  carbine  to  devote  the  entire  day  to  rifle  practice, 
use  and  care  of  the  rifle,  under  orders  of  the  commandants 
and  supervisions  of  the  regimental  inspectors  of  small  arms 
practice.  The  same  order  directs  the  commander  of  the  naval 
battalion  to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  duty  in  the 
month  of  Mav. 

G.  O.  No.  14,  A.-G.  O.,  dated  March  29th,  directs  the 
brigade  commander  to  assemble  his  command,  with  the 
exception  of  coast  artillery,  Monday,  July  9th,  1906,  for  six 
(6)  days'  camp  duty  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous, 
Niantic,  Conn. 

Under  date  of  April  21st,  1906,  the  commanding  officer 
coast  artillery  is  directed  to  report  with  his  command  to  the 
commanding  officer  at  Ft.  H.  G.  Wright,  New  York,  Monday, 
July  16th,  1906,  for  six  (6)  days*  duty. 

Under  date  of  May  21st,  1906,  Special  Orders  No.  75,  A.-G. 
O.,  excuses  the  first  regiment  of  infantry  from  duty  at  the  State 
Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  and  directs  the  commanding 
officer  to  report  with  his  command  to  the  Commanding 
General,  U.  S.  Maneuver  Camp,  at  Mt.  Gretna,  Pa.,  August 
11th,  1906,  for  a  tour  of  duty  August  llth-19th,  inclusive. 

Under  date  of  June  21st  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Naval  Battalion  is  ordered  to  assemble  his  command  August 
25th,  1906,  for  the  annual  cruise  of  eight  days  on  the  U.  S. 
S.  Minneapolis.  A  subsequent  order  details  Commander 
Edward  V.  Raynolds,  C.  N.  G.,  retired,  as  inspector  of  the 
naval  battalion  on  its  annual  cruise. 

The  reports  of  the  several  commanding  officers  for  duties 
prescribed  are  submitted. 
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VISIT  OF  THE  13th  REGIMENT,  HEAVY  ARTILLERY,  N.  G.  N.  Y. 

Under  date  of  May  26th,  1906,  Special  Orders  No.  77, 
A.-G.  O.,  authorize  the  commanding  officer  of  the  first  infan- 
try to  assemble  his  command  in  Hartford  foi  one  day's  duty, 
as  escort  to  the  13th  regiment,  heavy  artillery,  N.  G.  N.  Y., 
of  Brooklyn,  in  lieu  of  the  parade  by  company,  as  ordered  by 
G.  O.  No.  13,  A.-G.  O.  The  visit  of  the  13th  regiment,  under 
command  of  Colonel  David  Austen,  as  the  guests  of  the  First 
Infantry,  was  an  honor  and  an  object  lesson  in  many  respects. 
The  joint  parade  of  the  two  organizations  furnished  a  fine  mil- 
itary spectacle  to  thousands  of  residents  and  visitors.  The 
marching  of  the  two  regiments  was  superb  and  elicited  words 
of  commendation  and  prais**.  from  all.  The  visiting  soldiers 
were  welcomed  and  entertained  with  a  generous  hospitality 
and  taken  care  of  by  their  hosts  from  the  time  of  arrival  until 
their  departure. 

STATE  RIFLE  MATCH. 

Under  date  of  November  15th,  1905,  the  report  by  the 
brigade  commander  of  the  State  Rifle  Match  on  the  rifle 
range  at  Danielson  is  accepted  in  General  Orders  and  prizes 
awarded  as  follows :  first  prize,  telescope,  Second  Infantry, 
score  2217  ;  second  prize,  cash,  twenty-five  dollars.  Third 
Infantry,  score  2048 ;  third  prize,  cash  fifteen  dollars,  First 
Infantry,  score  1068.  The  State  Medal  w^as  also  awarded  to 
each  member  of  the  winning  team. 

REPORT  OF  SMALL  ARMS  FIRING,  SPECIAL  COURSE  C. 

Under  date  of  December  21st,  1905,  G.  O.  No.  44,  this 
department  publishes  the  list  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Connecticut  National  Guard  who  have  qualified  as  expert 
riflemen,  sharpshooters,  first  class  marksmen  and  marksmen, 
the  number  qualifying  as  follows : 

Expert  Riflemen, — rifle,  twenty-six  (26),  pistol,  fourteen 
(14).  Sharpshooters, — rifle,  twenty-four  (24),  pistol,  nine 
(9).     Marksmen, — rifle,  seventy  (70),  pistol,  fourteen  (14). 

The  opportunity  for  qualifying  was  very  much  hand- 
icapped on  account  of  lack  of  ranges  for  small  arms  practice. 
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Although  a  liberal  appropriation  of  money  was  made  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  1905,  it  required  months  to  utilize  the 
same  in  the  purchasing  and  building  of  suitable  ranges  for 
rifle  and  pistol  practice.  With  the  completion  of  the  new 
ranges,  it  is  expected  that  greater  proficiency  will  be  obtained 
by  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  this  essential  feature  of  a 
soldier*s  duty.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  add 
that  provision  was  made  in  orders  that  for  the  practice  season 
of  1906,  there  would  be  issued  to  each  company  of  infantry ,^ 
coast  artillery,  signal  corps,  troop  of  cavalry  and  division  of 
naval  battalion,  twenty-five  hundred  (2600)  rounds  of  service 
ammunition,  caliber  .30  and  5000  rounds  of  reloaded  ammuni- 
tion, caliber  .30,  and  to  each  commissioned  officer  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  enlisted  men  of  the  signal 
corps,  troop,  battery  A  (F.  A.),  machine-gun  battery,  sixty 
(60)  rounds  of  pistol  ammunition,  caliber  .38. 

The  annual  rifle  and  pistol  competition  was  held  at 
the  State  Range,  New  Haven,  August  3rd  and  4th,  1906.  In 
accordance  with  the  report  of  the  brigade  commander  on  the 
result  of  this  competition,  prizes  were  awarded  as  follows : 
first  prize,  telescope  (30  power  terrestrial)  to  the  Second 
Infantry,  score  1501,  and  having  been  won  three  times,  now 
becomes  the  property  of  this  organization ;  second  prize, 
twenty-five  dollars  (cash).  Third  Infantry,  score  1329 ;  third 
prize,  fifteen  dollars  (cash).  First  Infantry,  score  1261.  The 
State  Medal  was  also  awarded  the  members  of  the  winning 
team.  The  Adjutant-General,  having  presented  five  medals 
as  prizes  in  the  pistol  match  to  be  known  as  the  **Cole 
Medals,"  the  same  were  awarded  as  follows :  one  gold  medal 
to  the  competitor  making  the  highest  aggregate  score,  Major 
Ernest  L.  Isbell,  Second  Infantry,  score  140 ;  one  silver  medal 
to  the  competitor  making  the  highest  aggregate  score  after 
the  gold  medal  score,  Captain  Arthur  P.  Woodward,  Com- 
pany M,  Third  Infantry,  score  118 ;  one  bronze  medal  to  the 
competitor  making  the  highest  aggregate  score  in  slow  fire, 
Captain  Percy  H.  Morgan,  Third  Infantry,  score  39 ;  one 
bronze  medal  to  the  competitor  making  the  highest  aggregate 
score  in  time  fire.  First  Lieutenant  William  J.  Bradnack,. 
Troop  A,  Cavalry,  score  39 ;  one  bronze  medal  to  the  com- 
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petitor  making  the  highest  aggregate  score  in  rapid  fire. 
Captain  William  E.  Besse,  Company  M,  Second  Infantry, 
score  44. 

The  brigade  commander  having  ofifered  three  medals  to 
be  competed  for  in  the  distinguished  marksman^s  match,  un- 
der the  conditions  therein  named,  thev  were  awarded  as 
follows :  Gold  medal,  Major  Ernest  L.  Isbell,  Second  Infan- 
try, score  225 ;  silver  medal,  Corporal  Henry  A.  Riley,  Com- 
pany D,  Second  Infantry,  score  221 ;  bronze  medal.  Captain  • 
Percy  H.  Morgan,  Third  Infantry,  score  213. 

A  silver  cup  was  also  awarded  as  a  prize  in  the  com- 
pany team  match,  to  the  team  making  the  highest  aggregate 
score,  to  be  held  for  one  year  by  the  winning  team,  and  when 
won  three  times  by  the  team  from  one  organization,  it  will 
become  the  property  of  that  organization.  This  prize  was 
awarded  to  the  team  representing  Company  D,  Second 
Infantry.  / 

NATIONAL     RIFLE     AND    PISTOL     MATCH    AT    SEA   GIRT,    N.    J., 

COMMKNCING   SEPT.   4,   1906. 

In  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  124,  A.-G.  O., 
under  date  of  August  1st,  1906,  a  board  of  officers  was  ap- 
pointed to  select  a  team  from  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  to  represent  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  the  national 
match  at  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.,  September  4,  1906,  selection  to  be 
made  during  the  annual  rifle  match  held  at  the  New  Haven 
rifle  range,  August  3  4,  190G.  In  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going, the  following  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Connec- 
ticut National  Guard  were  selected  by  the  board  to  represent 
Connecticut  in  the  national  rifle  and  pistol  match,  and  they 
were  directed  to  report  to  Major  Ebenezer  Hill,  Jr.,  I.  S.  A.  P.

The  President's  Match  for  men  who  entered  individually 
\vas  at  200  and  600  yards  slow  fire,  seven  shots  at  each  dis- 
tance, and  200  yards  rapid  fire  and  on  skirmish  run.  This 
match  was  won  by  Private  Earnest  C.  Simpson,  Company  F, 
Second  Infantry,  with  a  total  score  of  103,  making  him  the 
champion  shot  of  the  United  States.  The  State  Team  com- 
posed of  twelve  men,  made  a  total  score  of  2873,  which  was 
68.4%  of  possible,  and  brought  the  Connecticut  Team  into 
seventeenth  place,  378  points  below  the  winning  team. 

PROMOTION  OF.  RIFLE    PRACTICE. 

Under  date  of  July  2nd,  1906,  General  Orders  No.  20, 
A.-G.  O.,  announces  that  for  the  promotion  of  rifle  practice, 
the  State  will  present  a  shield  of  elegant  and  appropriate 
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design  to  the  first,  second  and  third  regiments  of  infantry^ 
each  shield  bearing  the  number  of  the  regiment  to  which  it 
is  presented,  and  to  be  held  by  the  company  making  the 
highest  percentage  during  the  practice  year. 

ANNUAL     INSPECTION    OF    THE  '  CONNECTICUT    NATIONAL    GUARD, 

BY   U.    S.    ARMY   OFFICERS. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  organized  militia  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  as  required  by  Act  of  1903,  was  made 
January  8-17th,  1906,  by  the  following  U.  S.  Army  Officers : 
Captain  Samuel  Seay,  Jr.,  23rd  Infantry;  Captain  Thomas  W. 
Winston,  A.  C. ;  and  Captain  Monroe  C.  Kerth,  23rd  In- 
fantry. 

REGULATIONS,    C.   N.  G. 

A  board  of  officers  consisting  of  Colonel  Lucien  F. 
Burpee,  retired;  Colonel  William  E.  F.  Landers,  Asst.  Adju- 
tant-General ;  Colonel  Edward  Schulze,  First  Infantry ; 
Colonel  Gilbert  L.  Fitch,  Third  Infantry;  Colonel  James 
Geddes,  Second  Infantry,  and  Major  W^illiam  M.  Stark,  Com- 
missary, Connecticut  National  Guard,  having  reported  the 
completion  of  duties  assigned  it,  the  report  was  accepted  in 
General  Orders  No.  17,  A.-G.  O.,  under  date  of  April  30th, 
1906,  which  also  rescinded  General  Orders  No.  20,  A.-G.  O., 
series  of  1896,  in  relation  to  the  regulations,  approved  and 
adopted  those  submitted  by  the  board  and  ordered  the  same 
published  in  one  volume  with  the  Articles  of  War  of  the 
United  States  for  the  government  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard. 

ASSOCIATION    OF    MILITARY   SURGEONS. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  Association  of  Military 
Surgeons  was  held  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  September 
11-14,  inclusive.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wilbur  S.  Watson, 
Asst.  Surgeon-General,  and  Lieutenant  David  M.  Trecartin, 
Surgeon  Naval  Battalion,  were  appointed  as  delegates  from 
the  State  of  Connecticut  to  attend  the  convention.  Report 
of  meeting  is  herewith  submitted  and  classified  as  number  5. 
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EXAMINING    BOARD. 

The  examining  board  for  the  examination  of  officers  for 
commissions  in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  was  ordered 
to  convene  Dec.  12-13th,  1905,  in  the  State  Capitol,  at  nine 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  examine  for  commission  eight  officers 
whose  nominations  had  been  approved,  and  re-examine  six 
officers  who  failed  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  at  a 
previous  session  of  the  board. 

Under  date  of  Dec.  15th,  1905,  the  board  reported  that 
thirteen  officers  had  passed  a  satisfactory  examination.  One 
officer  failing  to  pass  the  board,  was  recommended  for  a 
second  examination.  The  examining  board  re-convened  Jan. 
30th,  1906,  for  the  examination  of  seven  officers  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  and  under  date  of  Feb.  1st,  1906, 
the  board  reported  that  five  officers  had  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination,  and  recommended  that  two  officers  be  given  an 
opportunity  for  a  second  examination. 

Under  date  of  March  22nd,  190(),  General  Orders  re-con- 
vened the  examining  board  at  the  State  Capitol  April  5th, 
1908,  for  the  examination  of  nine  officers  for  commissions. 
The  board  reported,  under  date  of  April  5th,  1906,  that  seven 
officers  had  passed  a  satisfactory  examination.  One-  officer, 
failing  to  pass,  was  recommended  for  a  second  examination, 
one  officer  having  failed  to  pass  on  second  examination,  the 
approval  of  his  nomination  was  rescinded  and  he  was  honor- 
ably discharged  from  the  military  service  of  the  State. 

The  bi>ard  was  re-convened  at  the  State  Capitol  July  6th, 
1906,  for  the  examination  of  seven  officers  for  commission,  who 
were  reported  as  having  passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 

Special  Orders  No.  120,  convenes  the  examining  board 
for  the  examination  of  four  officers  of  the  naval  battalion  at 
headquarters,  naval  battalion,  New  Haven  Armory,  August 
11th,  1906.  The  board  reports  that  two  of  the  officers  had 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 

BOARD   OF   SURVEY. 

Under  date  of  October  12th,  1905,  Special  Orders  No.  175, 
appoints  a  board  of  survey,  consisting  o{  three  officers,  to  in- 
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spect  certain  U.  S.  and  State  property,  reported  unserviceable 
in  the  State  Arsenal,  and  directs  the  Asst.  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral to  notify  the  board  when  property  is  ready  for  inspection. 
Under  date  of  April  9th,  1000,  Special  Orders  No.  51,. 
appoints  a  board  of  survey,  consisting  of  three  officers,  to 
inspect  certain  U.  wS.  and  State  property  reported  unservice- 
able, and  directs  them  to  meet  at  the  State  Arsenal,  April 
nth,  1906.  A  report  of  the  board  and  disposition  of  con- 
demned property  will  be  found  in  report  of  Acting  Quarter- 
master General. 

WEEKLY    DRILLS. 

In  accordance  with  orders  from  this  department,  weekly 
evening  drills,  for  the  different  organizations  of  the  brigade 
and  naval  battalion  were  resumed,  commencing  Nov.  1st, 
1905,  and  continuing  until  May  31st,  1906,  inclusive.  The 
drill  season  was  devoted  to  preparation  for  practical  field 
work,  care  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  and  one 
evening  in  each  month  to  sighting,  aiming  and  gallery  rifle 
and  pistol  practice.  The  matter  of  athletics  and  setting  up 
drill  was  recommended  for  the  development  of  a  soldierly 
bearing  and  carriage.  The  monthly  drill  reports  and  reports 
of  target  practice  during  the  drill  season  indicate  that  the 
duties  mentioned  were  performed  faithfully  and  enthusiasti- 
cally. A  great  improvement  was  noted  in  the  attention 
given  to  gallery  practice  in  armories,  the  reports  showing 
faithful  and  conscientious  work  and  great  progress  in  know- 
ledge of  use  of  the  rifle,  as  well  as  a  high  degree  of  proficiency 
in  small  arms  practice. 

LONG    SERVICE    MEDALS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  30th,  1906,  there  was 
issued  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  the  Connecticut  Na- 
tional Guard,  thirty-two  (32)  bronze  long  service  medals  (10 
years,)  ten  (10)  silver  clasps,  in  exchange  (15  years,)  eight 
gold  clasps,  in  exchange  (20  years,)  and  one  (1)  gold  clasp  in 
exchange  (25  years,)  total  number  of  medals  and  clasps  issued, 
fifty-two  (52;)  grand  total  six  hundred  seventeen  (617)  medals 
and  clasps,  that  have. been  issued  for  "  faithful  service."

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Report  of  Colonel  Oliver  C.  Smith,  Surgeon-General. 


Hartford,  Conn.,  September  29,  1906. 

The  Adjutant-General, 

State  of  Connecticut. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  my  annual  report 
as  Surgeon-General,  C.  N.  G.,  for  the  past  year. 

That  the  efficiency  and  completeness  of  the  medical 
corps  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  increasing  each 
year,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

The  experiences  at  Manassas  last  year  and  at  Gretna 
this  year,  have  taught  practical  lessons. 

It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  regimental  surgeons  to 
instruct  the  men  whose  physical  well-being  is  entrusted  to 
their  care  in  all  matters  necessary  for  the  preparation  for 
severe  physical  tests  and  exposure  to  heat  and  wet,  that 
the  evils  arising  therefrom  may  be  at  a  minimum. 

It  is  proper  that  the  men  of  our  National  Guard  should 
be  tried  and  tested  to  a  reasonable  degree,  but  it  is  the  duty 
of  this  department  to  be  alive  to  every  opportunity  to  spare 
them  ill  results  and  preserve  their  well  being. 

Talks  to  the  regiment  by  medical  officers  on  general 
hygiene,  including  eating,  drinking,  sleeping,  breathing, 
the  care  of  the  muscular  system,  the  teeth,  the  skin, 
the  feet,  etc.  must  be  of  great  benefit  and  are  urgently 
recommended. 

Surgical  clinics  by  the  medical  officers  of  each  hospital 
corps,   demonstrating  modern   aseptic   and   antiseptic   sur- 
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gery  as  practically  carried  out,  the  administration  of  ana- 
esthetics in  the  most  approved  manner,  the  handling  and 
carrying  of  patients,  their  preparation  for  operation  and 
their  after  care  is  strongly  recommended. 

Such  clinical  instruction  has  been  given  by  the  hospi- 
tal corps  of  the  First  Regiment  for  the  past  four  years  with 
evident  results. 

The  annual  •  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of 
Military  Surgeons  was  held  this  year  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Sep- 
tember 11th  to  14th.  this  department  being  represented  at 
the  meeting  by  the  Assistant  Surgeon-General,  Colonel  W. 
S.  Watson,  and  the  Naval  Surgeon,  Lieutenant  David  M. 
Trecartin.  Judging  by  the  report  of  the  former,  the  meet- 
ing was  of  unusual  interest.  In  my  opinion  it  would 
be  profitable  to  the  State  to  delegate  a  surgeon  from  each 
regiment  to  these  very  instructive  meetings. 

As  the  Surgeon-General  is  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Fitch's  Home  for  soldiers  at  Noroton,  Con- 
necticut, it  is  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  excellent  work 
being  done  at  this  institution  in  the  care  of  our  veteran  sol- 
diers. The  food  and  clothing,  the  apartments  for  sleeping, 
dining,  bathing,  reading  and  smoking,  the  ample  grounds, 
fine  air  and  pure  water  supply  all  go  to  promote  humane 
hygienic  care  and  comfort  for  our  veterans. 

This  year  the  medical  officers  of  the  Connecticut  Na-  • 
tional  Guard  can  refer  with  pride  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Brigade  Encampment  at  Niantic. 

Going  into  camp  in  July  avoided  the  danger  of  infect- 
tion  from  flies.  There  were  scarcely  any  flies  or  mosquitoes. 
For  this  reason  July  is  decidedly  a  better  month  than  Aug- 
ust for  our  State  Encampment. 

The  health  and  welfare  of  the  men  could  scarcely  have 
been  better. 

The  food  was  excellent.  The  shower  baths  were  a  great 
addition  to  the  comfort  and  sanitation  of  the  men.  The  ab- 
sence of  peddlers'  carts  and  the  pure  water  supply  all  went 
to  make  a  successful  encampment  from  a  sanitary  stand- 
point . 
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Our  camp  ground  is,  however,  still  far  from  perfect. 

The  sewage  system  which  I  had  the  honor  of  calling 
attention  to  in  my  report  of  1905  should  be  completed.  It 
is  unsanitary  and  unnecessary,  with  our  natural  advantages 
for  sewerage,  to  continue  the  old  custom  of  removing  the 
contents  of  the  latrines  in  carts.  It  is  the  fervant  hope  of  this 
department  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  health 
officer  at  Niantic  will  come  together  in  this  important  matter 
and  make  some  compromise  by  which  the  State  can  use  the 
sewers  which  were  planned  and  built  under  the  direction 
of  Adjutant-General  Cole  in  1903. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  men  to 
keep  the  buildings  in  a  neater  condition  than  was  the  case 
this  year. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  regiment  depends  upon  the  pride 
and  personal  cleanliness  of  each  man,  and  such  must  be 
inculcated  and  enforced. 

A  crematory  for  the  garbage  is  extremely  desirable,  but 
not  so  vitally  important  as  a  system  of  sewerage. 

A  plea  has  been  entered  from  this  department  that  each 
regiment  should  be  provided  with  one  new  regulation  U.  S. 
ambulance,  and  one  extra  ambulance  to  be  used  with  the 
cavalry  or  artillery  as  the  case  may  demand.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  necessity  will  appear  plain  for  this  requisition  and 
that  such  may  be  granted. 

Adjutant-General  Cole  is  in  sympathy  with  this  de- 
partment in  its  request  for  a  full  line  of  cooking  utensils 
for  each  medical  corps  and  we  are  assured  that  such  will  be 
provided  in  season  for  the  encampment  of  1907. 

It  is  lecommended  in  the  report  of  this  deyartment  for 
1905,  that  revolvers  should  be  supplied  to  each  member  of 
the  Hospital  Corps  for  use  in  case  of  riot  duty;  one  to  be 
issued  to  each  corps  for  instruction  and  demonstration  pur- 
poses ;  the  balance  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment. This  has  not  been  accomplished  as  yet,  but  there 
can  be  no  question  of  its  desirability. 

Horse  and  saddle  equipment  sufficient  to  mount  one 
orderly  for  each  medical  officer  in  the  command  was  a  sug- 
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gestion  made  by  this  department  in  the  last  report  and 
should  certainly  hg  complied  with. 

Smoke  from  the  kitchen  fires  should  be  controlled  by 
flues  in  order  to  avoid  the  exposure  of  the  men's  eyes. 

While  there  was  fortunately  but  little  illness  and  few  ac- 
cidents requiring  the  attention  of  the  Hospital  Corps  at  Camp 
Cole,  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  regimental  hospital 
quarters  and  the  Brigade  Hospital,  as  well  as  the  drug  and 
store  rooms,  were  in  perfect  order  and  ready  for  immediate 
service  for  any  numbers  of  emergencies. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  medical  department  felt 
a  keen  responsibility  for  the  sanitation  of  Camp  Cole  as  their 
scope  of  duty  included  more  than  hitherto;  the  disposal  of 
sewage  and  garbage  for  the  first  time  being  entrusted  to  this 
department. 

While  this  department  is  proud  of  the  result,  it  is 
keenly  conscious  of  the  imperfections  still  existing  and 
sincerely  trust  that  the  recommendations  made  in  the  report 
of  1905  and  in  this  brief  communication  may  be  carried  out 
without  further  delay,  and  the  danger  of  preventable  illness 
averted.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  C.  N.  G.,  Article 
VI,  Par.  148,  I,  herewith,  submit  my  report  of  this  depart- 
ment at  Camp  Cole,  July  9th-14th,  inc. 

The  fine  weather  after  Tuesday  removed  all  traces  of 
the  hardships  of  the  two  days  previous,  and  the  week's  rec- 
ord for  good  health  has  never  been  exceeded  in  the  history 
of  any  camp  of  the  C.  N.  G.  The  whole  number  in  hospitaU 
over  six  hours,  was  seven. 

At  morning  sick  call,  the  average  was  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen, who  received  treatment  each  morning,  and  were  re- 
turned to  duty,  light  duty  or  quarters.  Of  these,  indiges- 
tion, tonsillitis,  rhus  poison,  and  heat  exhaustion  were  the 
principal  ailments.  There  was  one  fractured  clevicle,  one 
suspected  appendicitis,  and  many  sore  feet,  due  to  march- 
ing in  shoes  unfit  for  the  service. 

From  this  excellent  record,  many  conclusions  may  be 
drawn,  and  first  among  them  is  the  general  status  of  the 
men  themselves,  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  military 
training  they  have  received  iii  practical  work,  and  also  to 
the  energies  of  the  officers,  field,  staff  and  line.  The  men 
the  last  two  or  three  years  have  been  having  the  right  kind 
of  work,  and  were  better  prepared  for  it  this  year  than  ever 
before.  They  are  learning  to  take  better  care  of  them- 
selves as  a  rule.  Then  we  have  a  better  class  of  men,  from 
a  physical  standpoint,  at  least,  than  we  did  a  few  years  ago, 
when  little  attention  was  paid  to  the  physical  examination 
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of  recruits.  The  uniform  is  also  much  more  suitable  than 
those  in  use  at  one  time,  the  precautions  of  the  officers,  re- 
garding indulgence  by  the  men,  in  eating  unfit  food  and 
fruit,  outside  the  camp,  was  in  evidence.  Being  kept  busy, 
the  men  had  less  time  for  these  and  other  indiscretions. 
Less  passes  were  issued,  I  am  informed,  than  at  any  prev- 
ious camp ;  this  may  have  been  a  factor  for  good.  There 
being  but  two  regiments,  one  separate  company,  the  ma- 
chine-gun battery,  and  troop  A  on  the  grounds,  there  was 
abundant  room  everywhere.  Kitchens,  mess  houses,  and 
sinks  were  not  crowded.  Then,  why  should  we  not  make 
a  good  health  record,  when  General  Grant  told  me  he  would 
have  to  quarter  nineteen  thousand  men  at  Mt.  Gretna  on  no 
larger  field  than  we  had  at  Camp  Cole?  Surely  we  under- 
stand this  could  not  be  done  for  any  great  length  of  time 
without  great  precautions,  otherwise  a  bad  sanitary  condi- 
tion, and  its  sequel. 

SUPPLIES. 

As  you  know,  the  supplies  required  for  the  several  Med- 
ical Corps  were  not  large,  as  each  regiment  has  its  own 
equipment  throughout,  and  only  such  dressings  and  medi- 
cines were  required  as  would  keep  their  outfit  complete.  Of 
these,  and  some  staples  on  hand,  I  sent  Major  McCook,  at 
his  request,  all  that  remained  that  I  thought  he  could  use  in 
his  tour  at  Mt.  Gretna,  with  the  First  Regiment. 

INSTRUCTION. 

4 

As  I  look  over  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers,  my 
attention  is  called  to  some  who  have  given  lectures  to  local 
companies,  upon  invitations  of  the  company  commanders, 
during  the  drill  season  at  home  stations,  and  the  reports 
show  that  men  from  those  companies  seldom  appear  at  sick 
call,  and  when  they  did  it  was  a  case  of  real  necessity.  They 
had  learned  much  to  help  them  take  care  of  themselves, 
showing  as  I  have  before  argued,  that-medical  officers  should 
be  ordered  to  visit  the  companies  through  the  State,  during 
the  drill  season,  same  as  other  arms  of  the  service,  not  only 
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to  inspect  the  medical  corps,  but  to  instruct  the  men,  rank 
and  file,  regarding  eating,  drinking,  personal  hygiene,  etc., 
as  is  done  in  the  regular  army,  and  in  the  militia  of  many 
states.  To  this  method  of  educating  the  men  was  due  the 
unprecedented  health  record  of  the  Japanese  Army  in  the 
late  war  with  Russia. 

SANITATION. 

So  far  as  the  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  camp 
were  concerned,  it  was  never  better.  The  kitchens,  mess 
houses,  sinks,  and  stables  were  all  that  could  be  asked,  so 
far  as  painstaking,  cleanliness  went.  The  early  date  of  the 
encampment,  I  think  rendered  the  fly  pest  almost  nill,  a 
great  comfort,  as  well  as  a  factor  for  good  health,  during 
the  encampment,  and  the  weeks  following,  as  far  as  I  am 
advised. 

SINKS. 

The  buildings  themselves  were  in  a  deplorable  condi- 
tion, not  one  on  the  field  (for  officeis  or  men)  had  a  door 
that  could  be  opened,  or  shut  (say  nothing  of  a  lock).  The 
rains  had  washed  under  many  of  them,  making  openings, 
so  the  vaults  were  as  light  as  outside,  giving  flies 
free  entrance,  and  exit,  which  we  have  tried  to  avoid  in  pre- 
vious years,  but  fortunately  the  early  season  cut  this  pest 
out  to  a  great  extent.  If  Niantic  is  to  be  the  rendezvous 
for  the  troops,  new  structures  should  be  built,  or  the  pres- 
ent ones  thoroughly  overhauled,  (if  no  other  method  for 
disposal  of  sewage,  and  oflFal  can  be  devised).  On  this  sub- 
ject, I  expressed  myself  in  my  report  last  year.  The  vaults 
at  present  are  in  a  dangerous  condition ;  the  cement  bottom 
being  thin,  and  much  wider  than  required  for  all  purposes, 
(especially  cleaning)  have  been  thrown  up  and  broken  by 
the  frost,  so  that  much  of  the  fluid  material  seeps  into  the 
soil.  I  think  that  this  was  noticed  by  all  the  medical  officers 
on  their  inspections.  The  sinks  were  poorly  lighted,  or  not 
lip^hted  at  all.  This  was  the  cause  of  the  uncleanly  appear- 
ance at  times.  Under  the  regime,  the  requisition  for  proper 
light  should  come  from  the  medical  officers. 
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KITCHENS. 

The  kitchens  will  never  be  what  they  should  until  the 
regulation  army  range  is  installed,  and  the  smoke  trouble 
is  abolished.  As  they  now  are,  it  is  difficult  to  enlist  cooks 
on  account  of  eye  trouble  from  the  smoke  plague.  Auto- 
mobile goggles  would  prevent  this  in  a  great  measure. 

FOOD. 

The  food  was  all  that  could  be  asked,  not  one  com- 
plaint has  come  to  my  notice,  not  even  the  officers'  servants 
had  any  fault  to  find  with  their  food,  a  fact  before  unheard 
of. 

HOSPITAL  CORPS. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  should  re- 
ceive the  highest  praise  for  the  work  they  have  done,  espe- 
cially practical  drill  work,  at  their  home  stations,  and  with 
very  little  encouragement  in  the  way  of  attention  from  offi- 
cers of  the  medical  department  (or  any  other).  I  would 
suggest  that  a  medical  officer  be  ordered  to  inspect  the  Hos- 
pital Corps,  at  least  once  through  the  drill  season,  if  not, 
each  company  for  instructions.  When  they  are  called  out 
for  duty,  no  provision  is  made  for  subsistence,  and  this  is 
one  of  the  matters  which  should  be  regulated.  It  is  imper- 
ative that  we  should  have  a  complete  cooking  and  mess 
outfit  for  the  Hospital  and  Ambulance  Corps,  the  same  as 
other  arms  of  the  service.  As  it  is  now,  they  are  assigned 
to  mess  with  the  Band  one  day,  with  some  of  the  com- 
panies another,  and  when  on  duty,  as  the  three  first  days 
of  this  camp,  and  at  Manassas,  they  were  miles  away  from 
either  organization  with  which  they  were  to  mess;  thus 
had  to  forage  for  their  meals  at  private  expense.  I  would 
also  recommend  that  the  commandant  of  Troop  A  be  au- 
thorized to  enlist,  at  least  two  Hospital  Corps  men.  mounted 
and  equipped,  one  sergeant  and  one  private,  to  be  assigned 
to  duty  with  surgeon  of  Troop  A,  and  Separate  organiza- 
tion.    I  believe  much  annoyance  might  be  avoided  on  the 
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first  day  or  two  of  a  tour  of  duty  if  the  medical  officers  of 
each  organization  would  get  together,  or,  at  least,  commun- 
icate with  each  other  in  advance,  and  anticipate  the  coming 
needs,  in  the  way  of  tentage,  transportation,  subsistence, 
etc.,  and  send  requisitions,  through  regular  channels,  in 
time  to  assure  more  prompt  service. 

I  regret  very  much  to  report  that  two  commissioned 
officers  should  so  forget  themselves  as  to  cause  the  disturb- 
ance they  did  by  entering  the  Third  Regiment  Hospital 
Friday  night,  or  early  Saturday  morning,  disturbing  the 
patients,  and  the  non-commissioned  officer  in  charge,  who 
had  retired  for  the  night,  with  their  obscene  and  profane 
language.    A  court-martial  would  be  only  just  in  that  case.

State  of  Connecticut, 
Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  concerning  the 
tour  of  duty  at  Mount  Gretna,  Pa.,  August  11-19: 

The  train  service  was  better  than  I  have  ever  known 
it  for  the  transportation  of  troops,  both  as  regards  the  ar- 
rangements in  general  and  the  cleanliness  and  type  of  cars 
furnished. 

Rations  were  on  the  whole  good  and  admirably  deliv- 
ered.   The  cooking  throughout  the  regiment  was  good. 

The  camp  site  left  much  to  be  desired,  since  it  had 
been  used  continuously  two  weeks  before  the  arrival  of 
the  First  Connecticut,  and  in  fact  part  of  the  ground  was 
occupied  when  our  regiment  marched  in. 

The  policing  done  by  the  regiment  was  generally  good. 

The  care  of  the  latrines,  which  I  admit  was  difficult, 
was  in  general  poor.  We,  however,  left  both  them  and 
the  camp  site  in  excellent  condition. 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Chief  Surgeon,  Camp  of  In- 
struction, Mount  Gretna,  Pa.,  at  his  request,  upon  arriv- 
ing in  camp,  and  at  our  departure.  The  reports  to  cover 
sanitary  conditions  found,  at  leaving,  and  modifications 
suggested  by  our  experiences. 

There  were  few  cases  of  sickness  requiring  admission 
to  the  Base  Hospital,  and  as  no  case  was  allowed  to  be 
placed  in  our  own  hospital  tents,  the  appended  list  exhibits 
all  cases  of  any  moment. 
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ADMITTED  TO  BASE  HOSPITAL.

All  had  left  the  hospital  by  the  time  the  regiment  left^ 
with,  the  exception  of  the  case  of  mumps,  and  he  was  held 
simply  on  account  of  the  communicable  nature  of  his 
disease. 

The  Medical  Department  was  assigned  to  the  First 
Connecticut  Infantry  with  its  section  of  Hospital  Corps^ 
received,  during  the  tour  of  duty,  instruction  from  the 
Regular  Medical  Department  by  lecture,  demonstration  and 
drill.  It  would  be  hard  to  overestimate  the  resulting  benefit. 
I  consider  it  by  far  the  most  valuable  tour  of  duty  in 
the  history  of  the  State  since  1897,  and  I  desire  to  offi- 
cially express  my  sense  of  obligation  to  the  officers  of  the 
U.  S.  Medical  service  to  whose  untiring,  courteous  assist- 
ance is  largely  due  the  result  obtained. 

The  tour  of  duty  at  Mount  Gretna  emphasized  certain 
facts:     1st.     That  the  enlisted  man  is  improperly  shod. 

By  personal  experience  I  know  that  it  is  often  most 
difficult  to  procure  at  any  price  shoes  suitable  for  march- 
ing. Should  not  the  State  supply  this  necessary  portion 
of  a  soldier's  equipment,  without  which  he  will  soon,  in  ac- 
tive service,  render  himself  useless  and  even  a  burden  to 
his  command?  Military  history  teaches  that  the  man  in 
the  ranks  improperly  shod,  counts  less  for  efficiency  than 
one  with  foul  rifle. 

2d.  Men  below  the  standard  of  physique  are  still 
found  in  the  State's  forces,  and  they  continue  to  "fall  out" 
when  put  to  the  test. 

By  careful  questioning  I  believe  that  at  present  most 
are  passed  by  Post  Surgeons  who  have  never  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to   learn   the   physical   requirements   needful   for  a

soldier.  A  physician  may  be  an  excellent  life  insurance  ex- 
aminer, and  a  very  poor  judge  of  a  recruit.  It  is  there- 
fore strongly  recommended  that  in  so  far  as  possible,  all 
examining  for  military  organizations  ■  be  done  by  qualified 
examiners.  A  physically  weak  recruit  in  active  service  not 
only  becomes  a  weakness  to  his  command,  but  endangers 
his  own  health  by  service  that  would  otherwise  tend  to- 
strengthen  and  further  build  up. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  active 
kindness  as  Surgeon  General  of  the  State,  in  every  way 
furthering  the  procuring  of  suitable  medical  equipment 
for  the  tour  of  duty  at  Mount  Gretna.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  tour  of  duty  of  the 
Medical  and  Hospital  Corps  attached  to  the  Coast  Artillery 
at  its  annual  encampment  at  Fort  Wright,  Fisher's  Island, 
N.  Y.,  July  16th  to  21st,  1906,  inclusive : 

A  new  feature  confronted  us  this  year.  All  the  troops 
of  the  Artillei-y  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  from  the  various  forts  in 
this  district  were  concentrated  under  canvas  at  Fort  Wright, 
and  the  Connecticut  Coast  Artillery  were  detailed  as  a  part 
of  this  consolidated  camp  under  command  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Whistler,  U.  S.  A. 

The  camp,  about  500  strong  was  ordered  pitched  on 
the  ocean  side  of  the  island  near  the  beach.  Regulation  U.  S. 
latrines,  kitchens  and  washing  benches  had  been  erected 
previous  to  our  arrival  and  water  had  been  piped  to  the 
above  mentioned  buildings  and  to  the  company  streets. 
Having  received  orders  on  our  arrival  to  report  at  the  hos- 
pital to  Captain  Sevens,  \J,  S.  A.,  senior  medical  officer  in 
the  district,  we  did  so,  receiving  the  following  information 
and  instructions: 

The  artesian  well  water  furnished  us  is  absolutely  pure. 
Xo  waste  water  was  to  be  thrown  anywhere  except  in  the 
cobble  pits.  No  bathing  allowed  in  or  about  the  tents.  A 
washing  bench  was  built  for  each  company  and  under  this 
bench,  as  well  as  under  faucets,  trenches  had  been  dug 
and  filled  with  cobble  stones,  on  which  all  water  was  to  be 
thrown.     Each  company  was  furnished  with  garbage  cans 
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with  lids,  which  would  be  emptied  daily  by  the  post  san- 
itary gang  composed  of  prisoners ;  lids  must  be  kept  on  and 
all  garbage  must  be  put  in  the  cans.  Kitchens  must  be 
kept  constantly  policed,  not  once  a  day. 

The  latrines  were  modern  wooden  buildings  with  a  floor 
several  inches  above  the  ground;  a  faucet,  a  trough  and  a 
long  tank  with  hinge  seats,  with  a  door  at  each  end  de- 
scribes it  briefly.  The  tank  was  pumped  out,  cleaned  and 
disinfected  daily  by  the  sanitary  squad,  so  that  it  was  as 
<r]ean  and  as  odorless  as  toilets  in  our  homes. 

The  health  of  the  camp  was  excellent,  no  illness  worthy 
of  note  except  two  cases  contracted  previous  to  July  16 — 
one  a  corneal  ulcer — the  other  orchitis — both  were  treated 
at  the  Post  Hospital. 

The  post  ambulance  reported  at  sick  call  daily  and 
all  surgeons  sent  their  reports  to  the  post  surgeon. 

All  food  was  inspected  by  the  post  surgeon,  making 
a  second  inspection  unnecessary. 

The  hospital  corps  had  a  fine  experience.  The  corps 
of  the  various  commands  present  were  consolidated  and 
our  men  in  drilling  and  in  all  duties  worked  side  by  side 
Avith  the  U.  S.  Hospital  Corps.  Drills  and  duties  were 
numerous.  It  was  a  variety  from  spreading  crude  petrol- 
eum on  a  small  swamp  to  the  interesting  "emergency 
drill."  The  emergency  drill  was  practiced  at  the  various 
j^un  and  mortar  batteries;  the  drill  as  carried  out  on  the  12 
inch  guns  will  be  described. 

The  guns  are  mounted  on  concrete  platforms  in  pits 
which  are  60  to  80  feet  deep.  The  gun  platform  being  about 
half  way  between  the  bottom  and  surface  of  the  ground 
and  are  reached  by  stairs  from  below.  Down  below  are 
the  magazines,  engine  rooms,  supply  rooms,  shelters,  etc. 

It  required  16  to  20  men  to  fire  one  of  these  large  guns, 
and  to  replace  killed  or  wounded  a  reserve  crew  of  the 
same  number  of  men  is  sheltered  below.  The  hospital 
corps  men  and  surgeons  are  in  sheltered  rooms  in  the  em- 
placements below.  A  hospital  corps  sergeant  is  stationed 
on  the  gun  level. 
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Now  several  men  are  tagged  with  supposed  injuries 
and  the  gun  crew  on  duty  is  ordered  to  fire  a  shot.  While 
in  the  midst  of  this  thrilling  duty,  a  blast  from  the  bugle 
is  sounded  representing  an  exploding  shell,  the  tagged  men 
fall  on  the  gun — ^under  the  gun — ^anywhere.  The  gun  com- 
mander shouts  for  his  relief  from  the  reserve  crew,  the 
hospital  sergeant  calls  the  necessary  H.  C.  men,  all  rush 
from  their  shelters  up  the  stairs,  the  gunners  to  their  posts 
and  the  H.  C.  men  to  removing  the  killed  and  wounded. 
The  dead  are  quickly  dragged  out  of  the  way  into  a  comer. 
The  injured,  without  first  aid,  are  rushed  in  any  regulation 
manner  down  stairs  to  the  shelter  rooms  where  they  are 
cared  for  by  the  surgeons  and  reserve  H.  C.  men.  When 
it  is  considered  that  in  a  drill  of  this  kind  the  firing  con- 
tinues; that  1000  pound  projectiles  are  rushed  across  the 
platform  on  trucks,  that  six  men  hustle  the  ram  rod,  that 
everyone  is  working  as  fast  as  they  can  and  in  small  quar- 
ters; a  H.  C.  man  must  be  calm  and  intelligent  to  remove 
the  dead  and  wounded  without  hindering  or  delaying  the 
work  of  the  gun  crew  and  without  injury  to  his  patient  or 
himself.  All  our  men  worked  hard,  made  a  good  showing 
and  gratefully  received  the  honest  compliment  from  the 
senior  medical  officer,  Captain  Bevens,  and  from  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Whistler,  that  they  were  fully  as  competent  as 
the  regulars  in  drilling. 

The  equipment  of  our  detachment  is  old  in  many  re- 
spects. Especially  the  Utters  are  so  antiquated  that  they 
had  to  be  abandoned  and  we  were  loaned  litters  at  the  Post 
to  enable  our  men  to  drill  with  the  other  detachments.

Pursuant  to  section  3040,  Militia  Law,  I  have  the  honor 
to  report  the  conduct  and  discipline  of  the  annual  encamp- 
ment of  1906. 

ORDERS. 

BRIGADE  HEADQUARTERS,

General  Orders, 

No.  2. 

I.  Pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  14,  Adjutant  General's  Office, 
c.  s.,  commanding  officers  of  all  organizations,  infantry,  artillery,  cav- 
alry and  Signal  Corps,  except  the  First  Infantry  and  the  Coast  Artil- 
lery, will  assemble  their  respective  commands,  armed  and  equipped 
for  six  days'  field  and  camp  duty,  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous, 
Niantic,  as  hereinafter  prescribed.  The  Brigade  Staff  and  Non-Com- 
missioned Staff  will  report  to  the  Assistant- Adjutant  General,  Brigade, 
en  route. 

II.  In  honor  of  the  Adjutant-General,  the  camp  is  designated 

CAMP  COLE, 

STATE  MILITARY  RENDEZVOUS, 

NIANTIC,  CONN. 
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III.  All  organizations,  except  Troop  A  and  Signal  Corps  will 
leave  home  stations,  Monday,  July  9, 1906.  The  Commanding  Officer^ 
Signal  Corps,  will  report  with  his  command  to  the  Assistant-Qtiarter- 
master-General  at  Camp  Cole,  Saturday  morning,  by  earliest  trans- 
portation available,  and  construct  and  put  in  operation  the  Camp  tel- 
ephone system.  The  Commanding  Officer,  Troop  A,  with  his  com- 
mand will  make  a  practice  march  from  home  station  in  time  to  report 
to  the  Commanding  Officer,  Second  Infantry,  at  Lyme,  Monday,  at 
8  A.  M. 

*  IV.  The  Second  Infantry  and  Machine  Gun  Battery  will  detrain 
at  Lyme  and  with  Troop  A  will  form  a  force  under  command  of  Col- 
onel James  Geddes.  With  this  force,  Colonel  Geddes  will  make  a 
march  as  through  an  enemy's  country  easterly  to  the  Paine  farm  wher& 
his  command  will  encamp  for  the  night.  On  the  march,  advance  and 
rear  guards,  and  for  the  camp,  outposts  and  interior  guards  will  be 
tactically  disposed,  and  scouting  parties  and  patrols  sent  out  as  deemed 
proper.  Paragraphs  538  to  586  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  U.  S. 
Army,  1904,  will  be  observed. 

V.  Tuesday  morning.  Colonel  Geddes  will  make  an  offensive  dis- 
position of  his  force  against  Camp  Cole  assuming  the  troops  there 
assembled  to  be  an  enemy  occupying  and  defending  the  camp.  The 
final  formation  for  attack  will  not  be  earlier  than  8  o'clock.  Sentinels 
and  pickets  of  the  defending  force*  and  scouts  and  patrols  of  the  attack- 
ing party,  when  fired  upon  by  larger  ntmibers,  will  fall  back;  no  in- 
fantry firing  will  be  made  at  closer  than  50  yards;  personal  contact 
will  be  avoided  in  all  cases  except  in  taking  prisoners,  which  must  be 
done  by  the  command  *  *  Halt,  surrender, ' '  without  firing  within  the 
prescribed  limits.  No  troops  will  advance  within  100  yards  of  artillery 
fire,  but  capture  of  artillery  guns  may  be  claimed  from  dispositions. 
All  territory  south  of  the  Boston  School  House  road,  and  all  easterly 
of  the  Flanders  road  northerly  of  an  easterly  line  to  Grorton*s  mills,. 
will  be  deemed  impassable  gp-ound. 

VI.  The  Third  Infantry,  First  Separate  Company,  and  Battery 
A  will  pitch  their  respective  camps  on  arrival  at  Camp  Cole.  Tuesday 
morning,  Colonel  Gilbert  L.  Fitch,  Third  Infantry,  will  assume  com- 
mand of  those  organizations  as  one  force  and  make  a  defensive  dispo- 
sition to  protect  the  Camp  from  the  attack  above  prescribed,  establish- 
ing g^uards  and  outposts,  using  scouts  and  patrols  and  disposing  the 
artillery  and  infantry  to  protect  avenues  of  approach  and  most  strongly 
resist  the  advance,  but  making  no  offensive  movement. 

VII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  both  forces  will  assemble  at  10 
A.  M.  and  proceed  to  Camp  Cole.  Special  attention  is  directed  to 
Articles  III,  IV,  V  and  VI,  Field  Service  Regulations,  U.  S.  Army, 
1905.  The  re-call  will  indicate  the  cessation  of  the  maneuvers.  It 
will  be  sounded  only  by  order  of  the  brigade  commander. 

VIII.  Tuesday  afternoon  at  3  o'clock,  the  force  under  command 
of  Colonel  Pitch  will  take  up  the  march  to  the  Paine  farm  and  encamp 
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there  Tuesday  night.  On  Wednesday  morning,  he  will  make  an 
attacking  demonstration  against  Camp  Cole.  Colonel  Geddes  will 
assume  command  of  the  troops  in  camp  Wednesday  morning  and  make 
a  defensive  disposition,  the  same  rules  prevailing  as  for  Tuesday's 
problems.  The  Commanding  Officer,  Signal  Corps,  will  detail  two 
•detachments  to  report  to  Colonel  Geddes  at  Lyme  or  at  Paine's  farm, 
as  the  preliminary  camp  work  and  means  of  transportation  of  the 
Corps  permit,  and  two  detachments  to  report  to  Colonel  Fitch  for  duty 
with  the  respective  forces.  Wagon  trains  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
mornings  may  proceed  to  Camp  Cole  under  flag  of  truce,  and  will  hh 
allowed  to  pass  all  lines. 

IX.  The  purpose  of  the  exercises  above  ordered  is  the  practical 
application  of  the  principles  of  strategy  and  tactics  suitable  to  the 
theatre  of  operations  prescribed,  without  spectacular  attempt.  Special 
•care  will  be  given  to  the  use  of  cover,  to  fire  dii>cipline,  the  field  of 
fire,  the  prevention  of  the  waste  of  ammunition,  and  to  individual  re- 
sponsibility and  initiative  in  action,  all  of  which,  with  intelligent  work 
in  security  and  information,  will  form  the  basis  of  ratings  by  the 
umpires.  The  amount  of  ammunition  supply  will  be  announced  later. 
Before  leaving  camp  or  bivouac,  cartridge  belts  will  be  rigidly  in- 
spected to  see  that  no  ball  cartridges  are  mixed  with  blanks.  In  fir- 
ing, troops  will  aim  over  the  heads  of  opponents.  All  officers  and 
men  are  forbidden  to  carry  on  their  persons  or  horses  or  with  any  piece, 
caisson  or  other  equipment,  ball  cartridges  of  any  kind.  The  actual 
collision  of  opposing  forces,  must  be  prevented  under  all  circumstances. 
Umpires  will  wear  a  white  brassard  around  the  right  arm  above  the 
•elbow  and  will  be  allowed  to  pass  all  lines  and  troops.  The  greatest 
care  by  officers  and  men  will  be  taken  to  avoid  damage  to  private 
property.  Officers  will  be  held  responsible  for  wanton  damage  by  men 
under  them,  and  offenders  in  this  respect  will  be  summarily  punished 
by  severe  penalties.  It  is  expected  that  the  soldierly  courtesy  and 
conduct  of  Connecticut  troops  will  prevent  all  offences -of  this  kind. 

X.  Medical  Officers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  field  camps  and  of  Camp  Cole.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  Assistant  Surgeon-General,  they  will  make  daily  inspections  of  food 
supplies,  kitchens,  sinks,  stables  and  streets,  reporting  conditions  to 
commanding  officers  of  organizations  to  which  they  are  assigned,  with 
their  recommendations,  which  such  commanding  officers  will  enforce. 

XI.  On  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  the  organizations  in 
Camp  Cole  will  perform  such  duty  as  their  commanding  officers  may 
direct.

Review  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Friday,  2.30  P.  M.  Roll  call 
will  be  at  reveille  and  tattoo ;  commanding  officers  desiring  tattoo 
"with  roll  call  at  9.30  P.  M.  may  so  order  it.  When  organizations  are' 
not  at  drill  commanding  officers  may  order  shelter  tent  pitching,  not 
to  interfere  with  troops  drilling,  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  in- 
struction in  field  intrenchment,  schools  in  guard  duty  and  minor  tactics, 
or  other  work  not  conflicting  with  camp  routine. 

XII.  Requisitions  for  rations  will  be  made  on  the  Acting  Commis- 
sary-General, direct,  at  lea.st  five  days  before  the  tour  of  duty  begins; 
regimental  commissaries  will  report  to  the  Commissary  at  Camp  Cole, 
Sunday,  July  8,  at  10  A.  M.,  with  consolidated  ration  return;  com- 
manding officers  on  arrival  will  report  the  number  of  men  present. 

XIII.  Requisition  for  transportation  of  troops,  horses  and  bag- 
gage will  be  made  on  the  Acting  Quartermaster-General  belore  June 
25th  Attention  is  directed  to  the  limitation  of  baggage,  the  baggage 
detail  from  companies,  and  the  transportation  of  field,  staff,  and  bat- 
tery horses,  as  prescribed  by  paragraph  X,  G.  O.  No.  14,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s. 

XIV.  Separate  regimental  and  battery  guards  will  be  maintained. 
Posts  of  the  g^ard  will  be  established  at  general  headquarters  and  the 
gate.  The  countersign  and  parole  for  all  guards  will  be  given  out 
from  brigade  headquarters,  excepting  those  for  field  camps. 

XV.  Prompt  roll  calls,  quick  formations,  thorough  policing,  ex- 
tinguishing lights  sharp  at  taps,  quiet  and  discipline  at  night  will  be 
enforced  by  commanding  officers  who  will  place  in  arrest  any  soldier 
or  civilian  violating  the  good  order  of  the  camp. 

XVI.  Regimental  officers  of  the  day  will  be  held  re.sponsible  for 
the  cleanly  condition  of  their  camps,  and  will  cause  the  mess  houses. 
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sinks,  kitchens  and  grounds  around  them  to  be  thoroughly  policed  be- 
fore 9  A.  M.  and  4  P.  M.  each  half  day.  Regimental  quartermasters 
will  accompany  the  oflficer  inspecting  quarters. 

XVII.  Captain  Frank  D.  Lay  ton,  Aid-de-Camp,  is  hereby  detailed 
as  acting  provost  marshal  in  addition  to  his  other  duties. 

XVIII.  Bands  will  report  to  the  senior  Drum  Major,  and  trump- 
eters to  the  Chief  Trumpeter  at  the  flag  staff,  each  day,  just  before 
retreat. 

XIX.  The  commanding  officer  of  Battery  A  will  cause  one  gun  to 
be  fired  at  reveille  and  retreat. 

XX.  By  authority  of  law  the  sale  or  delivery  of  spirituous  and 
malt  liquors  within  one  mile  of  the  encampment  is  hereby  prohibited. 

XXI.  Pay  rolls  completed  and  signed  in  strict  accordance  with 
law  must  be  delivered  at  the  Adjutant-General's  office  in  camp  before 
10  A.  M.  on  Saturday.  Recruits  enlisted  after  June  Jst,  will  not  be 
borne  on  the  pay  roll. 

XXII.  Encampment  duty  being  ordered  by  authority  of  the  militia 
law,  every  officer  and  man  will  report  for  duty  unless  Excused  for  im- 
perative cause.  Regimental,  battery  and  signal  corps  commanders 
will  report  to  the  brigade  commander  the  absence  of  any  commissioned 

officer  and  the  reason. therefor.

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FIELD  EXERCISES. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  Colonel  Gilbert  L.  Fitch 
commanding  the  blue  force,  and  Colonel  James  Geddes  com- 
manding the  brown  force,  set  out  in  detail  the  manner  in 
which  the  foregoing  orders  relating  to  field  maneuvers 
were  carried  out ;  they  show  the  general  plans  of  the  oppos- 
ing commanders  and  their  method  of  execution. 

To  persons  familiar  with  the  theater  of  operations  and 
its  variety  of  characteristics,  close  and  wooded  territory, 
roads,  streams,  ridges,  ponds,  natural  avenues  of  approach, 
commanding  and  exposed  positions,  it  is  evident  that  the 
plans  of  the  two  commanders  were  carefully  studied,  and 
were  well  adapted  to  the  various  peculiarities  of  terrain. 
It  is  significant  that  the  study  of  the  problems  by  these 
officers  resulted  substantially  in  the  same  solution  for 
both  the  offensive  and  defensive  operations,  the  details  of 
execution  differing  chiefly  in  the  tactics  employed  in  their 
respective  movements  and  dispositions. 

The  general  line  of  resistance  of  both  forces  when  act- 
ing on  the  defensive  was  nearly  identical,  the  commanding 
points  at  which  field  artillery  was  posted  in  one  instance 
were  the  same,  and  in  another  not  many  feet  -apart.  The 
plans  of  attack  were  also  in  their  general  features  strik- 
ingly similar,  namely  a  feint  upon  one  flank  and  an  attack 
in  force  upon  either  the  center  or  opposite  flank.  The  sim- 
ilar results  reached  by  both  commanders  in  their  study  of 
the  territory  and  the  strategy  best  suited  to  it,  is  evi-i 
dence  of  their  thorough  and  intelligent  application  to  the 
demonstration  of  the  problem  presented. 

INTEREST  IN  THE  WORK. 

The  interest  of  officers  and  men  in  the  field  work  was 
wide  awake.  On  the  defense,  by  both  forces,  operations 
began  at  the  earliest  moment  allowed  by  the  conditions  of 
the  problem,  movements  of  outposts  began  at  one  minute 
after  midnight,  and  within  forty-five  minutes  thereafter  cos- 
sack  posts  covered  the  entire  front.  Scouts  and  patrols  were 
in  the  territory  beyond,but  found  the  enemy  equally  alert  by 
coming  in  contact  with  its  pickets  and  patrols;  prisoners 
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were  taken  by  both  forces  long  before  any  general  engage- 
ment or  even  skirmish  of  considerable  size  occurred. 
Although  the  duty  was  arduous  and  long-continued,  spe- 
cially in  the  last  problem,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  troops 
did  not  abate  until  the  action  was  called  off. 

OUTPOSTS. 

In  general,  outposts  were  well  disposed,  both  for  the 
defense  of  Camp  Cole,  and  the  bivouac  at  Paine's  farm. 
The  cossack  post  was  chiefly  used,  with  communicating 
and  observing  patrols.  Commanding  positions  were  taken 
by  artillery;  exposed  places  and  avenues  of  approach  were 
covered  by  infantry  and  artillery;  lines  of  observations 
were  carefully  established  on  high  points;  the  cavalry  by 
the  brown  force,  and  mounted  signal  men  by  the  blue,  were 
employed  as  scouts,  so  that  the  requirements  of  both  se- 
curity and  information  were  intelligently  met. 

MARCHES. 

The  march,  as  through  an  enemy's  country,  of  the 
brown  force  from  Lyme,  the  detraining  point,  to  Paine's 
farm,  and  tliat  of  the  blue  force  from  Camp  Cole  to  the 
same  place  of  bivouac,  were  conducted  with  well  disposed 
advance,  rear  and  flank  guards,  the  browns  having  Troop 
A  as  a  cavalry  screen  and  the  blues  using  for  screen  service 
such  men  of  the  Signal  Corps  as  were  mounted.  The  work 
of  Troop  A  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  marching  column 
and  in  protecting  the  vanguard  deserves  special  recogni- 
tion. The  country  along  the  route  was  thoroughly  scout- 
ed; patrols  on  high  points  kept  the  front  under  constant 
observation,  and  every  cross  road,  lane  or  favorable  point 
for  harassing  the  advance  was  guarded  by  a  vidette.  A 
heavy  rain  storm  fell  upon  the  blues  before  they  reached 
bivouac  causing  them  discomfort,  but  not  dampening  their 
spirits. 

THE  BIVOUAC. 

The  value  of  field  service  had  at  former  encampments 
and  specially  at  the  joint  maneuvers  in  Virginia  two  years 
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ago  was  demonstrated  by  both  forces  at  the  Paine  farm 
camp.  The  troops  went  into  bivouac  like  old  campaigners ; 
company  and  officers'  streets  were  laid  out  and  shelter 
tents  pitched,  places  for  sinks  were  selected  by  medical  offi- 
cers and  trenches  dug  under  their  direction;  rations  were 
promptly  cooked  and  served;  field  hospitals  established; 
interior  guards  posted,  outposts  disposed,  and  all  done 
without  confusion  or  delay.  Staff  officers  knew  what  to 
do  and  how  to  do  it.  Perhaps  the  most  conspicuous  im- 
provement over  former  conditions  was  in  the  knowledge 
shown  by  staff  officers  of  their  duties  and  efficiency  in  the 
performance  of  them. 

THE  SIGNAL  CORPS. 

The  work  of  the  Signal  Corps  w^as  up  to  the  standard 
of  efficiency  shown  at  the  Manassas  maneuvers,  for  which 
the  corps  received  high  commendation  from  officers  of  the 
regular  establishment.  At  night  and  by  day,  wires  were 
run,  stations  established,  and  communication  kept  up.  Or- 
ders, reports  and  other  information  were  conveyed  by  which 
the  action  of  commanding  officers  was  greatly  facilitated. 

USE  OF  COVER. 

Rules  for  the  use  of  cover  were  generally  observed 
before  and  after  extension.  Infantrymen  took  advantage 
of  walls,  ridges,  brush  and  other  protecting  objects ;  it  was 
remarkable  to  see  how  large  a  number  could  be  concealed 
in  bushes  and  undergrowth,  hidden  from  view  at  twenty- 
five  yards,  and  having  a  fair  outlook  for  firing;  the  artillery 
was  fairly  well  screened,  and  was  well  supported  by  infan- 
try. 

Several  flagrant  violations  of  cover  rules  were  noted 
by  the  brigade  commander.  In  two  instances  infantry  was 
marched  in  column  of  squads  in  open  range  of  artillery  fire 
at  fifteen  hundred  yards,  after  the  artillery  had  disclosed 
its  position  by  firing;  one  company  in  its  zeal  for  attack 
advanced  on  open  ground  facing  the  direct  fire  at  close 
range  of  a  heavy  force  covered  by  a  stone  wall ;  the  um-

pires  had  to  rule  it  out  of  action.  A  number  of  cases  were 
noticed  where  officers  on  the  defense  having  their  men 
well  covered,  stood  or  moved  about  in  giving  commands, 
so  exposing  themselves  to  the  enemy's  fire  that  in  action 
with  ball  cartridges  death  would  have  been  certain. 


THE  UMPIRES. 

The  umpires  assigned  to  the  attacking  forces  bivouaced 
with  them  at  Paine's  farm,  inspected  the  outposts,  and 
accompanied  their  troops  to  the  finish  of  the  exercises. 
The  umpires  of  the  defending  forces  went  out  with  them 
from  Camp  Cole,  and  observed  the  operations  to  the  end. 
They  were  handicapped  in  their  judgments  by  lack  of  am- 
munition among  the  troops,  due  either  to  insufficient  sup- 
ply, or  the  wasting  of  cartridges  in  the  early  part  of  the 
movements.  It  is  impossible,  at  a  distance,  to  estimate 
the  results  of  firing,  when  the  pieces  make  no  report.  The 
number  of  volleys  fired  and  the  probable  effect  upon,  the 
enemy  can  not  be  judged  by  the  inaudible  snapping  of  the 
locks.  Each  force  is  inclined  to  think  its  own  fire  has  de- 
feated the  enemy.  An  infantry  captain  made  a  claim  to  the 
brigade  commander  that  his  company  had  located  and  put 
out  of  action  a  battery  of  field  artillery;  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore, the  officer  having  that  battery  in  his  command  had 
claimed  that  it  had  completely  wiped  out  the  infantry  com- 
pany. So  much  depends  on  the  marksmanship,  steadiness 
and  bravery  of  troops,  and  one  other  condition,  that  it  is 
not  possible  to  accurately  judge  the  probable  results  of 
contact  in  real  warfare.  Intelligence  and  fairness  on  the 
part  of  umpires  make  their  rulings  acceptable,  whatever 
may  be  the  personal  opinions  of  the  men  in  action.  All 
parties  received  the  decisions  in  a  soldierly  spirit,  and 
without  fault  finding. 

.    FORM  OF  ORDERS. 

Careful  compliance  with  the  form  for  field  orders  pre- 
scribed  in   U.   S.   Field   Service   Regulations   is   a   matter 
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worthy  of  special  mention.  Marked  advance  in  wording 
and  expression  was  shown.  The  general  purpose  and  de- 
tail of  execution,  formation  of  lines  and  keeping  in  lateral 
touch,  support  of  the  fighting  line,  and  other  details  were 
closely  and  concisely  expressed,  giving  subordinate  officers 
plain  understanding  of  the  plan  adopted,  and  the  part  they 
were  to  perform. 

CAMP  ROUTINE. 

Time  was  when  good  order  and  discipline  in  camp  were 
matter  for  congratulatory  comment.  Now,  nothing  else  is 
expected,  as  matter  of  course.  At  the  termination  of  the 
field  exercises,  daily  routine  was  taken  up  and  carried 
through  the  encampment  in  prompt  businesslike  manner. 
Progress  was  apparent  in  efficiency  in  guard  duty,  both 
day  and  night.  The  troops  were  better  in  military  courtesy 
than  ever  before,  prompter  and  more  snappy  in  salutes, 
showing  the  result  of  association  with  regular  troops.  The 
conduct  of  the  men  was  such  that  a  provost  guard  was  sent 
through  Niantic  village  only  twice,  and  was  then  dismissed 
because  not  needed. 

PRACTICE  MARCH  OF  TROOP  A. 

A  practice  march  for  Troop  A  has  become  an  ordinary, 
every-day  matter.  The  organization  has  had  such  expe- 
rience in  the  field,  that  caring  for  itself  with  its  baggage, 
commissary  supplies  and  forage*  on  a  march  from  home 
station  to  camp  is  an  easy  task.  The  troop  reported  at 
Lyme  in  good  condition  and  discipline,  to  form  part  of  the 
brown  force. 

REVIEW  BY  GENERAL  GRANT, 

The  troops  highly  appreciated  the  compliment  paid 
them  by  Major-General  Frederick  D.  Grant,  United  States 
Army,  in  reviewing  the  brigade  Thursday  afternoon.  Gen- 
eral  Grant  came  from  Governor's  Island  solely  for  the 
review,  when  he  was  greatly  engrossed  in  his  preparations 
for  the  joint  camp  of  regular  and  state  troops  to  be  com-

manded  by  him  at  Mount  Gretna,  Pennsylvania.  His  in- 
terest in  our  troops,  because  of  their  service  as  a  brigade 
in  the  division  commanded  by  him  in  the  joint  maneuvers 
in  Virginia,  induced  him  to  take  from  pressing  duties  the 
time  necessary  for  his  visit  to  the  Connecticut  encamp- 
ment. To  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  others,  he  re- 
peated the  cordial  commendation  he  paid  our  soldiers  when 
serving  under  him. 

The  presence  in  camp  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
through  most  of  the  week  was  recognized  by  the  brigade 
as  an  expression  of  his  active  interest  in  the  Guard.  It 
was  an  incentive  to  efficient  performance  of  duty  and  sol- 
dierly demeanor,  and  gave  officers  and  men  added  pride 
in  the  military  service  of  the  State. 

To  the  Adjutant-General,  I  desire  to  express  my  grate- 
ful appreciation  of  his  energy  and  care  in  the  work  of  pre- 
paration for  the  field  exercises,  securing  site  for  the  bivouac, 
and  making  thorough  provision  for  the  transportation  and 
subsistence  of  the  troops. 

His  effective  service  contributed  largely  to  the  success 
of  the  encampment.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  my  inspection,  made 
July  20,  1906,  of  the  encampment  of  the  Coast  Artillery 
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with  the  regular  artillery  at  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  Fisher's 
Island.  I  was  accompanied  by  Major  Richard  P.  Freeman, 
Jr.,  Judge-Advocate,  Brigade. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  G.  N. 
Whistler,  U.  S.  Artillery,  commanding  the  Post,  we  were 
met  at  New  London  by  the  government  boat  and  taken  to 
Fort  Wright,  where  we  were  received  by  Colonel  Whistler 
and  his  Staff  with  military  honors. 

I  inspected  the  camp  of  the  Coast  Artillery  and  found 
it  well  laid  out  and  thoroughly  policed.  Discipline  was 
good,  military  courtesy  fairly  well  observed,  and  guard 
duty  creditably  performed. 

The  command  was  greatly  interested  in  target  practice 
with  the  disappearing  guns,  and  eager  for  instruction  from 
the  regular  officers.  Their  record  in  this  practice  is  cause 
for  pride  and  congratulation.  With  sub-calibre  ammuni- 
tion, firing  at  a  floating,  flxed  target,  at  three  thousand 
yards,  the  scores  of  the  gunners  were  up  to  the  average 
record  of  the  regulars,  one  gunner  making  eighty-six  per 
cent.  With  the  full  service  ammunition,  the  shooting  was 
still  more  remarkable.  Two  sighting  shots  and  five  shots 
for  record  were  allowed.  The  First  Company  made  four 
out  of  five  possible  record  hits;  the  Second  Company  shot 
without  a  miss,  making  one  hundred  per  cent.  Colonel 
Whistler  expressed  his  gratification  at  the  accuracy  of  the 
shooting  and  the  aptitude  of  the  officers  and  men  for  in- 
struction. 

Valuable  practice  was  given  the  Connecticut  Artil- 
lerymen in  the  practical  use  of  the  plotting  board  and 
range  finder,  and  in  communicating,  sighting  and  aiming 
directions  to  the  gunners.  This  scientific  instruction,  with 
the  necessary  calculations,  can  only  be  had  at  coast  artil- 
lery stations  from  the  regular  artillerymen.  This  fact 
makes  evident  the  importance  of  joint  encampments  for 
this  branch  of  the  service,  until  further  equipment  may  be 
had  at  armory  headquarters. 

The  regular  officers  at  Fort  Wright  took  active  interest 
in  the  work  and  instruction  of  the  state  troops,  and  sought 
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at  all  times  and  in  every  way  to-be  of  service  to  them. 
Colonel  Whistler  was  constant  in  his  efforts  to  be  helpful. 
He  cordially  commended  the  Connecticut  organizations 
for  their  efficiency,  and  their  soldierly  conduct.  His  con- 
stant courtesy  was  highly  appreciated  by  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  him.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  upon  the  duty  participated 
in  by  the  First  Connecticut  Infantry  at  the  joint  encamp- 
ment of  regular  and  State  troops  at  Camp  Roosevelt,  Mount 
Gretna,  Pennsylvania,  August  11th  to  19th,  1906. 

PLAN  and  purpose. 

From  the  preliminary  instruction  issued  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  camp,  Major  General  Frederick  D. 
Grant,  U.  S.  Army,  his  obvious  purpose  was  to  give  to  the 
State  troops,  in  joint  service  with  the  regulars,  as  much 
practical  and  progressive  instruction  in  field  duty  as  the 
limitations  of  a  week  permitted,  covering  transportation, 
subsistence,  camping,  sanitation,  guard  duty,  marches,  ex- 
tended order,  advance  rear  and  flank  guards,  out  posts, 
minor  tactics,  security  and  information,  tactical  problems, 
combat,  and  the  staff  duties  of  the  medical,  pay  and  ord- 
nance corps. 
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DISPOSAL  OF  TROOPS. 


The  First  Connecticut  Infantry  was  encamped  next 
to  the  12th  U.  S.  Infantry,  where  the  State  troops  had  the 
advantage  of  observing  the  conduct  and  discipline  of  the 
regulars  in  camp,  the  orderly  arrangement  and  dressing  of 
tents,  the  policing  of  streets  and  quarters,  care  of  kitchens 
and  sinks,  cooking  and  serving  rations,  hospital  arrange- 
ments, guard  duty,  and  all  other  camp  work. 

The  two  regiments  constituted  a  provisional  brigade 
under  command  of  a  regular  officer.  When  formed  for 
drill,  two  squads  with  one  sergeant  were  taken  from  each 
militia  company  and  placed  in  each  regular  company,  and 
the  two  corresponding  regular  squads  with  a  sergeant  we're 
returned  to  the  militia  company.  Then  one  battalion  of 
regulars  was  exchanged  for  one  battalion  of  militia. 


DRILLS. 

For  the  first  two  days  the  troops  so  intermixed,  were 
given  practice  marches  of  about  3^  miles  to  the  drill 
'  ground,  followed  by  progressive  drills  in  extended  order, 
first  by  battalion,  then  by  regiment,  then  the  normal  form- 
ation for  attack;  these  drills  began  at  7  A.  M.  and  contin- 
ued until  mess  at  12  M.  The  next  day  was  devoted  to  the 
work  of  the  advance,  rear  and  flank  guards;  one  battalion 
of  regulars  and  one  of  infantry  acted  together  as  a  rear 
guard  on  a  march  of  about  four  miles,  delaying  a  pursuing 
force  of  one  regular  and  two  infantry  battalions,  the  latter 
force  on  the  return  march  acting  as  a  rear  guard  to  hold 
in  check  the  former  force  as  an  attacking  body.  On  the 
following  morning,  Thursday,  from  seven  until  ten,  after 
the  exchange  of  squads  and  battalions,  special  drill  was  had 
in  outpost  duty,  in  the  tactical  disposition  of  the  reserve, 
support,  pickets  and  sentinels  in  the  cordon  system,  the  es- 
tablishing of  cossack  posts  and  patrolling.  This  work 
was  preparatory  to  the  tactical  problem  planned  for  Thurs- 
day night  and  Friday,  as  the  closing  work  of  the  tour  of 
duty. 
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TACTICAL  PROBLEM. 

This  problem  involved  the  use  of  all  troops,  regular 
and  militia  in  camp,  divided  into  two  forces,  the  blue  and 
the  brown.  The  First  Connecticut  was  assigned  to  the 
brown  force,  which  was  ordered  to  leave  camp  as  an  Ad- 
vance Guard  at  four  p.  m.,  march  about  5  miles  to  a  desig- 
nated place  for  bivouac,  there  to  establish  outposts,  send 
out  scouts  and  patrols,  examine  the  country  and  ascertain 
the  strength  and  disposition  of  an  enemy,  the  blue  force, 
occupying  and  defending  a  position  at  Camp  Roosevelt,  and 
on  the  following  morning  to  make  an  attack  on  the  blue 
force  and  attempt  to  capture  its  position.  On  the  march 
from  camp,  the  First  Connecticut  was  assigned  as  the 
leading  element  of  the  reserve,  the  vanguard  consisting  of 
two  infantry  regiments  of  the  Maryland  National  Guard 
with  detachments  of  regular  engineers  and  signal  corps, 
and  the  advance  party,  of  one  regiment  and  two  squadrons 
of  regular  cavalry.  At  the  end  of  the  march  the  First  Con- 
necticut went  into  bivouac,  and  threw  out  its  outposts 
which  were  maintained  until  5  A.  M.,  the  morning  follow- 
ing. At  that  hour,  the  command  marched  out  as  a  part  of 
the  attacking  force;  on  reaching  a  point  about  two  miles 
from  the  position  to  be  attacked,  an  advance  guard  of 
regular  cavalry  was  thrown  forward;  when  at  about  one 
thousand  yards  from  the  enemy's  defense,  there  was  found 
an  unguarded  avenue  of  approach.  The  regiment  threw  out 
skirmishers,  formed  in  three  lines  for  attack,  drove  back 
the  outposts,  entered  the  camp,  and  attacked  the  entrench- 
ments at  the  last  stand  of  the  defensive  force  when  the 
action  was  called  off.  In  the  opinion  of  the  commander  of 
the  brown  force,  the  operation  of  the  First  Connecticut 
effected  the  capture  of  the  camp. 

The  work  of  the  Connecticut  regiment  throughout  the 
problem  was  highly  commended  by  this  officer,  and  the 
regimental  commander  was  cordiall)'^  congratulated  on  the 
efficiency  of  his  command  as  demonstrated  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  field  exercises. 
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.One  afternoon,  the  regiment  was  instructed  in  pre- 
paring field  fortifications  and  hasty  entrenchments,  and 
the  troops  were  shown  wire  entanglements  and  pits  to  re- 
sist the  advance  of  infantry,  cavalry  and  artillery  which  had 
been  previously  prepared  by  the  regular  engineers  as  ob- 
ject lessons. 

LECTURES  AND   DISCUSSIONS. 

In  addition  to  the  practical  training  in  the  field,  in- 
structions were  given  evenings,  in  lectures  by'  regulai- 
army  officers  on  "baking",  "field  glasses",  "orders"  and 
"riot  duty ;"  evening  discussions  were  also  had  on  the  field 
duty  to  be  performed  the  following  day. 

Schools  for  quartermaster  and  commissary  officers 
were  held,  and  some  special  instruction  was  given  in  field 
engineering  and  map  reading.  On  Friday  evening,  reports 
of  officers  on  both  sides,  criticism  of  umpires  and  discus- 
sion on  the  tactical  problem  of  that  day  were  made.  They 
showed  the  view-points  of  the  officers  engaged,  as  well  as 
the  disinterested  judgment  of  the  umpires,  and  were  of 
great  interest  and  profit  to'  all  officers  present. 


RECORD   OF  THE   FIRST   CONNECTICUT. 

In  the  entire  tour  of  duty,  the  First  Connecticut  Infan- 
try made  a  record  for  efficiency,  discipline  and  soldierly 
bearing  that  reflected  credit  on  the  State,  and  brought  to 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  command  the  hearty  commenda- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  camp.  To  speak 
conservatively,  without  unpleasant  comparisons,  it  is  safe 
to  state  that  in  all  details  of  duty  and  discipline,  its  work 
was  not  surpassed  by  that  of  any  state  troops  there. 
Its  numerical  strength  was  equal  to  that  of  the  combined 
strength  of  the  two  other  State  regiments  on  duty  at  the 
same  time.  In  guard  duty,  the  Inspector  General  on  Gen- 
eral Grant's  staff  reported  the  First  Connecticut  the  most 
efficient  of  the  State  troops  in  camp  to  that  time.  Military 
honors  and  courtesies  were  observed  to  an  exceptional  de- 
gree.    Respect  for  authority,  prompt  obedience  to  orders 
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and  cheerful  performance  of  arduous  duty  gave  character 
to  the  soldierly  service  of  the  command.  Recent  recruits 
were  timid  and  hesitant  about  salutes  and  some  careless- 
ness was  shown  by  older  men,  but  they  were  marked  ex- 
ceptions. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Transportation  arrangements,  out-going  and  returning,, 
made  by  the  Quartermaster-Generars  Bureau  were  excel- 
lent. Quartermasters  and  their  detailed  assistants  did  good 
work  in  arranging  the  order  of  the  cars  for  stock,  baggage, 
rations,  stores,  tentage,  troops  and  officers,  making  rations 
accessible,  seeing  that  the  coaches  were  clean  at  the  start 
and  kept  so,  and  providing  for  convenient  detraining  of 
stock,  baggage,  and  stores  on  arrival  at  the  rendezvous. 
Good  order  and  discipline  prevailed  en  route ;  the  men  are 
entitled  to  special  credit  for  quiet  and  orderly  behavior. 
Detraining  of  the  troops  was  prompt  and  orderly ;  there  was 
delay  about  baggage  and  stores  because  the  permanent 
camp  was  not  ready. 

SANITATION  AND  HEALTH. 

• 

The  system  of  sanitation  was  that  of  disinfecting  ex- 
creta in  chloride  of  lime  as  deposited,  and  its  removal  by 
odorless  excavators.  Its  operation  was  not  fully  satisfac- 
tory in  the  fore  part  of  the  week,  especially  because  of  delay 
in  cleaning  sinks  and  latrines  and  removal  of  deposits. 
Later  an  organization  of  sanitary  squads  was  made  and 
placed  under  the  direct  assignment  of  medical  officers. 
Marked  improvement  was  then  shown. 

The  health  of  the  troops  was  exceptionally  good,  only 
temporary  disorders,  and  comparatively  few  of  them,  were 
reported. 

RESULTS. 

The  tour  of  duty  in  its  entirety  was  the  most  valuable 
our  State  troops  have  had.  Preparatory  studies  were  di- 
rected to  the  work  planned;  in  particular.  Drill  Regulation, 
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for  extended  order;  Army  Field  Regulations,  for  minor 
tactics,  field  orders  and  movements;  U.  S.  Army  Regula- 
tions for  honors  and  courtesies,  and  Articles  of  War,  for 
discipline.  P^:actical  application  followed  or  accompanied 
the  study,  illustrating  and  fixing  in  mind,  the  theoretical 
instruction.  Close  association  with  regular  troops  and 
observation  of  the  methods  and  work  of  professional  sol- 
diers furnished  valuable  object  lessons  and  gave  such  prac- 
tical training  as  can  be  had  in  no  other  way.  Officers  of 
the  regular  establishment  took  active  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  State  troops.  Their  desire  to  be  of  service  was 
manifest.  Their  time  and  activity  were  constantly  at  the 
disposal  of  national  guard  officers  for  any  counsel  and  assist- 
ance they  could  render. 

The  presence  of  the  Adjutant-General  with  our  State 
troops  was  helpful  and  encouraging  to  them. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  deep  appreciation 
of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  regular  officers  in  the  work 
of  militiamen,  the  constant  courtesy  and  consideration 
shown  the  visiting  officers  by  the  Major  General  command- 
ing and  the  officers  of  his  Staff,  and  finally  to  express  my 
gratitude  for  the  generous  hospitality  extended  at  general 
headquarters.

No.  5. 

I.  In  compliance  with  instructions  received  from  Headquar- 
ters Department  of  the  East,  Governor's  Island,  New  York  City^ 
dated  July  2,  1906,  the  following  instructions  are  hereby  published 
for  the  guidance  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  this  Regiment, 
with  reference  to  the  Camp  of  Instruction  to  be  held  at  Mt.  Gretna, 
Pa,,  August  11th  to  19th,  1906,  inclusive. 

This  Regiment  will  assemble  at  Hartford,  on  Saturday,  August 
11th,  1906,  at  6  o'clocic  a.  m.  in  service  (khaki)  uniform,  campaign 
hats  and  leggins,  armed  and  equipped  for  active  duty  in  the  field, 
then  and  there  to  entrain  and  proceed  to  the  camp  of  instruction, 
Mt.  Gretna,  Pa. 

II.  Shelter  Tent  rolls,  packed  strictly  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  486,  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  will  be  carried  by  all 
enlisted  men  and  must  contain  the  following:     Shelter  half,  poles 
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and  pins,  blanket,  extra  underclothing:,  towel,  soap,  comb  and 
brush;  the  poncho  will  be  neatly  folded  (rubber  side  out),  and 
fastened  with  the  tent  roll  straps  on  the  outside  of  the  roll  on  the 
front  end  (the  end  which  contains  the  pins). 

Overcoats,  without  capes,  blue  shirts,  two  pairs  of  extra  stock- 
ings, small  mirror,  tooth  brush,  extra  pair  of  shoes,  and  a  house- 
wife containing  needles,  thread,  pins,  safety  pins  and  buttons,  will 
be  packed  in  the  squad  boxes  adopted  by  this  regiment,  August, 
1904. 

Twenty-live  common  and  two  wall  tents  will  be  furnished  each 
company,  and  Company  Commandants  will  see  that  each  tent  is 
provided  with  at  least  one  wash  basin;  these  with  axes,  picks, 
shovels,  buzzacott  cooking  outfits  (or  field  ranges),  mallets,  spades, 
brooms,  etc.,  will  be  shipped  as  company  baggage. 

Company  Commandants  will  see  that  all  enlisted  men  in  their 
respective  companies  are  assigned  to  tents  before  leaving  home 
stations. 

III.  It  is  presumed  that  all  officers  and  men  will  be  familiar 
with  guard  duty  in  all  its  details,  prior  to  going  into  camp;  privates 
must  memorize  the  orders  for  sentinels  on  post,  given  in  para- 
graphs 215  and  216,  Manual  of  Guard  duty,  and  they  must  also  be 
fully  instructed  in  paragraphs  205  to  269,  282  to  285,  and  364  to 
366;  non-commissioned  officers,  in  addition  to  the  above,  para- 
graphs 120  to  188,  296  to  322,  433  to  437;  and  officers  in  addition 
to  the  above,  paragraphs  54  to  122,  270  to  281,  and  372  to  388. 

IV.  Company  Commanders  will  see  that  their  respective  com- 
panies are  provided  each  with  a  broom  to  be  taken  on  the  train, 
both  going  and  returning,  and  the  senior  non-commissioned  officer 
in  each  car  will  see  that  the  car  is  at  all  times  swept  clean,  he  will 
also  see  that  regular  time  is  observed  for  meals. 

V.  The  Regimental  Adjutant  will  detail  two  lieutenants,  for 
each  section  of  train,  both  going  and  returning;  these  officers  will 
walk  through  the  trains  frequently  and  see  that  cleanliness  and 
good  order  is  maintained  during  the  entire  trip.  The  senior  non- 
commissioned officer  in  each  car  will  post  a  guard  at  each  door  of 
the  car  (inside),  and  allow  no  enlisted  men  to  pass  through  the 
doors  without  a  written  order  from  proper  authority.  Riding  on 
the  platforms  of  the  cars  is  strictly  forbidden.  The  sounding  of 
instruments  or  shouting  out  of  car  windows,  while  enroute  will 
not  be  tolerated;  any  man  disregarding  these  rules  will  be  severely 
punished. 

VI.  While  in  camp.  Company  Commanders  will  be  held  strict- 
ly responsible  for  the  good  behavior  of  their  men  and  especially 
for  the  sanitation  of  their  respective  companies,they  will  see  that 
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the  sinks  (kitchen  and  others)  are  properly  constructed  and  cared 
for  (see  paragraphs  665  and  566,  Infantry  Drill  Regulations);  they 
will  inspect  each  meal  and  see  that  it  is  properly  cooked  and  serv- 
ed. The  cooks,  kitchens,  and  cooking  utensils  must  at  all  times  be 
scrupulously  clean  and  no  part  of  the  ration  must  be  exposed  to 
flies. 

The  attention  of  Company  Officers  is  directed  to  paragraphs 
274  to  293,  U.  S.  Army  Regulations,  1904.  Attention  of  all  officers 
is  directed  to  paragraphs,  the  same  book,  359  to  369;  370  to  374; 
375  to  379,  380  to  396,  449  and  450;  and  the  following  Articles  of 
War:  8,  12  to  17,  31  to  42,  54,  55,  56,  and  60  to  70. 

VII.  It  is  important  that  all  companies  be  proficient  in  the 
extended  order  drill  as  per  paragraphs  147  to  157  inclusive;  and 
paragraphs  221  to  238  inclusive.  Infantry  Drill  Regulations. 

The  first  day's  drill  in  camp  will  be  found  in  the  Infantry  Drill 
Regulations,  paragraphs  320  to  334  inclusive;  paragraphs  399,  and 
417  to  426  inclusive. 

The  second  day's  drill  will  be  from  paragraph  335  to 
347  inclusive;  399,  417  to  426  inclusive. 

The  third  day's  drill  will  be  from  paragraphs  538  to  547 
inclusive,  and  92  to  124  inclusive.  Field  Service  Regulations,  U.  S. 
Army. 

Fourth  day,  paragraphs  548  to  552  inclusive.  Infantry  Drill 
Regulations,  and  paragraphs  125  to  203  inclusive.  Field  Service 
Regulations. 

The  fifth  day  will  consist  of  the  solution  of  a  tactical  problem; 
two  opposing  forces  consisting  of  all  arms  of  the  service. 

Every  officer  must  have  in  his  possession  a  copy  of  Infantry 
Drill  Regulations,  U.  S.  Army,  and  the  Field  Service  Regulations, 
U.  S.  Army,  1905.  Special  attention  is  directed  to  Article  II,  of 
the  Field  Ser'frice  Regulations,  relating  to  "Orders."  This  book 
should  be  carefully  studied  in  its  entirety  by  all  officers. 

VIII.  Company  Commanders  will  personally  inspect  all  rifles 
and  cart-idge  belts  in  their  respective  commands  prior  to  leaving 
home  stations,  and  they  will  see  that  no  ammunition  (ball  or 
blank)  is  carried  by  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  and  no  ammuni- 
tion will  be  used  during  this  tour  of  duty,  except  such  as  may  be 
issued  on  the  field,  and  then  each  company  commander  will  in- 
spect each  box  as  it  is  received,  to  make  sure  that  no  ball  cartridge 
may  be  among  the  issue. 

No  reflections  must  be  made  upon  the  discipline  of  this  Reg- 
iment by  promiscuous  firing  of  blnnk  cartridges  during  the  day 
or  night  in  or  about  the  camp;  Officers  or  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers will  arrest  any  man  disregarding  this  rule.     Every  member 
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of  this  regiment  will  be  expected  to  do  his  duty  willingly,  the 
falling  out  of  the  ranks  at  drill,  exercises  and  problems,  and 
straggling  over  the  country  will  not  be  tolerated.- 

A  strict  compliance  with  paragraph  4,  Army  Regulations,  and 
paragaraphs  592,  503,  596  and  599,  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  re- 
lating to  military  courtesy,  will  be  expected  of  every  officer  and 
enlisted  man  in  this  regiment 

Fruit  trees,  gardens,  or  any  other  private  property  must  never 
be  interfered  with  by  any  member  of  this  regiment. 

« 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  member  in  this  regiment  to  see  that 
no  discredit  is  brought  upon  our  organization.  The  good  men  in 
the  regiment,  the  great  majority,  should  give  the  weaker  ones,  who 
are  liable  to  offend  in  this  particular,  to  understand  that  such  acts 
will  not  be  tolerated. 

Attention  is  again  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  men  should  pro- 
vide themselves  with  comfortable  shoes;  heavy  soled  and  wide  toed 
shoes  and  well  broken  in,  is  the  shoe  for  every  one  to  take  to  pre- 
vent sore  feet.     (Tan  shoes  preferable). 

IX.  The  baggage  of  Companies  C,  D,  E,  G,  I,  L  and  M 
must  be  shipped  to  Hartford  on  the  forenoon  of  Aug.  10th,  and  all 
Headquarters  baggage.  Band,  Hospital  Corps  and  Companies  A, 
B,  F,  H,  and  K  must  be  delivered  at  the  Hartford  Armory  not 
later  than  10  a.  m.  on  the  same  day,  as  the  baggage  must  all  be 
loaded  on  the  cars  before  3  p.  m.,  August  10th.  Each  piece  of 
t>AS?^?c  must  be  plainly  marked  in  such  way  as  to  prevent  the 
mark  getting  lost. 

The  Regimental  Quartermaster  will  attend  to  all  the  details 
of  loading  the  troops  and  baggage.  He  will  report  to  the  Assist- 
ant  Quartermaster-General  for  instructions. 

The  Regimental  Commissary  will  report  to  the  Acting  Com- 
missary-General for  instructions  regarding  travel  rations  for  the 
enlisted  men,  and  will  give  all  necessary  information  to  Company 
Commanders. 

Officers  will  provide  their  own  rations,  both  traveling  and 
while  in  camp. 

X.  Pay-rolls  of  the  Pay  Department,  U.  S.  Army,  have  been 
sent  to  all  Company  Commanders;  one  copy  of  these  pay-rolls 
must  be  made  out  by  each  Company  Commander  before  leaving 
home  stations,  and  on  arrival  in  camp  this  copy  will  be  taken  to 
the  Chief  Paymaster,  who  may  revise  it  if  not  correct,  when  other 
copies  can  be  made  from  this  corrected  copy. 
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All  absences  without  leave  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours, 
occurring  after  the  departure  from  the  home  rendezvous,  must  be 
noted  under  the  head  of  remarks.

L  The  several  companies  of  this  Regiment  will  assemble  at 
their  respective  armories  on  August  11,  1906,  armed  and  equipped, 
as  stated  in  G.  O.  No.  5,  R.  H.  c.  s.,  as  follows:

Major  Moran  will 
take  command  of  the  Hartford  organizations  as  one  battalion,  form 
and  march  to  and  arrive  at  the  railroad  station,  foot  of  Church 
street,  not  later  than  5:45  a.  m. 

Company  C  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  special  train  from 
Rockville  at  4:55  a.  m. 

Company  D  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  third  rail  train  from 
Bristol  at  5:10  a.  m. 

Companies  £  and  I  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  third  rail 
train  from  New  Britain  at  5:30  a.  m. 

Company  G  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  special  train  from 
Manchester  at  5:20  a.  m. 

Company  L  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  special  train  from 
Willimantic  at  4:45  a.  m. 

Company  M  will  assemble  in  time  to  take  special  train  from 
Winsted  at  4:30  a.  m. 

All  troops  must  be  entrained  in  time  to  permit  the  trains  to 
leave  on  schedule  time. 

The  senior  officer  from  each  town  will  receive  from  the  station 
agent  of  his  respective  town,  upon  presentation  of  proper  certificate 
furnished  him  by  the  Assistant  Quartermaster  General,  a  "Block 
Ticket;"  on  this  ticket  the  officer  must  account  for  the  exact  num- 
ber of  men  on  this  train;  this  ticket  will  be  good  from  home  station 
to  Hartford  and  return,  and  must  include  the  number  of  men  on 
baggage  detail  August  10th. 
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II.  This  Regiment  will  leave  Hartford  on  two  sections  of 
train,  the  first  section  leaving  at  6:00  a.  m.,  Colonel  Schulze  in 
charge;  the  second  section  will  leave  immediately  after  the  first, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Bailey  in  charge.  Each  of  these  officers  in 
charge  will  receive  a  Block  Ticket  from  the  station  agent  at  Hart- 
ford, good  to  Jersey  City,  and  they  will  receive  one  at  Jersey  City, 
fifood  to  Mount  Gretna,  Penn.,  on  each  of  these  tickets  they  will 
have  to  account  for  every  man  on  their  respective  trains. 

III.  Morning  report  books  (field),  correctly  made  out,  ac- 
counting for  every  man,  present  and  absent,  must  be  handed  by 
the  first  sergeants  of  all  companies,  drum-major  and  hospital  corps, 
to  the  regimental  sergeant-major  at  the  Hartford  railroad  station 
before  the  first  section  leaves  the  station.  Company  Commanders 
are  requested  to  ascertain  as  nearly  correct  as  possible,  the  num- 
l>er  of  officers  and  men  they  will  parade  and  send  a  list  containing 
this  information,  to  the  Colonel,  not  later  than  August  7,  1906. 

IV.  Major  McCook,  Surgeon,  and  Lieutenant  Van  Strander, 
Assistant  Surgeon,  will  accompany  the  first  section  of  train,  and 
Captain  Tyler,  Assistant  Surgeon,  will  accompany  the  second  sec- 
tion. Major  McCook  will  detail  six  members  each  of  the  Hospi- 
tal Corps  to  entrain  with  each  section  of  train. 

V.  The  Regimental  Quartermaster,  assisted  by  First  Lieutenant 
McMahon,  Co.  B,  will  take  charge  of  the  first  section,  and  Battal- 
ion Quartermaster  C.  E.  Smith,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  Philip 
Cheney,  Co.  G,  will  take  charge  of  the  second  section;  they  will 
superintend  the  entraining  of  the  troops  in  Hartford  and  the  de- 
training at  Mt.  Gretna. 

The  Quartermaster  of  the  second  section  will  also  superin- 
tend the  detraining  of  Companies  d  D,  E,  G,  I,  L  and  M  upon 
their  arrival  in  Hartford  from  their  home  stations  and  see  that 
they  are  conducted  to  their  respective  cars  without  delay. 

The  Quartermasters  will  inspect  each  car  of  their  respective 
sections  prior  to  entraining  and  see  that  they  are  clean  and  in 
good  serviceable  condition;  that  they  will  see  that  the  water  tanks 
are  iced  and  filled  with  water  and  renewed  when  necessary,  and 
closets  provided  with  necessaries.  They  will  see  that  the  men  are 
quartered  on  each  coach  not  to  exceed  three  on  two  seats. 

They  will  see  that  no  baggage  or  impedimenta  of  any  kind  is 
taken  on  the  passenger  coaches  with  the  men,  and  that  officers 
take  nothing  but  small  pieces  with  them  on  their  coach — such  as 
they  can  carry  in  their  hands  when  detraining  at  destination. 

The  men  will  have  nothing  with  them  in  the  passenger  coach 
except  their  personal  field  equipment  and  arms. 

When  the  men  step  from  the  train  they  will  leave  nothing 
behind  them  in  the  car,  but  will  have  all  their  belongings  on  their 
persons  and  be  ready  to  bivouac  if  necessary  alongside  the  train. 
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VI.  The  baggage  of  Companies  C,  D,  E,  G,  I,  L  and  M,  must 
be  ready  for  shipment  at  the  railroad  stations  on  August  10,  1906» 
on  baggage  car  of  regular  passenger  trains,  leavmg  as  follows: — 
Willimantic,  11:30  a.  m.;  Manchester,  12:18  p.  m.;  Rockville,  11:50 
a.  m.;  Winsted,  9:36  a.  m.;  Bristol,  12:43  p.  m.;  New  Britain,  1:0S 
p.  m. 

A  baggage  detail  of  one  non-commissioned  officer  and  three 
privates  from  each  of  the  twelve  companies  will  be  sent  with  the 
company  baggage. 

From  Hartford  a  passenger  coach  will  be  attached  to  the 
baggage  train  for  the  use  of  the  baggage  details  and  no  one  will 
be  allowed  to  ride  on  a  baggage  car.  Battalion  Quartmaster 
Pinches  is  hereby  designated  as  Quartermaster  of  the  baggage 
train,  he  will  be  assisted  by  Battalion  Quartermaster  Hixon. 

Each  piece  of  baggage  must  be  carefully  weighed  and  the 
weight  and  number  of  pieces  plainly  marked  on  each  piece  before 
it  leaves  the  armory,  and  the  Company  Commander  must  keep  a 
triplicate  list  of  the  number  of  pieces  and  weights  of  his  baggage, 
this  for  the  use  of  the  Quartermaster. 

The  Regimental  Quartermaster,  with  such  assistance  as  he 
may  select,  will  superintend  the  loading  of  horses  and  baggage  in 
Hartford.  All  horses  to  be  shipped  from  Hartford  must  be  at 
the  railroad  station,  foot  of  Church  street,  not  later  than  6  p.  m., 
August  10,  1906.  The  Regimental  Quartermaster  will  see  that 
there  is  a  proper  supply  of  fodder,  water  pails  and  lanterns  in  the 
stock  car. 

Company  Commanders,  except  those  in  Hartford,  will  con- 
tract for  the  transportation  of  their  baggage  from  their  armories 
to  the  railroad  station  and  return  for  which  expense  they  will 
require  vouchers  in  duplicate. 

VII.  The  Paymaster  will  at  once  send  written  instructions 
to  all  company  commanders,  giving  the  amount  of  government 
pay  for  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  for  nine  days'  service,  and 
such  further  instructions  as  may  be  necessary  to  assure  the  cor- 
rect making  out  of  the  army  and  state  payrolls.

Second  Section,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Bailey,  Major  Bullen,  As- 
sistant Surgeon  Tyler,  Battalion  Adjutant  Low,  Battalion  Quarter- 
master Smith,  Non-commissioned  Staff  located  in  New  Britain,  six 
members  of  the  Hospital  Corps  and  Companies  C,  D,  £,  G,  I,  L 
and  M.     Nine  cars. 

The  companies  will  entrain  from  front  to  rear  as  follows:

Company  Commanders  must  see  that  all  their  equip- 
ments are  complete  and  in  first-class  condition;  the  khaki  uniforms 
should  all  be  cleaned  before  August  11th;  every  campaign  hat  must 
be  provided  with  number,  figure  and  hat  cord. 

Every  mounted  officer  must  be  provided  with  service  saddle- 
cloth; service  caps  will  not  be  worn  while  on  duty  with  troops. 

Non-commissioned  Staff  Officers  will  report  to  the  Regimental

A  non-commissioned  officer  is  of  the  Regiment,  and  his 
authority  is  in  no  wise  limited  to  the  men  of  his  particular  com- 
pany. 

Company  officers,  thirty  minutes  after  the  train  has  started, 
or  as  soon  as  all  details  have  been  arranged  and  the  men  properly 
seated,  will  report  to  the  senior  officer  on  the  train  in  the  last  car 
of  the  section. 

3.  Officers  of  the  train  guard  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
V,  G.  O.  No.  5,  R.  H.  c.  s.,  are  hereby  detailed  as  follows:

SANITARY  CIRCULAR. 

Company  Commanders,  before  they  make  camp,  will  read  this 
circular  to  their  respective  organizations. 

1.  Conewago  Creek  which  flows  on  the  south  and  west  of 
the  camp  from  the  lake  is  practically  a  sewer  and  must  not  be  used 
for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  not  even  for  washing  clothing.  This 
is  so  urgent  a  matter  that  men  detected  using  it  should  be  severely 
dealt  with. 

2.  The  water  supply  of  the  camp  is  taken  from  the  small 
creek  to  the   north   of  the   reservation,   immediately   beyond   the 
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railroad  tracks.  To  prevent  pollution  of  the  stream,  all  soldiers 
are  forbidden  to  enter  this  part  of  the  woods.  Analysis  of  water 
from  springs  on  the  camp  site  show  it  to  be  dangerously  polluted^ 
and  everyone  must  be  specially  warned  against  drinking  it.  Seri- 
ous illness  has  occurred  from  this  source. 

Though  the  regular  water  supply  is  generally  safe,  it  is  so 
liable  to  pollution  from  civilian  visitors  to  picnics  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, that  Company  Commanders  are  directed  to  keep  on 
hand  suflicient  boiled  water  for  drinking  purposes,  and  no  other 
shall  be  used. 

3.  On  account  of  the  length  of  time  the  camp  is  to  continue, 
extra  precautions  must  be  taken  to  keep  each  camp  site  free  of 
filth  and  refuse  of  every  description.  Particular  care  must  be^ 
given  to  the  latrines,  otherwise  they  become  dangerous.  Defeca- 
tion anywhere  except  in  the  regularly  established  latrines  must  be 
forbidden  in  the  most  positive  manner  and  anyone  urinating  on  the 
ground  within  the  bounds  of  any  organization's  camp  must  be 
punished. 

An  excessive  number  of  flies  in  any  camp  is  an  indication  of 
remediable  defects.  Foods  should  be  screened  from  flies  and  it  is 
permissible  to  buy  the  material  to  secure  this  end  from  the  com- 
pany funds.

TRANSPORTATION . 


The  transportation  as  arranged  by  the  Assistant  Quar- 
termaster-General for  the  Regiment  on  this  trip,  both  going 
and  returning,  was  most  excellent.  Nothing  was  left  un- 
done to  make  it  comfortable  for  the  men  while  enroute. 
The  Regiment  was  transported  from  Hartford  to  Mount 
Gretna  in  three  sections.  The  baggage  of  all  the  compan- 
ies located  outside  of  Hartford  was  shipped,  and  arrived  in 
Hartford,  August  10th,  as  follows:  Companies  L,  C  and 
G,  from  Willimantic,  Rockville  and  South  Manchester, 
respectively,  at  12:35  P.  M. ;  Company  M,  from  Winsted, 
at  9:36  A.  M.,  Company  D,  from  Bristol,  and  Companies 
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E  and  I,  from  New  Britain,  at'l:2f;  P.  M.  All  the  regi- 
mental baggage,  including  tentage,  eleven  horses,  etc., 
was  loaded  at  the  foot  of  Church  street,  during  the  after- 
noon of  August  10th,  and  the  baggage  train,  consisting 
of  one  car  of  horses,  one  car  for  camp  equipage,  four  cars 
for  baggage,  and  one  coach  for  the  baggage  details,  left 
Hartford  at  7:20  P.  M.  At  Jersey  City  there  was  added 
to  this  train  one  car  with  twelve  horses  from  Hexamer,  of 
Hoboken,  N.  J.  The  baggage  train  arrived  at  Mount 
Gretna,  Penn.,  without  special  incident,  at  7:35  A.  M., 
August  11th.  The  horses  were  unloaded  at  once,  but 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Regiment  was  to  pitch  camp  on 
a  site  which  was  then  occupied  by  a  Vermont  Regiment, 
the  baggage  could  not  be  unloaded  until  the  afternoon. 
After  the  Regiment  from  Vermont  had  struck  camp,  and 
gone  into  shelter  tents,  giving  us  part  of  the  ground,  fif- 
teen wagons  were  furnished  Lieutenant  Pinches,  by  the 
Chief  Quartermaster,  and  the  tentage  and  baggage  was  then 
transported  from  the  train  to  the  camp  ground,  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  Regiment.  Distanjce  from  railroad  station 
to  camp  ground  about  500  yards. 

The  Regiment  mobilized  at  Hartford  on  Saturday, 
August  11th,  as  follows:  Company  M  left  Winsted  by 
special  train  at  4:30  A.  M.,  arriving  in  Hartford  at  5:45. 
Company  L  left  Willimantic  by  special  train  at  4:45  A.  M., 
arriving  in  Hartford  at  5:45.  Company  C  left  Rockville 
at  4:55  A.  M.,  arriving  in  Hartford  at  5:45.  Company  G  was 
moved  from  So.  Manchester  to  Manchester  by  special  trol- 
ley, and  left  Manchester  by  special  train  at  5 -.20  A.  M., 
arriving  in  Hartford  at  5:45.  Company  D  left  Bristol  by 
special  train  at  6 :00  A.  M.,  arriving  in  Hartford  at  5 :45. 
Companies  E  and  I  left  New  Britain  at  5:25  A.  M.,  arriv- 
ing in  Hartford  at  5 :45. 

The  first  section  of  troop  train  left  Hartford  at  6:18 
A.  M.,  being  delayed  eighteen  minutes  on  account  of  the 
commissary  car  not  being  at  hand  in  time  to  be  loaded. 
After  a  delay  of  thirty-two  minutes  at  New  Haven,  three 
minutes   at   Saugatuck,   and   thirteen    minutes   at    Darien, 
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the  train  arrived  at  Harlem  River,  N.  Y.,  at  10:00  A.  M.  . 

for  Jersey  City  on  ferry  boat,  arriving  in  Jersey  City  at  1 

11 :40  ;•  there  the  train  was  supplied  with  ice  and  water^ 
and  left  at  12:07  P.  M.,  arriving  at  Conewago  Junction, 
Penn.,  at  4:16  P.  M.,  where  after  a  delay  of  eighteen  min- 
utes, (changing  crew  and  engines)  the  train  proceeded  to 
Mount  Gretna,  arriving  at  5:22  P.  M.  The  troops  de- 
trained in  one  and  one-quarter  minutes,  and  were  marched 
direct  to  the  place  of  encampment,  where  they  awaited 
the  arrival  of  the  second  section. 

The  second  section  of  troop  train  left  Hartford  at 
6:37  A.  M.,  arriving  in  Jersey  City  at  12:00  o'clock,  left 
Jersey  City  at  12:30  P.  M.,  arriving  at  Mount  Gretna, 
Penn.,  at  7:10  P.  M.  The  troops  detrained  quickly,  and 
were  marched  on  to  the  camp  ground,  where  the  Regiment 
was  formed  in  column  of  masses,  shelter  tents  pitched,  and 
the  Regiment  went  into  bivouac  for  the  night. 

RETURN  TRANSPORTATION. 

At  the  request  of  the  railroad  company,  the  Regiment 
returned  in  two  sections;  the  first  section  carrying  Com- 
panies C,  D,  E,  G,  I,  L  and  M,  (all  companies  located  out- 
side of  Hartford)  left  Mount  Gretna,  Penn.,  at  7:00  A.  M., 
Sunday,  August  19th,  carrying  also  the  baggage  of  the 
companies  named ;  the  train  consisted  of  two  cars  for  bag- 
gage, one  car  for  Commissary,  ten  coaches  and  one  parlor 
car. 

The  train  arrived  at  Jersey  City  at  11 :4o  A.  M.,  at 
Harlem,  N.  Y.,  at  1 :45  P.  M. ;  left  Hariem  at  2 :15  P,  M., 
and  arrived  at  Hartford  at  5 :20  P.  M. 

Special  trains  were  quickly  made  up,  all  companies' 
baggage  transferred,  and  all  the  companies  arrived  at  their 
home  stations  in  good  shape  and  season. 

The*  second  section  of  the  train,  consisting  of  one  car 
for  horses,  (twelve  horses  from  Hexamer's  being  left  at 
Mount  Gretna  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey  troops),  two 
cars  for  baggage,  one  car  for  camp  equipage,  one  car  for 
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commissary  stores,  eight  coaches,  and  one  parlor  car,  car- 
rying the  field  and  staff,  non-com.  staff,  band,  and  Com- 
panies A,  B,  F,  H  and  K,  including  all  baggage,  left  Mount 
Gretna  at  8 :27  A.  M.,  arriving  at  Jersey  City  at  1  -20  P.  M., 
Harlem,  N.  Y.,  at  3 :32  and  Hartford  at  7 :05  P.  M.  The 
troops  were  detrained  in  three  minutes,  the  companies 
formed  and  marched  as  a  battalion,  under  command  of 
Major  Moran,  to  the  armory,  by  way  of  Allyn  street  to 
Trumbull,  to  Church,  to  Main,  to  Elm,  to  the  armory. 

The  baggage  arrived  at  the  armory  ten  minutes  after 
the  companies.

Formations  at  retreat  and  reveille  were  under  arms. 

A  commissioned  officer  attended  all  roll  calls. 

Companies  were  inspected  at  retreat. 

Guard  duty  was  performed  by  Regiment,  fifteen  sen- 
tinels were  posted  in  the  Regiment.  Daily  strength  re- 
ports giving  the  number  of  officers  and  men  present  for 
duty,  and  sick,  and  also  the  number  of  armed  men  avail- 
able for  the  firing  line  were  required  at  General  Headquar- 
ters at  5  P.  M. 

FIFTH. 

PITCHING  AND   STRIKING   CAMP,   SUNDAY,  AUGUST   12TH. 

Immediately  after  breakfast,  the  Vermont  Regiment, 
which  had  occupied  part  of  the  ground,  to  be  taken  up  by 
the  First  Connecticut  Infantry,  struck  camp  and  marched 
to  the  R.  R.  station,  leaving  the  ground  in  fairly  eood  con- 
dition. The  First  Infantry,  C.  N.  G.,  struck  shelter  tents, 
and  then  the  Regiment  formed  in  column  of  masses,  after 
proper  distances  were  taken,  arms  were  stacked,  and  tents 
(common  wall)  were  pitched.  Ticks  were  filled  with  straw, 
and  the  camp  was  soon  in  readiness;  each  company  occu- 
pied twenty-four  tents,  double  row,  twelve  on  a  side. 


SATURDAY,  AUGUST  18tH. 

Camp  was  struck  at  9 :30  A.  M. ;  at  the  last  note  of  the 
General"  (every  tent  except  Field  and  Staff  tents)  dropped, 
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tents  were  folded,  and  all  baggage,  except  the  cooking  out- 
fits, was  loaded  on  wagon  and  transported  to  the  train, 
and  there  loaded  on  the  cars  read^y  for  shipment  Sunday 
morning.  After  the  ground  had  been  policed,  companies 
were  formed,  and  shelter  tents  were  pitched,  and  the  regi- 
ment went  into  bivouac,  until  its  departure  for  home  Sun- 
day morning.

SIXTH. 

DRILLS  AND  INSTRUCTION. 
SUNDAY,  AUGUST  12tH. 

No  drills  were  held  this  day.  Chaplain  Miel  of  the 
First  Infantry,  C.  N.  G.,  held  Divine  Service  at  3  P.  M., 
which  was  largely  attended  by  the  members  of  the  Regi- 
ment, and  others.     The  band  furnished  the  music. 

Major  E.  St.  J.  Greble,  Inspector-General,  made  an 
inspection  of  the  camp  in  the  afternoon,  and  expressed  his 
entire  satisfaction.  The  Colonel,  at  this  inspection,  ex- 
pressed his  disapproval,  to  the  Inspector-General,  on  the 
idea  of  requiring  his  Regiment  to  camp  on  a  site  which 
had  not  even  been  entirely  vacated  by  another  Regplment,and 
thorough  cleaning,  and  ventilating  of  the  ground  was  there- 
by made  impossible. 

MONDAY,    AUGUST  .13th. 

For  instruction  purposes,  provisional  brigades  were 
organized;  the  First  Connecticut  Infantry  was  assigned 
to  the  third  provisional  brigade  of  instruction,  with  the 
12th  U.  S.  Infantry,  Colonel  L.  C  Allen,  commanding. 
In  each  provisional  brigade,  immediately  after  roll  call. 
Regiments  were  formed  in  "column  of  masses"  so  that  the 
corresponding  companies  of  militia  and  regulars  were 
abreast  of  each  other,  when  each  company  commander  of 
the  regulars  sent  to  the  corresponding  company  of  militia 
one  sergeant  and  two  squads,  and  in  return  received  from 
there  one  sergeant  and  two  squads.  After  this,  one  bat- 
talion of  regulars  was  exchanged  for  one  battalion  of 
militia. 
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Brigades  were  formed  in  this  manner  for  all  drills.  This 
day's  drill  was  in  extended  order,  by  battalions  and  regi- 
ments; the  third  provisional  brigade  drilling  on  infantry 
drill  ground  No.  3,  which  was  located  about  three  and  one- 
half  miles  west  of  its  camp,  as  were  about  the  same  dis- 
tances to  Infantry  drill  grounds  No.  1  and  2,  giving  the  men 
a  march  each  day  of  about  seven  miles.  The  commands 
were  each  day  dismissed  in  camp  at  12  o'clock  noon. 

.  At  2 :00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  Regiment  reported 
to  the  Chief  Engineer's  Officer,  where  the  several  companies 
received  practical  instructions  in  field  intrenchments. 

The  battalion  quartermasters  attended  a  school  of  in- 
struction daily  at  1:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  at  the  office  of  Cap- 
tain Benjamin  B.  Hyer,  Quartermaster,  13th  U.  S.  Cavalry, 
in  the  duties  of  Quartermaster,  and  at  6:30  o'clock  A.  M., 
daily,  the  same  officers  attended  school  at  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Engineer  Camp,  in  the  work  they  are  to  perform  in 
the  Commissary  Department;  this  under  the  direction  of 
Captain  F.  J.  Koester.  These  officers  were  excused  from 
all  other  duty  while  in  camp. 

Lieutenant  Richard  W.  DeLamater,  Company  K,  Lieu- 
tenant Fred  T.  Greener,  Company  L,  and  Lieutenant 
James  L.  Smith,  Company  I,  were  detailed  to  report  to  Cap- 
tain E.  M.  Markham,  of  the  Engineer  Corps,  Engineer 
Camp,  at  1:00  o'clock  P.  M.  daily,  for  instruction  in  field 
engineering,  topography,  etc. 

Each  day  all  officers  of  the  Regiment,  not  otherwise 
disposed  of,  attended  school  at  their  respective  battalion 
headquarters,  which  school  was  conducted  by  an  officer  of 
the  army,  detailed  by  the  provisional  brigade  commander, 
for  explanation  and  instruction  in  the  following  days' 
duties. 

Lecture,  A  very  interesting  lecture  was  given  at  the 
lecture  tent  in  the  evening  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  E. 
Britton,  National  Guard,  New  York,  on  "The  Use  of  Troops 
in  Civil  Disorders  From  the  Legal  and  Technical  Stand- 
points/' 
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TUESDAY,  AUGUST  14tH. 

The  third  provisional  brigade,  after  exchanging  of 
squads,  and  battalions,  proceeded  to  drill  ground  No.  1, 
where  the  Regiments  drilled  extended  order,  pars.  335  to 
347  inclusive,  par.  399,  and  pars.  417  to  426  inclusive,  in- 
fantry drill  regulations,  special  attention  being  given  to 
the  "Normal  attack  formation." 

The  Regiment  was  mustered  at  4:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  as 
follows:  Field  and  Staff,  by  Colonel  L.  C  Allen,  12th  In- 
fantry; First  Battalion,  by  Major  D.  B.  Andrews,  12th  In- 
fantry; Second  Battalion,  by  Captain  D.  S.  Cocheu,  12th 
Infantry;  Third  Battalion,  by  Captain  J.  P.  Harbeson,  12th 
Infantry. 

Lecture.  The  lecture  this  evening  was  by  Captain  F. 
J.  Koester,  Commissary,  on  'fBaking,"  and  by  Captain 
George  S.  Gibbs,  Signal  Corps,  on  "Field  Glasses." 

WEDNESDAY     AUGUST    15TH. 

The  drill  on  this  day  was  in  "Advance  and  Rear  Guard." 
The  first  battalion  of  the  12th  U.  S.  Infantry  and  the  first 
battalion.  First  C.  N.  G.,  under  command  of  Major  Andrews, 
12th  Infantry,  left  camp  at  7:00  A.  M.  At  the  outlet  of 
Conewago  Lake,  the  command  formed  as  a  rear  guard  and 
proceeded  via  target  range  and  Colebrook  to  Stevens' 
Farm,  about  four  miles  from  camp,  attempting  to  delay  the 
advance  of  a  pursuing  force,  consisting  of  the  Second  bat- 
talion, 12th  U.  S.  Infantry  and  the  Second  and  Third  bat- 
talions of  the  First  C.  N.  G.,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Schulze,  First  C.  N.  G.  The  pursuing  force  left  camp  at 
7:30  A.  M.,  and  at  the  outlet  of  Conewago  Lake,  took  ad- 
vance guard  formation,  and  forced  an  attack  on  the  rear 
guard  of  the  retreating  force.  Major  Andrews'  force  wore 
the  blue  shirts,  and  Colonel  Schulze's  force  wore  the  khaki 
uniforms,  and  each  man  carried  twenty  rounds  of  ammuni- 
tion. After  many  exchanges  of  shots,  by  the  points  and 
flankers,  west  of  the  rifle  range,  the  rear  guard  of  the  re- 
treating force  made  a  stand  at  the  railroad  crossing  at  Cole- 
brook,  and  a  lively  battle  took  place.     After  Major  Andrews' 
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force  had  advanced  to  near  Stevens,  halt  was  sounded,  and 
the  two  Regiments  assembled.  After  a  rest  of  thirty  minutes. 
Colonel  Schulze's  force  took  up  the  return  march,  forming 
as  a  rear  guard,  and  Major  Andrews'  force  followed  as  an 
advance  guard.  About  five  hundred  yards  west  of  the  rifle 
range  a  stand  was  made  by  Colonel  Schulze's  force,  and 
Major  Andrews'  force  made  the  attack.  No  decision  was 
given  by  the  umpires,  except  that  the  work  was  done  by 
officers  and  men  very  satisfactorily. 

The  two  Regiments  were  assembled,  and  marched  into 
camp,  arriving  at  12:15  P.  M. 

Lecture.  The  lecture  this  evening  was  by  Captain  H. 
E.  Ely,  26th  Infantry,  and  Captain  M.  E.  Hanna,  3d  Cav- 
alry, (general  subject) :     "Orders." 


THURSDAY,   AUGUST   16tH. 

Instruction  in  the  morning,  of  this  day,  was  in  outpost 
duty  by  battalions,  superintended  by  regimental  and  brigade 
commanders. 

After  the  exchanging  of  squads  and  battalions,  the 
third  provisional  brigade  marched  to  the  place  designated 
for  this  instruction,  northeast  of  a  line  extending  from 
Conewago  Lake  to  the  northwest,  about  two  thousand  to 
three  thousand  yards  from  camp.  The  principal  work  in 
this  instruction  was  the  manner  in  which  to  send  out  from 
the  reserve  the  supports,  and  from  there  the  pickets,  and 
from  the  pickets,  the  sentinels;  patrolling  and  relieving. 
The  instruction  was  very  beneficial  to  officers  and  men. 
The  troops,  in  accordance  with  orders,  returned  to  camp 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.

That  the  country  to  the  east  of  the  line,  run- 
ning south  from  the  southern  end  of  Lake  Conewago  is 
also  inaccessible,  but  that  the  road  crossing  the  hills  be- 
tween BulHbock  Hill  and  Governor  Dick  may  be  used. 

SPECIAL  SITUATION — BROWN. 

A  Brown  Force  has  been  detached  from  the  Main 
Brown  Army  advancing  east  from  Harrisburg,  with  orders 
to  capture  Mt.  Gretna  and  relieve  the  Army  from  a  hostile 
force  on  its  flank  and  rear.  Mt.  Gretna  is  reported  gar- 
risoned by  a  small  force,  all  arms.  The  Brown  expedition- 
aiy  force  has  reached  Echert's  on  night  of  August  16th. 
It  posts  outposts,  bivouacs,  sends  out  scouts  and  informa- 
tion patrols  to  examine  the  country,  find  out  the 
strength  and  disposition  of  the  enemy,  etc.  Outposts  will 
be  posted  by  7 :00  o'clock  P.  M.

oping his  left  fiank. 

3.  (tf)    27th  Battery  F,  Art.  will  take  a  position  near  Flory 

and  fire  on  enemy's  artillery.  As  soon  as  Leinwehr 
Hill  is  in  our  possession,  the  battery  will  advance  as 
rapidly  as  possible  to  a  position  on  that  hill. 

(^)  The  left  support  of  the  outpost  (one  battalion  5th 
Maryland  Infantry)  will  advance  via  woods  northeast 
of  the  Foorman,  supported  by  the  reserve  (1  Battalion 
5th  Maryland  Infantry)  and  will  seize  Leinwehr  Hill 
at  daybreak. 

The  right  support  of  the  outpost  (one  Battalion  5th 
Maryland  Infantry)  will  hold  ridge  southwest  of  Cole- 
brook,  until  Cavalry  reaches  road  fork  200  yards  south- 
east of  Colebrook,  when  it  will  join  the  remainder  of 
the  Regiment  on  Leinwehr  Hill,  avoiding  exposure. 

The  5th  Maryland  Infantry  will  advance  when  or- 
dered in  support  of  the  main  attack,  holding  Leinwehr 
Hill  in  the  meantime. 

The  main  attack  will  be  made  by  the  4th  Maryland 
Infantry,  under  Col.  Macklin,  via  woods  to  west  of 
State  Rifle  Range. 
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4th  Maryland  Infantry  will  start  from  Echert  at 
5:15  A.  M.,  and  march  via  Grainer,  Bachman  to  C.  & 
L.  R.  R.;  thence  through  Colebrook. 

1st  Connecticut  Infantry  will  leave  Echert  at  5:00^ 
A.  M.,  march  via  Flory,  Amos,  Echert;  thence  east 
under  cover  of  woods  to  Foorman,  Fontana  road; 
thence  via  this  road  to  Mt.  Gretna  and  attack  the 
enemy's  rear. 

(r)  The  reserve  consisting  of  the  23rd  Infantry  will  fol- 
low about  500  yards  in  rear  of  the  main  attack. 

(</)  The  3rd  Squadron,  15th  Cavalry  (Maj.  Wilder)  will 
push  back  enemy's  patrols  in  front  of  the  main  attack 
and  cover  our  right  flank. 

Lt.-Col.  Hardie  with  2nd  Squadron  15th  Cav.  and 
2nd  Squadron  13th  Cav.,  will  leave  bivouac  at  5:00 
A.  M.  and  gain  the  enemy's  rear  via  Amos,  Echert 
and  woods  along  northern  boundary,  Foorman,  Fon- 
tana, Mt.  Gretna  road,  clearing  the  way  in  front  of 
1st  Connecticut  Infantry,  and  assisting  in  attack  on 
enemy's  rear. 

(e)  The  Detachment  Signal  Corps  will  maintain  commu- 
nication between  main  attack,  the  secondary  attack 
and  the  artillery.

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The  following,  my  report  to  the  Commander  of  the 
Brown  Forces,  will  explain  the  movements  of  the  First 
Connecticut  Infantry  during  the  maneuver : 

Headquarters  First  Infantry, 

Connecticut  National  Guard, 

Mount  Gretna,  Pa.,  17  August,  1906,  9 :15  A.  M. 

Adjutant-General, 

Brown  Forces, 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  this  Regiment  in 
the  fight  to-day : 

Left  Echert  at  5  A.  M.,  (Field  Orders  No.  2)  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hardie  sent  Orderly  to  request  Colonel 
Schulze  to  continue  by  Flory  to  Grainer  and  take  trail 
there  north  to  woods.  Our  Vanguards  had  already  gone 
north  at  Flory  but  were  picked  up  in  woods.  Passed 
Foorman  going  north  at  6 :02  A.  M. 

Halted  at  6:50  two  miles  northeast  of  Foorman  for 
Colonel  Hardie  to  form  advance  guard  of  Cavalry;  Hardie 
having  come  into  contact  with  the  enemy,strength  unknown. 
Edge  of  reservation  reached  at  7 :20  and  two  signal  rockets 
were  sent  up  to  indicate  we  were  marching  south  on  Mt. 
Gretna  Road.  Enemy  encountered  in  force  south  of 
railroad  station.  We  threw  out  skirmishers  at  8:05  A.  M., 
and  drove  them  back  to  the  hill  occupied  by  the  12th  In- 
fantry as  permanent  camp. 

Forming  in  three  echelons,  we  drove  the  enemy  back 
(west)  over  the  hill  losing  two  companies.  The  enemy 
retired  behind  entrenchments,  which  were  flanked  from 
the  north  by  Colonel  Hardie's  Cavalry.  Our  umpire  at 
8  :44  A.  M.,  directed  me  to  assemble  the  Regiment,  and  re- 
turn to  camp. 

The  position  of  our  force  at  cessation  of  hostilities 
-was  near  creast  of  hill  700  yards  west  of  R.  R.  station  and 
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100  yards  from  enemy's  entrenchpients  (we  being  pro- 
tected by  crest  of  hill).  Colonel  Hardie's  Cavalry  held  a 
position  on  our  right  flank  and  flanking  the  enemy's  en- 
trenchments.

Sir: 

I  desire  to  express  to  you  and  your  command  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  hard  work  they  did  this  morning  in  sup- 
porting the  advance  cavalry  during  the  attack  upon  the  rear 
of  the  Blue  position. 

The  march  made  by  your  Regiment  from  bivouac  to 
the  rear  of  Mount  Gretna  was  a  long  and  tiresome  one, 
much  fatigue  resulting  from  the  rapid  marching  in  support 
of  my  command. 

When  the  proper  moment  for  re-inforcements  had  ar- 
rived, your  Regiment  was  in  exactly  the  right  position, 
and  no  delay  in  the  deployment  for  attack  was  occasioned. 
I  am  sure  that  all  my  officers  admired  the  manner  in 
which  your  Regiment  was  conducted  throughout  the  ex- 
ercise.

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Lecture.  The  lecture  on  Friday  evening  was  confined 
to  commanding  officers  explaining  in  detail  the  work  done 
by  their  several  commands  during  the  maneuver,  their  rea- 
sons for  all  the  movements  from  beginning  to  finish;  the 
reports  of  the  several  assistant  umpires  were  read,  and  fin- 
ally, Colonel  Hatfield,  13th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  who  had  acted 
as  Chief  Umpire  for  the  maneuvers,  went  over  the  entire 
field  in  a  most  critical  manner,  so  that  at  his  conclusion,  if 
there  had  been  any  commander  of  an  opinion  that  he  had 
accomplished  any  great  victory*  with  his  forces,  this  opin- 
ion was  greatly  modified,  if  not  entirely  changed. 

The  lecture  was  the  most  instructive  in  field  work 
that  could  possibly  have  been  given. 

This  practically  ended  the  work  of  instruction  for  the 
week. 

Saturday  morning,  as  has  already  been  stated,  the  Reg- 
iment went  from  camp  into  bivouac.  At  1 :30  o'clock  P.  M. 
the  Regiment  was  marched  to  the  Chief  Paymaster's  tent^ 
Major  T.  D.  Keleher,  Chief  Paymaster,  where  officers  and 
men  received  army  pay. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  entire' 
tour  of  duty  has  been  the  most  instructive  that  this  Regi- 
ment has  ever  attended,  and  both  officers  and  men  have 
greatly  benefited  thereby ;  it  would  seem  impossible  to  im- 
prove on  the  splendid  and  thorough  manner  in  which 
Major-General  F.  D.  Grant  had  arranged  the  smallest  de- 
tails to  give  the  National  Guard  all  the  benefits  of  the  ex- 
perience of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular  Army. 

Colonel  Allen  and  his  officers  of  the  12th  U.  S.  In- 
fantry, with  whom  our  Regiment  was  brigaded,  were  most 
unselfish  and  untiring  in  their  instructions  and  advice 
whenever  it  was  asked  for,  and  the  pleasant  memories  of 
officers  and  men,  on  both  sides,  of  the  week's  duty  will 
ever  be  cherished. 

The  rations  as  issued  were  entirely  adequate  and  whole- 
some, and  the  instructions  received  by  our  Cooks,  in  the 
art  of  preparing,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Regiment  for  years 
to  come. 
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The  ceremony  of  guard  mount  and  guard  duty  in  gen- 
eral, the  forepart  of  the  week,  was  anything  but  commend- 
able, but  great  improvement  was  noticed,  so  that  at  the 
end  of  the  week,  this  most  essential  duty  of  a  soldier  could 
be  pronounced  good.

A  very,  heavy  thunder  storm  was  encountered  about 
two  miles  from  Camp  Cole.  Upon  arrival  an  outpost  com- 
prised of  Companies  H  and  L  under  command  of  Major 
King  was  established,  and  the  Brigade  pitched  shelter  tents. 
An  interior  guard  was  posted,  evening  mess  was  cooked.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  out- 
post disposition-,  in  accordance  with  F.  O.  No.  1 : 

Reserves  arrived  and  took  position,  rear  ice  house,  on 
main  road  to  Gorton's  Mill  at  12:20  A.  M.,  skirmish  firing 
all  night ;  heavy  firing  about  7  A.  M.,  on  right  section. 
Communication  with  Major  Bucklee  reported  detachment 
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cavalry  approached  from  Flander's  Road,  northwest  of 
Gorton's  Mill,  (out  of  bounds)  attempted  to  charge,  but 
his  position  was  practically  annihilated  by  shots  from  ar- 
tillery. Cavalry  retreated  in  confusion.  Company  H, 
Captain  Pratt,  sent  to  reinforce  center  section  about  7:30 
A.  M.  Communication  with  Major  Hurley  about  4  A.  M., 
reports  outposts  encounters  the  enemy's  outposts.  Drove 
them  back.  8  A.  M.,  heavy  firing  right  section.  Major 
Bucklee  asks  for  entire  reserve  for  his  flank.  Colonel  Fitch 
directs  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dorsey,  Company  M  and  Fourth 
Section  Battery.  8:15  A.  M.,  corporal  of  Co.  B  reports 
from  Major  Hurley  with  30  prisoners,  enemy's  baggage 
detail  and  servants.  Colonel  Fitch  ordered  the  corporal 
to  escort  them  to  camp. 

1  A.  M.  Major  King  reports.  Captain  Wing  reports 
in  touch  with  Major  Hurley's  right.  Lieutenant  Godfrey 
in  touch  with  Major  Bucklee's  left. 

3:30  A.  M.  Posted  one  field  piece  to  command  open 
country  to  Major  Bucklee's  left.  6:20,  Captain  Weed  re- 
ports enemy  in  front.  6:30,  one  prisoner  taken.  7:45, 
Weed  reports  enemy  in  front.  In  numbers,  our  outpost 
has  fallen  back  on  support,  and  destroyed  bridge  (marked 
destroyed)  at  old  mill.  8:16,  enemy  appear  in  front,  our 
company,  and  pass  over  bridge,  and  attack  Major  Hurley's 
right,  and  my  left ;  both  companies  meet  attack  with  .heavy 
fire.  Enemy  charged  up  hill,  meet  with  force,  ours  3  to  2  of 
enemy.  6  A.  M.,  enemy  appear  in  front  of  Lieutenant  God- 
frey's command.  F  Company  in  force.  Godfrey,  draws  in 
his  outposts,  destroys  bridge  (marked).  Lieutenant  Clark, 
Signal  Corps,  reports  enemy  outposts  under  cover  on  our 
right,  enemy  appear  in  front  in  force,  open  fire  on  them 
with  field  piece  at  8 :10  A.  M. 

Major  Hurley  reports  while  patrolling  Indian  Woods, 
under  orders  of  commanding  officer,  that  Lieutenant  Prince, 
Signal  Corps,  with  detachment  of  Signal  Corps,  (mounted) 
encountered  enemy's  outposts;  fired  on  them,  two  volleys, 
two  shots  each,  and  withdrew  safely,  except  one  man,  who 
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was  thrown  from  his  horse,  apparently  slightly  injured ; 
horse  recovered,  and  both  arrived  safely  at  rear.

Camp  Cole,  Niantic,  July  10,  1906. 
The  Adjutant 9 

Third  Infantry,  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
Sir: 

Third  Battalion,  Third  Infantry,  consisting  of  Com- 
panies A,  C  and  I  left  camp  12:05  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  July 
10,  1906 ;  taking  up  the  advance  guard  formation  imme- 
diately on  leaving  same;  arriving  at  Gorton's  Mill  about 
12:25.  Point  was  halted  by  sentinel  posted  by  outpost  of 
enemy  about  100  yards  from  Gorton's  Mill  on  Roxbury 
Road.  Sentinel  of  the  enemy  was  driven  back;  advance 
guard  again  taking  up  the  march ;  halting  point  about  one- 
quarter  mile  from  Gorton's  Mill  on  Roxbury  Road.  The 
advance  guards  consisted  of  Company  A,  this  company 
forming  the  picket  posts  at  this  point  protecting  the  road, 
ground  to  the  right  and  left,  and  cart  paths  indicated  on 
map  attached.  By  sending  out  a  patrol,  we  discovered  that 
the  enemy  had  established  one  of  their  picket  posts  at  the 
junction  of  Roxbury  Road,  and  road  running  north  about  500 
yards  in  advance  of  our  picket  posts.  The  remainder  of 
the  force  was  disposed  of  as  follows:  One  field  piece  on 
crest  of  hill  covering  Roxbury  Road,  Gorton's  Mill  Bridge, 
and  open  ground  to  the  right  and  left  supported  by  one 
Platoon  of  Infantry  from  Company  I,  and  one  Platoon  of 
Infantry  on  Flander's  Road,  indicated  on  map,  Company 
C  in  edge  of  woods  on  crest  of  hill  indicated  on  map,  and  one 
field  piece  covering  open  on  left,  indicated  on  map.     Com- 
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pany  C  furnished  our  left  picket  post  extending  well  to 
their  front,  guarding  cart  paths  in  woods  to  the  front  and 
left  of  their  position.  Our  right  picket  posts  were  con- 
stantly harrassed  by  the  enemy  from  2  to  8  A.  M.,  but  held 
this  position  until  this  hour,  when  they  were  compelled 
to  fall  back  on  the  supports,  taking  up  a  position  at  Gorton's 
Mill  Bridge,  under  cover  of  old  mill  and  house.  Positions 
of  our  forces  on  our  right  flank  were  held  from  this  time 
until  recall  was  sounded.  The  picket  posts  on  our  left  were 
driven  in  by  a  superior  force  about  7 :30.  Final  attack  was 
made  on  our  left  flank,  by  a  force  of  infantry,  which  made 
their  appearance  from  the  edge  of  the  woods  in  the  open 
ground  on  our  extreme  left,  coming  out  of  the  woods  in 
close  order  formation,  forming  for  an  attack  in  the 'open.. 
Before  advancing  on  our  position,  they  were  exposed  to  the 
fire  of  our  infantry,  and  artillery  for  about  twenty  minutes,. 
and,  in  my  judgment,  were  annihilated.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
tour  of  duty  of  this  regiment  at  Camp  Cole,  July  9  to  14, 
1906,  inclusive: 

Pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  2,  Brigade  Headquar- 
ters, I  issued  General  Orders  No.  12  and  13,  and  Field  Or- 
ders Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  which  are,  herewith,  appended. 

The  regiment  with  the  exception  of  Company  H,  left 
New  Haven  on  special  train  at  7:08  A.  M.,  Monday  morn- 
ing, July  9th,  and  detrained  at  Lyme  at  8:50,  and  was  there 
joined  by  Troop  A  Cavalry,  and  Section  Signal  Corps, 
which  had  been  assigned  to  my  command  in  General  Or- 
ders No.  2.  B.  H.  These  organizations  were  reported  by 
Captain  Luzerne  Ludington  and  Lieutenant  Samuel  Gager. 

The  wagon  train  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  James  L 
Webb,  Battalion  Quartermaster,  left  Niantic  with  com- 
missary stores,  forage*  buzzacotts  and  tentage  for  the  Sec- 
•ond  Infantry  that  were  to  occupy  Paine's  farm.  Five  of 
these  wagons  continued  on  and  joined  the  regiment  at 
Lyme.     All  impedimenta  were  transferred  to  these  wagons. 

Captain  Luzerne  Ludington  moved  out  with  Troop  A 
as  a  cavalry  screen,  and  explored  all  roads  on  either  side 
for  several  miles  in  advance  of  the  main  body.  Companies 
A  and  F  of  the  first  battalion  formed  the  advance  guard. 
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tinder  the  command  of  Major  John  Q.  Tilson ;  the  train 
guard,  Company  G,  second  battalion,  Captain  Daniel  E. 
Fitzpatrick,  commanding;  the  rear  guard,  Company  I,  and 
one  squad  cavalry,  third  battalion,  Captain  George  E.  Proud- 
man,  commanding.  The  Machine-Gun  Battery,  Captain 
William  H.  Sears  commanding,  joined  this  command  on 
the  road  to  Paine's  farm.  The  march  was  made  by  easy 
stages,  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  roads  due  to  rain. 

This  command  and  organization  assigned  with  it,  ar- 
rived at  Paine's  farm  about  1 :15,  and  immediately  pitched 
shelter  tents.  The  Infantry  bivouaced  in  the  field  on 
the  right,  the  Cavalry  and  Machine-Gun  Battery,  in  the 
field  on  the  left.  The  medical  officers  selected  the  position 
for  the  latrines ;  two  men  were  detailed  from  each  company 
to  report  to  the  Officer  of  the  Day,  who  saw  to  it  that  the 
latrines  were  dug. 

The  quartermaster,  commissary  and  medical  supplies 
for  the  regiment  were  on  hand  promptly ;  the  rations  issued 
to  the  Company  Commissaries,  and  the  cooks  were  pre- 
paring to  get  dinner  ready  when  the  troops  arrived  on  the 
field.  There  was  some  misunderstanding  regarding  the 
subsistence  and  forage  of  Troop  A,  and  Machine-Gun  Bat- 
tery; but  styjplies  arrived  for  these  organizations  before 
<lark.  The  men  of  the  Signal  Corps  and  Hospital  Corps 
messed  with  the  companies. 

Guard  mounting  was  held  at  5:15,  and  retreat  sounded 
at  6:15. 

Immediately  on  our  arrival  at  Paine's  farm,  Companies 
E  and  D  were  detailed  for  outpost  duty,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Ernest  L.  Isbell.  They  were  protected  by  a- 
Cavalry  screen  until  the  outpost  was  established.  The 
Cavalry  then  returned  to  camp,  except  a  patrol  which  was 
detailed  for  duty  with  the  outpost. 

They  took  quartermaster  and  commissary  supplies 
with  them,  cooking  their  meals  at  the  outpost,  and  did  not 
return  to  camp  again  during  the  tour  of  duty.  The  outpost 
was  established  as  would  be  necessary  in  an  enemy's  coun- 
try. 
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A  defensive  position  for  the  main  body  was  assumed 
on  a  ridge  north  of  Boston  Schoolhouse  road,  running  north 
and  south  midway  between  Paine's  farm  and  Outpost  Head- 
quarters, which  were  established  at  the  junction  of  the 
Boston  Schoolhouse  road  and  road  running  south  on  the 
west  side  of  Bride  Lake.  Captain  George  E.  Hall,  Com- 
pany E,  with  outpost  at  junction  of  Roxbury  road  and  Bos- 
ton Schoolhouse  road,  with  pickets  advanced  on  each  road. 
Captain  Arnon  A.  Ailing,  Company  D,  with  outpost  on  road 
running  north  and  south,  on  west  side  of  Bride  Lake,  near 
old  house  just  north  of  lake,  with  pickets,  advanced  to  junc- 
tion of  next  road  to  north,  and  a  line  of  pickets  around  the 
north  of  the  lake  on  a  trail  to  Roxbury  road,  there  connect- 
ing with  pickets  of  Company  E,  one  squad  of  Cavalry  pa- 
troling  on  road  north  of  camp.  Reserve  omitted.  (Par. 
142,  Field  Service  Regulations.)  Taps  were  blown  at  the 
camp  at  10 :30  P.  M. 

After  twelve  o'clock  the  outpost  took  up  new  positions, 
with  headquarters  at  junction  of  Boston  Schoolhouse  and 
Roxbury  roads,  Captain  George  E.  Hall,  with  Company  E, 
as  outpost  on  Boston  Schoolhouse  road  midway  to  Patagon- 
sette  River,  Captain  Arnon  A.  Ailing,  with  one  platoon  of 

Company  D  as  support  on  Roxbury  road  to  Gorton's  Mill, 

• 

Lieutenant  Henry  A.  Beebe,  Company  D,  with  one  platoon 
at  Bushy  Plain.  The  enemy  was  encountered  at  the  points 
above  indicated.  Captain  Hall  captured  four  men,  and 
Captain  Ailing  sixteen.  The  passable  country  for  several 
miles  northward  of  the  Roxbury  road  was  patrolled  by  a 
section  of  Troop  A. 

July  10th.  This  command  left  Paine's  farm  about  5 :10 
A.  M.,  and  marched  to  the  line  of  outposts,  and  there  re- 
ceived the  latest  information  as  to  the  movements  of  the 
enemy. 

One  Machine-Gun  with  support  was  sent  to  Captain 
George  E.  Hall  on  the  Boston  Schoolhouse  road,  and  one 
Machine-Gun  with  support  was  sent  to  Captain  Arnon  A. 
Ailing  on  the  Roxbury  road.  The  main  body  marched 
on    the    Roxbury    road    to    a   point    midway    to    Gorton's 
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Mill,  where  the  First  Battalion  Infantry,  one  Platoon  Cav- 
alry and  four  Machine-Guns  turned  to  the  right,  and  march- 
ed on  a  cart  path  through  the  woods  to  a  point  near  Bushy 
Plain,  where  they  deployed  along  the  edge  of  the  woods 
and  attacked  the  outposts  of  the  Blue  Force.  The  other 
battalions  were  marched  to  Bushy  Plain  and  deployed. 
The  Regimental  Reserve  was  stationed  in  a  central  position 
in  the  vicinity  of  Bushy  Plain,  under  command  of  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Charles  F.  McCabe.  Final  preparations  were 
complete  at  eight  o'clock,  and  the  attack  was  made  with  a 
view  of  turning  one  of  the  flanks  of  the  Blue  Force.  The 
position  of  the  enemy  as  developed  up  to  this  time  called 
for  no  considerable  change  in  the  general  plan  of  advance, 
and,  pursuant  to  the  scheme  of  attack  previously  determined 
upon,  an  attack  was  first  feigned  against  the  enemy's  right 
on  the  Roxbury  road,  then  a  turning  movement  was  directed 
toward  his  extreme  left,  immediately  followed  by  a  strong 
advance  toward  his  center  and  left  wing.  Recall  sounded 
at  about  nine  o'clock.  The  regiment  and  organizations  ' 
assigned  with  it  assembled  and  mardhed  to  Camp  Cole,  ar- 
riving about  10 :15. 

Guard  mounting  was  held  at  four  o'clock. 

After  dark  Major  Henry  Norton,  with  Companies  B, 
L  and  K,  one  section  Troop  A,  and  small  detachment  Sig- 
nal Corps,  marched  out  of  the  camp  and  formed  outpost, 
covering  our  front  beyond  the  road  known  as  Pickerel  Street. 
Before  taking  position,  the  country  to  the  front  was  patrol- 
led by  the  Cavalry ;  Captain  George  C.  Abbott,  with  Com- 
pany K,  on  Roxbury  road  at  junction  of  first  road  to  the 
right;  Captain  Joseph  DeCantillon,  with  one  platoon  Com- 
pany L,  on  Boston  Schoolhouse  road,  about  300  yards  be- 
yond the  river;  Lieutenant  Alfred  B.  Aubrey,  with  one  pla- 
toon Company  D,  at  Bushy  Plain.  Cossack  posts  were 
thrown  out  from  each  support,  covering  all  approaches  from 
the  front,  Captain  Frank  Pauly,  Company  B,  as  reserve  on 
Pickerel  Street,  in  a  central  position.  About  eight  o'clock 
A.  M.,  July  11th,  the  outpost  was  fired  upon.  They  fell 
back  to  the  reserve,  taking  advantage  of  cover  while  retir- 
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ing.  Owing  to  the  darkness  and  rain,  picket  duty  was  a 
difficult  task ;  the  men  had  hard  work  to  get  through  the 
woods. 

July  11th.  This  command  left  Camp  Cole  about  six 
A.  M.,  as  directed  in  Field  Order  No.  3,  except  that  a  change 
was  made  in  regard  to  the  battery,  the  Field  Artillery,  Cap- 
tain William  H.  Hotchkiss  commanding,  taking  the  place 
of  the  Machine-Gun  Battery,  and  took  a  position  near  the 
edge  of  the  woods  on  the  east  side  of  Pickerel  Street,  from 
which  to  defend  the  camp  against  a  Blue  Force  that  was 
reported  to  be  advancing  from  Paine's  farm. 

The  following  disposition  was  made  of  the  main  body : 
Major  John  Q.  Tilson  and  first  battalion  on  the  right  flank ; 
Major  Henry  Norton  with  part  of  second  battalion  in  the 
center;  Major  Ernest  L.  Isbell  with  third  battalion  on  the 
left  flank ;  each  battalion  supporting  the  Field  Artillery  in 
its  vicinity.  The  Cavalry  was  on  the  flanks.  The  Reserve 
was  on  the  trolley  track,  behind  a  high  bank,  in  a  central 
position  from  which  it  could  be  easily  dispatched  to  any 
point. 

The  Medical  Officers  with  the  Hospital  Corps  established 
field  hospital  in  rear  of  the  lines,  during  both  engagements. 
The  officers  and  men  of  the  Signal  Corps  were  stationed 
at  different  points  to  convey  information  to  other  parts  of 
the  line. 

The  main  attack  was  made  against  our  left  flank,  where 
a  portion  of  the  Blue  Force  was  put  out  of  action  by  Artil- 
lery and  Infantry  fire.  At  ten  o'clock  recall  was  sounded. 
The  regiment  and  organizations  assigned  with  it,  assembled 
and  marched  into  camp  and  were  dismissed. 

Thursday  morning  the  regular  camp  routine  was  taken 
up,  and  was  followed  in  accordance  with  General  Orders 
for  the  remainder  of  the  week. 

Saturday,  at  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  regiment  formed 
for  fatigue  duty  and  policed  the  entire  camp.  Formation 
to  leave  the  camp  was  sounded  at  1 :15.  The  regiment  took 
up  the  march  to  the  station  immediately  on  formation,  the 
train  leaving  at  1  :.'>0,  arriving  in  .New  Haven  at  3:35. 
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Companies  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F,  and  Band,  Hospital  Corps 
and  Signal  Corps  marched  to  the  armory,  New  Haven,  by 
the  way  of  State,  Chapel,  Church  and  Meadow  Streets,  ar- 
riving there  about  four.  The  other  companies  left  New 
Haven  by  special  trains.  The  train  arrangements,  made  by 
the  Quartermaster-General's  Department,  for  getting  troops 
out  of  New  Haven,  were  better  this  year  than  before,  the 
transportation  being  so  arranged  '  that  all  the  companies 
arrived  home  before  seven  o'clock. 

The  tour  of  duty  was  a  very  instructive  one  for  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was 
taken  in  the  practical  field  work,  and  for  the  success  of  the 
maneuvers  credit  is  due  the  officers  of  this  command  and 
the  officers  of  Troop  A,  Machine-Gun  Battery,  Signal  Corps 
and  Field  Artillery.  The  hearty  co-operation  and  efficient 
and  prompt  manner  in  which  they  executed  all  duty  as- 
signed them  was  very  gratifying. 

I  wish  to  express  to  you,  and  through  you,  to  the  Ad- 
jutant-General, and  Captain  Granger,  U.  S.  A.,  my  appre- 
ciation for  the  assistance  and  timely  suggestions  made  dur- 
ing the  tour  of  duty.

I.  In  compliance  with  General  Orders,  No.  2,  Brigade  Head- 
quarters C.  N.  G.,  dated  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  June  19,  1906,  this 
resrtment  will  assemble  at  Lyme,  Conn.,  Monday,  July  9,  1906,  for  six 
days'  field  and  camp  duty. 

II.  Companies  B,  C,  D,  E  and  P,  and  the  Band  and  Hospital 
Corps  will  assemble  at  the  Armory  in  New  Haven,  at  such  time  as 
ahaXi  be  designated  later,  and  be  conducted  to  the  railroad  station  by 
Major  John  Q.  Tilson. 
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Companies  A,  G,  I,  K,  L  and  M,  will  assemble  at  the  Armories  in 
their  respective  towns  in  time  to  be  at  the  railroad  stations  at  least  ten 
minutes  before  leaving  time  of  trains  which  are  to  bring  them  to  New 
Haven.  Immediately  after  arriving  at  New  Haven  railroad  station 
•every  Company  Commander  will  present  his  morning  report  to  his 
Battalion  Commander.  Battalion  Adjutants  will  immediately  there- 
.after  report  to  the  Regimental  Adjutant  with  the  morning  reports  o| 
their  respective  battalions.  Field,  Staff  and  Non-commissioned  Staff 
^Officers  will  report  to  the  Commanding  Officer  at  the  same  time  and 
place. 

Company  H  will  be  conducted  to  Lyme  on  the  day  named  by  such 
route  and  means  as  shall  be  designated,  and  will  there  report  to  the 
Battalion  Commander. 

Each  Company  Commander  will  station  a  guard  at  each  door  of 
the  car  occupied  by  his  command,  both  going  to  and  returning  from 
Niantic,  and  no  enlisted  man  will  be  allowed  to  pass  from  car  to  car, 
except  on  presentation  of  pass  in  proper  form. 

III.  Khaki  uniform  will  be  worn,  with  blankets,  overcoats,  haver- 
sacks, canteens,  eating  utensils,  shelter  tents  and  ponchos.  Blue 
uniforms  and  caps  will  be  taken  direct  to  Niantic  for  use  when  ordered. 
Black  shoes  will  be  worn  with  the  blue  uniform.  Tan  shoes  may  be 
worn  with  the  khaki  uniform.  Each  man  will  provide  himself  with 
white  collars,  white  gloves,  and  white  trousers. 

IV.  The  Second  Infantry  and  Machine-Gun  Battery  will  detrain 
at  Lyme,  and  with  Troop  A  will  form  a  force  which  will  make  a  march 
as  through  an  enemy's  country  easterly  to  the  Paine  farm,  where  this 
■command  will  encamp  for  the  night.  On  the  march,  advance  and  rear 
guards,  and  for  the  camp,  outposts  and  interior  guards,  will  be  tacti- 
cally disposed,  and  scouting  parties  and  patrols  sent  out  as  deemed 
proper.  Paragraphs  538  to  586,  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  U.  S. 
Army,  1904,  will  be  observed. 

V.  Tuesday  morning  this  force  will  make  an  offensive  disposition 
against  Camp  Cole,  assuming  the  troops  there  assembled  to  be  an 
enemy  occupying  and  defending  the  camp.  The  final  formation  for 
attack  will  not  be  earlier  than  8  o'clock.  Sentinels  and  pickets  of  the 
defending  force,  and  scouts  and  patrols  of  the  attacking  party,  when 
fired  upon  by  large  numbers,  will  fall  back ;  no  infantry  firing  will  be 
made  at  closer  than  50  yards  ;  personal  contact  will  be  avoided  in  all 
cases,  except  in  taking  prisoners,  which  must  be  done  by  the  com- 
mand, '*  Halt,  surrender,'*  without  firing  within  the  prescribed  limits. 
No  troops  will  advance  within  100  yards  of  artillery  fire,  but  capture 
of  artillery  guns  may  be  claimed  from  dispositions.  All  territory  south 
of  the  Boston  School  House  road,  and  all  easterly  of  the  Planc^ers 
road  northerly  of  an  easterly  line  to  Gorton's  mills,  will  be  deemed 
impassable  ground. 
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VI.  Wednesday /noming  this  force  will  make  a  defensive  dispo- 
-sition,  the  same  roles  prevailing  as  for  Tuesday*s  problems.  Wagon 
trains  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  mornings  may  proceed  to  Camp 
Cole  under  flag  of  truce  and  will  be  allowed  to  pass  all  lines. 

VII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  this  command  will  assemble  at 
ten  A.  M.  and  proceed  to  Camp  Cole.  Special  attention  is  directed  to 
Articles  III,  IV,  V  and  VI,  Field  Service  Regulations,  U.  S.  Army, 
1905.  The  recall  will  indicate  the  cessation  of  the  maneuvers.  It  will 
'be  sounded  only  by  order  of  the  brigade  commander. 

VIII.  Requisitions  for  rations  will  be  made  on  the  Acting  Com- 
missary-General, direct,  at  least  five  days  before  the  tour  of  duty  be- 
gins; the  regimental  commissary  will  report  to  the  Commissary  at  Camp 
Cole,  Sunday,  July  8th,  at  ten  A.  M.,  with  consolidated  ration  return; 
•commanding  officers  on  arrival  will  report  the  number  of  men  present. 

IX.  Requisition  for  transportation  of  troops  and  baggage  will  be 
made  on  the  Acting  Quartermaster-General  before  June  25th.

-companies  and  the  transportation  of  field,  staff  and  battery  horses,  as 
prescribed  by  parag^raph  X,  G.  O.  No.  14,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s. 

X.  Pay  rolls,  completed  and  signed  in  strict  accordance  with  law, 
must  be  delivered  at  the  Adjutant- General* s  office  in  camp  before  10 
A.  M .  on  Saturday.  Recruits  enlisted  after  June  1st,  will  not  be  borne 
-on  the  pay-roll. 

XI.  Encampment  duty  being  ordered  by  authority  of  the  militia 
law,  every  officer  and  man  will  report  for  duty  unless  excused  for  im- 
perative cause.

Axes,  picks  and  shovels  will  also  be  taken  along,  and 
that  part  that  refers  to  white  trousers  is  hereby  revoked. 

XI.  Officers'  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  Pars.  IV  to  X,

XII.  Company  Commanders  will  see  that  the  strictest  discipline  is 
maintained  at  all  times.

"  Two  artillery  companies  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Connecticut,  consisting  of  the  First  and  Second  Companies 
of  the  Coast  Artillery,  under  command  of  Captain  Stephen 
J.  Downey,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  were  in  the  camp 
with  the  regular  troops  during  this  week. 

"  They  were  a  fine  body  of  men,  and  their  work  was 
most  excellent.  The  men  were  soldierly  and  orderly,  both 
in  and  out  of  camp.  The  officers  were  very  attentive  to 
their  work.  Their  aptitude  at  artillery  drill  and  instruction, 
under  the  circumstances,  deserves  great  praise.  Their  sub- 
caliber  gunners*  practice  compared  favorably  with  that  ot 
the  regular  troops.  One  gunner  made  86%.  Their  service 
practice  deserves  special  notice.  Each  company  fired  two 
trial  shots,  and  a  series  of  five  shots  at  a  fixed  target.  The 
First  Company  made  four  hits,  80%,  and  the  Second  Com- 
pany five  hits,  100%.  This  was  of  course  at  a  fixed  target, 
but  considering  their  opportunities  it  was  remarkably  fine 
practice. 
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".I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  soldierly  conduct  of 
this  command.*' 


This  report  showing  such  hearty  co-operation  between 
the  coast  artillery  and  the  National  Guard,  is  very  gratify- 
ing to  this  office. 

The  morale,  zeal  and  efficiency  of  these  companies  de- 
serve special  recognition.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  S.  O. 
No.  134,  A.-G.  O.,  c.  s.,  I  accompanied  the  Naval  Battalion. 
C.  N.  G.,  on  its  cruise  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  "Minneapolis," 
commencing  August  25th,  1906;  inspected  as  ordered,  and 
report  further  as  follows: 

The  number  of  men  reporting  for  duty  was  less  than 
it  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  total  membership  of  the 
Battalion.  The  annual  cruise  is  of  such  paramount  im- 
portance in  the  training  of  the  Naval  Militia  that  it  should 
be  impressed  upon  every  man  that  only  the  most  urgent 
leasons  can  justify  his  absence. 

The  discipline  of  the  Battalion  was  very  good,  and  the 
conduct  of  the  men  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  commissary  arrangements  were  excellent. 

Commander  Fiske  of  the  Minneapolis  very  wisely  con- 
sulted Commander  Cornwell  as  to  the  program  which 
would  be  of  the  most  value  for  purposes  of  instruction  dur- 
ing the  cruise,  and  the  latter's  suggestions  were  followed 
so  far  as  circumstances  allowed;  attention  being  given 
chiefly  to  practical  instruction  in  ship's  routine  at  sea,  drill 
at  the  guns,  Morris  tube  practice,  and  target  practice  with 
the  six-pounder  guns.     The  target  practice  was  carried  out 
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with  a  regulation  target,  the  ship  steaming  at  ten  knots 
during  the  firing.  The  scores  made  were  very  creditable ; 
the  First  and  Third  Divisions  making  particularly  good 
records. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  recommend  the  installa- 
tion in  the  armory  of  each  Division,  of  a  Morris  tube  appar- 
atus in  connection  with  the  one-pounder  guns.  The  initial 
expense  would  be  small,  and  the  expense  for  ammunition 
trifling,  while,  with  this  apparatus,  men  may  be  made 
fairly  good  gun-pointers  before  ever  going  aboard  ship. 

Commander  Fiske  and  his  officers  were  untiring  in  the 
endeavor  to  make  the  cruise  give  a  maximum  of  practical 
instruction  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Battalion,  and  the 
cruise  was  a  very  satisfactory  and  profitable  one.  Never- 
theless, the  results  of  these  brief  annual  cruises  can  never 
be  wholly  satisfactory,  for  the  time  is  too  short  for  anyone 
to  become  familiar  with  the  ship,  and  his  own  duties  on 
board,  and  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  an  entirely 
different  plan  would  produce  better  results,  and  I  recom- 
mend that  the  State  request  of  the  Navy  Department  that 
on  of  the  monitors  of  the  "Florida''  class  be  placed  in  re- 
serve in  New  Haven  harbor,  with  a  skeleton  crew,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  assigned  as  the  training  ship  of  the  Naval 
Militia  of  Connecticut,  with  the  expectation  that  they  will 
ser\'e  aboard  her,  if  called  into  active  service  by  the  Federal 
Government,  as  may  be  done  by  virture  of  recent  legislation. 
It  does  not  seem  likely  that  these  vessels  will  be  again  at- 
tached to  a  squadron,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  in  case  of 
war,  their  function  will  be  coast  defense,  which  is  generally 
considered  as  precisely  the  purpose  for  which  the  Naval 
Militia  should  primarily  be  trained.  If  such  a  ship  were 
assigned  to  duty  as  suggested,  all  hands  could  familiarize 
themselves  with  their  duties  on  board  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  annual  cruise  should  be  made  in  her  under  the  in- 
spection of  regular  officers. 
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Of  course  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  such  a  ship  would 
not  be  borne  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  but  it  would  cost 
the  United  States  no  more  to  keep  her  in  reserve  at  New 
Haven  than  at  League  Island  or  other  station  where  she 
would  perform  no  useful  service,  and  in  case  of  the  outbreak 
of  war,  it  might  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Government 
to  have  the  ship  ready  to  go  into  service  almost  imme- 
diately with  a  crew  familiar,  both  with  the  vessel,  and  with 
the  waters  where  she  is  to  serve.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wilbur  S.  Watson,  Assistant 

Surgeon-General,  C.  N.  G.,  Relating  to  the  Meeting  of 

Association  of  Military  Surgeons,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 


Danbury,  Conn.,  September  24,  1906. 
The  Adjutant-General, 

State  of  Connecticut. 
Sir: 

In  accordance  with  Special  Orders  No.  138  from  your 
office,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Military  Surgeons  of  the  United  States,  held 
at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  September  11-14,  inclusive. 

First.  This,  the  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation was  held  in  the  Assembly  Room,  at  Headquarters 
of  the  Fourth  Brigade,  N.  G.,  of  N.  Y.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Colonel  Briggs,  who,  in- 
formally welcomed  the  Association  to  Buffalo.  The  formal 
welcome  was  extended  in  the  evening  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building,  at  a  public  meeting,  presided  over  by  Hon.  H.  P. 
Bissell.  Speeches  were  made  by  the  Mayor,  prominent 
city  officials  and  others.  The  paper  of  the  evening  was  read 
by  the  distinguished  surgeon,  Roswell  Park,  in  which  he 
referred  frequently  to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  Army  and  Navy,  as  it  existed  a  few  years 
ago,  and  comparing  past  with  present,  and  what  should  be 
done  in  the  future. 

Second.  This  Association  was  organized  in  1891,  con- 
sisting of  a  small  number  of  medical  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  of  a  few   States,   Connecticut  being  one,   Colonel

Almy,  of  Norwich,  its  representative.  The  now  world 
renowned  surgeon,  Nicholas  Senn,  of  Chicago,  being  the 
father  of  the  Society,  was  at  that  time  Surgeon-General  of 
Illinois,  was  its  first  President,  which  office  he  held  for 
two  succeeding  years,  and  has  attended  every  meeting 
since,  when  not  out  of  the  country.  Two  years  later  it 
was  voted  to  open  this  society  to  medical  officers  of  the 
Army,  Navy  and  public  health  and  marine  hospital  corps 
of  the  U.  S.,  who,  to-day,  make  up  a  large  part  of  its  mem- 
bership, which  numbers  about  fifteen  hundred  scattered 
all  over  the  globe.  It  is  the  only  association  of  medical  mili- 
tary officers  in  the  world,  and  is  attracting  representatives 
from  most  of  the  leading  armies  and  navies  of  the  world,  es- 
pecially those  who  have  been  engaged  in  recent  wars,  and 
seen  the  necessity  of  a  more  thorough  and,  up-to-date  med- 
ical equipment.  Each  year  brings  representatives  from 
some  countries  not  before  represented.  These  delegates 
may  become  honorary,  or  corresponding  members  only. 
The  question  of  an  International  Society,  based  on  the 
same  lines,  is  being  agitated,  but  is  probably  some  years  in 
the  future. 

The  Executive  Council  reported  ninety-one  new  mem- 
bers during  the  year,  and  nine  deaths,  and  submitted  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution,  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  class  of  affiliated  members,  containing 
the  United  States  Pension  Examining  Surgeon,  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  U.  S.  Revenue  service,  and  of  the  other 
Government  services,  and  persons  interested  in  military 
medicine  and  surgery.  They  also  recommended  a  change  in 
the  by-laws,  whereby  the  name  of  the  official  organ  be 
changed  from  the  Journal  of  the  Association  of  Military 
Surgeons  of  the  United  States  to  The  Military  Surgeon, 
with  the  sub-title  reading  as  at  present.  . 

Papers.  The  Enno  Sanders*  Prize  was  awarded  James 
Evelyn  Pilcher,  the  Secretary,  whose  essay  was  entitled, 
"The  training  of  the  ijiedical  officer  of  the  State  forces  to 
best  qualify  him  for  local  service  and  mobilization  with 
National  troops."     I  wish  I  might  embody  this  paper  in 
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full,  but  it  would  occupy  too  much  time  and  space.  It 
will  appear  in  full  in  the  Association  Journal,  and  a  good 
resume  will  be  found  in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Med- 
ical Association,  of  September  22d. 

There  were  more  papers  read  on  really  practical  sub- 
jects than  is  sometimes  the  case,  and  the  discussion  of  many 
of  them  was  very  general  and  instructive.  A  masterly 
paper,  by  Colonel  Senn,  on  the  "Tendon  Ligature"  was 
strictly  a  surgical  one.  Major  Seaman,  of  New  York,  read 
an  exhaustive  paper  on  what  should  constitute  a  ration 
for  a  soldier  on  the  march,  or  in  the  field,  (not  a  camp 
ration)  small  and  compact,  yet  containing  the  required 
amount  of  nutritive  substance,  that  when  added  to  boil- 
ing water,  would  provide  a  highly  nourishing  and  invigor- 
ating meal.  This  paper  was  discussed  by  Colonel  McPhear- 
son,  of  the  English  Army,  who  has  had  large  experience 
in  South  Africa,  the  Orient  and  other  countries.  The 
main  point  being  wjiat  would  nourish  a  man  in  the  tropics 
would  not  suffice  in  the  colder  climates  and  vice  versa. 

Colonel  Alejandro  Ross,  of  the  Mexican  Army,  exhib- 
ited a  litter  for  carrying  sick  or  wounded  over  rough  and 
mountainous  trails,  also  a  very  complete  medical  and  sur- 
gical chest,  shaped  to  fit  the  back  of  a  mule,  and  could  be 
opened  on  either  side,  without  removing  it  from  the  ani- 
mal. This,  of  course,  is  only  applicable  to  mountainous 
countries. 

A  paper  entitled  ** Identification"  by  finger  prints,  by 
Surgeon  Wertenbacker,  P.  H.  &  M.  H.  S,,  was  novel  and 
interesting,  as  he  had  used  it  extensively  to  prevent  fraud- 
ulent use  of  passes  during  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  in 
New  Orleans  last  season.  He  recommends  Ithe  use  of 
this  method,  in  connection  with  other  marks,  in  examina- 
tion of  recruits,  as  additional  means  of  identification  in 
pension  claims,  desertions,  or  on  any  document,  which 
might  be  negotiative,  by  any  other  than  the  proper  person. 
The  paper  calls  attention  to  the  fact,  that  no  two  persons 
have  the  same  finger  prints.  This  method  has  been  added 
to  the  Bertillion  System  of  testing  and  identifying  crim- 
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inals  by  the  Scotland  Yard  and  other  extensive  detective 
agencies. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Rucker,  P.  H.  &  M.  H.  S.,  read  a 
very  able  paper  on  the  technique  of  yellow  fever,  and 
the  methods  to  be  adopted  in  combating  it,  including  the 
sanitary  recognizance  (he  spoke  from  personal  experience^ 
as  he  was  in  charge  of  an  affected  city  during  a  recent 

• 

epidemic,  and  underwent  an  attack  of  the  fever  himself)  and 
of  the  methods  of  prevention  of  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes, 
the  extermination  of  infected  mosquitoes,  and  the  preven- 
tion of  their  becoming  infected  from  patients  in  the  first 
three  days  of  the  illness.  Fumigation,  Steamigation,  etc.^ 
and  I  would  add  that  any  one  interested  in  this  subject,  will 
receive  full  information  by  sending  to  The  Military  Secre- 
tary of  the  War  Department  for  circular  No.  44. 

I  have  not  attempted  to  do  more  than  refer  to  these  few 
papers,  as  they  will  all  be  published  in  full  in  the  Journal 
of  the  Association,  with  many  others,  no  less  interesting, 
to  which  I  have  not  referred  even  by  title. 

Colonel  Valery  Havard,  Assistant  Surgeon-General,  U. 
S.  A.,  one  of  our  most  distinguished  members,  spoke  at 
some  length  on  the  Military  Medical  School,  which  has 
been  established  at  Washington,  D.  C,  its  advantages  and 
equipment.  In  many  departments,  especially  bacteriology  it 
is  not  equalled  in  any  college  in  this  country,  if,  in  the 
world.  This  school  was  first  proposed  and  agitated  by 
this  society  ten  years  ago,  and  the  Government  urged  to 
provide  such  a  school,  where  special  training  of  military 
medical  officers  could  be  carried  out.  Now,  not  only  is  this 
institution  open  to  all  National  Guard  medical  officers,  free 
of  charge  but  all  expenses,  as  transportation,  rooms, 
abundant  allowance  for  board,  a  per  diem  pay  of  one  dol- 
lar. Last  year  but  one  militia  medical  officer  availed  him- 
self of  the  opportunity ;  this  year  there  are  two.  The  rea- 
son of  this  is  thought  by  many  to  be  that  the  age  limit  is 
too  low.  I  think  twenty-eight,  or  thirty  years,  being  the 
maximum  age  of  admittance,  but  many  of  the  regular  army 
officers  are  receiving  the  advantages  of  this  school.

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Colonel  Havard  was  elected  President  of  our  Associa- 
tion for  the  <;oming  year,  instead  of  Brig.-General  Robert 
M.  O'Reilly,  Surgeon-General,  U.  S.  A.,  who  was  first 
Vice-President;  but  not  being  present,  could  not  be  elected 
to  the  chair. 

The  meeting  closed  Thursday  at  5:00  P.  M.,  with  a 
unanimous  vote  that  Buffalo  was  truly  a  genial  host. 

Friday,  the  members  of  the  Association,  and  their 
friends,  were  treated  by  the  Committee  in  charge  to  a  sail 
down  the  river  (on  a  Government  cutter  sent  down  from 
Detroit  for  the  occasion)  to  Niagara  Falls,  and  a  trolley 
ride  over  the  Gorge  route  of  about  sixteen  miles,  return- 
ing to  Buffalo  by  boat  in  the  evening,  after  a  sumptuous  din- 
ner given  by  the  Health  Food  Company  of  Niagara  Falls.

Wherein  the  company  has  neither  lost  or  gained  in 
membership  during  the  year,  we  have  practically  more 
members  than  one  year  ago,  as  a  larger  percentage  are 
more  regular  attendants  at  drills  and  meetings  of  the  Troop.

To  His  Excellency,  Henry  Roberts,  Governor, 

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
the  Quartermaster-General's  Bureau  covering  the  financial 
and  property  transactions  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  September 
30th,  1906 : 

Funeral  Expenses  and  Headstones  for  Veterans 

OF  the  Civil  War. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  approved  218  applica- 
tions for  payment  of  funeral  expenses,  and  284  applications 
for  headstones,  at  a  total  expense  of  $11,890. 

Removal  op  Remains  of  Soldiers  prom  the  Cemetery 
OF  the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Under  the  direction  of  this  Bureau  the  remains  of  eight 
soldiers  of  the  Civil  War  were  removed  from  the  Cemetery  of 
the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  re- interred  in  the 
Indian  Hill  Cemetery,  at  Middletown,  in  the  plot  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  Mansfield  Post  No.  53,  Department  of  Conn., 
G.  A.  R.,  and  as  provided  for  by  Special  Laws  850,  Approved 
June  21,  1905. 

These  remains  were  removed  on  Nov.  6,  1905,  and  at  a 
cost  of  $125.00,  which  amount  was  paid  by  the  Comptroller. 

A  soldier's  headstone  was  erected  to  each  of  these  sol- 
diers at  place  of  re- interment.

Funeral  Expenses  and  Headstones  for  Veterans 
OF  the  Spanish  War  and  Other  Service. 

This  Bureau  has  approved  during  the  year  13  applica- 
tions for  funeral  expenses,  and  21  applications  for  headstones, 
at  a  total  expense  of  $791. 

Monuments. 

Special  Laws  417,  Approved  July  6,  1905,  provided  for 
the  erection  of  a  granite  coping  around  the  plot  of  ground  in 
St.  Bernard's  Cemetery  at  New  Haven,  on  which  stands  the 
soldiers'  monument  erected  by  the  State.  This  coping  was 
completed  Dec.  15,  1905,  under  the  direction  of  this  Bureau, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  committee  of  the  H.  C.  Merwin 
Post,  G.  A.  R.,  duly  appointed  to  take  charge  of  this  work. 
The  cost  of  this  coping — $600,  the  amount  duly  authorized 
by  said  Special  Laws,  was  paid  by  the  Comptroller. 

Memorial  to  the  Unknown  Dead  at  Bridgeport,  Conn. 

A  contract  has  been  made  by  this  Bureau,  under  Section 
2887,  Revised  Statutes,  1902,  for  a  Memorial  to  the  Soldiers, 
Sailors  and  Marines  from  Bridgeport,  who  served  in  the  Civil 
War  and  whose  remains  were  never  brought  home  for  inter- 
ment, to  be  erected  in  the  Grand  Army  Plot  in  Mountain 
Grove  Cemetery,  in  that  city.  This  monument  has  not  been 
completed. 

Soldiers'  Monument  in  the  Town  of  Prospect,  Conn. 

A  contract  has  been  executed  by  this  Bureau  for  a  Sol- 
diers' Memorial  for  the  Town  of  Prospect,  as  provided  for  by 
Special  Laws  433,  Approved  July  13,  1905.  This  monument 
is  not  finished. 

In  closing,  I  have  to  report  the  loss,  by  death,  of  an  effi- 
cient and  valuable  officer.  Colonel  Henry  C.  Morgan,  who 
served  for  many  years  as  Assistant  Quartermaster-General. 
Notice  of  his  death  was  published  to  the  Connecticut  Na- 
tional Guard  in  G.  O.  No.  6,  A.-G.  O.  c.  s.

Sir: — The  State  Board  of  Health  herewith  presents  its 
twenty-ninth  annual  report  relating  to  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  State,  the  vital  statistics  and  the  expenditures  of  the 
Board. 

The  Personnel  of  the  Board. 

Since  the  last  report.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Lindsley,  who  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  since  its  organization  in  1878  and  its 
Secretary  for  nearly  twenty-two  years,  has  died.  At  the  Octo- 
ber meeting  Dr.  Lindsley  handed  in  his  resignation  on  account 
of  feeble  health  and  the  decision  of  the  Board  to  remove  its 
offices  to  Hartford.  .  The  resignation  was  accepted,  to  take 
effect  April  i,  1906,  but  on  March  9th  Dr.  Lindsley  passed 
away  after  a  brief  illness.  Dr.  Lindsley,  during  his  long  years 
of  service,  had  been  a  valued  public  official  and  had  done  much 
in  the  organization  of  the  Board  and  the  public  health  system  of 
the  State.  He  was  the  author  of  many  of  the  present  laws  on 
our  statute  books  relating  to  the  public  health  and  the  collec- 
tion and  preservation  of  the  vital  statistics.  His  influence  will 
long  be  felt  in  the  administration  of  the  health  affairs  of  the 
State. 

Dr.  Joseph  H.  Townsend  of  New  Haven,  who  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  since  1901,  was  elected  secretary  to 
succeed  Dr.  Lindsley,  and  the  vacancy  thus  caused  was  filled 
by  Governor  Roberts  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Seldon  B.  Over- 
k)ck  of  Pomfret. 

Removal  of  the  Offices  of  the  Board  to  Hartford. 

When  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  organized  in  1878  and 
the  late  Dr.  Charles  W.  Chamberlain  of  Hartford  was  Secre- 
tary, the  Board  had  offices  located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
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Capitol  building.  On  the  death  of  Dr.  Chamberlain  and  the 
election  of  Dr.  Lindsley  to  the  secretaryship,  the  office  of  the 
Board  was  moved  to  Dr.  Lindsley's  residence  in  New  Haven, 
where  it  occupied  the  third  floor  of  his  house.  Here  it 
remained  for  twenty-two  years,  the  work  growing  and  expand- 
ing year  by  year.  In  1897  there  was  begun  the  collecting  and 
preserving,  in  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  a  record 
of  all  the  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  in  the  State.  Here  are 
received  the  monthly  reports  of  the  town  health  officers  regard- 
ing the  prevalence  or  absence  of  contagious  diseases.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  furnishes  all  the  blanks  and  record 
books  for  collecting  and  preserving  the  vital  statistics  in  the 
towns,  and  blanks  for  all  burial  and  transit  permits.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  and  many  of  the  State  officials  had 
realized  for  some  time  that  so  important  a  State  bureau  as 
this  should  have  a  more  permanent  location  and  should  be  at 
the  Capitol  with  the  other  State  departments.  At  the  July 
meeting  in  1905  a  resolution  was  passed  removing  the  office 
of  the  Board  to  Hartford,  but  in  order  not  to  embarrass  the 
Secretary  in  preparing  the  annual  report,  it  was  voted  not  to 
make  the  change  until  April  i,  1906.  Upon  application  to  the 
Comptroller,  the  Board  was  assigned  to  Rooms  87  and  89  on 
the  fifth  floor  in  the  Capitol  building,  and  the  removal  was 
made  upon  the  date  agreed.  The  two  rooms  occupied  on  the 
fifth  floor,  together  with  a  vault  for  storage  purposes  in  the 
basement,  barely  accommodate  the  Board  now  and  larger 
quarters  will  be  needed  soon.  Any  plan  for  relieving  the  con- 
gestion at  the  Capitol  by  the  addition  of  other  buildings  should 
take  into  consideration  the  future  needs  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
In  a  few  years  our  cabinets  containing  the  vital  statistics  records 
will  be  filled ;  there  will  be  no  room  for  any  additional  cabinets, 
and  when  the  time  comes  for  purchasing  these,  they  should  be 
of  steel  construction  and  located  where  they  will  be  more  secure 
against  fire. 

Four  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  three  special  meetings 
have  been  held.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings  has  been 
good ;  always  a  quorum  and  many  times  the  entire  Board  were 
present. 

The  monthly  bulletin,  as  heretofore  during  the  past  twenty 
years,  has  been  issued  on  the  fifteenth  of  each  month  except

when  that  day  came  on  Sunday.  This  bulletin  gives  an  abstract 
of  the  mortality  reports  of  the  State,  the  number  and  kind  of 
infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  various  towns,  and  com- 
ments on  sanitary  interests  in  the  State,  together  with  a  sum- 
mary of  the  meteorological  conditions  prevailing  during  the 
month. 

Special  visits  have  been  made  to  various  places  in  the  State 
by  different  members  of  the  Board.  These  visits  are  usually 
made  at  the  request  of  people  who  desire  consultation  and 
advice  regarding  public  water  supplies,  sewage  disposal,  the 
control  of  infectious  diseases,  and  various  unsanitary  conditions. 

Much  work  has  been  done  by  correspondence,  and  the  Board 
is  in  daily  receipt  of  letters  from  health  officials  and  citizens  all 
over  the  State  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  health  laws 
and  matters  relating  to  public  and  private  hygiene.  Our  cor- 
respondence is  larger  every  year  as  our  population  grows  and 
as  the  interest  of  the  public  in  sanitary  matters  increases.  The 
Medical  Practice  Act  calls  for  much  correspondence  from 
people  both  outside  and  within  the  State  who  desire  informa- 
tion regarding  the  legal  requirements  to  practice  here;  also 
from  people  seeking  information  about  our  pure  food  laws  and 
regarding  morbility  and  mortality  statistics. 

Appropriation. 

Through  an  evident  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  of  1905,  the  appropriation  for  the  general  expenses 
of  the  Board  was  cut  from  $4,000  per  annum  to  $2,500  per 
annum.  With  the  appropriation  of  $4,000  per  annum,  which 
amount  the  Board  has  had  at  its  disposal  for  several  years,  it 
was  able  to  do  little  except  the  work  which  is  absolutely  required 
by  the  statutes.  This  has  related  mostly  to  the  collection  and 
preservation  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State.  Every  blank 
used  by  physicians  in  making  reports  of  births  and  deaths,  and 
all  blanks  used  by  the  town  and  city  registrars,  together  with 
their  record  books  where  all  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  are 
recorded,  are  furnished  from  the  appropriation  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  Board.  All  this,  together  with  expenses  of 
collecting  the  records  kept  in  our  office,  has  exhausted  in  fifteen 
months  the  appropriation  for  two  years,  so  that  it  will  be  neces- 
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sary  to  apply  to  the  present  Legislature  for  money  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Board  to  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
September  30,  1907. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  passed  grant- 
ing $6,000  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  equipment  and 
maintenance  for  two  years  of  a  State  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tory, where  physicians  can  obtain  the  free  examination  of  speci- 
mens for  diagnostic  purposes.  Professor  H.  W.  Conn  of 
Wesleyan  University  was  chosen  director  in  October,  1905,  and 
he  began  at  once  the  organization  of  the  laboratory  in  Middle- 
town,  which  was  selected  on  account  of  its  central  location. 
The  University  authorities  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  a  building 
for  the  laboratory.  Professor  Conn  chose  as  his  assistant  Mr. 
James  A.  Newland,  who  had  studied  at  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  and*before  coming  to  the  laboratory  had 
worked  under  Professor  Andrew  Smith  at  Beloit  College.  The 
laboratory  was  opened  in  January  and  the  work  limited  to 
examinations  for  diagnostic  purposes,  in  cases  of  diphtheria, 
typhoid  fever,  and  tuberculosis.  The  laboratory  has  been 
popular  with  the  physicians  from  the  start  and  the  work  has 
gradually  increased  until  about  two  hundred  examinations  are 
now  made  each  month. 

Water  Analysis. 

On  account  of  the  diminished  appropriation  at  our  disposal 
for  investigating  the  pollution  of  streams  and  the  natural 
waters  of  the  State,  the  Board  of  Health  was  unable  to  renew 
its  contract  with  Professor  H.  E.  Smith  of  the  Yale  Medical 
School  for  water  analysis,  and  arrangements  were  made,  begin- 
ning July  1st,  to  have  this  work  done  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Conn  at  the  State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  in 
Middletown.  The  laboratory  being  equipped  and  in  continu- 
ous operation,  the  work  could  be  done  there  at  minimum 
expenditure.  The  routine  examinations  of  reservoirs  which 
had  been  carried  on  for  several  years  has  not  been  attempted, 
but  all  specimens  of  reservoir  and  well  water  sent  in  by  the 
town  health  officers  have  been  examined.  The  report  of  the 
laboratory  shows  that  much  of  the  water  examined  was  polluted 
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and  its  use  condemned  except  in  such  cases  as  it  was  possible 
to  remove  the  cause  of  the  contamination. 

Future  of  the  Laboratory. 

It  is  proposed  to  ask  the  present  Legislature  for  a  single 
appropriation  for  the  laboratory  instead  of  separate  appropria- 
tions for  bacteriological  work  and  water  analysis  and  to  change 
the  name  from  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  to  the  Labora- 
tory of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  work  demanded  of 
the  Board  and  for  which  we  shall  ask  an  appropriation  is  as 
follows : 

The  continuation  of  the  work  of  thp  diagnosis  of  tubercu- 
losis, typhoid  fever,  and  diphtheria,  and  in  addition  the 
diagnosis  of  malaria  and  hydrophobia,  for  which  there  is  now 
considerable  demand.  It  was  expected  to  undertake  the  work 
in  malaria  last  year,  but  it  was  impossible  owing  to  the  press 
of  other  work. 

The  study  of  the  bacteriology  of  the  milk  supply  of  the 
State,  with  a  view  of  an  improvement  therein. 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  work  will  include  the 
analysis  of  the  water  sent  in  by  the  town  health  officers  and  a 
renewal  of  the  systematic  study  of  the  public  water  supplies  of 
cities  and  towns,  such  as  has  been  carried  on  for  several  years, 
and  which  gives  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  conditions  of  the 
water  used  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

The  study  of  the  effluents  of  sewerage  plants  and  sewer  out- 
lets should  be  taken  up  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  pollu- 
tion of  streams  by  sewage  and  such  other  subjects  as  present 
themselves. 

The  work  outlined  will  require  an  increased  appropriation, 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  amount  of  work  that  can  be  done  will 
depend  upon  the  size  of  that  appropriation.  We  shall  ask  for 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  per  annum  for 
this  work. 

Pure  Food. 

Contrary  to  the  custom  in  most  of  the  states,  the  Board  of 
Health  of  Connecticut  is  not  entrusted  with  inspection  of  food 
and  drugs,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  thereto. 
These  duties  are  vested  in  the  Dairy  Commissioners  and  their 
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work  has  been  productive  of  much  improvement,  through  the 
strict  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  proper  labelling 
of  goods  offered  for  sale  and  the  detection  of  those  adulterated 
and  containing  chemical  preservatives.  The  National  Pure 
Food  Laws  will  no  doubt  be  of  great  assistance  to  them  in  their 
work  and  any  additional  legislation  needed  to  facilitate  this 
work  or  to  make  our  laws  conform  to  the  national  laws  ought 
to  be  granted. 

Inspection  of  Dairies. 

While  for  several  years  the  health  authorities  of  our  cities 
have  paid  much  attention  to  the  public  milk  supply  as  far  as 
standard  quality  and  adulteration  are  concerned,  but  little  heed 
has  been  given  until  quite  recently  to  the  conditions  under 
which  milk  is  produced  or  handled  at  the  farms.  Fresh  milk 
being  a  good  culture  media  for  most  bacteria,  the  germs  which 
through  careless  milking  or  improper  handling  get  into  the 
milk  will  rapidly  multiply,  especially  when  it  is  not  properly 
cooled.  The  ordinary  bacteria  of  milk  which  are  derived  from 
cow  manure,  dust,  and  other  sources  are  harmful  and  render 
the  milk  dangerous  to  infants,  when  present  in  considerable 
quantities.  The  intimate  relation  between  unclean  milk  and 
infant  mortality  is  well  known  to  physicians,  as  is  also  the  fact 
that  the  contagion  of  t3rphoid  fever,  scarlet  fever,  and  diph- 
theria are  sometimes  conveyed  by  means  of  milk.  Of  great 
importance  also  is  the  infection  from  diseased  cattle,  those 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  diseases  of  the  milk  glands. 
Nearly  all  the  cities  of  the  State  have  adopted  a  milk  ordi- 
nance which  provides  for  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  and  the 
employment  of  inspectors  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  all  the  dairy 
farms  supplying  the  city's  milk.  These  inspectors  see  that  the 
cows,  bams,  milkers  and  milk  rooms  are  in  a  cleanly  condition, 
that  the  barns  are  properly  lighted,  ventilated  and  drained,  that 
the  water  used  in  the  dairy  room  is  above  suspicion,  and  that 
bottles  and  utensils  used  in  milking  are  properly  sterilized. 
Dairies  found  not  up  to  the  standard  are  prohibited  from  send- 
ing their  milk  to  the  city.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  cities  are 
well  taken  care  of,  regarding  their  milk  supply,  and  this  raises 
the  question,  what  are  the  smaller  towns  to  do?  Won't  the 
result  be,  that  all  the  poor  and  unclean  milk  will  be  sold  in  the 
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small  cities  and  towns,  for  it  cannot  well  be  sent  out  of  the 
State,  as  the  cities  of  our  neighboring  states  have  similar 
regulations. 

This  condition  may  demand  a  system  of  State  inspection  of 
dairies  for  the  benefit  of  the  small  towns,  whose  need  of  pure 
milk  is  just  as  great  as  that  of  the  cities,  but  who  cannot  afford 
the  expense  of  an  inspector.  It  may  also  be  necessary  for  the 
State  to  adopt  some  uniform  or  standard  system  of  inspection 
rather  than  have  each  city  make  its  own  rules. 

Car  Sanitation. 

Car  sanitation  is  at  the  present  time  a  question  of  a  great 
deal  of  interest  to  railroad  officials  and  to  the  traveling  public. 
In  order  to  have  better  car  sanitation,  it  is  necessary  to  improve 
car  construction  and  to  instruct  railway  employees  in  the  care 
of  cars. 

The  spitting  nuisance  in  cars  should  be  abated.  Smoking 
cars  should  be  provided  with  spittoons. 

For  the  cleaning  of  cars  some  better  method  should  be 
employed  than  sweeping  the  floor  with  an  ordinary  broom  and 
dusting  with  a  feather  duster.  Since  the  introduction  of  com- 
pressed air,  a  certain  amount  of  the  cleaning  of  cars  and  fur- 
nishings has  been  done  by  this  method,  but  the  compressed 
air  outfit  is  at  present  only  partially  used  by  a  few  railroads, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  come  into  more  general  use.  The 
car  floor  should  be  mopped  after  every  trip  and  more  attention 
should  be  paid  to  keeping  the  car  free  from  all  sorts  of  debris 
while  en  route,  especially  during  the  summer  time,  when  the 
travel  is  heavy.  A  passenger  entering  a  New  York  and  Boston 
train  at  an  intermediate  point  will  often  find  the  floor  beneath 
a  seat  so  littered  with  the  remnants  of  a  lunch  or  the  filth 
caused  by  car  sickness  or  nuisance  committed  by  children  as 
to  make  it  impossible  for  him  to  occupy  it.  Railroad 
employees  should  also  be  more  particular  about  the  heating  and 
ventilation  of  cars.  This  is  particularly  true  of  trolley  cars, 
and  it  does  seem  that  there  ought  to  be  some  arrangement  that 
such  cars  cannot  be  shut  up  absolutely  tight  like  a  box  when 
they  are  crowded  with  people  and  the  atmosphere  so  foul  as 
to  be  actually  poisonous.  The  local  health  officers  now  no 
doubt  have  authority  to  control  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
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trolley  cars  running  in  their  respective  towns,  but  as  many  of 
these  cars  now  run  through  several  towns  and  in  a  few  years 
will  run  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other,  they  should  be 
under  State  regulation  rather  than  to  have  as  many  different 
standards  of  cleanliness  as  there  are  towns  in  the  State. 

Vaccination. 

The  protective  power  of  vaccination  has  been  established  by 
the  strongest  evidence  from  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world, 
still  there  are  those  who  oppose  it  on  the  ground  that  it  has 
no  value  as  a  preventive  measure,  that  it  is  harmful  to  those 
who  undergo  the  operation  and  that  compulsory  vaccination  is 
an  infringement  on  the  rights  of  the  individual.  The  anti- 
vaccinationists  have  been  very  active  for  several  years  endeav- 
oring to  secure  the  repeal  of  the  vaccination  laws,  but  so 
far  without  success.  It  is  possible  that  the  same  attempt  will 
be  made  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature.  The 
so-called  compulsory  vaccination  laws  are:  first,  that  which 
allows  boards  of  education  and  school  committees  to  require 
children  to  be  vaccinated  before  attending  a  public  school 
under  their  jurisdiction;  second,  a  statute  which  authorizes 
boards  of  health  and  health  officers  to  "adopt  such  measures 
for  the  general  vaccination  of  the  inhabitants  of  their  respec- 
tive towns  as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary  to  prevent 
the  introduction  or  arrest  the  spread  of  small  pox,"  and  a  third 
statute  provides  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  refusal  to  comply 
with  the  law,  but  anyone  can  escape  the  penalty  or  the  vaccina- 
tion by  presenting  a  physician's  certificate  that  vaccination 
would  not  be  advisable  owing  to  ill  health.  These  laws  are  not 
severe  and  are  in  marked  contrast  to  the  compulsory  vaccina- 
tion laws  of  Germany,  which  provide  that  a  child  shall  be 
vaccinated  in  infancy  and  again  at  the  age  of  twelve. 

We  believe  that  any  change  in  our  vaccination  laws  at  this 
time  would  be  most  unfortunate.  Small  pox  has  been  ver\' 
prevalent  throughout  the  country  during  the  past  few  years, 
though  mild  in  form.  Waterbury,  New  Britain  and  Putnam 
have  had  epidemics  which  have  cost  those  cities  thousands  of 
dollars. 

Small  pox  is  a  loathsome  and  disfiguring  disease.  Before 
the  discovery  of  Jenner  in  1796,  it  was  considered  a  disease  of 
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childhood,  because  few  children  reached  adult  life  without 
having  the  disease. 

Vaccination  is  an  almost  certain  ^preventive  of  small  pox, 
and  the  accidents  that  sometimes  result  are  so  rare  as  to  be 
incomparable  with  the  benefits  that  are  derived  from  this  great 
discovery. 

The  various  operations  of  the  Board  during  the  year,  the 
work  of  the  Secretary's  office,  the  inspection  of  summer 
resorts,  the  work  of  the  laboratory  and  the  mortality  statistics 
will  be  found  under  their  appropriate  heads.  The  reports  of 
the  G>unty  Health  Officers  are  given  nearly  in  full  and  it  is 
r^retted  that  the  limitation  in  the  size  of  our  report  will  not 
permit  us  to  publish  more  than  an  abstract  from  a  few  of  the 
reports  of  the  Town  Health  Officers.  These  reports  on  the 
whole  are  good,  and  show  that  a  large  amount  of  conscientious 
work  has  been  done  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health  in  the 
towns  throughout  the  State.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 

Hartfobd^  Nov.  22^  1905. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  held 
this  day  at  the  Capitol,  due  warning  having  been  given. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  2.15  p.  m.  by 
the  President,  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer.  There  were  present, 
Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  J.  H.  Townsend, 
A.  W.  Phillips,  Mr.  Lewis  Sperry  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 
The  special  business  of  the  meeting  was  to  elect  a  county  health 
officer  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Higgins,  and  to  transact  any  other  business  proper  to  come 
before  the  meeting. 

An  informal  ballot  was  first  taken  resulting  in  5  votes  for 
Mr.  Brown  of  Jewett  City  and  one  vote  for  another  candidate. 
Upon  taking  a  formal  ballot,  six  votes  were  cast,  all  for  Mr. 
Arthur  M.  Brown. 

The  Secretary  asked  for  instructions  from  the  Board  as  to 
his  duty  about  issuing  a  certificate  of  registration  to  a  person 
recommended  by  the  Committee  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Asso- 
ciation under  the  following  circtmistances.  The  statute 
makes  a  non-graduate  in  medicine  ineligible  for  an  examina- 
tion for  registration  as  a  medical  practitioner.  The  Committee 
certified  over  their  signatures  that  one  Silvio  Sissa,  the  candi- 
date, had  "presented  ....  satisfactory  evidence  that 
•  .  .  he  is  a  graduate  of  a  legally  incorporated  medical 
college."  The  affidavit  of  the  candidate,  however,  declares  that 
he  is  not  a  graduate  of  any  college. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sperry,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  :this  Board  that  no  certificate 
of  registration  shall  be  issued  to  any  candidate  for  registration 
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unless  such  candidate  is  a  graduate  of  a  legally  incorporated 
medical  college.    Passed. 

Mr.  Sperry,  a  committee  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting  to 
advise  the  Board  as  to  what  power  it  has  over  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Eclectic  Examining  Committee,  reported  progress 
and  on  motion  of  Dr.  Root  the  committee  was  continued.     < 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  resignation  of  the  Secretary  offered  at  the 
last  meeting  and  then  laid  upon  the  table  be  now  taken  from 
the  table  and  acted  upon. 

Dr.  Root  then  moved,  and  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  resignation  of  the  Secretary  be  accepted  to 
take  effect  on  the  31st  of  March,  1906. 

Dr.  Root  then  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
passed : 

Whereas,  After  an  efficient  and  faithful  service  of  over 
twenty-one  years  as  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  twenty-eight  years,  being 
one  of  the  original  members.  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Secretary  of 
the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health,  has  decided  to  retire 
from  that  honorable  and  highly  responsible  post,  we,  his  col- 
leagues on  the  Board,  being  desirous  of  placing  on  record  our 
appreciation  of  his  services,  have  unanimously  adopted  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  our  retiring  secretary  a  man 
of  high  worth  and  purely  scientific  aspirations,  who  has  served 
the  State  and  community  in  a  difficult  and  important  position 
at  a  time  when  sanitary  questions  were  still  considered  sub 
judice,  and  who  by  his  imtiring  efforts  not  only  helped  to 
establish  the  present  Board  but  to  maintain  its  efficiency,  whose 
work  in  systematizing  vital  statistics  has  proved  invaluable, 
whose  efficiency  in  seeking  out  unsatisfactory  conditions  and 
processes  was  untiring,  whose  lectures  and  essays  on  the  sub- 
jects of  sanitary  sciences  were  highly  instructive,  and  whose 
annual  reports  proved  models  in  their  way.  In  reviewing  a 
record  of  twenty-one  years  of  growing  importance  and  activity 
of  the  Board,  we  necessarily  acknowledge  the  great  part  that 
falls  to  the  secretary  and  executive  officers,  and  we  feel  that 
whatever  praise  the  Board  has  earned,  a  large  portion  is  due 
to  him  personally. 
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Resolved,  That  our  best  wishes  go  with  Dr.  Lindsley,  and 
we  hope  that  though  he  ceases  to  be  active  in  the  management 
of  the  Board,  he  will  in  the  future  continue  to  maintain  his 
interest  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  State. 

It  was 
'    Voted,   That  the  resolutions  be  engrossed  before  presenting 
to  the  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root,  it  was 

Voted,  To  proceed  to  ballot  for  a  Secretary  to  take  office 
as  soon  as  the  vacancy  occurs. 

The  first  ballot  was  by  vote  informal.  On  the  second  and 
formal  ballot  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend  was  elected  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root,  seconded  by  Dr.  Lindsley,  the  elec- 
tion of  Dr.  Townsend  was  declared  unanimous. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

SPECLVL  MEETING. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  called  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  the  report  of  Professor  Conn,  on  the 
bacteriologplcal  work  of  the  Board,  was  held  at  the  Capitol, 
Hartford,  on  Tuesday,  December  9,  1905. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7  p.  m.  by  the  President, 
Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer. 

There  were  present,  Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Dr.  E.  K.  Root, 
Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend,  Dr.  A.  W.  Phillips  and  Mr.  Lewis  Sperry, 
members  of  the  Board;  also  Prof.  H.  W.  Conn,  State  Bacte- 
riologist, his  assistant,  Mr.  Newland,  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  G.  C.  Ham. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Lindsley,  Dr.  Townsend 
was  chosen  Secretary  pro  tent. 

Dr.  Root  read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  Dr.  H.  A. 
Roberts  of  Derby,  a  member  of  the  Shelton  School  Board, 
regarding  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Shelton  School 
and  on  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  Dr.  Root  be  appointed  to  communicate  with 
County  Health  Officer  Hill  regarding  the  matter  and  to  offer 
such  advice  as  he  thought  best. 
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Professor  Conn  then  explained  the  procedure  and  scope  of 
the  work  of  the  bacteriological  laboratory  and  its  possibilities 
for  the  future.  He  announced  that  the  laboratory  would  open 
January  i,  1906,  and  would  make  examinations  for  diagnostic 
purposes  for  health  officers  and  physicians,  in  cases  of  diph- 
theria, tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  and  later  in  malaria.  He 
said  that  a  circular  letter  of  information  would  be  sent  to  the 
health  officers,  telling  the  conditions  under  which  the  work 
would  be  done. 

Mr.  Ham  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  inspections  made  by 
him  during  the  past  summer. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  and  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Third  Annual  Conference  of  the  Health 
Officials  of  Connecticut,  held  this  month,  has  been  so  instruc- 
tive and  profitable  as  to  justify  the  hope  and  belief  that  such 
annual  gatherings  will  steadily  increase  in  value  and  influence 
as  a  means  of  public  education  and  an  aid  to  better  sanitary 
administration. 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  are  due  especially  to  those  who  are  not  officially  con- 
nected with  the  health  work  of  Connecticut,  for  their  gratuitous 
and  most  acceptable  service  in  contributing  so  much  to  the 
success  of  the  Conference  by  their  able  and  instructive 
addresses. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted 
to  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  addressed  the  Conference. 

It  was  voted  that  the  water  and  sewage  investigations  for 
1906  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  to  make  such 
arrangements  as  they  think  best. 
The  meeting  then  adjourned.

QUARTERLY  MEETING. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Jan.  31,  1906. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  was 
held  this  day  after  due  warning,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
at  New  Haven. 
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The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Prof.  Wm. 
H.  Brewer,  promptly  at  6.30  p.  m. 

There  were  present  Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  A.  W.  Phillips,  J.  H. 
Townsend,  Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Mr.  L.  Sperry  and  Dr.  C.  A. 
Lindsley. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly  and  two  special  meetings 
were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read,  accepted  and  ordered 
on  file. 

A  verbal  report  of  the  Secretary  was  given  and  accepted. 

President  Brewer  reported  an  interview  of  himself  and  the 
Secretary  with  the  Board  of  Control,  in  reference  to  the  inade- 
quate appropriation  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root,  it  was 

Voted,  That  in  view  of  the  reduced  appropriation  granted 
by  the  last  legislature  for  the  examination  of  water  supplies 
and  polluted  streams,  that  the  question  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Water  Analysis,  and  Prof.  Smith  to  make  a  new  con- 
tract on  the  basis  of  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  last  legis- 
lature, namely :  $2,000  for  two  years. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Health  Officials  of  the  State  be  printed  as  before. 

A  report  of  Sanitary  Inspector  Ham,  on  an  inspection  of  a 
sewage  nuisance,  was  presented,  approved  and  a  copy  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  parties  complaining  of  the  nuisance. 

The  following  nominations  for  examiners  on  the  several 
examining  committees  of  their  respective  medical  societies 
were  duly  appointed : 

For  the  Connecticut  Medical  Society, — ^Dr.  J.  F.  Calef  of 
Middletown. 

For  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Society, — Dr.  E.  H.  Linnell 
of  Norwich. 

For  the  Eclectic  Medical  Association, — For  the  unexpired 
term  of  Dr.  Mulligan,  Dr.  J.  W.  Fyfe  of  Saugatuck ;  and  for 
the  ensuing  five  years.  Dr.  G.  A.  Faber. 

The  report  of  the  Committee,  appointed  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing, to  investigate  and  report  on  the  danger  of  typhoid  fever 
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resulting  from  sewage  polluted  oysters,  was  ordered  to  be 

printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Board.

SPECIAL  MEETING. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  called  by 
the  President  "to  transact  such  business  as  the  recent  death  of 
the  Secretary  makes  advisable,"  was  held  at  the  Hartford 
Qub,  Hartford,  on  Tuesday,  March  13,  1906. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5.30  p.  m.  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Prof.  Brewer.  There  were  present,  Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie, 
Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  J.  H.  Townsend,  A.  W.  Phillips  and  Mr. 
Lewis  Sperry. 

Dr.  Townsend  was  chosen  Secretary  pro  tern. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Root,  it  was  voted  that  as  the  Secretary- 
ship of  the  Board  has  been  vacated  by  death,  Dr.  Townsend 
be  immediately  installed  as  Secretary. 

It  was  moved  that  Dr.  Townsend  be  chosen  Treasurer  of 
the  Board,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

The  following  votes  were  also  passed : 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary,  on  his  accession  to  office,  notify 
transact  the  business  pertaining  to  the  Medical  Practice  Act, 
in  accordance  with  the  statutes  and  under  the  same  terms  held 
by  the  preceding  Agent. 

Voted,   That  the  Agent  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Board 
annually  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 
•  Voted,  That  the  Secretary,  on  his  accession  to  office,  notify 
the  Governor  that  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Board. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Voted,  That  Prof.  Brewer  be  appointed  to  prepare  for 
record  a  suitable  minute  on  the  death  of  our  late  Secretary,  Dr. 
Lindsley. 


Dr.  Charles  Augustus  Lindsley,  the  senior  member  and  Secretary 
of  this  Board,  died  March  9,  1906.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
twenty-eight  years  and  its  secretary  and  executive  officer  for  more  than 
twenty-one  years.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  establishment  of  the 
State  Board,  was  one  of  its  original  members,  and  from  its  first  meeting 
in  April,  1878,  until  his  death  he  rarely  missed  a  meeting. 
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In  its  early  years  the  Board  had  to  meet  many  difficulties,  one  of 
which  was  the  condition  its  affairs  were  left  in,  due  to  neglect  during 
the  sickness  which  preceded  the  death  of  its  first  Secretary. 

Dr.  Lindsley  accepted  the  vacant  office  with  reluctance  because  of 
its  interference  with  his  practice  as  a  physician  and  took  it  only  when 
pressed  upon  him  by  his  colleagues  as  a  duty.  His  training,  both  pro- 
fessional and  practical,  had  been  exceptionally  fortunate  to  fit  him 
better  than  any  one  else  at  that  time  for  the  duties. 

His  professional  career  had  begim  nearly  thirty  years  before  the  gen- 
eral acceptance  of  the  germ  theory  of  contagious  diseases  and  its  appli- 
cations to  public  sanitation.  During  that  interval  his  experience  as  a 
teacher,  as  an  advocate  of  more  modern  methods  of  public  sanitation, 
as  a  member  of  a  city  board  of  health  for  twelve  years  and  its  health 
officer  for  ten  years,  was  the  training  with  which  he  began  his  new 
duties. 

He  was  zealous  in  the  work,  diligent  in  its  execution,  fertile  in  sug- 
gestion, faithful  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  hopeful  of  results. 

Many  persons  in  the  State  have  had  a  share  in  educating  public 
opinion  in  regard  to  public  sanitation  and  in  shaping  the  system  and 
methods  pursued  in  our  State  for  the  safeguarding  of  the  public  health, 
but  no  other  person  has  had  a  wider  or  greater  influence  than  he.  The 
betterment  of  general  sanitation  through  the  town  boards,  the  over- 
sight of  water  supplies,  the  accuracy  of  our  vital  statistics,  in  fact,  all 
the  various  problems  relating  to  our  public  sanitation,  have  felt  his 
influence  in  their  treatment.  Indeed,  their  influence  extended  much 
wider.    He  achieved  eminence  in  the  sanitary  councils  of  the  country. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sentiments  of  esteem  for  his  personal 
character  and  public  spirit,  and  to  place  upon  its  records  its  apprecia- 
tion of  services  he  rendered  to  the  State  and  to  mankind. 


There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.05  p.  m.  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer. 

There  were  present,  Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  Mr.  Lewis  Sperry, 
Drs.  E.  K.  Root,  A.  W.  Phillips,  S.  B.  Overlock  and  J.  H. 
Townsend. 
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The  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly  meeting  were  read;  also 
the  minutes  of  the  special  meeting  held  March  13th,  and  all 
were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read,  accepted  and  ordered 
on  file. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  made  and  accepted. 

It  was  voted  that  in  the  regular  order  of  business,  after 
the  Secretary's  report,  reports  be  heard  from  the  Inspector  of 
Summer  Resorts  and  the  Director  of  the  Bacteriological 
Laboratory. 

Mr.  Ham  read  a  report  of  an  inspection  of  a  sewer  nuisance 
in  New  Milford.  The  report  was  accepted  and  a  copy  ordered 
sent  to  the  County  Health  Officer. 

Professor  Conn  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  work  being  done 
at  the  bacteriological  laboratory.  The  laboratory  was  pre- 
paring to  examine  specimens  for  the  diagnosis  of  malaria. 
Request  had  been  made  of  him  to  examine  for  bovine  tubercu- 
losis and  for  rabies,  but  of  course  these  requests  had  to  be 
refused. 

Mr.  McKenzie,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Inves- 
tigation, stated  that  on  account  of  the  reduced  appropriation. 
Professor  Smith  was  unwilling  to  make  any  contract  with  the 
Board  for  water  analysis,  as  the  amount  he  could  receive  would 
not  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  keeping  his  laboratory  open  during 
the  summer  months.  While  the  laboratory  was  open.  Profes- 
sor Smith  would  make  analyses  for  the  Board  at  regular  rates. 

Dr.  Root  suggested  that,  as  no  work  could  be  done  when 
Professor  Smith  was  away  on  his  vacation,  the  State  Bacte- 
riological Laboratory  be  used  for  water  analysis,  and  on  motion 
it  was 

Voted,  That  $300 -be  appropriated  from  the  water  account  to 
be  expended  by  Professor  Conn  in  the  purchase  of  apparatus 
and  supplies  necessary  for  water  analysis. 

Voted,  That  Professor  Conn  be  empowered  to  employ  an 
assistant  in  the  work  of  water  analysis  at  an  expense  not  to 
exceed  six  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

Professor  Brewer  announced  that  the  meeting  of  the  State 
Boards  of  Health  with  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital 
Service  would  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  May  24,  1906, 
and  that  the  Conference  of  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of 
Health  of  North  America  would  be  held  May  25th  and  26th 
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at  the  same  place.  Dr.  Townsend  was  appointed  delegate  to 
both  meeting^s. 

Dr.  Root  was  also  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  Conference 
of  State  Boards  of  Health  and  alternate  delegate  to  the  meeting 
with  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Voted,  That  Dr.  W.  A.  Stocking  of  the  Storrs  Experiment 
Station  be  appointed  Milk  and  Dairy  Inspector  of  the  Board, 
without  salary. 

Professor  Brewer,  Dr.  Root  and  the  Secretary  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  go  before  the  Board  of  Control  and 
ask  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  general  expenses  of  the 
Board  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment with  the  Board  of  Control  for  a  meeting  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible.

Voted,  That  the  employment  of  clerks  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  be  left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary.

Mr.  McKenzie  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  contract 
of  the  City  of  Putnam  with  Putnam  Water  Company  provided 
for  the  construction  of  a  filtration  plant  acceptable  to  the  State

Voted,  That  the  question  of  authorizing  the  analyses  of 
water  samples  be  referred  to  the  Laboratory  Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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The  General  Health  of  the  State. 

The  health  of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30,  1906,  has  been  good  and  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
previous  years.  There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  to  cause 
great  loss  of  life. 

The  total  mumber  of  deaths  reported  by  the  town  Registrars 
during  the  year  was  16,416,  which  is  16.3  per  1,000  of  living 
population.  For  the  two  preceding  years,  1904  and  1905,  it 
was  16.1  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  city  of  Putnam  has  been  again  visited  by  small  pox  and 
there  have  been  the  usual  local  epidemics  of  measles,  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria  in  various  towns  of  the  State.  A  study 
of  the  mortality  tables  shows  that  during  the  past  twenty-five 
years  there  has  been  a  somewhat  steady  and  uniform  decrease 
m  the  number  of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases.  This  result 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  better  knowledge  we  have  of  the  cause 
and  prevention  of  these  diseases  and  to  the  efficient  work  of 
the  local  health  authorities.  While  there  has  been  this  decrease 
in  the  death  rate  from  infectious  diseases,  it  is  noticeable  also 
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that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
such  diseases  as  apoplexy,  Bright's  disease,  cancer,  and  heart 
disease. 

The  Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles. — ^There  were  4,711  cases  of  measles  reported  during 
the  year,  with  161  deaths.  This  is  about  double  tiie  number  of 
cases  reported  the  previous  year  and  the  death  rate  is  fifty 
per  cent,  larger,  which  shows  that  the  disease  has  been  more 
than  usually  prevalent  and  of  a  more  severe  type.  Measles 
is  too  often  considered  a  trivial  disease  and  the  patients  neg- 
lected. Every  case  should  be  treated  by  a  physician  from  the 
beginning  and  the  patient  kept  in  quarantine  for  two  weeks 
from  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — ^There  have  been  1,467  cases  reported  with 
51  deaths.  This  is  a  slight  decrease  both  in  the  number  of 
cases  and  deaths  reported  last  year.  The  disease  has  continued 
in  the  mild  form  in  which  it  has  prevailed  for  two  or  three  years 
past,  the  death  rate  being  only  3.4  per  cent,  of  the  reported 
cases.  Many  cases  have  no  doubt  been  so  mild  that  they  have 
gone  unrecognized. 

Cerebrospinal  Fever  was  reported  from  29  towns  and  102 
deaths  were  recorded  as  compared  with  47  towns  and  287 
deaths  last  year.  The  disease  has  prevailed  extensively  for  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  not  only  in  this  State  but  in  several 
other  states.  The  epidemic  now  appears  to  be  on  the  wane. 
The  classifying  of  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  is  difficult, 
as  we  cannot  say,  without  a  bacteriological  examination,  that 
all  cases  of  this  disease  belong  to  the  epidemic  variety. 

Dr.  Bracken  of  the  Minnesota  Board  of  Health,  in  a  paper 
read  before  the  Minnesota  Academy  of  Medicine,  draws  the 
following  conclusions  on  this  subject: 

"First.  We  should  not  class  all  forms  of  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  as  of  the  epidemic  type. 

Second.  We  should  not  class  cerebro-spinal  meningitis 
occurring  as  a  complication  or  sequela  of  certain  epidemic 
diseases,  such  as  typhoid  fever,  la  grippe,  pneumonia,  etc.,  as 
epidemic. 

Third.  We  should  be  very  guarded  in  di^nosticating  any 
given  case  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  as  epidemic. 
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Fourth.  The  prevention  of  error  in  diagnosticating  epidemic 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis  should  be  avoided  by  a  microscopical 
examination  of  fluid  removed  by  lumbar  puncture  during  life 
or  by  post  mortem  findings." 

Diphtheria. — There  were  1,507  cases  of  diphtheria  reported 
with  220  deaths.  This  is  about  the  same  number  of  cases  as 
was  reported  last  year,  with  a  slightly  lower  death  rate.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  a  State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  has  been 
established  which  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  physicians 
throughout  the  State  as  an  aid  to  the  early  and  accurate 
diagnosis  of  diphtheria. 

Before  the  laboratory  method  of  diagnosis  came  into  use,  it 
was  no  uncommon  thing  for  mild  epidemics  of  sore  throat  to 
exist  for  some  time  before  the  diphtheritic  character  was  dis- 
covered, and  as  a  result  the  disease  become  widely  dissemi- 
nated. The  quarantine  period  of  diphtheria  can  only  be  prop- 
erly regulated  by  laboratory  examination,  and  a  time  limit 
without  such  examinations  is  of  very  little  value.  Dr.  Park 
of  the  New  York  Health  Department  found,  in  investigating  a 
series  of  cases,  that  while  in  the  majority  the  specified  bacilli 
disappeared  within  two  weeks,  there  were  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  cases  where  it  remained  much  longer.  It  is  not  safe  to 
terminate  a  quarantine  until  a  bacteriological  examination  has 
demonstrated  the  absence  of  the  specific  bacillus.  The  facili- 
ties for  an  early  diagnosis,  together  with  the  curative  and  pro- 
phylactive  power  of  antitoxine  serum,  have  done  much  to  reduce 
the  ravages  of  this  disease  in  the  last  few  years. 

Whooping  Cough. — ^This  disease  has  been  more  than  usually 
prevalent  the  past  year,  982  cases  having  been  reported  with 
190  deaths.  Last  year  there  were  343  cases  reported  with  68 
deatlis. 

This  is  an  infectious  disease,  where  the  germ  is  no  doubt 
present  in  the  secretions  from  the  respiratory  passages.  The 
disease  is  conveyed  by  close  association  with  the  sick  and  rarely 
by  means  of  a  third  person.  The  susceptibility  to  the  disease 
among  children  is  very  great  but  diminishes  with  advancing 
age. 

Most  of  the  fatal  cases  occur  in  children  under  five  years 
of  age. 

Typhoid  Fever. — The  deaths  in  the  State  from  this  disease 
numbered  227.    This  was  slightly  larger  than  for  several  years 
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past  and  larger  than  the  average  death  rate  during  the  past 
ten  years.  It  was  quite  widely  distributed  throughout  tlie 
State,  i,ooo  cases  being  reported  from  114  towns.  It  was  not 
epidemic  in  any  of  these  towns  with  the  exception  of  New 
Haven,  which  had  a  slight  outbreak  during,  the  month  of 
August,  due  to  an  infected  milk  supply.  The  source  of  the 
infection  was  soon  discovered  and  the  outbreak  controlled. 
The  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  reported  and  the  deaths 
recorded  show  a  death  rate  of  about  23  per  cent.  This  is  about 
twice  as  high  as  the  normal  death  rate  and  indicates  that  the 
cases  were  unusually  virulent  or  that  many  cases  recovered 
without  any  report  of  them  ever  having  been  made  to  the  health 
authorities.  The  latter  supposition  is  probably  the  correct 
explanation  and  is  unfortunate,  as  there  is  no  one  of  the  infec- 
tious diseases  where  so  much  good  can  often  be  accomplished 
by  an  early  report  of  the  case  to  the  health  officer  as  in  typhoid 
fever.  If  there  be  a  group  of  cases,  the  health  officer  can  per- 
haps discover  something  in  common  which  is  the  cause  of  the 
infection,  and  the  sooner  this  is  found  the  more  quickly  is  the 
disease  controlled. 

Small  Pox, — There  have  been  76  cases  of  small  pox  reported 
during  the  year  from  six  towns;  69  cases  in  Putnam,  two  in 
Windham  and  one  each  in  Stratford,  Hartford,  Stamford,  and 
New  Britain. 

Putnam  had  a  similar  epidemic  three  years  ago.  Health 
Officer  LaRue  states  in  his  report  tliat,  as  in  the  former  epi- 
demics, the  small  pox  when  discovered  was  all  over  the  city. 
The  first  cases  had  not  been  recognized  and  they  went  about 
in  the  scabbing  period  spreading  the  disease  to  their  neighbors, 
friends  and  fellow  workers  in  the  mills.  He  further  states  that 
there  were  81  known  cases  with  perhaps  as  many  more 
unknown.  The  cases  were  as  a  rule  mild  and  many  concealed 
the  fact  that  they  had  the  disease.  The  disease  was  confined 
mostly  to  the  French  Canadian  population  and  was  apparently 
imported  from  Canada.  Notwithstanding  the  large  number 
of  cases,  there  were  no  deaths.  The  Secretarv  of  the  Board 
visited  Putnam  twice  in  consultation  with  County  Health 
Officer  Hinman  and  Dr.  LaRue. 

The  case  in  New  Britain  was  also  visited  in  consultation  with 
Health   Officer   Brackett.     The   patient,   a   young  man,   had 
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recently  returned  from  a  visit  to  New  York  state  and 
undoubtedly  contracted  the  disease  there. 

Pneumonia. — ^There  were  1,549  deaths  attributed  to  pneu- 
monia reported  to  this  office  during  the  year.  This  is  one 
hundred  more  than  the  number  reported  the  previous  year  and 
is  the  highest  number  ever  reported  in  any  single  year.  These 
figures  show  that  pneumonia  outranks  consumption  as  a  cause 
of  death  in  the  State,  and  that,  while  the  number  of  deaths  from 
the  latter  disease  has  decreased,  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  during  the 
past  ten  years. 

Consumption. — ^The  number  of  deaths  reported  last  year  was 
^»357  2is  compared  with  1,408  in  1905  and  1,412  in  1904. 
This  diminution  in  the  mortality  is  no  doubt  due  in  part  to 
improved  housing  of  the  poor  and  in  part  to  the  removal  of 
consumptive  patients  to  sanatoria  where  a  certain  number  of 
them  recover,  and  the  instruction  received  in  the  care  of  the 
sputa  and  method  adopted  for  its  destruction  prevents  the 
infection  of  others. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. — 1,087  deaths  were  reported.  Of  these 
840  occurred  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September. 
Independent  of  the  influences  of  the  high  temperatures  of  sum- 
mer on  the  health  of  the  infant,  its  influence  on  milk,  which 
is  the  baby's  food,  is  no  doubt  the  chief  factor  in  prodncinj^ 
the  increased  infant  mortality  in  summer,  and  efforts  now  being 
made  for  a  pure  and  wholesome  milk  supply  will,  we  hope, 
bring  about  a  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  from  this  cause. 

Sewage  Nuisances. 

The  following  letter  from  Dr.  F.  B.  Bradeen,  Health  Officer 
of  the  town  of  Essex,  shows  a  condition  of  affairs  which  exists 
in  many  towns  and  villages  in  the  State,  where  the  introduction 
of  a  public  water  supply,  followed  by  the  construction  in  houses 
of  bath-rooms  and  water  closets,  necessitates  some  system  of 
sewerage.  The  old  cesspools  prove  inadequate  and  such  private 
sewers  or  drains  as  are  constructed  empty  into  shallow  brooks 
or  ponds,  producing  a  filthy  and  dangerous  nuisance.

Dear  Doctor: — I  enclose  two  petitions  which  should,  I  think,  come 
before  the  State  Board  of  Health.  I  have  inspected  the  cove  referred 
to,  and  find  that  a  number  of  families  sewer  into  the  same. 
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We  have  had,  within  the  past  year,  a  water  system  installed  in  our 
town  and  most  of  the  houses  depend  on  cesspools  for  sewerage,  and  we 
are  in  great  need  of  a  good  sewerage  system  here,  and  the  town  ought 
in  some  way  to  be  compelled  to  put  one  in.  Now  that  we  have  a  water 
supply  so  many  cesspools  are  going  to  be  a  source  of  contamination  to 
the  wells  of  our  neighbors. 

Will  you  kindly  give  this  matter  your  attention  and  advise  me  if  there 
is  any  way  to  make  the  town  put  in  the  proper  sewer.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  request  in  letter  of  the  2nd  inst,  and 
the  petitions  of  several  citizens  of  Essex,  the  undersigned  committee  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  visited  Essex  on  May  7  for  the  purpose  of 
viewing  several  sewer  outlets  into  the  coves  on  both  the  northerly  and 
southerly  sides  of  the  town.  These  outlets  were  claimed  by  the  peti- 
tioners to  be  a  nuisance  on  account  of  objectionable  odors  and  on 
account  of  the  sewage  being  deposited  in  shallow  water  and  at  times 
during  low  tides  on  mud  flats. 

We  find  the  sewer  outlets  to  be  objectionable;  we  also  find  the  con- 
ditions as  they  exist  regarding  the  close  proximity  of  filthy  privies 
and  cesspools  in  the  unsewered  part  of  the  town  to  be  very  unsanitary 
and  the  health  of  the  community  is  endangered  through  the  use  of  wells 
which  are  probably  polluted,  and  from  the  foul  odors  which  must  arise 
from  the  privies  in  the  summer  months.  We  believe  that  these  conditions 
can  be  relieved  by  the  building  of  a  sewer  through  Main  street  and 
Back  street,  extending  out  as  far  as  Mr.  Cheney's  house,  and  by 
emptying  the  sewage  into  the  swiftly  flowing  current  of  the  Connecticut 
River  at  the  slip  owned  by  the  town  at  the  easterly  end  of  Main  street. 
The  present  sewers  could  be  intercepted  by  the  proposed  sewer  and  the 
remainder  of  the  unsewered  part  of  the  village  drained. 

The  cost  of  the  sewer  would  be  very  light  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  people  accommodated. 

A  sewer  district  should  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  building  the 
sewer  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes.  As  the  town  covers 
a  large  territory  and  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  population  would  be 
benefited,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  town  would  build  the  sewer. 

If  we  can  be  of  further  service  to  you  in  enforcing  these  recom- 
mendations, we  shall  be  pleased  to  serve  you.

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At  the  fequest  of  Pratt,  Read  &  Co.,  the  Board  appointed  Mr. 
McKenzie  and  Dr.  Townsend  a  committee  to  investigate  a 
sewage  nuisance  in  Deep  River  and  they  made  the  following 
report:

Dear  Sir  : — In  response  to  your  letter  of  Oct.  2d  inviting  the  attention 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  the  pollution  of  streams  and  ponds 
in  the  village  of  Deep  River,  through  the  lack  of  a  suitable  sewerage 
system,  the  Board  at  its  regular  meeting  in  October  appointed  Mr.  T.  H. 
McKenzie,  Civil  Engineer  member,  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Townsend,  its  secre- 
tary, a  committee  to  investigate  the  conditions  in  Deep  River  and  to  take 
such  action  as  they  saw  fit. 

On  Oct.  22d  the  committee  visited  Deep  River,  looked  over  the 
ground  and  talked  with  several  of  the  town  officials  and  other  citizens. 
It  was  found  that  the  introduction  of  a  public  water  supply  and  the 
placing  of  water  closets  in  many  of  the  houses  had  made  it  necessary 
that  some  more  efficient  and  comprehensive  system  of  drainage  be 
adopted  than  the  present  system  of  private  drains  emptying  into  Deep 
River.  This  river  is  so  controlled  by  reservoirs  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes  that  the  flow  is  very  fluctuating,  with  at  times  no  flow  at  all, 
so  that  the  sewage  is  emptied  into  stagnant  ponds  or  the  dry  bed  of  the 
stream,  where  it  creates  a  nuisance. 

There  are  no  engineering  difficulties  to  be  encountered  nor  any 
extraordinary  costs  involved  in  building  a  sanitary  sewerage  system 
for  the  place.  Two  main  lines  of  sewer  should  be  built,  one  along 
Main  street  and  another  along  the  line  -of  Deep  River,  uniting  at  a 
point  about  500  feet  north  of  Pratt,  Read  &  Company's  factory  and 
continued  to  the  tidal  waters  below  the  old  saw  mill,  near  the  Connec- 
ticut River.  In  the  course  of  a  few  years  some  form  of  purification 
may  be  required;  if  so,  the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  outlet 
is  well  adapted  to  the  building  of  sand  and  gravel  filter  beds. 

Before  commencing  the  construction  of  a  trunk  sewer  a  competent 
engineer  should  be  employed  to  take  levels  and  lay  out  grades,  so  as 
to  permit  of  the  future  extension  of  the  sewer  to  the  whole  village. 

The  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  residents  of  the  village  of  Deep  River 
demand  the  construction  of  a  sanitary  sewerage  system  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health  is  ready  to  lend  its  aid  in  any  way  it  can  to  bring 
about  the  construction  of  such  a  system.

Report  of  an  Outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Canaan. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  1904 
there  appears  a  Report  on  the  Cause  of  an  Outbreak  of  Typhoid 
Fever  in  Canaan,  by  Dr.  Herbert  E.  Smith.  It  is  stated  that 
there  occurred  in  the  village  of  Canaan  during  the  months  of 
September  and  October,  1904,  fifteen  cases  of  tjrphoid  fever. 
These  cases  were  divided  in  two  groups,  ten  of  them  beii^^ 
connected  with  a  hotel  in  the  center  of  the  village.  The  meals 
taken  at  the  hotel  seemed  to  be  the  only  possible  source  of  infec- 
tion common  to  this  group  of  cases.  Dr.  Smith  excludes  the 
water  and  milk  supply  as  above  suspicion  and  while  he  gives 
no  definite  explanation  of  the  source  of  the  trouble,  he  suggests 
the  possibility  that  flies  may  have  conveyed  the  infection  to  the 
food  from  a  privy  located  about  thirty  feet  from  the  hotel 
kitchen. 

Early  in  June,  1906,  a  report  was  received  from  Dr.  F.  H. 
Lee,  Health  Officer  of  North  Canaan,  that  there  was  more 
typhoid  fever  in  Canaan,  connected  with  the  hotel,  and  he  asked 
the  State  Board  of  Health  to  send  some  one  to  investigate  and 
advise  with  him  regarding  the  situation.  With  Mr.  George  C. 
Ham,  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Board,  the  Secretary  visited 
Canaan  on  June  6th  and  7th,  where  we  met  Dr.  Lee  and  Mr. 
Etheridge,  County  Health  Officer,  who  accompanied  and 
assisted  us  in  our  inspection. 

After  the  fifteen  cases  which  occurred  in  September  and 
October,  1904,  no  more  appeared  until  the  following  year,  when 
there  were  three  cases  reported  in  July,  two  in  October  and  one 
in  November.  The  three  cases  in  July  were  connected  with 
the  hotel,  having  boarded  or  eaten  there  just  before  coming 
down  with  tlie  disease.  The  other  three  cases  all  came  from 
out  of  town.  In  the  spring  of  1906  three  more  cases  occurred, 
all  of  whom  lived  at  the  hotel.  One  case  was  reported  on  each 
of  the  three  dates,  March  ist,  April  i8th  and  May  30th.  The 
first  case  was  a  young  man  who  boarded  at  the  hotel  and  as 
soon  as  taken  ill  he  went  to  his  home  in  another  part  of  the 
town;  the  second  case  was  a  waitress,  who  was  removed  to 
the  Hartford  Hospital,  and  the  third  case  was  a  daughter  of 
the  hotel  keeper. 

The  source  of  the  infection  seemed  to  be  something  in  or 
about  the  hotel.     The  building  was  old  and  not  well  kept  up. 
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The  kitchen  and  pantry  windows  had  been  screened  but  some 
of  the  screens  were  broken. 

The  water  used  in  the  hotel  is  from  the  public  water  supply 
and  is  the  same  as  used  by  the  whole  village.  The  dairy  which 
furnishes  the  hotel  with  milk  supplies  no  other  consumers  in 
town,  but  sells  the  remainder  of  its  output  to  the  Borden  Milk 
Company  of  New  York.  We  visited  this  dairy  and  found  the 
conditions  about  the  house,  bam  and  milk  room  good,  all  water 
used  is  from  the  public  supply,  and  in  addition  the  Borden 
Company  maintains  a  supervision  of  the  dairy.  "  The  ice  in  the 
tanks  used  for  cooling  the  milk  was  from  the  Blackberry  River, 
the  same  as  that  used  at  the  hotel.  There  was  no  evidence  that 
there  had  been  any  sickness  in  the  milkman's  family. 

The  ice  box  or  refrigerator  used  in  the  hotel  was  old;  the 
floor,  which  had  been  rotted  out  by  the  dripping  from  the  ice, 
had  been  partly  relaid.  Its  drainage  was  imperfect  and  the 
water  from  the  ice  dripped  into  the  food  stored  in  the  ice  box, 
such  as  pails  of  milk  and  tubs  of  butter.  The  ice  was  put  in 
the  box  from  the  outside,  the  door  opening  35  feet  from 
the  privy. 

The  water  closets  were  fairly  modern,  discharging  into  a 
cesspool  100  feet  in  front  of  the  house.  The  kitchen  sink 
drained  into  a  cesspool  in  the  rear  yard  and  a  third  cesspool 
at  the  side  of  the  house  took  the  waste  from  the  laundry. 

About  35  feet  from  the  kitchen  door  was  a  large  double  privy, 
used  by  the  people  of  the  house  including  the  help  in  the  bam. 
There  was  formerly  a  deep  vault  beneath  this  privy  which  has 
been  filled  up  by  gravel  and  on  which  a  shallow  vault  was  then 
maintained  with  a  swinging  door  on  the  rear  which  did  not 
close  tightly  enough  to  prevent  the  free  passage  of  flies.  In 
the  rear  of  the  privy  were  two  hog-pens  which  had  not  been 
used  since  the  passage  of  an  order  by  the  Health  Officer  some 
weeks  before.  About  five  feet  down  hill  from  the  hog-pen  and 
fifteen  feet  from  the  privy  was  located  the  ice  house  where  the 
summer's  ice  supply  was  stored.  Nearly  half  its  capacity  was 
below  ground,  extending  four  or  five  feet  below  the  surface, 
and  must  necessarily  have  received  drainage  from  the  barn, 
privy  and  hog-pen.  The  source  of  the  ice  supply  was  the 
Blackberry  River,  which  is  known  to  receive  the  sewage  of 
Norfolk  and  scattered  houses  throughout  the  valley.    A  sample 
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of  this  ice  was  taken  and  sent  to  Prof.  Smith  for  analysis  and 
he  made  the  following  report : 

"The  sample  was  7}i  inches  thick,  3  inches  of  snow  ice  and  the  rest 
mostly  clear. 

The  samples  of  the  clear  ice  and  snow  ice  were  examined  separately. 

The  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  clear  ice  indicates  that  it  is  of  good 
quality  from  the  chemical  standpoint  and  that  it  contains  a  moderately 
large  number  of  bacteria  for  clear  ice,  though  no  colon  bacilli  were 
found. 

The  results  of  Jhe  analysis  of  the  snow  ice  show  that  chemically  it  is 
very  considerably  contaminated,  that  it  contains  a  large  number  of  bac- 
teria, among  which  were  some  belonging  to  the  colon  group." 

While  it  was  impossible  to  state  definitely  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  it  was  evidently  due  to  some  condition  about  the 
hotel.  The  water  supply  was  above  suspicion  and  the  milk 
supply,  except  for  the  ice  used  in  cooling,  gave  no  evidence  of 
possible  infection. 

The  ice  was  contaminated  from  the  Blackberry  River  or  from 
storage  in  the  ice  house,  and  it  was  possible  that  the  melting 
ice  dripping  into  the  milk  or  butter  stored  in  the  cooler,  or  the 
ice  placed  in  the  drinking  water  for  the  purpose  of  cooling  it, 
was  the  cause  of  the  infection.  There  was  a  possibility  of  the 
infection  being  carried  by  flies  from  privy  to  kitchen  in  those 
cases  occurring  in  the  summer,  but  this  would  not  account  for 
the  last  outbreak,  which  began  in  the  early  spring. 

In  view  of  the  existence  of  conditions  which  would  render  it 
possible  for  the  infection  to  be  transmitted  from  the  ice  or  from 
the  privy  and  of  other  conditions  which,  if  not  the  cause  of 
the  trouble,  might  cause  trouble  in  the  future,  it  was  recom- 
mended : 

First.  That  the  ice  box  be  rebuilt,  cutting  out  all  decayed  woodwork 
and  providing  it  with  proper  drainage  and  ventilation. 

Second.  That  the  ice  then  stored  in  the  ice  house  on  the  premises  be 
destroyed  and  the  use  of  the  building  as  an  ice  house  discontinued,  unless 
the  ice  be  stored  above  ground. 

Third.  That  the  priv>',  which  is  too  near  the  kitchen  and  undoubtedly 
infected  from  the  fever  cases  that  have  occurred,  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  disinfected,  and  the  building  removed  to  the  extreme  rear  of  the 
lot,  where  the  vault  should  be  rebuilt  as  a  tight  vault  screened  from 
flies. 

Fourth.  That  the  cesspools,  which  are  contaminated  by  the  excreta  of 
the  typhoid  patients,  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  with  unslacked 
lime. 
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Fifth.  That  the  whole  premises,  particularly  about  the  kitchen  and 
cellar,  be  cleaned  up ;  the  cracks  and  places  now  infested  with  insects  be 
clean  and  repaired,  and  an  effort  made  to  exterminate  all  vermin. 

And  it  was  further  recommended  that  until  these  improvements  are 
made,  the  culinary  department  of  the  hotel  be  closed. 

Acting  on  these  suggestions  Dr.  Lee  promptly  cbsed  the 
hotel  on  June  7th  and  ordered  the  owner  to  comply  with  the 
recommendations  made.  On  June  30th,  at  the  invitation  of 
Dr.  Lee,  the  Secretary  again  visited  Canaan  and  in  company 
with  him  and  County  Health  Officer  Etheridge  made  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  hotel  preparatory  to  its  reopening.  Under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Lee  the  recommendations  made  on  our  former 
visit  had  been  fully  carried  out  and  permission  was  given  to 
resume  business,  which  was  done  that  evening. 

The  hotel  was  subsequently  sold  and  the  new  owner  made 
extensive  alterations  and  improvements. 

At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report  no  further  cases 
had  developed. 

A  village  the  size  of  Canaan,  with  a  public  water  supply, 
ought  to  be  provided  with  some  system  of  sewage  disposal. 
There  is  not  land  enough  about  this  hotel  to  safely  locate  large 
privies  or  cesspools.  Osier,  in  his  text-book,  states  "that  cess- 
pools or  filth  can  not  in  themselves  cause  typhoid  fever,  but 
they  furnish  the  conditions  suitable  for  the  preservation  of  the 
bacillus  and  possibly  for  its  propagation." 


ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  THE  LOCAL  HEALTH 

OFFICERS. 

The  Town,  Borough  and  City  Health  Officers  of  the  State 
have  nearly  all  made  the  annual  report  of  their  doings  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  as  required  by  law.  The  reports  are 
mostly  based  on  the  topics  suggested  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  give  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  sanitar\' 
conditions  and  health  of  their  respective  towns.  They  show 
that  much  work  has  been  done  in  tracing  the  causes  of  disease, 
in  isolation  and  disinfection,  in  abolishing  various  nuisances 
and  improving  sanitary  conditions.  Several  reports  mention 
the  garbage  nuisance  which  results  from  carting  garbage  into

the  towns  for  feeding  swine.  The  inspection  of  schools,  sewage 
disposal  and  the  milk,  water  and  ice  questions  are  all  touched 
upon.  It  has  been  impossible  to  publish  these  reports  as  hereto- 
fore since  the  State  Board  of  Control  has  put  an  absolute  limit 
on  the  size  of  this  report.  A  few  abstracts  are  here  given,  as 
they  relate  to  matters  of  particular  interest. 

Outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  the  New  Haven  Alms- 
house. 

[From  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Wright,  Health  Officer.] 

This  outbreak,  that  caused  the  death  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  institution  and  four  of  the  inmates,  had  two  separate  sources 
of  infection.  The  origin  of  that  in  the  family  of  the  superin- 
tendent was  from  a  waitress  who  had  been  employed  exclu- 
sively in  the  family,  and  had  been  thus  employed  but  a  short 
time  when  she  was  compelled  by  sickness  to  go  to  the  hospital, 
where  she  went  through  a  course  of  typhoid  fever. 
^  That  the  attacks  of  the  disease  that  prostrated  the  superin- 

f  tendent,  his  wife,  and  son  were  due  to  this  source  of  infection, 

and  not  that  which  caused  the  disease  among  the  inmates,  is 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  no  other  persons  connected  with 
the  administration  were  attacked,  yet  the  duties  of  many  of 
them  put  them  daily  in  closer  contact  with  the  inmates  than  did 
those  of  the  stricken  family. 

Early  in  August,  one  of  the  inmates  was  absent  from  the 
institution  for  several  days  and  indulged  in  a  debauch.  Shortly 
after  his  return  he  complained  of  illness  which  prevented  him 
from  working,  but  not  making  it  necessary  for  him  to  take  to 
his  bed.  Late  in  August  fourteen  persons  were  almost  simul- 
taneously taken  with  typhoid  fever,  and  at  about  the  same  time 
the  person  mentioned  was  obliged  to  take  to  his  bed.  During 
the  time  he  had  been  complaining,  but  about  the  house,  he  had 
been  living  and  eating  with  the  other  inmates,  and  using  such 
articles  as  was  customary. 

Very  explicit  directions  were  given  the  inmates  in  an  attempt 
to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  infection,  but  the  disease 
occurred  at  intervals  for  several  months.  An  examination  of 
the  plumbing  of  the  building  showed  many  defects,  but  I 
attribute  the  long  continuance  of  the  trouble  to  the  facts  that  it 
was  impossible  to  induce  the  inmates  to  carry  out  in  full  the  pre- 
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cautionary  measures  recommended,  and  that  they  all  dreaded 
going  to  the  hospital  and  consequently  concealed  any  illness 
until  obliged  to  take  to  their  beds,  often  being  in  close  contact 
with  the  others  during  the  early  part  of  their  sickness,  using  in 
common,  spoons,  dishes,  etc.,  and  in  some  instances  being 
employed  in  the  kitchen. 

Among  the  inmates  there  were  thirty-seven  that  had  typhoid 
fever,  and  of  this  number  four  died.  A  peculiarity  of  this  out- 
break was  the  large  number  of  elderly  people  attacked,  twenty- 
two  being  over  fifty  years  of  age,  and  four  were  over  seventy- 
five.  There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  nature  of  the  disease, 
as  the  Widals  test  gave  a  positive  reaction  in  every  case. 

Garbage  Nuisances  in  North  Haven. 

[From  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  R.  B.  Goodyear,  Health  Officer.] 

From  time  to  time  con^)laints  have  been  made  to  the  health 
officer  in  regard  to  the  oflfensive  odors  arising  from  rendering 
establishments,  from  the  use  of  garbage,  and  from  piggeries, 
located  near  dwellings,  the  occupants  of  which  were  aflFected  by 
these  Viuisances. 

Investigations  of  these  complaints  in  nearly  all  cases  showed 
the  conditions  to  be  so  filthy  and  offensive  as  to  render  them 
intolerable  nuisances  and  a  menace  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  a  large  number  of  persons  in  the  community.  Repeated 
warnings  resulted  in  a  temporary  improvement  only.  A  peti- 
tion of  thirty-eight  residents  of  Montowese  and  vicinity  was 
made  to  the  health  officer,  stating  that  a  long-continued  griev- 
ance had  been  imposed  on  a  large  number  of  residents  in  certain 
k)calities  and  praying  for  the  unconditional  revocation  of  all 
licenses  for  garbage  trucking  and  for  the  abatement  of  nui- 
sances described  therein. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
IQ05,  at  which  a  large  number  of  persons  appeared  and  testi- 
fied to  the  intolerable  conditions  caused  by  the  use  of  garbage 
and  piggeries  in  certain  localities,  that  said  nuisances  deterior- 
ated property  and  were  a  menace  to  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  people  residing  near  them.  Notices  were  served  on  the 
parties  interested,  to  abate  the  aforesaid  nuisance.  After  a 
reasonable  time  had  been  allowed,  it  was  practically  demon- 
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strated  that  it»is  impossible  to  conduct  these  establishments  and 
practices  in  a  manner  that  will  render  them  inoflFensive,  and  that 
the  handling  of  garbage  and  feeding  the  same  to  swine,  at  the 
best  is  objectionable  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  and  justifies 
the  demands  of  the  community  for  an  abolishment  of  the  prac- 
tice.    The  disposal  of  garbage  should  be  by  cremation. 

Seven  licenses  were  revoked.  Fourteen  notices  have  been 
served  to  abate  nuisances.  Twelve  have  been  abated.  The 
town  is  now  practically  free  from  garbage  and  piggery  nuis- 
ances and  rendering  establishments  are  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Description  of  the  New  Canaan  Sewerage  System. 

[From  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  C.  B.  Keeler,  Health  Officer.] 

■ 

The  sewerage  system  as  designed  by  the  borough  of  New 
Canaan  is  by  natural  conditions  divided  into  two  sections. 
That  portion  of  the  borough  which  drains  into  the  Five  Mile 
River  valley  has  been  called  the  Five  Mile  River  System,  and 
that  portion  which  drains  into  the  Noroton  valley  the  Noroton 
i  River  System.    A  very  large  portion  of  the  borough  drains 

f  into  the  Five  Mile  River  valley,  and  the  larger  portion  of  the 

sewerage  system  is  therefore  in  this  portion.  All  sewers  are 
designed  to  take  care  of  house  drainage  and  water  from  wet 
cellars  only,  and  are  not  designed  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
streets  or  surfaces,  for  the  reason  the  sewage  must  be  disposed 
of  by  filtration,  and  should  surface  water  be  admitted  the 
expense  not  only  of  the  piping  system  would  be  more  than 
doubled,  but  the  cost  of  filtration  works  would  probably  be 
five  or  six  times  as  great. 

The  disposal  works  in  the  Five  Mile  River  system  are  to  be 
located  on  the  Salter  property,  immediately  below  the  cemetery 
of  the  New  Canaan  association.  These  beds,  as  at  present 
designed  and  about  to  be  constructed,  are  three  in  number, 
covering  an  area  of  about  one  acre  in  extent.  The  sewage 
is  discharged  upon  the  beds  intermittently  by  means  of  a 
receiving  basin,  which  empties  by  means  of  a  syphon  as  often  as 
a  portion  of  this  basin  is  filled.  The  beds  are  to  be  used  in 
rotation,  each  one  being  used  for  a  week  and  then  allowed  to 
rest  for  two  weeks.  This  process  of  intermittent  discharge 
and  rotation  of  the  beds  will  give  the  fullest  opportunity  for 
complete   filtration   of  the   sewage   matter.    The  beds   them- 
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selves  are  composed  of  gravel  and  coarse  sand,  the  coarse  sand 
being  the  upper  portion  of  the  filtering  material.  The  depth  of 
this  filtering  material  is  five  feet.  The  beds  are  tmderdrained 
and  the  effluent  water  passed  to  an  open  ditch,  and  from  this 
eventually  reaches  the  Five  Mile  river.  The  distribution  over 
the  beds  of  the  discharge  is  accomplished  by  means  of  troughs, 
having  outlets  at  intervals. 

The  receiving  basin  which  has  been  before  referred  to  is 
a  brick  structure  covered  at  the  top  and  divided  into  three  com- 
partments. A  septic  action  will  take  place  in  this  basin  and 
also  a  certain  amount  of  sedimentation  or  settling.  The  septic 
action  consists  of  the  more  solid  portions  of  the  sewage  being 
broken  up  into  finely  divided  matter  and  the  disintegration  of 
such  matters  as  paper.  This  action  greatly  assists  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  sewage  onto  the  filter  bed  in  such  a  condition 
as  to  render  the  action  on  the  beds  quicker  and  more  efficacious. 
The  sewage  in  passing  through  the  receiving  basin  passes 
through  the  three  compartments,  thus  allowing  full  action  of 
the  basin  on  all  sewage,  and  the  third  compartment  has  in  it 
a  syphon  which  discharges  the  entire  contents  of  this  third 
compartment  as  soon  as  the  water  rises  to  a  certain  level.  This 
action  of  the  basin  is  entirely  automatic,  being  operated  by  the 
filling  and  emptying  of  the  basin.  For  the  purpose  of  clean- 
ing this  basin  from  time  to  time,  outlet  pipes  are  provided  at  the 
bottom  and  connected  with  the  pipe  running  over  to  the  filter 
beds.  It  is  therefore  possible  to  clean  this  basin  by  simply 
opening  the  valve  in  any  one  compartment  and  allowing  the 
discharge  to  go  down  onto  one  of  the  filter  beds,  where  the 
material  is  filtered  and  acted  upon  by  the  bacterial  processes 
which  go  on  in  the  filter  beds.  This  obviates  the  necessity  of 
any  cleaning  of  the  basin  which  might  bi**  obnoxious  to  the 
locality.  The  filter  beds  themselves  are  situated  a  considerable 
distance  away,  not  only  from  the  highway,  but  from  any  houses 
or  dwellings.  Even  when  located  quite  close  to  dwelling  houses 
similar  beds  have  not  created  any  annoyance.  Situated  as  the 
beds  are,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  their  presence  will 
be  known  unless  they  are  particularly  sought  out. 


The  sewer  construction  as  at  present  outlined  embraces  the 
construction  of  the  filter  beds  in  the  Five  Mile  River  system, 
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the  receiving  basin,  the  connecting  sewer  between  the  basin  and 
the  beds,  and  the  main  arteries,  together  with  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  lateral  sewers  of  this  system,  making  about  three 
and  one-half  miles  of  sewers  in  extent.  The  largest  sewer  is 
i8  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  smallest  six  inches  in  diameter 
on  some  of  the  upper  ends,  where  no  further  extension  is 
possible. 

The  Noroton  River  system  is  designed  to  run  to  a  disposal 
field  in  the  Noroton  valley,  at  a  point  below  the  culvert  under 
the  New  Canaan  branch  railroad  through  which  the  Noroton 
river  flows.  This  system  embraces  Park  avenue,  a  portion  of 
Cherry,  Maple  and  Mead  streets,  Richmond  Hill  and  certain 
streets  which  come  into  these  main  lines.  The  principal 
expense  of  this  system  will  be  in  the  disposal  field  and  the  main 
reaching  its  location. 


The  sewerage  system  as  begun  is  so  designed  that  exten- 
sions may  be  had  from  time  to  time  as  may  seem  desirable, 
all  main  lines  having  been  so  designed  both  in  size,  grades  and 
locations  as  to  admit  of  the  entire  sewage  of  the  borough  with- 
out modification  when  the  requirements  of  the  borough  demand 
such  extension. 

The  Licensing  of  Embalmers. 

In  accordance  with  the  statute  creating  the  State  Board  for 
examining  Embalmers,  which  provides  that  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  shall  act  with  the  Embalmers'  Board  in 
examining  candidates  for  a  license,  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  has  been  present  and  taken  part  in  the  four 
regular  quarterly  wcaminations  of  the  Embalmers'  Board.  At 
these  examinations  twenty  candidates  were  examined  and  seven 
re-examined  who  had  previously  failed.  Of  these,  sixteen 
passed  and  eleven  failed  to  qualify.  These  examinations  were 
all  held  at  the  Yale  Medical  School  and  consisted  of  a  written 
examination  on  anatomy  and  practical  embalming  with  oral 
demonstrations  on  the  cadaver. 
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THE  REGISTRATION  OF  PRACTITIONERS. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1906  one  hundred  and 
twelve  candidates  were  examined  by  the  several  examining 
committees  to  determine  their  qualifications  for  the  general 
practice  of  medicine  and  for  the  practice  of  Midwifery. 

Ninety-two  were  examined  by  the  Committee  of  the  Con- 
necticut Medical  Society ;  five  by  the  committee  of  the  Homeo- 
pathic Medical  Society,  and  fifteen  by  the  committee  of  the 
Eclectic  Medical  Association. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  twelve  examinations,  one  hundred 
and  two  were  for  general  practice  and  ten  for  the  practice  of 
midwifery. 

Of  the  candidates  for  general  practice  eighty-two  were 
examined  by  the  committee  of  the  Connecticut  Medical 
Society;  of  these  sixty-two  were  found  qualified  and  twenty 
failed  to  qualify. 

The  Homeopathic  Committee  examined  five  for  general  prac- 
tice and  found  them  all  qualified. 

The  Eclectic  Committee  examined  fifteen  applicants  for  gen- 
eral practice  and  found  eleven  qualified.  In  addition  they 
accepted,  in  lieu  of  examination,  the  license  to  practice  granted 
by  other  States  in  nine  instances.

ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  THE  COUNTY 

HEALTH  OFFICERS. 


Section  2520  of  the  Act  relating  to  County  Health  Officers,  requiring 
them  to  keep  a  full  record  of  their  doings  and  to  make  report  thereof 
annually  in  the  month  of  October,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  has  been 
complied  with. 

These  reports  are  here  published  in  full. 


Report  of  Hartford  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut: 

I  hereby  submit  to  your  Honorable  Board  my  amiual  report 
as  County  Health  Officer  of  Hartford  County  for  the  year  end- 
ing November  i,  1906. 

My  report  must  necessarily  be  an  epitome  of  the  work  of 
the  office  during  the  year. 

On  an  examination  of  my  records  I  find  that  I  have  been 
employed  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  (239)  days,  some  of  which  were  not  full 
days.  The  full  and  parts  of  days  upon  which  I  have  been 
employed  during  the  year  amount  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
and  one-half  (169^^)  full  days.  The  number  of  letters  written 
during  the  year  is  six  himdred  (600)  ;  the  number  of  consulta- 
tions is  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  ;  the  number  of  days 
out  of  town  is  sixty-seven  (67)  ;  the  number  of  cases  reported 
for  prosecution  is  fifty- four  (54)  ;  the  number  of  prosecutions 
is  five  (5)  ;  the  number  of  written  opinions  is  thirty-six  (36)  ; 
the  number  of  cases  appealed  to  me  is  thirty-one  (31). 

Among  the  more  important  subjects  I  have  had  to  deal  with, 
one  is  the  pollution  of  streams  by  refuse  from  paper  mills.    In 
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Manchester  a  stream  running  through  a  portion  of  the  village 
had  become  so  polluted  by  refuse  from  several  paper  mills  as 
to  become  a  nuisance  to  health,  besides  emitting  a  more  or  less 
constant  odor  extremely  disagreeable  to  any  one  in  its  vicinity. 
Some  of  the  mill  owners  have  been  during  the  past  year  at 
considerable  expense  to  provide  means  by  which  it  is  hoped  the 
nuisance  will  be  abated.  The  opening  of  the  warm  season 
again  will  determine  the  practicability  of  the  improvements. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  repairs  to  highways 
and  steam  roads  through  sections  included  in  the  watershed  of 
the  Hartford  public  reservoir  and  the  watershed  of  the  Bristol 
public  reservoir,  supplying  respectively  the  city  of  Hartford 
and  the  borough  of  Bristol.  Upon  this  work  large  gangs  of 
men  have  been  employed  who  were  lodged  in  nearby  'shacks.* 
The  health  officer  of  the  respective  towns  together  with  the 
County  Health  Officer  insisted  upon  such  sanitary  regulations 
being  followed  by  these  men  as  would  be  safe  for  the  public 
health  The  respective  town  health  officers  of  these  towns  made 
frequent  visits  to  these  respective  places  during  the  continuance 
of  the  work. 

The  taking  of  garbage  from  the  city  of  Hartford  into  adjoin- 
ing towns  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  and  fattening  swine 
occasions  endless  annoyance  to  the  public,  the  town  health 
officers  of  these  adjoining  towns,  and  the  Q)unt)'  Health  Officer. 
It  is  a  rule  in  the  city  of  Hartford  to  collect  garbage  twice  a 
week  during  the  late  spring,  early  fall,  and  summer  months. 
Household  garbage  cans  during  the  open  season  are  as  a  rule 
left  out  of  doors,  in  a  place  convenient  to  the  kitchen  and  more 
or  less  exposed  to  the  sun.  Some  of  the  garbage  as  it  comes 
from  the  kitchen  is  not  infrequently  in  at  least  the  early  stage  of 
decomposition.  Any  garbage  after  it  has  been  exposed  in  a 
garbage  can  to  the  heat  of  a  summer  sun  from  one  to  four 
days  is  rotten  and  unfit  food  for  animals  to  be  used  for  human 
consumption.  It  frequently  happens  that  swine  fed  upon  city 
garbage  contract  disease  from  which  they  die  in  large  numbers. 
From  an  observation  of  ten  vears  I  find  as  a  rule  that  the 

■ 

traffic  in  garbage  is  carried  on  by  a  filthy  class  of  men.  From 
information  that  I  have  gathered,  the  profit  in  the  business,  if 
any,  is  small.    Many  of  these  men  collect  garbage  from  some 
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hotel  or  from  a  few  private  families,  claiming  to  collect  it  so 
frequently  that  the  garbage  is  not  decayed.  Granting  that  all 
they  say  about  hotel  garbage,  and  the  garbage  they  collect 
from  a  few  private  families  is  true,  it  then  is  a  truth  used  to 
cover  rotten  garbage.  Such  men  never  for  any  length  of  time 
use  such  garbage  alone.  The  bulk  of  the  garbage  they  use  is 
taken  from  the  general  city  collection  of  garbage.  Is  the  small 
pittance  such  men  make  or  hope  to  make  from  the  traffic  in 
garbage  of  any  moment,  when  we  consider  the  public  annoy- 
ance from  such  traffic,  to  say  nothing  of  the  danger  to  public 
health  ?  But  some  say  regulate  the  traffic,  take  away  or  refuse 
the  license.  In  theory  that  sounds  well,  but  how  is  it  in  prac- 
tice? In  the  towns  adjoining  or  near  Hartford,  we  have  for 
health  officers,  Stadtmueller,  Bell,  Fox,  Mayberry,  Spring, 
Kirkham,  Newton,  Dean,  Rankin,  all  men  standing  high  in 
their  profession  or  business,  all  public-spirited  men  and  keenly 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  respective  towns,  and  men  of 
rare  good  sense ;  these  men  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that 
the  only  practical  and  safe  way  to  deal  with  the  traffic  of  gar- 
bage in  the  respective  towns  is  to  abate  it. 

Another  subject  of  importance  is  the  practice  of  midwifery 
by  unlicensed  midwives.  A  great  many  suspected  cases  are 
brought  to  my  attention.  These  cases  are  mostly  among  for- 
eign-born people,  many  of  whom  cannot  speak  our  language, 
and  except  in  cases  where  the  results  are  serious  the  people 
employing  unlicensed  midwives  exercise  a  remarkable  cunning 
in  protecting  them. 

In  villages,  boroughs  and  towns  where  a  sewer  system  has 
been  established  we  frequently  find  many  houses  not  connected 
with  the  sewer.  These  houses  may  be  in  a  thickly  settled  por- 
tion of  the  town,  and  using  outside  closets  that  frequently  are 
a  nuisance  and  necessitate  frequent  visitations  from  the  town 
health  officer.  Occasionally  the  proprietor  of  such  a  house 
may  refuse  to  connect  with  the  sewer.  However  desirable  it 
may  be  that  he  should  abate  his  outhouse  nuisance  by  connect- 
ing with  the  sewer,  the  question  arises  whether  the  health  officer 
can  do  more  than  to  compel  him  to  abate  his  nuisance  in  any 
safe  manner  that  he  may  choose.  I  think  further  regulations 
might  be  very  .useful  where  such  questions  arise. 
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Owing  to  the  increased  demand  upon  my  time  from  the 
twenty-nine  (29)  towns  in  this  county,  I  have  not  been  able  to 
do  as  much  work  on  vital  statistics  as  should  be  done.  Such 
work  I  hope  to  complete  early  in  the  coming  year.

Report  of  New  Haven  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health,  Hartford,  Conn.: 

Gentlemen: — ^The  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1906,  is  respectfully  submitted,  as  required  by 
statute. 

During  the  twelve  months  from  September  30,  1905,  to 
September  30,  1906,  the  duties  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  office  of  County  Health  Officer  in  New  Haven 
County  have  been  as  varied  as  the  laws  which  the  statute  have 
made  it  necessary  for  us  to  enforce. 

In  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  through  the  enforce- 
ment of  orders  issued  by  the  town  health  officers,  whenever 
the  conditions  were  found  by  them  to  be  "unsanitary  and 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,"  and  from  which  no  appeal 
has  been  taken,  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  complaints  in 
several  towns  in  the  county,  where  arrests  have  been  made  and 
penalties  imposed.  Many  instances  have,  occurred  where  it 
has  been  possible  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  such  orders 
without  the  proceedings  above  referred  to. 

The  records  on  file,  as  shown  by  the  duplicate  orders,  which 
are  exact  copies  of  the  originals,  disclose  the  fact  that,  in  this 
particular  work,  there  has  been  more  reason  for  activity  among 
the  town  health  officers  then  during  several  years  past.  Four 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  such  cases  have  received  attention, 
and,  in  nearly  every  instance,  it  has  been  necessary  to  visit  the 
locality,  inquire  into  the  legality  of  the  proceedings,  and  take 
testimony  of  witnesses  as  to  the  situation. 

In  several  cases,  appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  orders 
issued  by  the  local  town  health  officers.     Such  cases  involved, 
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in  many  instances,  lengthy  hearings,  and  in  one  case  the  testi- 
mony of  sixty-five  witnesses  was  taken. 

In  the  enforcement  of  orders  issued  for  the  controlling  of 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  wherein  the  question  of 
protecting  the  health  of  the  public  has  been  involved,  more 
prosecutions  have  been  brought  than  in  former  years.  Cases 
where  orders  of  quarantine  are  broken  have  been  more 
numerous. 

Examinations  of  records  of  vital  statistics  have  been  made,  in 
connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  births, 
marriages  and  deaths. 

Investigations  have  been  made  in  cases  of  alleged  violations 
of  the  laws  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine,  midwifery  and 
dentistry. 

Record  books,  provided  by  the  Pharmacy  Qjmmissioners  of 
the  State,  in  which  sales  of  certain  poisons  must  be  entered  by 
every  druggist,  have  been  examined,  and  a  thorough,  system- 
atic investigation  made  throughout  the  county.  This  was  done 
to  secure  evidence  which  would  either  confirm  or  refute  com- 
plaints received  that  the  requirements  of  this  law  were  not  being- 
complied  with,  by  those  to  whom  it  especially  refers  and  upon 
whom  the  State  has  placed  an  obligation  to  so  conduct  their 
business,  in  the  sales  of  the  poisons  referred  to  in  the  statute, 
that  the  authorities  of  the  State  may  be  informed  as  to  pur- 
chasers, should  the  occasion  arise  where  such  information  was 
desired. 

The  requirements  of  the  statute,  which  provide  that  there 
shall  be  cooperation  with  and  supervision  of  the  doings  of 
town,  city,  and  boriough  health  officers  and  boards  of  health, 
within  the  county,  have  been  complied  with,  so  far  as  it  is 
possible.  The  cooperation  of  the  health  officers  of  the  county, 
including  towns,  cities  and  boroughs,  has  been  eflfectual  and 
complete. 

Vacancies  have  been  filled,  but  no  removals  have  taken  place, 
among  the  local  health  oflScers  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  0)unty  Health  Officer,  during  the  year. 

The  health  officers  of  all  the  towns,  cities  and  boroughs  have 
met  in  joint  session,  during  the  year,  upon  four  diflferent 
occasions,  and  have  benefited  by  the  advice  and  instructions 
received  from  members  of  the  honorable  State  Board  of  Health, 
as  well  as  by  exchange  of  views  with  each  other. 
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To  report  more  fully  of  the  detail  in  connection  with  the 
duties  of  the  year  and  to  advise  your  Board  of  the  progress 
made  by  the  health  officers  of  the  county,  in  the  enforcement  of 
our  sanitary  laws,  we  will  refer,  briefly,  to  some  of  the  cases 
that  have  arisen. 

There  are  several  towns  in  this  county  where  the  health 
officer  has  but  little  trouble  in  enforcing  his  orders  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  detrimental  to  public  health,  yet  in 
nearly  every  instance  it  is  necessary  to  advise  with  them  as  to 
the  form  of  order  to  be  issued.  In  this  way  the  cooperation 
between  the  county  and  town  health  officers  is  constantly  in 
operation. 

Of  all  the  conditions  that  have  arisen  in  New  Haven  County, 
during  the  year,  requiring  the  intervention  of  the  health  officer, 
none  have  been  more  serious  than  that  caused  by  the  removal 
of  garbage  from  New  Haven  into  the  several  towns  surround- 
ing the  city.  For  several  years,  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  a 
license  from  the  local  or  town  health  officers,  allowing  the  paity 
collecting  garbage  to  bring  it  into  the  town.  During  the  year 
just  closed,  licenses  have  been  revoked  by  health  officers  because 
a  nuisance  was  invariably  created  by  disposing  of  the  garbage 
to  pigs.  In  North  Haven,  after  warning  and  notice  had  been 
given  to  several  collectors  there,  the  licenses  were  all  revoked. 
Three  of  those  who  had  been  collecting  garbage  and  bringing 
it  into  the  town,  continued  to  do  so,  after  their  licenses  had 
been  revoked,  and  the  health  crfficer  asked  to  have  them  prose- 
cuted. They  were  arrested  and  tried  before  the  0)urt  in  North 
Haven,  where  they  were  found  guilty  and  penalties  imposed. 
At  the  present  time  no  garbage  is  taken  to  North  Haven. 

In  Woodbridge,  an  appeal  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  was 
taken  by  a  party  whose  license  was  revoked  because  he  failed 
to  abate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  accumulation  of  garbage 
about  his  premises.  After  a  hearing,  he  was  allowed  two  weeks 
in  which  to  abate  the  nuisance,  or  forfeit  his  license.  Of 
the  other  adjoining  towns,  all  but  two  or  three  have  revoked 
the  licenses  that  had  been  issued,  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  New  Haven  must  devise  some  method  of  garbage  dis- 
posal, which  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  having  it  carried  into 
these  towns  and  there  become  a  nuisance  which  the  people 
insist  upon  having  removed  and  abated. 
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Other  nuisances  have  been  controlled  and  in  several  cases 
prosecutions  had  to  be  brought.  Nuisances  arising  from 
natural  causes  have  been  abated  in  the  last  year,  and  the  condi- 
tions in  several  communities  have  been  very  much  improved. 
The  question  of  the  fat  rendering  establishments  has  been  up 
during  the  year  upon  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  health 
officer.  After  several  days  and  evenings  devoted  to  hearings, 
the  evidence  produced  was  heard  and  the  order  of  the  healtii 
officer  sustained. 

Nuisances,  caused  by  failure  to  bury  the  bodies  of  animals 
that  have  died  or  been  killed,  have  arisen  in  one  town,  and  the 
parties  responsible  for  the  nuisance  have  been  prosecuted  twice. 
The  substantial  penalty  imposed  by  the  trial  court,  after  the 
second  prosecution,  and  the  vigilance  of  the  local  health  officer, 
have  abated  the  nuisance  very  effectually. 

These  cases  are  only  instances  of  the  work  done  in  this 
county,  of  which,  as  previously  stated,  there  have  been  four 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases. 

The  enforcing  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  care  and  control 
of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  and  the  reporting  of  same 
by  the  attending  physician,  has  involved  nearly  as  much  time 
during  the  year  as  any  other  line  of  the  health  officers'  work. 
This  would  also  include  the  cases  where  parties  in  charge  of 
the  burial  of  the  bodies  of  diseased  persons  fail  to  carry  out  the 
laws  and  rules  which  govern  their  work. 

The  enforcement  of  quarantine  orders  in  cases  of  contagious 
disease  has  necessitated  prosecution  in  several  towns,  and,  in 
many  instances,  the  cases  have  been  brought  against  parties 
whom  the  health  officer  was  endeavoring  to  assist,  by  allowing 
as  much  freedom  as  possible  and  yet  protect  the  public.  His 
liberality  has  been  imposed  upon.  As  a  rule,  however,  in  the 
majority  of  cases  where  quarantine  orders  are  issued,  the  people 
are  perfectly  willing  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the 
health  officer.  The  physicians  in  this  county  have  been  of  great 
assistance  to  health  officers  in  this  work,  and  their  cooperation 
is  appreciated. 

Three  undertakers  have  been  reported  for  failure  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  prosecuted  successfully. 

There  is  still  an  occasional  case  where  complaint  is  made  of 
the  failure  to  report  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  by  the 
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attending  physician.  The  law  requiring  the  reporting  of 
tuberculosis  is  not  as  generally  complied  with  as  it  should  be. 
The  changing  of  the  law  which  provides  for  the  filing  and 
preservation  of  certificates  of  birth,  marriage  and  death,  by 
the  L^slature  of  1905,  made  it  necessary  to  examine  the 
records  in  the  different  towns  of  the  county  and  to  provide 
some  method  of  filing  away  the  certificates  that  had  accumu- 
lated since  the  Registration  Laws,  relating  to  Vital  Statistics, 
were  first  adopted.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  a  com- 
plete record  of  each  town,  showing  the  years  during  which  the 
certificates  have  been  preserved.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  report  that,  in  several  towns,  the  certificates  have  been  care- 
fully filed  away  for  every  year,  but  we  must  admit  that  in  the 
larger  number  of  the  towns  in  New  Haven  County  it  is  impos- 
sible to  find  any  of  the  original  certificates,  prior  to  the  year 
1887,  and,  in  a  few,  especially  those  where  the  position  of  the 
town  clerk  has  beeif  filled  by  different  ones  and  the  certificates 
moved  from  one  place  to  another,  no  certificates  can  be  found 
back  of  1895.  An  examination  of  the  records  and  certificates 
for  the  year  ending  January,  1905,  shows  a  very  much  improved 
condition,  but,  in  several  instances,  many  errors  were  found, 
not  only  in  the  copying  of  the  certificates  upon  the  records,  but 
in  the  original  certificates.  In  doing  this  work,  the  time 
involved  varies  from  one  day  in  the  smaller  towns  to  from 
one  to  two  weeks  in  the  cities.  Including  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  county,  there  are  several  thousand  certificates  to  examine 
and  compare  with  the  records.  Late  returns  by  physicians, 
midwives,  undertakers  and  clergymen  are  now  very  excep- 
tional. Twenty-nine  cases  of  delayed  birth  certificates  and 
twenty-seven  of  delayed  marriage  returns  have  been  reported 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  during  the  year. 
These  reports  are  received  each  month  and  each  individual 
case  is  investigated.  In  cases  where  the  delay  is  intentional, 
penalties  are  imposed,  but,  if  we  find  that  the  delay  was  acci- 
dental or  unavoidable,  the  party  is  reminded  of  the  importance 
of  having  their  returns  in  on  time,  and  it  is  not  likely  to  occur 
again. 

The  provision  of  the  law  allowing  a  health  officer  to  have 
water  taken  from  wells  or  sources  of  supply,  in  cases  where 
they  are  endeavoring  to  find  the  cause  of  typhoid  fever,  has 
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been  taken  advantage  of  in  several  instances  during  the  year. 
Several  wells  have  been  condemned  and  closed.  The  use  of 
"Spring  water"  has  become  more  or  less  general,  and  in  some 
cases  the  source  of  infection  has  been  traced  to  such  supplies. 
In  a  recent  case,  the  city  health  officer,  acting  with  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  City  Board  of  Health,  forbid  the  sale 
of  water  taken  from  a  certain  spring,  because  the  analysis  from 
the  State  Laboratory  showed  that  it  was  contaminated. 

The  annual  inspection  of  ice  ponds  was  made  by  the  health 
officers  in  the  county  in  the  fall  of  1905  and  in  all  cases  where 
there  was  possible  contamination,  the  owners  were  notified  to 
remove  the  cause  or  have  their  ice  condemned  for  domestic  use. 

But  two  cases  of  alleged  violation  of  the  Medical  Practice 
Act  have  been  reported.  An  investigation  in  each  of  these 
cases  showed  that  the  parties  were  not  violating  the  law. 

Three  cases  have  been  reported  for  violation  of  the  dentistry 
law.  Upon  investigation  these  cases  proved  to  be  within  the 
provisions  of  the  act  which  permits  a  person  to  work  under  the 
supervision  of  a  licensed  dentist. 

The  poison  records  in  one  himdred  and  sixty- four  drug  stores 
have  been  examined,  showing  4361  sales  of  the  poisons  which 
the  law  provides  must  be  recorded.  Notwithstanding  a  similar 
investigation  last  year,  and  a  notice  to  all  druggists  that  the 
law  must  be  strictly  complied  with,  there  are  still  some  record 
books  which  would  appear  to  be  incomplete.  No  prosecutions 
have  been  brought  under  the  poison  law,  or  that  regulating  the 
sale  of  antitoxine. 

Reappointments  were  made  in  all  cases  w^here  the  terms  of 
the  local  health  officers  expired  in  October,  1905,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  the  city  of  Ansonia,  where  Dr.  L.  H.  Wihnot 
was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  fill  the  \^cancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  R.  Y.  Downs,  and  Naugatuck,  where  Dr.  Waiter 
I.  Baker  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  William  P.  Smith,  the  personnel  of  the  town,  city  and 
borough  health  officers  in  New  Haven  County  remains  the 
same  as  when  the  last  report  was  submitted. 

The  meetings  of  the  health  officers  held  in  this  county  have 
been  attended,  and  we  have  been  present  at  several  conferences 
of  the  County  Health  Officers  held  during  the  year. 
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The  school  houses  and 'public  buildings  of  the  county  were 
thoroughly  inspected  by  the  local  health  officers,  and  reports 
of  their  condition  have  been  forwarded  to  this  office. 

There  is  still  more  or  less  trouble  in  getting  school  com- 
mittees to  make  necessary  improvements. 

The  conditions  in  New  Haven  County  are  favorable  to  the 
very  best  work  in  the  enforcement  of  sanitary  legislation.

Report  of  Nbw  London  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
your  Honorable  Board,  Governor  Roberts,  on  November  24, 
19051  appointed  me  County  Health  Officer  for  New  London 
County  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Hon.  E.  W.  Higg^ns, 
who,  by  reason  of  his  election  to  Congress,  had  resigned  said 
office. 

I  immediately  qualified  and  in  compliance  with  the  statute 
I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my  doings  from  November  24, 
1905,  to  and  including  September  30,  1906. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  my  office  I  found  that  the  ternns 
of  the  following  named  town  health  officers  had  expired  on  the 
1st  Monday  of  the  previous  October,  viz:  F.  H.  Hart,  M.D., 
East  Lyme;  J.  Griffin  Ely,  M.D.,  Lyme;  John  L.  Bumham, 
M.D.,  Old  Lyme;  G.  Maynard  Minor,  M.D.,  Waterford,  and 
S.  A.  Bouvier,  M.D.,  Sprague.  Upon  inquiry  and  investiga- 
tion I  found  that  the  above  health  officers  had  been  faithful 
and  efficient  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  I  immedi- 
ately reappointed  them,  with  the  exception  of  S.  A.  Bouvier, 
M.D.,  who  had  removed  from  town,  and  I  appointed  L.  J. 
Fontaine,  Esq.,  in  his  stead  as  town  health  officer  of  the  town 
of  Sprague. 
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On  December  2,  1905,  I  appointed  Charles  D.  Wolf,  Esq., 
town  health  officer  of  the  town  of  Lisbon,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  F.  E.  Olds,  Esq.,  whose  reason 
for  resigning  was  his  removal  from  town.  On  Sept.  28,  1906, 
I  appointed  O.  M.  Barber,  M.D.,  health  officer  of  the  borough 
of  Stonington,  to  fill  a  vacancy  which  had  been  existing  for 
some  time  by  reason  of  the  resignation  of  (Jeorge  D.  Stanton, 
M.D.,  and  the  failure  of  the  Board  of  Warden  and  Burgesses 
of  Stonington  Borough  to  appoint  his  successor.  There  have 
been  no  other  changes  in  the  health  officers  of  the  county. 

I  find  that  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  a  County  Health 
Officer,  in  causing  the  execution  of  the  laws  relating  to  public 
health  and  the  prevention  and  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,  entails 
a  large  amount  of  correspondence,  many  consultations,  and 
much  detailed  work. 

Since  my  assumption  of  the  office  scarcely  a  day  has  passed 
but  that  I  have  been  called  in  consultation  by  someone,  either 
a  town  health  officer  or  other  interested  party,  relative  to  some 
phase  of  the  work,  and  in  many  instances  my  entire  day  has 
been  taken  up  in  this  way  and  with  correspondence. 

I  find  that  the  people  as  a  rule  are  willing  to  obey  the  law 
and  the  orders  of  the  health  officers  and  where  difficulties  arise 
it  is  usually  through  some  misunderstanding,  and  the  use  of  a 
little  time  and  tact  by  the  County  Health  Officer  adjusts  the 
matter  satisfactorily  without  the  use  of  drastic  measures.  Of 
course,  there  are  exceptions  to  this  rule.  During  the  period 
covered  by  this  report  ten  cases  were  reported  to  me  by  dif- 
ferent local  health  officers  where  the  order  to  abate  a  nuisance 
was  not  promptly  obeyed.  In  each  case  I  immediately  took 
the  matter  up  with  the  offending  party  and  with  one  exception 
was  able  to  bring  about  a  satisfactory  abatement  of  the  nui- 
sance in  question  without  a  prosecution.  The  one  exception 
was  as  follows: 

One  ChampUn,  owning  property  on  West  Main  street  in  the 
city  of  Norwich,  persistently  refused  to  connect  said  property 
with  the  public  sewer,  although  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of 
Norwich  required  him  to  so  do  and  the  city  health  officer  had 
repeatedly  ordered  him  to  comply  with  the  ordinance.    Early

in  July  the  city  health  officer  complained  to  me  and  I  prose- 
cuted Champlin  before  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Norwich, 
where  a  conviction  resulted,  after  which  Champlin  imme- 
diately obeyed  the  order  of  the  health  officer  and  connected  with 
the  sewer. 

A  nuisance  on  Laurel  Hill  in  the  town  of  Norwich,  just  out- 
side the  city  limits,  which  was  caused  by  the  sewering  of  several 
houses  into  a  brook  that  was  not  large  enough  to  carry  the 
sewage  matter  off,  gave  the  local  health  officer  and  myself  a 
vast  amount  of  trouble.  Several  hearings  were  held  in  my 
office  and  finally  some  of  the  interested  parties  succeeded  in 
getting  the  town  interested,  and  the  matter  is  now  in  a  fair 
way  to  be  settled  by  the  building  of  a  sewer  by  the  town  that 
will  accommodate  all  parties  now  sewering  into  the  brook  in 
question. 

The  general  health  of  the  people  living  in  this  county  has 
been  good  during  the  past  year.  Measles  have  been  somewhat 
prevalent  and  there  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria,  but  nothing  approaching  an  epidemic. 
Where  contagious  diseases  have  existed  the  local  health  officers 
have  held  them  in  check  by  placarding,  quarantine  and  dis- 
infection. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  borough  of  Jewett 
City  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year  by  the  con- 
struction of  an  excellent  system  of  sewers  in  and  through  the 
principal  streets  of  the  borough. 

Since  my  assumption  of  this  office,  I  have  given  considerable 
attention  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Medical  Practice  Act  and 
the  Dental  Practice  Act.  I  am  satisfied  that  serious  violations 
of  either  have  been  very  rare,  although  minor  violations  have 
existed  to  a  certain  extent.  I  have  a  case  of  violation  of  tlie 
Medical  Practice  Act  under  surveillance  now  with  a  view  of 
obtaining  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant  a  prosecution,  and  I 
have  brought  one  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  the  Dental 
Practice  Act.  Early  in  December  it  was  called  to  my  attention 
that  Dr.  George  A.  Boon  was  practicing  dentistry  in  Norwich 
contrary  to  law.  I  investigated  the  case  carefully  with  the 
result  that  I  prosecuted  Boon  before  the  Police  Court  of  the 
City  of  Norwich,  charging  him  with  a  violation  of  the  Dental 
Practice  Act  in  fifteen  pounts.       Boon  demurred  to  the  com- 
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plaint,  which  demurrer  was  overruled  and  a  fine  was  imposed 
of  five  dollars  on  each  count.  From  this  judgment  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  Criminal  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  where  the 
case  is  now  pending. 

A  feature  of  the  work  that  I  have  come  to  deem  very 
important  and  that  has  consumed  a  great  deal  of  my  time  is  the 
registration  of  vital  statistics.  In  this  work  I  have  visited 
nearly  every  town  in  the  county  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths.  In  most  of  the 
towns  I  found  the  records  in  an  excellent  condition,  although 
there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

New  blank  forms  for  certificates  of  births,  marriages  and 
deaths  having  been  put  in  use  on  January  ist,  last,  in  many 
instances  the  record  books  used  by  the  different  registrars  do 
not  correspond  with  the  blank  forms.  I  tliink  that  all  the 
registrars  should  be  furnished  with  uniform  record  books  that 
would  correspond  with  the  blank  forms  now  in  use. 

The  number  of  delayed  birth  certificates  reported  to  me  dur- 
ing the  period  covered  by  this  report  has  been  eight.  I  investi- 
gated each  ca§e  and  almost  invariably  found  the  offender  to  be 
a  physician  of  high  standing  and  large  practice,  who  had  failed 
to  return  the  birth  certificate  on  time  through  oversight  by 
reason  of  the  pressure  of  other  work.  I  did  not  deem  it 
necessary  to  bring  any  prosecutions  but  warned  each  of  the 
offenders  to  be  careful  in  the  future,  stating  that  I  should  be 
obliged  to  prosecute  if  the  practice  of  returning  certificates  late 
kept  up. 

I  have  become  satisfied  that  there  is  more  or  less  fkilure  on 
the  part  of  physicians  to  promptly  report  contagious  diseases, 
and  I  propose  to  remedy  this  evil  as  far  as  possible  in  the  com  - 
ing  year.  One  case  was  reported  to  me  early  last  spring  where 
a  physician  failed  to  report  a  case  of  diphtheria.  His  explana- 
tion was  that  he  was  mistaken  in  his  diagnosis  of  the  case  and 
did  not  consider  it  diphtheria;  another  physician  was  called 
in  later,  who  properly  diagnosed  the  disease  as  diphtheria  and 
reported  it  as  such  to  the  town  health  officer. 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  the  school  buildings 
of  the  county  have  been  inspected  and  fumigated. 

I  have  attended  various  meetings  of  the  County  Health 
Officers  during  the  year  and  also  attended  the  annual  meeting 
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of  health  officers  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  all  of  which  meetings  were  helpful  to  me  in  many 
ways. 

For  the  courtesy  and  assistance  received  by  me  from  your 
Board  and  the  individual  members  thereof,  allow  me  to  extend 
my  sincere  thanks.

Report  of  Fairfield  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law, 
I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  August 

31,  1906. 

The  details  of  the  work  of  the  town  health  officers  in  this 
county  appear,  I  think,  with  more  completeness  than  usual  in 
the  reports  of  those  officials  to  their  respective  towns,  duplicates 
of  which  are  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  your  Board. 

The  town  health  officers  constitute  a  bodv  of  officials  who  are 
well  informed  upon  sanitary  matters,  and  whose  experience, 
gained  by  long  incumbency  of  their  respective  offices,  has  added 
much  to  their  efficiency  and  success.  Almost  without  excep- 
tion they  are  deeply  interested  in  their  work,  and  most  of  them 
give  it  far  more  time  and  attention  than  is  represented  by 
charges  against  their  respective  towns.  A  majority  of  the  town 
health  officers  of  the  county  have  occupied  their  respective 
offices  since  the  present  system  was  established  in  1893.  No 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  past  year. 

The  year  just  closed  has  witnessed  the  first  prosecution  in 
this  county  of  a  dentist  for  practicing  without  registration,  since 
such  prosecutions  have  been  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
County  Health  Officer.  A  practitioner  of  dentistry  in  Shelton 
had  defied  the  law  for  some  time,  when  the  facts  became  known 
to  me  during  the  past  year.  I  instituted  criminal  proceedings 
against  him  which  were  defended  in  the  Town  Court  of  Hunt- 
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ington,  resulting  in  a  conviction  and  an  appeal  to  the  G>urt  of 
Common  Pleas.  In  that  Court  he  forfeited  his  bond,  left  the 
State  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  have  learned,  returned  to  Con- 
necticut. 

I  have  foimd  it  necessary  to  bring  criminal  prosecution  in 
Stamford  and  Danbury  for  violation  of  orders  of  the  local 
health  officers.  The  Stamford  case  grew  out  of  neglect  of  one 
Roberts  to  abate  a  nuisance  created  by  the  carcasses  of  a  large 
number  of  dead  horses  on  his  premises,  when  ordered  to  do  so 
by  the  health  officer.  Immediately  upon  prosecution,  he  abated 
the  nuisance  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  town  health  officer,  where- 
upon the  case  was  noUed  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs. 

A  similar  course  was  pursued  in  the  Danbury  case.  This 
was  an  extremely  malodorous  piggery  of  large  size  kept  by  one 
Walters  and  lying  partly  in  the  town  and  partly  in  the  city. 
Adjustment  was  made  of  the  matter  by  a  temporary  abatement 
and  a  continuance  of  the  case  in  court  until  cool  weather,  when 
I  am  assured  the  pigs  will  be  disposed  of,  after  which  the 
premises  will  not  again  be  used  for  raising  pigs. 

I  have  also  had  occasion  again  to  apply  to  the  courts  for  aid 
in  enforcing  an  order  relative  to  a  nuisance  threatening  tiie 
water  supply  of  the  city  of  Bridgeport.  The  order  of  the  town 
health  officer  of  Easton  having  been  disregarded  by  one  Davis, 
who  maintained  a  barnyard  manure  pile,  etc.,  within  draining 
distance  of  a  stream  feeding  the  Easton  reservoir,  I  applied  to 
the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  further  maintenance  of  such  conditions. 

After  a  hearing,  the  Court  issued  an  injunction  restraining 
the  defendant  from  maintaining  a  pig  pen,  manure  pile,  etc., 
within  a  prescribed  distance  of  the  stream  and  no  further  com- 
plaints have  reached  the  health  authorities  from  this  source. 

I  found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  three  persons  in  Fairfield 
for  violation  of  quarantine  in  March.  They  were  all  convicted 
and  fined. 

The  construction  of  a  new  reservoir  in  Danbury,  lying  in 
the  town  but  supplying  the  city  with  water,  has  required  some 
attention  both  from  the  local  health  officer  and*  myself.  \Vc 
have  several  times  met  the  question  arising  where  conditions 
seem  likely  or  even  certain  to  create  a  nuisance  in  the  future 
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but  where  under  existing  conditions  the  nuisance  does  not  yet 
exist  Such  questions  naturally  arise  where  a  reservoir  is 
being  constructed  for  future  use,  but  is  not  yet  used  as  a  source 
of  supply.  Upon  the  theory  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  health 
officer  commences  only  when  he  finds  a  condition  detrimental 
to  the  public  health  actually  existing,  I  advised  the  health  officer 
that  his  powers  were  only  advisory  up  to  the  time  when  the 
public  health  should  be  actually  menaced.  Several  nuisances 
of  this  sort  were,  however,  abated  through  the  action  of  the 
water  department  of  the  city,  without  any  action  of  the  health 
officer  beyond  a  suggestion  of  what  his  course  would  be  when 
the  water  came  into  actual  use  as  a  city  supply.  It  wotdd 
greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  health  officers  in  such  instances 
if  their  powers  were  broad  enough  to  enable  them  to  act  in  cases 
where  a  condition  is  very  likely  to  become  a  nuisance  threaten- 
ing the  public  health,  and  were  not  confined  to  cases  where 
such  a  nuisance  already  exists. 

Adequate  protection  of  public  water  supplies  from  contamina- 
tion from  farm  buildings,  yards,  piggeries,  etc.,  often  involves 
a  seeming  injustice  to  the  owner  of  farm  land  adjacent  to 
reservoirs  and  tributary  streams.  The  public  health  is  and 
sl^ould  be  a  supreme  consideration,  and  private  interests  should 
not  be  permitted  to  jeopardize  it.  But  oftentimes  a  condition 
exists  upon  a  farm  which  would  not  in  itself  be  a  nuisance  pre- 
judicial to  the  public  health  were  it  not  for  the  proximity  of 
some  source  of  public  water  supply.  In  many  such  cases,  the 
owner  ^of  the  water  supply  should  properly  acquire  such  farm 
by  purchase  or  condemnation.  If  it  does  not  so  acquire  it, 
the  health  authorities  feel  it  their  duty  to  take  such  steps  as 
shall  protect  the  public  health,  even  if  in  so  doing  such  farm 
buildings,  etc.,  are  rendered  comparatively  useless  to  the  owner. 
The  owner  in  such  cases  is  comparatively  helpless. 

If  the  statutes  were  so  amended  that  proceedings  analogous 
to  condemnation  proceedings  might  be  instituted  by  the  owner 
of  such  property  or  by  the  health  authorities,  and  upon  a  pre- 
liminary finding  of  the  court  that  the  public  health  and  neces- 
sity require  that  such  property  should  be  owned  by  the  owner 
of  the  water  supply,  condemnation  should  follow  in  a  manner 
similar  to  that  now  prescribed  by  the  statute,  the  conditions 
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of  the  watersheds  of  the  State  could  be  kept  in  proper  sanitary 
condition  with  less  apparent  un justice  to  the  property  owners 
thereon,  than  is  now  the  case. 

A  very  perplexing  condition  exists  in  the  town  of  Westport, 
where  the  practical  method  of  abating  menacing  conditions 
seems  to  present  almost  insuperable  obstacles. 

A  considerable  colony,  mostly  of  foreign-born  residents, 
occupy  about  twenty  buildings  huddled  close  together  in  a  small 
triangle  of  ground,  bounded  by  the  highway  on  two  sides.  The 
contour  of  the  land  is  such  that  this  triangle  is  a  pocket  sur- 
rounded by  land  considerably  higher.  Each  family  had,  when 
it  was  first  called  to  the  attention  of  the  health  officer,  the 
familiar  accessories  of  a  privy,  a  pig-pen  and  a  well.  Years  of 
occupancy  had  saturated  the  soil  surrounding  the  houses,  widi 
the  impurities  from  the  privies  and  the  pig-pens,  more  or  less 
of  which  reached  the  wells. 

The  neighborhood  is  not  within  easy  reach  of  the  water  supply 
and  has  no  sewerage  system. 

The  health  officer  promptly  caused  the  abatement  of  the  pig- 
pens and  some  of  the  privy  vaults  have  been  made  watertight ; 
but  the  wells,  drawing  from  the  contaminated  "sponge"  of  the 
surrounding  earth,  are  doubtless  a  greater  or  less  menace  to  tl\e 
health  not  alone  of  those  who  occupy  the  adjacent  dwellings  but 
even  of  those  more  remotely  located.  To  condemn  and  abate 
the  wells  which  are  strongly  suspected  of  contamination  or 
abolish  the  outhouses,  or  both,  would  be  to  render  the  entire 
neighborhood  uninhabitable  and  destroy  property  values.  At 
present,  the  health  officer  is  keeping  the  neighborhood  in  as 
sanitary  a  condition  as  possible  in  the  hope  of  an  early  ameliora- 
tion of  the  conditions  by  the  introduction  of  the  street  water. 

A  case  of  small  pox  in  Stratford  necessitated  several  confer- 
ences with  the  selectmen  and  some  advice  to  the  health  officer 
as  to  his  power  with  respect  to  incurring  expense  in  its  care. 
.  The  health  officer  enjoyed  the  cooperation  of  the  town  officials 
and  the  case  was  thoroughly  quarantined  until  convalescence: 
a  physician  employed  by  the  selectmen  under  the  advice  of  the 
town  health  officer,  remaining  in  quarantine  with  the  patient. 
There  was  no  secondary  case. 

There  has  been  quite  as  much  detail  work  during  the  past 
year  as  usual.    Almost  all  of  it,  however,  has  been  of  such  a 
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nature  as  to  present  no  unustial  questions.  Being  similar  to 
that  described  in  previous  reports,  no  detailed  recital  of  it  seems 
necessary.

Report  of  Windham  County  Health  Officer.

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
annual  report  as  County  Health  Officer  for  Windham  County, 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  state,  at  the  outset,  that  never  during  my 
experience  in  tliis  position  has  the  administration  of  health 
affairs.  Conditions  are  of  course  not  yet  ideal,  but  the  fruits 
tory  as  at  the  present  time.  No  changes  in  town  health  officers 
have  been  necessary  during  the  year;  nearly  all  the  present 
local  officers  have  held  the  position  for  several  years  and  are 
therefore  experienced  as  well  as  efficient  and  interested  in  the 
work,  the  registrars  of  vital  statistics  have  made  gratifying 
gains  in  promptness  and  accuracy,  and  physicians  and  the  public 
manifest  a  considerable  improvement  in  cooperation  in  health 
affairs.  Conditions  are  of  course  not  yet  ideal  but  the  fruits 
of  past  efforts  are  such  as  to  encourage  continued  activit>'. 
The  State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  has  proved  of  great 
assistance,  and  the  according  to  this  county  of  representation  on 
the  State  Board  of  Health  was  very  gratifying  to  the  health 
officials  here. 

As  in  former  years,  much  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the 
proper  return  and  record  of  vital  statistics,  but  the  gain  in 
this  department  noted  in  past  years  has  been  continued  and 
cases  of  delayed  or  defective  returns  or  records  have  become 
rare.  The  new  forms  of  returns  are  working  well  .now  that 
physicians,  undertakers,  and  town  clerks  have  become  familiar 
with  them,  and  the  binding  of  the  original  returns  promises  to 
be  a  long  step  in  advance  in  the  accuracy  of  records  of  vital 
statistics. 
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In  all  cases  where  the  returns  of  former  years  had  not  been 
systematically  filed,  such  returns  have  been  collected  so  far  as 
possible,  arranged  by  year  and  filed  in  uniform  boxes  for  ready 
reference. 

Improved  conditions  in  this  department  have,  however,  g^ven 
opportunity  for  special  attention  to  another,  viz.,  the  reporting 
of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases.  Early  in  the  year  letters 
were  sent  to  all  physicians  calling  attention  to  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  with  cards  giving  a  list  of  the  diseases  required  to  be 
reported.  More  recently  all  physicians  practicing  in  the  county 
have  been  supplied  with  blank  forms  on  postal  cards  for  report- 
ing diseases,  these  to  be  mailed  to  and  filed  by  the  local  health 
officer.  An  improvement  is  already  noticeable  in  the  number 
and  promptness  of  reports  and  further  progress  is  expected  as 
the  physicians  become  accustomed  to  the  system.  Special 
improvement  is  noted  in  the  reporting  of  tuberculosis,  and  the 
health  officers  are  showing  commendable  interest  in  seeing  that 
proper  precautions  against  infection  are  observed. 

The  most  important  specific  item  of  sanitary  work  has  been 
the  improvement  of  the  Putnam  water  supply,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  the  health  officers  of  the  county  and  two  towns 
cooperating  in  the  work.  The  watershed  was  thoroughly 
inspected  and  a  number  of  contaminating  conditions  on  Mill 
Brook  in  Woodstock  and  other  parts  of  the  watershed  were 
abated,  and  during  the  past  summer  a  filter  plant  has  been 
installed  by  the  water  company. 

Late  last  year  analysis  of  the  Willimantic  water  supply 
showed  objectionable  conditions,  and  inspection  by  the  county 
and  city  health  officers  showed  several  points  of  danger ;  some 
nuisances  were  abated  by  property  owners,  on  order,  and 
certain  protective  improvements  to  be  made  by  the  city  at  and 
above  its  reservoir  were  recommended.  While  these  recom- 
mendations have  not  been  complied  with,  there  have  been  few 
case  of  typhoid  this  summer  and  a  recent  analysis  of  the  water 
showed  no  dangerous  features.  Nevertheless,  the  danger  from 
typhoid  will  continue  until  protective  measures  are  taken. 

One  physician  was  prosecuted  for  practicing  without  being 
registered,  but  the  case,  because  of  mitigating  circumstances, 
was  noUed  by  the  state's  attorney  upon  payment  of  costs  and 
his  agreement  to  leave  the  State.  No  other  violations  of  the 
Medical  Practice  Act  were  reported. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  current  school  year  means  were  taken 
to  secure  in  all  towns  the  effective  enforcement  of  Sanitary 
Regulation  No.  5,  concerning  the  exclusion  from  school  of 
children  ill  with  contagious  disease,  etc.  It  is  expected  that 
in  this  way  many  cases  otherwise  undiscovered  will  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  health  officer  and  some  epidemics  be  pre- 
vented. Many  cases  of  measles  and  similar  diseases  are  not 
attended  by  a  physician  and  escape  quarantine  and  report,  and 
expose  others  unless  guarded  against  in  other  ways. 

Putnam  has  again  been  visited  by  small  pox  to  the  number 
of  81  reported  cases,  nearly  all  very  mild,  some  hardly  recog- 
nizable, and  with  no  fatalities.  The  city,  though  urged  by  the 
health  officials,  still  fails  to  provide  for  public  vaccination,  and 
the  people  through  familiarity  with  it  have  lost  some  of  their 
fear  of  the  disease.  The  difficult  task  of  handling  this  epidemic 
was  most  capably  executed  by  the  city  health  officer,  Dr.  LaRue. 
A  case  of  small  pox  of  unknown  origin  occurred  in  an  isolated 
farm-house  in  Windham,  but,  though  three  other  families  had 
been  exposed,  by  prompt  and  vigorous  quarantine  and  vaccina- 
tion the  disease  was  restricted  to  this  case  and  another  in  the 
same  family. 

Measles  had  been  epidemic  in  Willimantic,  Windham  (31 
cases  reported),  Danielson  (46),  Plainfield  (65),  Pomfret  (78) 
and  Eastford  (12).  While  the  death  rate  was  low,  the  fatali- 
ties, including  several  adults,  show  that  the  disease  is  not  to  be 
trifled  with.  Plainfield  had  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever, 
twenty-one  reported  cases,  but  fortunately  no  deaths.  It  is 
significant  that  nearly  every  primary  case  of  diphtheria  occur- 
ring was  traceable  to  unsanitary  sink  drains. 

The  complaints  of  nuisances  diminish  year  by  year  as  bad 
spots  are  permanently  cleared  up  and  sewers  extended.  All 
conditions  complained  of  were  abated  without  appeals,  but 
several  cases  were  inspected  by  me  at  the  request  of  the  local 
health  officer  before  orders  for  abatement  were  issued. 

The  condition  of  school  houses  has  been  carefully  attended 
to  and  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions  insisted  on.  The 
water  supply  of  several  has  been  analyzed  with  helpful  results. 

The  use  of  the  State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  has  been 
encouraged  and  health  officers  and  physicians  show  a  commend- 
able and  growing  appreciation  of  the  g^eat  aid  it  offers  to

diagnosis  and  health  work.  The  opportunity  oflfered  for  water 
analysis  is  also  most  welcome  to  the  health  authorities  and 
applications  are  numerous  and  increasing  rapidly  in  number. 

The  State  sanitary  conference  and  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
local  health  officers  of  Hartford,  Windham  and  Tolland 
counties  were  attended  by  good  representations  from  this 
county.  The  County  Health  Officer  also  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  with  the  County  Medical  Society  for  discussion  of 
the  laws  relating  to  public  health,  and  attended  several  meet- 
ings of  the  county  health  officers. 

The  new  features  introduced  the  past  year,  including  the  new 
system  of  returns  of  vital  statistics,  the  bacteriological  labora- 
tory and  the  system  for  reports  of  diseases,  have  required  an 
unusual  amount  of  consultation  and  correspondence  in  addi- 
tion to  the  routine  work  and  the  special  matters  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  but  the  progress  made  and  the  present  conditions 
encourage  the  hope  that  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain. 

I  desire,  in  closing,  to  thank  the  members  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance,  the  Secretary 
for  his  many  courtesies,  including  a  personal  visit  to  Putnam 
and  consultation  regarding  the  small  pox  situation,  and  Engi- 
neer McKenzie  for  important  service  and  advice  in  the  matter  of 
tne  Putnam  water  supply.

Report  of  Litchfield  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  County 
Health  Officer  for  Litchfield  County,  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1906. 

Several  changes  of  health  officers  have  been  necessary  owing 
to  change  of  residence  of  the  incumbent.  Of  all  such  changes 
notice  was  given  to  your  Board  at  the  time  of  change. 

As  a  rule,  the  health  officers  are  doing  careful,  conscientious 
work,  and  are  impartial  in  their  official  actions. 
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Very  little  complaint  comes  to  me,  and  such  is  more  often 
founded  upon  error  or  misunderstanding. 

The  value  of  the  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  an  act- 
ing health  officer  in  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the 
local  health  officer,  has  been  repeatedly  shown  during  the  year. 

One  of  the  most  dangerous,  vexations  and  persistent  annoy- 
ances has  been  in  connection  with  the  old  "Warner  House"  in 
the  town  of  North  Canaan.  For  several  years  there  had  been 
repeated  outbreaks  of  typhoid  fever  there,  and  several  deaths 
resulted.  Notwithstanding  repairs,  cleaning  of  cesspools,  etc., 
there  were  other  cases  there  this  year.  In  June  the  premises 
were  examined  from  top  to  bottom,  every  nook  and  cranny 
investigated  and  the  surroundings  thoroughly  inspected  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Inspector  Hamm,  the 
local  health  officer,  and  myself.  Careful  inquiry  as  to  milk 
and  ice  supply  was  made.  The  farm  buildings,  etc.,  where 
milk  was  procured  were  also  visited.  As  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gation the  hotel  was  ordered  absolutely  closed  to  the  public, 
till  certain  changes  and  improvements  were  made.  To 
enforce  the  order,  the  premises  were  quarantined  for  more 
than  three  weeks,  and  quarantine  was  only  removed  after 
another  thorough  inspection,  which  showed  general  changes  of 
gre^t  value,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  The- hotel  was  then 
allowed  to  reopen,  and  soon  thereafter  was  sold.  It  has  since 
been  remodeled  and  North  Canaan  is  to  be  congratulated  in 
now  having  a  much  more  sanitary  and  modem  hotel. 

The  breaking  of  a  large  outlet  sewer  on  the  flat  between  the 
village  of  New  Milford  and  the  Housatonic  riven  and  the 
consequent  flooding  of  a  portion  of  the  flat  at  a  time  when  the 
water  was  high,  caused,  for  a  time,  considerable  annoyance, 
owing  largely  to  the  fact  that  no  one  claimed  to  own  or  be 
responsible  for  it.  The  trouble  was  on  land  now  of  the  rail- 
road  company,  but  the  road  was  in  no  way  responsible  for  the 
sewer  or  the  break.  It  was  finally  repaired  by  the  town,  and 
all  further  trouble,  for  the  time  at  least,  avoided. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  cooperate  with  the  city  of  Water- 
bury  to  stop  the  sale  in  that  city  of  bob  veal.  It  was  strongly 
suspected  that  some  was  being  shipped  by  a  party  in  this  county, 
but  sufficient  evidence  has  not  as  yet  been  procured  to  secure 
conviction. 
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Investigation  has  been  made  into  an  alleged  violation  of  the 
Dental  Practice  Act,  but  there  has  been  no  prosecution,  as  yet. 

Several  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  town  of  Warren 
arising,  it  is  believed,  from  a  removal  from  Torrrington. 
Investigation  showed  that  a  child  had  died,  cause  given  as 
"croup,  bronchitis,  choking  from  phlegm."  There  was  diph- 
theria reported  later  in  the  same  family  at  Torrington,  and  it  is 
believed  the  party  who  went  to  Warren  before  diphtheria  was 
reported,  must  have  carried  and  communicated  the  disease. 

As  numerous  cottages  have  been  built  about  Highland  lake 
in  the  town  of  Winchester,  and  as  the  lake  is  also  a  reserve 
water  supply  for  the  borough  of  Winsted,  (though  only  once 
used  since  the  new  reservoir  was  reached  by  tunnel,)  its  free- 
dom from  contamination  was  highly  desirable.  The  surround- 
ings were  carefully  examined  by  Inspector  Hamm,  together 
with  the  town  and  borough  health  officer  and  myself,  undesir- 
able conditions  noted,  and  notices  given  for  the  correction  of 
such  conditions  as  seemed  inimical  to  the  purity  of  the  water. 

One  party  in  Torrington  was  prosecuted  in  the  borough  court 
for  sewering  into  the  street  in  violation  of  the  health  officer's 
order  and  was  fined  $25.00.  He  gave  notice  of  appeal,  received 
an  additional  order — ^and  settled. 

Several  examinations  of  suspected  well  or  spring  water 
have  been  made,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  with  my  approval. 

At  the  request  of  Prof.  Conn,  of  the  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tory, and  in.  cooperation  with  him,  I  made  careful  inquiry  as  to 
the  necessity  of  establishing  other  stations,  in  some  of  the 
towns,  for  procuring  bacteriological  outfits.  All  reports  agreed 
that  present  arrangements  seemed  to  fully  meet  the  demands  in 
this  county. 

Occasional  complaints  to  the  County  Health  Officer  have 
always  been  referred  to  the  local  official,  with  such  advice  as 
seemed  wise. 

Though  personally  unable  (by  reason  of  illness)  to  attend 
the  Annual  Health  Conference  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
last  December,  I  advised  as  many  of  the  health  officers  of  the 
county  as  could  do  so  to  attend,  and  quite  a  number  did  so, 
with  profit. 

New  binders  for  birth,  marriage,  and  death  certificates, 
recently  provided,  will  materially  assist  in  preserving  those 
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important  documents  from  loss.  In  the  smaller  towns,  (which 
of  course  includes  the  larger  number  in  this  county,)  the  alpha- 
betical arrangement  in  binder  has  been  replaced  by  three 
subdivision  cards  for  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  and  certi- 
ficates arranged  therein  chronologically.  There  is  need  of 
further  amendment  of  the  law  in  regard  to  binding  such  certi- 
ficates, in  the  interest  of  uniformity  and  completeness,  as  well 
as  future  usefulness. 

The  new  forms  of  birth,  marriage  and  death  certificates  are, 
in  my  opinion,  a  great  improvement. 

Registrars  have  been  requested  to  carefully  search  for  miss- 
ing old  certificates  (if  any),  and  carefully  preserve  such  as  can 
be  found.  In  the  smaller  towns,  in  years  gone,  the  frequent 
change  in  office  of  registrar  has  resulted  in  loss  of  birth,  mar-  « 
riage  and  death  certificates,  to  a  considerable  extent.  Some 
more  may  yet  be  found.  Until  recent  years  it  seems  not  so 
generally  to  have  been  understood  that  the  certificate  is  the 
original  record,  and  that  the  law  required  its  preservation. 

My  examination  of  the  vital  statistics  records,  and  general 
method  of  preservation,  shows  constantly  increasing  care  on 
the  part  of  by  far  the  larger  number  of  those  officially  inter- 
ested. The  physicians,  clergymen,  undertakers  and  sextons, 
as  a  rule,  comply  pretty  closely  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  and  comparatively  few  serious  errors  are  now  found. 
They  exist,  however,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  in  a  variety 
of  ways.  Some  of  the  sextons  are  the  most  difficult  proposi- 
tions. There  are  so  many  changes  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep 
them  posted,  except  through  the  active  interest  of  the  r^istrar 
on  the  ground  at  the  time.  We  secure  corrections  when 
possible  and  call  attention  to  and  advise  in  other  cases,  as  to 
future  care. 

A  marriage  license  was  issued  in  Harwinton.  Through  over- 
sight the  marriage  was  performed  in  Torrington,  and  a  little 
later  the*  ceremony  was  again  performed  in  Harwinton.  The 
certificate  was  then  sent  to  the  registrar  of  Harwinton.  Of 
course  the  real  marriage  was  contracted  in  Torrington,  there- 
fore the  certificate  was  ordered  transferred  to  the  latter  town 
for  record. 

An  exactly  similar  case  occurred  between  Winchester  and 
Torrington.    The  license  was  procured  in  Winchester,  mar- 
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riage  was  performed  in  Torrington  and,  later,  ceremony  was 
repeated  in  Winchester  and  the  certificate  returned  to  the  latter 
town  for  record.  Upon  knowledge  of  the  facts  certificate  and 
record  was  ordered  transferred  to  Torrington. 

Again,  it  came  to  my  attention  that  the  body  of  a  deceased 
person  had  been  taken  from  Harwinton  to  Torrington  for 
burial  without  a  burial  permit.  Investigation  revealed  that  the 
death  occurred  so  near  the  Torrington  borough  line  that  the 
physician  had  reported  the  death  as  having  occurred  in  Torring- 
ton, and  burial  permit  had  been  procured  there.  This  record 
was  also  corrected. 

The  above  illustrate,  in  a  way,  some  of  the  work  we  are  called 
upon  to  perform.  A  large  number  of  the  corrections  suggested 
are  of  perhaps  less  importance,  but  if  attention  is  not  called  to 
them  they  are  repeated  over  and  over  again. 

I-ike  some  of  our  modern  automobiles,  to  go  well,  frequent 
adjustment  is  necessary — a  touch  here  and  a  word  of  advice 
there  many  times  saves  friction.  Very  few  of  the  violations 
are  due  to  an3rthing  but  oversight  or  negligence,,  or  possibly, 
in  some  instances  to  ignorance  of  the  law.  I  find  all  parties, 
as  a  rule,  willing  to  cooperate  with  me  in  efforts  to  secure 
improvements. 

A  few  meetings  of  the  County  Health  Officers  have  been  held 
and  kept  us  in  touch  in  the  work  throughout  the  State,  and  I 
desire  also  at  this  point  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  I  have 
received  from  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  its  officials.

Report  of  Middlesex  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Health: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1906. 

Where  there  is  nothing  other  than  the  usual  routine  work, 
there  is  little  to  report.  The  towns  in  this  county  have  had  no 
unusual  conditions  to  contend  with ;  the  general  health  condi- 
tions are  good. 
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Two  matters  have  come  to  piy  attention  which  seem  to  be  of 
more  than  ordinary  importance,  are  gradually  increasing  in 
magnitude  and  are  also  of  more  than  local  interest. 

One  of  these  is  the  matter  of  crowded  tenements.  By  reason 
of  the  recent  large  additions  to  the  populous  centers  this  condi- 
tion suggests  untold  difficulty  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of 
contagious  disease,  and  raises  the  question  whether  there  should 

not  be  some  legislation  to  govern  the  situation.     Because  of 

« 

the  limited  means  of  these  immigrants  and  the  lack  of  tene- 
ments within  their  means,  they  are  crowded  into  places,  many 
times  illy  adapted  for  such  purpose,  and  to  a  degree  which 
would  certainly  make  isolation  impossible,  and  which  must  pro- 
duce conditions  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  occupants,  to 
say  nothing  of  their  morals.    The  practice  is  for  some  one  who 
has  been  here  for  some  time  to  hire  or  purchase  some  building 
that  can  be  cheaply  arranged  for  small  tenements.     These  are 
rented  for  as  much  as  can  be  obtained  for  them,  the  tenants  in 
turn  taking  boarders,  as  they  are  termed,  furnishing  a  place 
to  sleep  and  a  fire  to  cook  with,  so  that  often  the  family  has  but 
two  rooms  for  themselves,  or  less,  while  the  other  rooms  are 
supplied  with  as  many  beds  as  can  be  put  into  the  space  and 
these  beds  are  expected  to  be  used  by  at  least  two  persons  each. 
The  occupant  resorts  to  this  plan  to  help  him  pay  his  rent  and 
to  make  a  little  out  of  his  boarders.     But  the  original  lesspr 
finding  his  tenants  are  making  something  will  then  increase  his 
charge   for   rent,   making   it   proportional   to   the   number  of 
boarders.    The  tenement  law  of  1905  is  well  as  far  as  it  goes 
but  it  is  applicable  only  to  cities  of  20,000  or  more  population, 
applies  only  to  new  tenements  and  makes  no  provision  with 
regard  to  the  number  of  occupants.     In  case  of  contagious 
diseases  isolation  is  impossible,  besides  there  is  great  danger  of 
widespread  exposure  before  the  health  authorities  are  informed. 
The  other  matter,  more  particularly  connected  with  the  vital 
statistics,  is  the  practice,  based  upon  a  low  rrioral  condition  and 
ignorance,  either  feigned  or  real,  and  perhaps  a  condition  which 
makes  lawful  marriage  impossible,  of  men  and  women  living 
together  as  man  and'  wife,  with  no  attempt  at  marriage.     In 
some  cases  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  that  these  people  have  pro- 
cured a  marriage  license  upon  which  no  marriage  is  ever  cele- 
brated and  which  is  consequently  never  returned.     There  is  no 
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Statute  to  cover  such  cases  excq)t  section  1315,  and  this  was 
never  intended  to  cover  such  cases,  nor  is  it  adequate  except 
by  a  multiplicity  of  prosecutions. 

It  is  suggested  that  legislation  should  be  had  covering  the 
unexplained  failure  to  use  a  marriage  license  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  is  issued,  and  the  living  together  by  men  and 
women  as  man  and  wife  without  some  form  of  marriage.

Report  of  Tolland  County  Health  Officer. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honorable  Board  the  following 
report  of  my  doings  as  County  Health  Officer  for  Tolland 
County  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1906. 

The  work  in  this  county  during  the  past  year  has  been  very 
similar  to  that  of  other  years  and  about  the  same  amount  of 
time  has  been  spent  on  the  work  as  heretofore.  There  have 
been  no  serious  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases  and  the  usual 
number  of  complaints  about  nuisances  have  come  to  my 
attention. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  consists  of  consultations  and  advice 
on  questions  of  law  and  policy  submitted  to  me  by  local  health 
officers.  I  find  that  the  local  health  officers  are  all  taking  an 
intelligent  interest  in  the  work  and  are  doing  the  best  in  their 
power  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  and  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease.  I  have  had  no  direct  appeals  from  orders  of  health 
officers,  although  I  have  been  consulted  in  a  number  of  cases 
by  people  against  whom  complaints  have  been  made. 

I  have  brought  two  prosecutions,  one  for  violation  of  quaran- 
tine, resulting  in  the  conviction  of  the  offender,  and  another  for 
violation  of  an  order  of  the  health  officer  in  regard  to  a  nui- 
sance. This  complaint  was  withdrawn  on  compliance  with  the 
order  of  the  health  officer. 

I  was  called  to  investigate  complaints  of  cesspools  and  sink 
drains  at  Mansfield  Hollow,  which  emptied  into  a  swamp  near 
the  Natchaug  River,  a  little  ways  above  the  point  from  which 
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the  water  supply  for  the  city  of  Willimantic  is  taken.  I  advised 
that  the  use  of  the  cesspools  and  sink  drains  be  discontinued, 
which  was  done.  I  further  advised  that  the  city  of  Willimantic 
ought  to  purchase  and  fill  in  the  swamp  in  question,  but  it  did 
not  seem  to  me  that  this  should  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
town  of  Mansfield. 

I  have  reappointed  those  health  officers  whose  terms  expired. 
There  have  been  three  changes  in  health  officers  during  the 
year.  .  Olin  T.  Newell  of  Union  moved  away  and  I  appointed 
Levi  M.  Reed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  George  A.  Cosgrove  of 
Willington  resigned  and  I  appointed  Dr.  F.  B.  Converse  in  his 
place.  William  H.  Heald  resigned  as  Borough  Health  Officer 
of  Stafford  Springs  and  J.  R.  Parkhurst  succeeds  him. 

I  have  attended  a  number  of  meetings  of  health  officers  during 
the  year  and  have  written  a  g^eat  many  letters  in  connection 
with  the  work. 

I  have  examined  the  vital  statistics  in  all  the  towns  in  the 
county  and  find  them  in  main  to  be  in  very  good  shape.  The 
new  form  of  certificates  and  the  placing  of  the  certificates  in  a 
temporary  binder  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  very  great  improvement 
on  the  old  method.  The  record  books  furnished  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  do  not  conform  with  the  certificates  and  are 
not  at  all  suitable  for  the  work  required.  The  town  clerks  do 
the  best  they  can  with  them,  but  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  cor- 
rect record  in  the  books  they  now  have.

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REPORT  ON  INSPECTION  OF  SUMMER  RESORTS. 

To  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Health  of  Connecticut: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  general  report  of  the 
inspection  of  summer  resorts  for  the  year  1906. 

The  usual  detailed  reports  of  the  inspections  of  hotels,  board- 
ing houses  and  recreation  parks  have  been  filed  at  the  office  of 
the  Secretary.  There  have  been  few  radical  changes  in  sani- 
tary conditions  since  last  year,  but  a  general  improvement 
throughout  the  state  is  noted,  particularly  in  cleaner  and  better 
kept  yards  and  privies,  and  the  introduction  of  modem 
plumbing. 

Several  contaminated  wells  have  been  abandoned  and  a  few 
from  which  the  suspected  source  of  contamination  was  removed 
last  year  are  showing  improvement  in  the  quality  of  water. 

Water-works  to  supply  the  borough  of  Newtown  are  now 
under  construction  and  will  be  completed  this  fall. 

In  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  little  advance  has  been  made 
but  the  pail  system  has  been  extended  in  a  few  places. 

At  Sharon  and  New  Canaan  sewerage  systems  with  dis- 
posal works  are  under  contract.  The  inspections  this  year 
included  twenty-four  hotels  and  boarding  houses  not  previously 
inspected. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  hotel  and  boarding  house  inspec- 
tion considerable  time  has  been  spent  this  season  in  investigating 
sanitary  conditions  at  some  of  the  cottage  settlements. 

Frequently  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  having  a  financial 
interest  in  their  reputation,  are  more  careful  of  their  sanitary 
condition  than  some  of  their  cottage  neighbors.  The  careless- 
ness or  ignorance  of  short  term  renters  accounts  for  most  of 
the  violations  of  sanitary  decency  in  these  places.  People  will 
go  to  popular  shore  resorts  and  be  crowded  into  uncomfortable 
and  perhaps  unsanitary  quarters,  surrounded  by  conditions  they 
would  not  permit  to  exist  in  their  homes.  The  crowding  of  a 
dozen  or  more  people  into  the  space  intended  for  one  fourth  the 
number  is  merely  an  inconvenience  and  probably  does  little 
harm  to  health  in  the  season  of  open  windows  and  outdoor  life, 
but  when  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  overworked  and  con- 
taminated well  water  is  used,  serious  results  may  follow. 
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Some  people  evidently  have  the  impression  that  the  laws  of 
health  and  even  decency  are  suspended  at  the  seashore.  A 
family,  reputed  respectable  at  home,  as  fortnight  tenants  of  a 
shore  cottage,  dumped  garbage  into  their  neighbor's  back  yard 
and  emptied  all  the  liquid  wastes  from  the  cottage,  under  the 
fence,  close  to  his  well. 

This  ignorant  or  careless  class  is  the  small  minority  who 
menace  the  health  of  .the  entire  community.  Sanitary  rules 
well  published  and  some  special  means  of  enforcing  them  should 
be  provided  to  protect  a  community  against  this  class  of  people. 

The  question  of  supplying  good  water,  safe  and  efficient 
drainage,  garbage  disposal,  and  enforcing  sanitary  regulations 
in  a  closely  settled  summer  colony  within  reasonable  limits  of 
cost,  is  often  very  difficult  to  answer.  Many  conditions  may 
exist  with  impunity  about  an  isolated  dwelling  which  in  a  closely 
settled  district  become  sources  of  grave  danger. 

The  local  health  officer  has  authority,  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  to  establish  sanitary  regulations  in 
a  town  or  in  any  part  of  the  town,  but  many  have  not  attempted 
special  rules  for  the  villages  and  those  who  have  done  so  find 
their  enforcement  requires  more  time  than  they  can  well  afford 
to  spend. 

Usually  the  water  problem  in  a  growing  settlement  is  soon 
solved  by  a  water  supply,  because  someone  sees  future  profit 
in  the  investment,  but  unfortunately  the  sewer  system  which 
should  always  accompany  the  water  service  offers  no  such 
financial  inducement 

Under  these  conditions  it  is  desirable  to  have  special  authority 
to  provide  for  and  enforce  the  sanitary  requirements  and  assess 
the  cost  on  the  poperty  benefited.  These  problems  have  been 
solved  by  some  of  our  Connecticut  summer  resorts  more  or  less 
completely,  and  for  the  benefit  of  those  in  search  of  information 
on  this  subject  the  following  data  is  submitted. 

The  borough  charter  usually  provides  the  special  authority 
for  all  sanitary  improvements  and  is  probably  best  adapted  for 
the  larger  communities.

In  smaller  communities  the  incorporated  improvement 
association  or  sewer  district  may  provide  authority  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  improvements. 
These  associations  are  usually  administered  by  a  directorate  of 
from  three  to  five  members  and  have  authority  to  construct 
sewers  or  at  least  remove  night  soil  and  garbage,  to  make  and 
enforce  sanitary  rules  and  to  assess  the  costs. 

The  yearly  assessments  are  generally  limited  to  from  $5.00  to 
$10.00  for  cottages  and  from  $25.00  to  $50.00  for  hotels.

Grove  Beach  Improvement  Association  and  the  Pine  Orchard 
Association  are  also  incorporated  sewer  districts. 

The  unincorporated  village  improvement  association  is  many 
times  of  great  sanitary  benefit. 

As  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  of  special  charter  for  a 
system  of  sanitary  improvements,  the  village  of  Norfolk  has  a 
public  water  supply,  a  good  sewer  system,  and  sewage  disposal 
by  intermittent  filtration.    The  sewers  and  disposal  plant  were 
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constructed  by  a  town  sewer  district  organized  under  the  gen- 
eral statutes  (sections  1998-2005)  providing  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  districts  for  municipal  purposes. 

The  pail  system  as  used  in  some  of  the  above  places  is  fairly 
satisfactory  as  a  temporary  method  of  disposal  when  regula- 
tions are  strictly  followed  and  the  pails  are  emptied  at  least 
every  other  night. 

But  tht  pail  system  where  wells  are  used  is  dangerous,  as 
the  liquid  wastes  from  the  houses  are  commonly  emptied  on  the 
ground  and  carelessness  in  this  may  endanger  nearby  wells. 
Also  the  pail  system  as  generally  operated  does  not  prevent 
infection  by  flies. 

For  very  small  settlements  or  single  houses  the  septic  tank 
cesspool  with  siphon  overflow  into  subsoil  drains  is  well  adapted, 
particularly  where  the  drain  can  be  run  under  lawns,  as  grass 
will  take  up  a  large  amount  of  liquid  sewage  to  its  own 
advantage. 

It  has  been  the-custom  of  the  inspector,  on  his  visits  to  hotels 
and  boarding  houses,  to  investigate  the  general  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  cottage  settlements,  but  only  occasionally  has  there 
been  a  request  from  the  local  health  officer  for  house  to  house 
inspection. 

Two  days  were  spent  with  Dr.  Howd,  health  officer  of 
Winsted  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Etheridge  Esq.,  health  officer  of  Litch- 
field county,  in  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  summer  cottages 
about  Highland  Lake. 

Highland  Lake  is  nearly  three  miles  long  and  is  surrounded 
by  about  sixty  summer  dwellings  including  two  hotels. 

The  lake  formerly  furnished  the  domestic  water  supply  for 
the  borough  of  Winsted.  At  the  present  time  its  water  is  used 
only  for  power,  but  the  fact  that  it  might  be  needed  as  an 
emergency  supply  in  a  dry  season  as  well  as  that  some  of  the 
cottagers  pump  its  water  for  domestic  use,  makes  it  important 
to  conserve  its  purity. 

The  majority  of  the  cottagers  use  shallow  vault  privies  and 
cesspools  for  sink  drainage.  Some  of  these  are  nearer  to  the 
water  than  they  should  be,  but  little  sewage  was  found  running 
into  the  lake. 

Several  conditions  which  were  objectionable  or  might  become 
dangerous  were  ordered  corrected. 
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I  am  sure  that  much  improvement  will  result  from  this  inspec- 
tion, and  if  it  were  a  more  general  practice  among  local  health 
officers  to  make  house  to  house  inspections  of  communities  in 
their  jurisdiction,  many  serious  results  from  tmsanitary  condi- 
tions would  be  avoided. 

The  inspector,  as  far  as  his  time  will  permit,  would  be  glad  to 
accompany  any  health  officer  on  such  inspections  of  siunmcr 
resorts.  .

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  STATE  LA- 
BORATORY OF  BACTERIOLOGY  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  HEALTH. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  bill  was  passed  grant- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Health  the  sum  of  $3,000  per  year  for 
organizing  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  a  State  Laboratory  of 
Bacteriology.  In  October  of  1905,  I  was  asked  to  assume  the 
directorship  of  that  laboratory  and  to  proceed  at  once  with  plans 
for  its  organization  and  equipment.  Middletown  was  chosen  as 
the  location  for  such  a  laboratory  for  several  reasons.  In  the 
first  place,  the  Trustees  of  Wesleyan  University  offered  for  the 
use  of  the  laboratory  one  of  its  buildings,  rent  free.  This  was 
a  building  standing  apart  from  the  other  buildings  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  it  offered  every  advantage  for  the  work  of  such  a 
laboratory.  Without  the  aid  of  Wesleyan  University  in  thus 
putting  at  its  disposal  rooms  for  the  laboratory  free  of  charge, 
it  would  have  been  hardly  possible  to  have  properly  undertaken 
and  carried  out  the  work  which  it  was  necessary  to  do.  A  second 
reason  for  choosing  Middletown  for  the  location  of  the  labora- 
tory was  its  central  location  in  the  State  which  brings  it  in 
equally  easy  contact  with  all  parts  of  the  State.  A  third  reason, 
which  offered  considerable  advantage,  was  the  readiness  with 
which  it  would  be  possible  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  persons  to 
carry  on  laboratory  work  through  the  agency  of  the  laboratories 
of  Wesleyan  University.  The  building  that  was  put  at  our  dis- 
posal by  the  University  contained  several  rooms,  and  it  was 
only  necessary  to  equip  these  rooms  for  laboratory  purposes 
by  doing  a  small  amount  of  carpentering  and  plumbing  work. 
This  work  was  begun  as  soon  as  the  building  was  at  our  disposal 
and  in  a  comparatively  short  time  the  .rooms  were  ready  for 
occupancy.  The  equipping  of  these  rooms  was  finished  so  that 
it  was  possible  to  get  into  the  laboratory  for  work  early  in 
December. 

The  equipment  which  was  first  planned  was  for  bacteriologi- 
cal work  alone,  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  indicated  in  the 
original  Bill.  In  the  month  of  May  it  appeared  to  the  Board 
of  Health  feasible  and  wise  to  transfer  to  the  same  laboratory 
the  work  of  analysis  of  the  waters  of  the  State,  which  had 
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hitherto  been  done  elsewhere.  At  that  time  the  Board  author- 
ized the  purchase  of  necessary  apparatui  and  equipment  for 
starting  the  work  of  water  analysis  and  this  was  undertaken  at 
once,  so  that  the  laboratory  was  ready  to  beg^n  on  this  new  line 
of  work  the  first  of  July. 

Meantime  Mr.  James  A.  Newlands  was  appointed  as  assistant 
in  the  work  of  managing  the  laboratory,  and  to  his  faithful  and 
efficient  services  a  large  part  of  the  success  of  the  running  of 
the  laboratory  for  the  first  year  has  been  due.  In  the  month  of 
October,  the  Board  of  Health  formally  appointed  Mr.  Newlands 
as  Chemist  of  the  Board,  and  the  report  upon  the  work  of  the 
analysis  of  the  water  of  the  State  is  therefore  to  be  made  by 
him  and  will  be  found  in  a  separate  report  appended  to  this. 

At  the  outset,  in  making  plans  for  the  work  of  the  laboratory, 
several  fundamental  questions  required  careful  consideration, 
and  answers  to  them  had  to  be  determined  before  any  steps 
could  be  taken  toward  developing  the  laboratory.  The  most 
important  questions,  whose  decision  was  thus  required  at  the 
outset,  are  indicated  below. 

The  first  problem  which  arose  was  as  to  what  special  lines 
of  work  it  was  most  imperative  to  undertake  first.  There  arc 
many  lines  of  work  which  a  State  bacteriological  laboratory 
ought  to  be  prepared  to  do,  and  ought  to  undertake,  for  which 
there  is  a  demand  and  which  it  is  hoped  that  our  State  labora- 
tory will  in  time  undertake.  But  manifestly  it  was  impossible 
to  do  everything  at  once,  and  with  the  small  amount  of  assist- 
ance that  was  possible  with  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature it  was  necessary  to  Unlit  the  problems  which  could  be 
undertaken,  at  least  at  the  beginning.  Thus  the  question  arose 
as  to  which  of  the  various  kinds  of  work  that  legitimately 
belong  to  our  laboratory  were  most  imperatively  demanded  at 
the  outset.  After  due,  consideration  it  was  thought  that  there 
are  three  problems  concerning  which  Health  Officers  and  physi- 
cians over  the  State  are  most  desirous  of  obtaining  aid  from 
a  bacteriological  laboratory.  These  were  the  examination  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever 
and  tuberculosis.  These  three  diseases  are  not,  in  the  first 
stages  of  their  development,  easy  of  diagnosis  by  clinical  means. 
It  is  frequently  very  imperative  that  the  physician  and  the 
Health  Officer  should  know  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
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whether  he  is  dealing  with  a  case  of  diphtheria,  or  only  of 
tonsilitis  or  ordinary  sore  throat.  Likewise  the  diagnosis  of 
typhoid  and  tuberculosis  are  questions  concerning  which  the 
physicians  are  constantly  in  need  of  microscopic  assistance.  It 
was  therefore  determined  that  at  the  outset  we  should  devote 
the  energies  of  the  laboratory  to  the  answering  of  questions 
concerning  these  three  diseases  for  the  physicians  of  the  State, 
taking  up  the  development  of  other  problems  when  time  would 
permit,  and  when  the  appropriations  for  the  laboratory  would 
allow  of  expansion. 

The  detection  of  these  three  diseases  involved  the  sending  to 
the  laboratory  of  specimens  of  secretions  or  other  affected 
material  from  the  patients.  These  specimens  can  not,  however, 
be  sent  in  ordinary  receptacles  inasmuch  as  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  mails  forbid  the  transportation  by  mail  of  patho- 
genic specimens  or  diseased  bacteria  except  in  special  packages 
permitted  by  law.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to  arrange  for 
obtaining  and  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  physicians  in  the  State, 
certain  collecting  receptacles,  commonly  called  "outfits",  which 
would  be  convenient  for  use,  easily  transmitted  through  the 
mail,  which  met  the  requirement  of  the  law  and  were  not  too 
heavy  for  proper  transportation.  The  outfits  for  the  three 
diseases  are  totally  different,  inasmuch  as  the  specimen  sent  in 
each  case  is  of  a  different  nature  and  requires  different  hand- 
ling. After  examining  samples  of  outfits  from  laboratories  in 
various  parts  of  the  country,  types  were  selected  which  seemed 
to  us  to  be  on  the  whole  the  most  satisfactory.  These  outfits 
were  then  obtained  as  rapidly  as  possible.  By  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary we  had  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  supply  of  such  outfits,  as 
many  in  fact  as  it  was  supposed  would  be  needed  during  the 
first  year  of  the  work  of  the  laboratory. 

In  placing  these  outfits  in  the  hands  of  physicians  it  was 
necessary  to  explain  carefully  their  method  of  use.  To  many 
physicians  in  the  State  the  practice  of  sending  specimens  for 
diagnosis  is  new,  and  it  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  give 
detailed  directions  as  to  how  the  samples  should  be  obtained, 
placed  in  the  collecting  cases  and  forwarded  to  the  laboratory. 
With  each  of  the  laboratory  outfits  therefore  it  was  planned  to 
inclose  a  card  of  directions  which  the  physicians  are  to  follow. 
It  was  decided  also  to  inclose  with  each  outfit  a  card  which  the 
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physicians  could  fill  out,  giving  data  concerning  the  collection 
of  the  specimen,  the  clinical  condition  of  the  patient,  and  other 
data  of  value  in  statistical  work.  These  latter  cards,  filled  out 
by  the  physician  himself,  it  was  planned  to  retain  in  our  labora- 
tory, keep  on  file  together  with  the  results  of  our  examination 
of  the  specimens,  that  they  might  serve  the  laboratory  as  a 
record  of  work  of  the  year.  It  was  thought  that  they  would 
give  to  the  Board  of  He!)silth  a  general  record  of  the  development 
of  contagious  diseases  and  epidemics  in  the  State. 

The  next  problem  of  organization  was  the  method  by  which 
these  outfits  could  be  best. placed  in  the  hands  of  physicians. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  any  State  laboratory  that  its  facilities  should 
be  placed  at  the  service  of  the  whole  State,  and  not  of  any  parti- 
cular towns  and  cities.  For  this  reason  plans  had  to  be  made 
which  would  bring  the  laboratory  into  easy  contact  with  all  of 
the  towns.  This  meant  of  course  the  reception  of  specimens 
from  all  over  the  State  and  the  speedy  returning  of  reports  to  the 
physicians  from  whom  they  were  received.  In  regard  to  many 
of  these  reports  there  is  the  utmost  necessity  for  the  greatest 
haste  possible.  It  was  necessary  to  determine  at  the  outset 
therefore  what  method  would  be  best  adapted  for  the  distribution 
of  outfits  and  the  return  of  specimens.  It  was  necessary  either 
to  use  the  United  States  mail  for  this  purpose,  or  to  depend 
upon  the  deliveries  by  express  companies.  It  seemed  quite 
impractical  to  handle  this  work  through  the  express  companies 
for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place  it  is  impossible  to  get 
deliveries  of  express  packages  late  at  night,  and  this  would  in 
many  cases  mean  inevitable  delay.  In  the  second  place  the 
cost  of  expressage  which  would  be  involved  would  be  consider- 
able. The  appropriations  which  were  made  for  the  running  of 
the  laboratory  were  not  large  enough  to  make  it  feasible  for 
us  to  pay  the  large  amount  of  expressage  that  would  be  neces- 
sary if  packages  were  sent  to  us  in  this  way.  It  was  deemed 
therefore  wise  to  abandon  the  idea  of  the  use  of  express  com- 
panies. On  the  other  hand,  the  use  of  the  United  States  mail 
ofifered  both  advantages  and  disadvantages.  It  is  decidedly 
cheaper  than  expressage,  but  it  has  the  disadvantage  of  being 
in  some  cases  not  quite  so  rapid  or  reliable.  It  is  perfectly 
possible,  however,  to  obtain  deliveries  of  mail  matter  late  in  the 
evening,  which  occasionally  means  a  considerable  saving  in  time. 
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It  was  determined  therefore  that  we  should  use  the  United 
States  mail  for  this  purpose  as  the  only  practical  method  by 
which  the  laboratory  could  be  brought  in  contact  most  rapidly 
with  the  various  towns  in  the  State,  and  in  all  of  the  bacterio- 
Ic^cal  work  this  has  been  the  only  method  adopted  for  com- 
munication. It  may  be  stated  as  a  result  of  the  year's  experi- 
ence that  this  method  of  reception  of  specimens  has  been  found 
to  be  fairly  satisfactory,  though  not  wholly  so.  In  a  few  cases 
the  delivery  of  samples  has  not  been  prompt,  and  since  prompt- 
ness is  one  of  the  great  requisites  associated  with  contagious 
diseases,  this  is  an  unfortunate  matter.  There  have  been  two 
or  three  instances  during  the  year  in  which  there  has  been  an 
apparently  inexcusable  delay  of  two  or  three  days  in  the 
delivery  of  mails.  Such  delays  will  inevitably  occur  occasion- 
ally. Delays  of  this  sort,  however,  are  extremely  rare  and  in 
the  year's  experience  we  have  had  only  two  or  three  instances 
of  this  sort.  We  have  concluded  therefore  that  the  use  of  the 
United  States  mail  for  this  purpose  is  fairly  satisfactory,  and 
the  probability  is  that  it  is  fully  as  satisfactory  as  we  would 
have  found  the  express  companies  to  be  in  this  respect.  In 
obtaining  specimens  sent  from  somewhat  remote  parts  of  the 
State  there  is  an  inevitable  delay  either  by  mail  or  by  express, 
because  of  the  lack  of  rapid  connections  in  railroad  systems. 
In  cases  of  such  remote  towns  therefore  there  seems  to  be  no 
means  of  hastening  the  reception  of  specimens,  and  for  some 
localities,  whose  connections  with  main  lines  are  not  very  fre- 
quent, the  use  of  the  laboratory  for  some  of  its  work  has  not 
been  and  cannot  be  as  satisfactory  as  would  be  desired.  There 
seems  to  be,  however,  no  method  of  avoiding  this  difficulty 
because  of  no  more  rapid  means  of  communication.  The  only 
way  to  meet  thd  case  would  be  to  establish  laboratories  in 
several  parts  of  the  State  and  this  is  not  practical  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  this  occasional 
slight  delay  is  of  no  special  significance  in  the  case  of  any 
disease  except  diphtheria.  In  this  particular  type  of  contagion 
there  is  great  need  of  as  speedy  report  as  possible.  *  In  regard 
to  the  others,  a  delay  of  a  day  or  two  is  a  matter  of  less 
importance. 

A  further  problem  was  the  determining  of  the  most  practi- 
fcal  and  useful  method  of  reaching  the  physician.    It  was  mani- 
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festly  impossible  to  distribute  outfits  at  once  over  the  State  to 
all  the  physicians  in  the  various  towns.  While  this  might  be 
desirable  and  may  be  possible  in  the  future,  it  would  have 
involved  at  the  outset  an  expense  for  outfits  far  more  than  it 
was  possible  to  meet  with  the  appropriations  at  our  command. 
It  was  therefore  necessary  to  determine  some  means  by  which 
each  town  should  have  one  or  more  places  of  deposit  of  such 
outfits,  to  which  the  physicians  could  go  to  obtain  them  when 
they  were  needed,  and  to  make  plans  by  which  a  constant  supply 
of  fresh  outfits  should  be  kept  on  hand  at  these  places  of 
deposit.  Two  methods  suggested  themselves  for  this  purpose. 
One  was  to  place  the  outfits  in  some  convenient,  centrally- 
located  drug  store,  to  which  the  physicians  would  naturally  go. 
The  other  was  to  place  them  in  the  hands  of  local  Health 
Officers,  assuming  that  the  Health  Officers  would  in  this  respect 
serve  as  an  agent  for  the  laboratory.  The  latter  method  would 
have  two  distinct  advantages.  Not  only  would  it  bring  the  out- 
fits more  or  less  rapidly  within  the  reach  of  physicians,  but  it 
would  at  the  same  time  give  to  the  Health  Officer  a  better  means 
of  knowledge  of  the  occurrence  and  development  of  the  conta- 
gious disease  in  his  district.  On  the  other  hand,  certain  mani- 
fest disadvantages  of  this  method  of  distribution  were  evident. 
The  Health  Officers  in  some  towns,  it  was  expected,  would  take 
no  special  interest  in  the  work  of  the  laboratory,  either  from 
failure  to  appreciate  its  value  or  from  some  other  reason,  and 
the  physicians  in  such  cases  would  find  it  difficult  to  get  properly 
supplied  with  these  outfits.  Moreover  the  Health  Officers  are 
themselves  not  always  easy  to  find  at  just  the  moment  they  are 
wanted,  and  sometimes  a  diphtheria  outfit  might  be  wanted  in 
a  hurry  when  it  would  be  found  not  easy  to  get  them  at  once 
from  the  Health  Officer.  On  the  whole,  however,  it  seemed 
that  this  latter  plan  was  the  better  of  the  two,  and  we  have 
therefore  adopted  it  as  the  chief  means  of  putting  the  outfits  of 
the  laboratory  in  the  hands  of  the  physicians. 

When  the  laboratory  was  ready  to  begin  its  work,  the  first 
of  January,  it  was  determined  to  send  to  each  Health  Officer 
in  the  State  a  letter  explaining  the  general  purpose  of  the 
laboratory,  the  kind  of  work  it  was  immediately  prepared  to 
undertake,  and  offering  to  send  to  each  such  officer  as  many 
outfits  for  specimens  of  these  diseases  as  he  might  think  would 
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be  needed  in  his  locality.  It  was  planned  to  keep  a  careful 
record  in  our  laboratory  of  the  distribution  of  these  outfits  and, 
whenever  one  such  outfit  was  returned  from  any  town,  to 
replace  it  by  sending  immediately  another  to  the  Health  Officer. 
This  would  insure  that  the  Health  Officer  would  have  at  all 
times  in  his  possession  a  number  of  outfits  sufficient  for  his  pur- 
pose,  and,  provided  that  they  were  intelligently  used,  these  out- 
fits would  always  be  in  a  proper  condition.  Experience  in  other 
States,  as  well  as  in  this  State,  has  shown  that  when  pliysicians 
are  first  beginning  work  of  this  sort  they  fail  to  appreciate  fully 
the  proper  method  of  using  these  outfits,  and  especially  fail  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  they  must  be  in  proper  condition.  This 
is  particularly  true  in  regard  to  the  outfit  for  diphtheria,  which 
consists  of  a  tube  containing  prepared  blood  serum.  This  blood 
serum  can  be  used  only  when  it  is  comparatively  fresh  and 
moist.  After  some  weeks  the  serum  b^ns  to  dry,  in  spite  of 
all  attempts  to  protect  it,  and  in  the  course  of  time,  usually  three 
or  four  months,  the  serum  has  so  thoroughly  dried  that  it  can 
not  be  used.  It  was  anticipated  that  physicians,  not  fully 
understanding  the  purpose  for  which  the  serum  was  to  be  used, 
would  occasionally  return  to  us  specimens  in  dried  tubes  unfit 
for  use.  To  avoid  this  so  far  as  possible  it  was  determined  to 
place  on  the  outside  of  all  diphtheria  tubes  a  return  date,  i.  e. 
a  date  at  which  the  tubes  should  be  returned  to  be  replaced  by 
fresh  tubes.  This  was  done  for  all  except  the  first  tubes  sent 
out.  It  was  thought  too  that  by  dealing  directly  with  the 
Health  Officers  instead  of  physicians  it  might  be  possible  largely 
to  prevent  this  difficulty,  since  it  was  assumed  that  Health 
Officers  would  be  likely  to  be  more  careful  to  see  that  the  tubes 
in  their  possession  were  fresh.  But  in  spite  of  this  we  have 
not  succeeded  in  preventing  physicians  occasionally  using  tubes 
that  are  worthless  because  completely  dried.  In  the  eight 
months  during  which  the  laboratory  has  been  at  work,  we  have 
received  quite  a  number  of  specimens  sent  in  worthless  culture 
tubes.  In  these  cases  .it  has  usually  been  impossible  to  obtain 
any  results.  When  such  a  specimen  has  been  received  we  have 
endeavored  to  make  an  examination  from  the  specimen  if  pos- 
sible, but  sometimes  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  results  that 
are  reliable.  The  failure  to  obtain  definite  results  in  these  cases 
must  not  be  laid  to  the  fault  of  the  laboratory,  but  to  the  use  of 
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too  old  outfits  by  the  physicians.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  as 
the  physicia^^s  learn  more  of  the  methods  of  using  these  outfits 
this  trouble  will  largely  disappear. 

In  the  letter  sent  to  the  Health  Ofiicers  it  was  further 
requested  that  they  should  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  physi- 
cians in  their  district,  either  personally  or  by  public  press,  the 
fact  that  a  State  Laboratory  had  been  organized  and  was  ready 
to  undertake  certain  kinds  of  work  for  any  physician  free  of 
charge,  and  further  the  fact  that  outfits  and  directions  for  their 
use  could  be  obtained  by  calling  upon  the  Health  Officer.  It 
was  hoped  in  this  way  that  all  of  the  physicians  in  the  State 
could  be  speedily  reached  and  could  be  properly  furnished  with 
outfits  as  occasion  demanded. 

The  result  of  this  method  of  furnishing  outfits  has  been  fairly 
satisfactory.  As  was  to  be  expected,  its  success  has  depended 
largely  upon  the  interest  and  energy  of  the  local  Health  Officer. 
In  some  places  the  Health  Officers  have  used  the  laboratory 
intelligently  and  extensively,  the  physicians  in  their  district 
having  ready  access,  and  nearly  all  of  the  physicians  having 
made  use  of  the  laboratory.  In  other  localities  the  Health 
Officers  have  paid  no  attention  to  the  laboratory  at  all,  and  have 
not  even  sent  for  outfits.  Many  of  the  physicians  in  these 
places  have  received  no  information  as. to  the  work  of  the 
laboratory,  or  the  possibility  of  getting  outfits  for  their  service. 
In  some  cases  physicians  have  written  directly  to  us,  having 
incidentally  learned  of  the  laboratory,  and  asking  where  they 
can  obtain  outfits,  the  Health  Officers  not  even  having  them  on 
hand  in  these  towns.  In  some  towns  it  has  also  been  found 
that  Health  Officers  are  not  centrally  located,  so  that  it  is  dif- 
ficult or  impossible  for  the  physicians  to  obtain  outfits  speedily 
when  they  are  needed  in  a  hurry.  To  obviate  these  difficulties 
in  part,  we  have,  in  some  places,  adopted  the  second  plan  of 
distributing  outfits  by  placing  them  in  drug  stores,  and  keeping 
these  stores  furnished  with  a  fresh  supply  so  that  the  physicians 
can  obtain  them.  We  are  convinced,  however,  that  this  does 
not  meet  all  cases.  There  is  still  needed  a  more  direct  means  of 
furnishing  our  outfits  to  the  physicians  themselves.  It  is 
apparent  that  even  yet  in  some  localities  physicians  do  not  find 
it  convenient  to  obtain  outfits  from  their  Health  Officer  or  from 
any  drug  store.    In  cases  of  diphtheria  the  outfit  is  wanted 
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always  in  a  hurry,  and  the  inevitable  delay  of  going*  to  the 
Health  Officer  or  drug  store  for  tubes  is  unfortunate.  We 
feel,  therefore,  that  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  make  this 
laboratory  as  useful  to  the  whole  State  as  possible,  to  develop 
some  means  by  which  the  diphtheria  outfits  can  be  placed  more 
directly  in  the  hands  of  the  physicians.  This  we  have  done  as 
yet  only  in  a  few  cases,  A  general  plan  of  thus  furnishing  the 
physicians  of  the  whole  State  is  not  possible  at  the  present  time 
because  it  would  involve  such  a  large  outlay  for  outfits  as  to 
be  quite  beyond  the  possibilities  of  the  present  appropriation. 
We  hope  in  the  future,  however,  that  the  appropriations  to  the 
laboratory  may  make  it  possible  to  extend  our  work  by  this 
means.  It  is  manifest  that  the  usefulness  of  the  State  Labora- 
tory depends  upon  the  ease  with  which  the  physicians  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  State  can  reach  it  This  is  dependent 
upon  the  closeness  of  contact  between  the  laboratory  and  the 
physician,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  laboratory,  just  as  rapidly 
as  funds  will  permit  and  as  the  distribution  of  information 
among  the  physicians  makes  it  possible,  to  place  outfits  in  the 
hands  of  the  physicians  themselves  so  as  to  make  the  contact 
between  the  physician  and  the  laboratory  closer.  Only  by  the 
close  relation  of  the  laboratory  with  the  practicing  physician 
can  the  whole  function  of  the  laboratory  be  performed. 

In  the  preliminary  plans,  the  question  of  returning  of  reports 
upon  the  examination  of  the  specimens  was  considered  and  it 
was  determined  to  send  these  reports  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  according  to  the  following  plan.  In  all  cases  •where 
the  report  was  positive,  thus  indicating  the  presence  of  contag- 
ious diseases,  a  report  was  sent  immediately  to  the  physician 
and  a  second  one  to  the  Health  Officer  of  the  locality.  In  cases 
where  the  report  was  negative,  indicating  the  absence  of  the  dis- 
ease in  question,  the  report  was  to  be  sent  to  the  physician  only. 
Whenever  the  specimen  was  sent  to  determine  whether  the  case 
could  be  released  from  quarantine,  if  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tion showed  the  continued  presence  of  the  disease,  notice  was  to 
be  sent  to  the  physician  only,  but  just  as  soon  as  examination 
indicated  the  absence  of  the  disease,  and  therefore  the  possibility 
of  removing  the  quarantine,  a  notice  was  to  be  sent  to  the 
Health  Officer  as  well. 
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It  was  planned  that  the  examinations  upon  the  specimens 
were  to  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  after  their 
receipt.  In  no  cases  during  the  year,  except  on  Sundays,  has 
there  been  a  delay  of  more  than  about  twelve  hours  after  the 
receipt  of  the  specimen  before  the  examination  was  made  and 
the  report  sent  to  the  physicians.  The  diphtheria  specimens 
require  a  cultivation  of  from  six  to  twelve  hours  in  the  labora- 
tory before  an  examination  can  be  made.  This  being  the  case, 
there  is  always  a  necessary  delay  of  six  to  twelve  hours  in  obtain- 
ing results  of  the  examination.  The  specimens  of  typhoid  and 
tuberculosis  can  be  examined  at  once.  Where  specimens  have 
come  upon  Saturday  nights,  involving  their  study  on  Sunday, 
we  have  adopted  the  following  plan.  We  have  examined  upon 
Sunday  all  samples  of  diphtheria  sent  to  us  for  diagnosis,  inas- 
much as  we  recognize  the  urgency  of  haste  in  this  matter.  In 
regard  to  other  diseases,  however,  haste  is  a  matter  of  less 
importance  and  these  specimens  have  waited  until  Monday. 
Moreover,  where  a  diphtheria  culture  is  sent  to  us  to  determine 
the  release  of  quarantine,  a  delay  of  twenty-four  hours  is  a 
matter  of  no  vital  importance.  These  specimens  have  there- 
fore also  been  reserved  for  study  until  Monday.  In  reporting 
to  physicians  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  reporting  always  by 
mail,  and  reporting  by  telegraph  or  telephone  also,  only  at  the 
request  of  the  physician  and  at  his  expense. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  general  plans,  there  was  pre- 
pared a  circular  letter  explaining  the  purposes  of  the  labora- 
tory and  the  method  by  which  it  was  proposed  to  bring 
the  laboratory  into  actual  contact  with  the  physicians  and  Health 
Officers  of  the  State.  This  circular  letter  was  sent  early  in 
January  to  all  of  the  Health  Officers  of  the  State,  182  in  num- 
ber. Responses  began  to  appear  very  rapidly.  Of  the  Health 
Officers  that  were  thus  appealed  to,  134  responded  and 
expressed  themselves  as  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  laboratory 
by  serving  as  agents  for  the  distribution  of  outfits.  Outfits 
were  immediately  sent  to  all  of  these  officers  and  through  them 
they  have  been  subsequently  distributed  to  the  physicians  of  the 
State  as  needed.  In  the  laboratory  a  careful  record  of  all  of 
these  outfits  has  been  kept,  and  whenever  outfits  were  returned 
from  any  town,  others  have  been  sent  immediately  to  the 
Health  Officer. 
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Almost  at  once,  after  the  outfits  had  been  thus  distributed, 
specimens  began  to  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  examination. 
In  the  first  few  weeks,  as  was  natural,  the  specimens  did  not 
come  in  very  rapidly,  but  after  a  little,  when  the  physicians  of 
the  State  became  somewhat  familiar  with  the  purposes  of  the 
laboratory  and  the  methods  of  utilizing  it,  they  began  to  come 
in  more  rapidly.  The  number  of  specimens  that  has  thus  been 
sent  in  for  examination  has  been  constantly  increasing  until  at 
the  present  time  they  are  nearly  200  per  month.  It  is  practi- 
cally certain  that  this  number  will  constantly  increase  during 
the  coming  months  and  years  as  the  practical  value  of  the 
laboratory  is  appreciated  and  as  the  laboratory  itself  is  able  to 
obtain  a  more  direct  contact  with  the  physicians.  At  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  the  laboratory  has  been  in  actual  opera- 
tion about  ten  months.  During  that  period  there  have  been  sent 
to  us  for  examination  specimens  divided  as  follows:

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A  report  upon  the  specimens  that  have  been  received  by

The  distribution  over  the  State  of  the  work  of  the  laboratory 
is  a  matter  of  special  interest  as  indicating  to  what  extent  it  is 
fulfilling  its  function  as  a  State  institution,  and  to  what  extent 
the  Health  Officers  and  physicians  of  the  State  generally  have 
utilized  its  work.  The  primary  value  of  a  State  Laboratory  is 
not  to  the  large  cities.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  whereas 
large  cities  may  very  easily  establish  their  own  bacteriological 
laboratory  for  local  purposes,  this  is  possible  only  where  the 
city'reaches  such  a  size  that  the  amount  of  work  is  considerable. 
The  large  number  of  small  cities,  towns,  villages  and  coimtry 
districts  in  the  State  are  quite  unable  to  have  any  of  this  kind 
of  work  done  under  local  directions  because  of  the  great 
expense.  The  purpose  of  the  State  Laboratory  therefore  is 
not  to  take  the  place  of  the  laboratories  that  may  be  established 
in  the  larger  cities  under  local  management,  but  rather  to  be 
at  the  service  of  smaller  towns,  scattered  through  the  State, 
where  the  necessity  of  a  laboratory  is  just  as  great  when  it 
comes,  although  the  demand  will  of  course  be  very  much  less 
frequent.  It  is  equally  important  to  the  small  village  to  be 
able  to  check  a  small  epidemic  of  diphtheria  as  it  is  to  a  large 
city  to  check  an  epidemic  of  a  larger  size.    While,  therefore, 

■ 

the  smaller  towns  cannot  be  expected  to  use  a  laboratory  of 
this  sort  as  frequently  as  the  larger  cities,  their  need  is  in  one 
sense  just  as  g^eat.  For  that  reason  it  is  especially  interesting 
to  note  the  distribution  over  the  State  of  the  localities  from 
which  specimens  have  been  sent  to  us  for  study. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  cities  of  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  have  their  own  local  laboratories  and  have  therefore  not 
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dq>ended  upon  the  State  Laboratory.  The  city  of  Waterbury 
also  has  made  plans  by  which  its  diphtheria  diagnosis  should  be 
made  in  that  city,  in  order  that  reports  may  be  quicker  than 
possible  from  our  laboratory.  Waterbury  has  therefore 
depended  on  the  State  Laboratory  only  for  tuberculosis  and 
typhoid  diagnosis,  and  not  for  diphtheria.  One  or  two  of  the 
larger  cities  in  the  southwestern  comer  of  the  State  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  York  have  made  use  of  laboratories  in  New 
York  instead  of  the  Qjnnecticut  State  Laboratory.  Nearly  all 
of  the  rest  of  the  State,  where  they  have  used  a  laboratory  at 
all,  have  depended  upon  the  State  Laboratory. 

The  distribution  through  the  State  of  th^  localities  from 
which  specimens  have  been  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  study  is 
indicated  by  the  accompanying  map.  In  this  map  every  mark 
indicates  a  separate  specimen,  and,  in  order  to  distinguish  these 
graphically,  we  have  represented  diphtheria  cases  as  dots, 
typhoid  case  as  circles,  and  tuberculosis  cases  as  crosses.  It 
will  be  noticed  from  this  map  that  the  larger  numbers  of  cases 
come  from  the  center  of  the  State,  where  there  is  the  largest 
amount  of  population.  This  is  of  course  inevitable.  But  the 
striking  fact  is  that  the  laboratory  has  been  used  not  simply  by 
the  larger  towns  and  those  in  the  center  of  the  State,  but  by 
towns  scattered  all  over  the  State  from  one  comer  to  the  other, 
and  by  small  villages  as  well  as  by  cities.  Of  the  i68  town- 
ships in  Connecticut,  loi  have  at  the  present  time  sent  speci- 
mens to  the  State  laboratory  for  diagnosis.  Of  the  remainder 
some  have  had  the  outfits  of  the  laboratory  on  hand,  but  have 
not  sent  specimens  to  us,  due,  at  least  in  many  cases,  to  the  fact 
that  none  of  these  contagious  diseases  has  appeared  in  the  small 
population  in  the  town.  In  quite  a  large  number  of  these 
towns  specimens  have  come  to  us  from  two  or  three  separate 
villages  in  the  town,  so  that  the  number  loi  does  not  by  any 
means  represent  the  total  number  of  distinct  centers  of  popula- 
tion which  have,  up  to  the  present  time,  made  use  of  the  labora- 
tory. Some  towns  have  hitherto  not  even  sent  for  outfits  for 
use.

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In  general  it  may  be  stated  that  the  different  places  have  used 
the  laboratory  with  a  different  degree  of  appreciation  of  its 
meaning  and  value.  In  some  places  the  Health  Officers  have 
thoroughly  appreciated  not  only  its  work,  but  its  purpose,  and 
have  used  it  very  intelligently  for  the  purpose  of  recognizing 
the  controlling  of  epidemical  diseases,  especially  of  diphtheria. 
In  other  places  the  Health  Officers  have  apparently  either  failed 
to  appreciate  any  possible  value  in  the  laboratory,  or  have  left 
the  matter  more  or  less  in  the  hands  of  the  physicians  them- 
selves, without  any  special  direction  on  the  part  of  the  Health 
Officer.     Such  variations  are  of  course  inevitable. 

The  value  of  the  work  of  a  State  Laboratory  is  partly  for  the 
physician,  partly  for  the  patient  and  partly  for  the  public.  So 
far  as  concerns  tuberculosis  it  is  at  present  chiefly  the  patient 
and  the  physician  that  are  benefited  by  early  diagnosis  of  the 
disease.  Concerning  typhoid  fever  the  physician  and  the  pa- 
tient are  also  benefited,  but  in  this  case  also  the  early  recogni- 
tion of  typhoid  fever  from  blood  samples  may  be  frequently 
of  value  in  detecting,  locating  and  removing  sources  of  infec- 
tion. So  far  as  concerns  the  public  at  large,  the  greater  value 
of  the  laboratory  is  in  the  early  detection  of  diphtheria.  This 
disease  has  a  general  history  of  rapid  spread  and  causes  more 
or  less  violent  epidemics.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the 
spread  of  the  disease  is  by  contagion  from  person  to  person, 
and  commonly  the  rapid  spread  of  an  epidemic  is  because  those 
that  have  had  the  diphtheria  have  been  allowed  to  associate  with 
other  healthy  persons  before  they  were  beyond  the  stage  where 
they  could  transmit  the  disease  from  their  own  throats.  In 
other  words,  they  are  released  from  quarantine  too  quickly. 
For  this  purpose  the  value  of  a  bacteriological  laboratory  is 
very  great.  Where  diphtheria  is  recognized  the  patients  are 
always  quarantined.  If  now  they  are  kept  in  quarantine  until  a 
later  examination  of  the  throat  shows  the  absence  of  diphtheria 
germs,  we  may  be  reasonably  sure  that  such  persons  will  not 
distribute  diphtheria.  In  some  cases  during  the  year  it  has 
been  quite  certain,  for  example,  that  the  use  of  the  laboratory 
has  probably  prevented  the  appearance  of  diphtheria  epidemics 
of  more  or  less  intensity.  There  have  been  some  places  where 
a  single  doubtful  case  has  appeared  in  a  community,  and  one 
from  which  recovery  followed  very  promptly  upon  the  use  of 
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antitoxin.  The  patient,  in  the  course  of  a  few  days,  appeared 
to  be  perfectly  well  and,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  would 
have  been  allowed  to  mingle  freely  with  other  children  and  per- 
haps attend  school.  But  an  examination  of  specimens  from 
the  throat  showed  the  presence  of  diphtheria  germs,  and  these 
individuals  were  therefore  kept  in  quarantine  until  such  time 
as  the  microscope  showed  it  safe  to  allow  them  to  mingle  with 
other  children.  No  secondary  cases  of  diphtheria  has  followed 
in  these  cases.  It  is  of  course  impossible  to  prove  that  there 
would  have  been  any  diphtheria  under  other  circumstances. 
But  this  at  least  shows  the  possibilities  of  the  use  of  the  State 
Laboratory,  and  it  shows  how  the  intelligent  utilization  of  a 
microscopic  diagnosis  may  enable  a  Health  Officer  to  check 
epidemics  of  diphtheria,  or  sometimes  to  prevent  them  entirely. 
This  particular  phase  of  the  value  of  the  State  Laboratory  is 
probably  not  fully  appreciated  in  Qjnnecticut  at  the  present 
time.  The  laboratory  and  its  uses  are  so  new  that  it  cannot  be 
expected  that  the  proper  method  of  utilizing  it  for  holding 
epidemics  in  check  can  be  at  present  thoroughly  understood.  It 
is  confidently  hoped  and  expected  that  as  the  information  may 
be  extended  in  the  subsequent  years,  its  intelligent  use  will 
grow  and  it  will  be  the  means  of  enabling  the  Health  Officers 
of  the  State  to  reduce  epidemics  of  at  least  diphtheria  to  a  con- 
siderably lower  ebb  than  there  have  been  in  its  past.

REPORT   ON    INVESTIGATION    OF   RIVER   POLLU- 

TION  AND  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

By  Jos,  A.  Newhnds,  Chemist, 

The  investigation  of  water  supplies  during  the  past  year  has 
been  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  consisting  of  the  President,  Prof.  William  H,  Brewer, 
Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  and  Dr.  E.  K.  Root. 

In  accordance  with  a  plan  decided  upon  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  at  a  meeting  held  in  May  of  this  year,  the  State 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  was  equipped  for  the  examination 
of  water  and  began  this  work  in  July.  The  work  had  hereto- 
fore been  carried  on  at  the  sanitary  laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  Yale  University,  but  it  was  considered  advis- 
able to  transfer  all  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  the 
State  Bacteriological  Laboratory  which  had  been  established 
i  by  the  Board,  at  Middletown  in  October  of  1905,  under  the 

i  direction  of  Prof.  H.  W.  Conn.    The  writer  was  appointed 

chemist  in  September  of  this  year  and  the  analyses  have  been 
made  by  him  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Alice  Gary,  B.A. 

The  work,  since  July  ist,  has  been  for  the  most  part  examina- 
tions of  wells  and  springs  suspected  of  being  dangerous  to 
public  health  and  made  at  the  request  of  town  health  officers 
in  accordance  with  the  statute  governing  that  work.  Analyses 
of  wells  and  springs  have  also  been  made  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Geo.  G.  Ham  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  summer 
hotels  and  shore  resorts. 

A   few   samples   of   water   from   city   supplies   have   been 

examined  where  trouble  with  algae  growths  has  occurred,  but 

no  regular  examinations  of  public  water  supplies  have  been 

!  made  because  of  lack  of  funds.    This  is  a  very  in^portant  work 

I  and  the  results  of  the  past  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by 

water  works  officials  throughout  the  State.  The  regular 
examination  of  all  the  water  supplies  in  the  state  however,  if 
made  at  sufficiently  short  intervals  to  be  of  value,  requires  a 
large  amount  of  routine  work  at  a  considerable  cost  and  seems 
at  present  to  be  out  of  the  question.  As  a  modification  of  this 
plan  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  following : 
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That  sanitary  inspection  of  all  watersheds  be  made,  under 
the  direction  of  the  laboratory,  the  duty  of  the  inspector  being 
to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  all  public  water  supplies 
and  report  in  detail  the  existing  conditions.  Where  evidences 
of  possible  contamination  are  found,  samples  of  the  water 
would  be  examined  and  advice  given  as  to  changes  for  the 
improvement  of  these  supplies.  This  might  possibly  require 
the  analysis  of  a  large  number  of  samples  at  first,  but  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  water  works  officers  the  objectionable 
features  could  be  removed  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  the 
analyses  would  be  needed  less  frequently.  This  system  of 
inspection  would  locate  sources  of  possible  contamination 
which  could  not  be  found  by  analysis  alone. 

Second,  that  regular  examinations  of  a  moderate  number  of 
water  supplies  representing  different  parts  of  the  State  should 
be  made  at  definite  intervals,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
further  information  regarding  growths  of  algae  in  reservoirs 
and  also  further  data  from  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  which  will  be  of  value  in  future  work. 

The  above  plans  would  insure  the  investigation  of  all  supplies 
having  possible  sources  of  contamination  and  would  reduce 
materially  the  work  which  would  be  done,  on  supplies  of 
undoubted  purity,  by  the  system  of  analysis  without  inspection. 
The  analyses  of  supplies  in  different  parts  of  the  State  would 
also  give  such  general  information  as  would  be  sought  for  in 
the  analyses  of  all  the  supplies. 

The  examination  of  wells  and  springs  suspected  of  being 
dangerous  to  public  health  is  of  very  great  importance  and  the 
State  Board  of  Health  has  been  able  in  this  way  to  give  valu- 
able service  to  that  part  of  the  population  which  is  still  depend- 
ent on  such  sources  for  water  supplies. 

The  analyses  of  sewage  and  sewage  effluents  have  not  been 
made  since  the  work  was  transferred  to  this  laboratory,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  this  work  can  be  taken  up  again  in  the  near- 
future  in  connection  with  the  regular  inspection  of  sewage 
purification  plants  as  has  been  done  in  the  past.

There  were  registered  daring  the  year  1905,  in  the  State  of 
Connectioat,  23,271  living  births  and  904  still-births.  The  latter 
are  not  counted  in  the  enumeration  of  births. 

As  compared  with  the  year  before,  there  were  407  more  living 
births  and  55  less  still-births  reported. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  births  of  which  the  sex  was  certified, 
11,893  were  males,  11,321  were  females,  while  in  regard  to  57 
the  sex  was  not  stated. 

Of  the  sexes  registered,  the  proportion  of  boys  to  girls  was 
105.0  to  100,  against  104.2  the  previous  year. 

New  Haven  County  had  the  largest  birth-rate,  viz  :  25.6,  and 
foreign-born  parents,  to  wit,  54.6  per  cent.

Of  Middlesex  County,  44.6  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom 
parents. 

Of  Tolland  County,  37.2  per  cent,  were  of  foreign-bom 
parents. 

Of  the  State,  48.6  per  cent,  were  registered  as  both  parents 
foreign-born  and  35.7  per  cent,  of  native  parents ;  there  were 
14.0  per  cent,  of  one  native  and  one  foreign-born  parent,  while 
1.5  per  cent,  of  the  nationality  of  parents  was  not  stated. 

The  proportion  of  births  to  the  whole  estimated  population  of 
the  State  (viz.,  989,570)  was  1  to  42.5  of  the  population,  or  23.5 
per  thousand. 

The  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate  is  in  Litchfield  County, 
namely  Plymouth,  44.8. 
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The  largest  number  of  births  in  any  one  month  occurred  in 
July,  2,134;  the  smallest  in  November,  1,775. 

The  largest  number  of  males  were  born  in  July,  1,112;  the 
largest  number  of  females  were  born  in  July,  1,016. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  23.3. 

In  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  28.3. 

In  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was    24.7. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  the  birth-rate  was  22.6. 

In  Hartford  County  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
was  Marlborough,  41.6.  £ast  Granby  had  the  lowest  birth-rate, 
10.0. 

In  New  Haven  County,  the  town  having  the  highest  birth- 
rate was  Ansonia,  31.2.     Wolcott  had  the  lowest  birth-rate,  8.1. 

In  New  London  County,  Sprague  had  the  highest  birth-rate, 
42.3,  and  Preston  the  lowest,  6.4. 

In  Fairfield  County  the  town  having  the  highest  birth-rate  was 
Stamford,  28.0.

The  registered  mortality  in  1905  ezclusiye  of  still-births 
nambered  16,298,  which  was  587  more  than  in  the  preceding 
year. 

Upon  the  estimated  population,  989,570,  the  death-rate  was 
16.4  per  1,000  living  population. 

The  deaths  of  males  on  record  numbered  8,605  ;  of  females 
7,687  ;  of  6  decedents  the  sex  is  not  stated. 

The  greatest  mortality  was  registered  in  July  and  reached 
1,653.  The  smallest  mortality  was  registered  in  October,  amount- 
ing to  1,166. 

The  annual  rates  represented  by  the  deaths  in  each  quarter, 
were  as  follows  :

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Among  so  many  thousand  deaths  there  are  necessarily  some 
respecting  which  no  cause  can  be  ascertained.  There  will  also 
be  a  number  where  the  cause  is  given  so  vague  and  general  that 
it  cannot  be  assigned  to  any  definite  class.  For  example.  Abscess, 
Asthenia,  Hemorrhage,  Tumor,  etc.  Such  terms  have  no  statis- 
tical value  for  classification  and  have  to  be  enumerated  together 
as  Ill-defined. 

In  a  death  from  abscess,  the  cause  of  the  abscess  should  be  given 
and  the  organ  or  part  of  the  body  affected  should  be  stated. 

Asthenia.     What  disease  caused  the  asthenia  ? 

Hemorrhage.  The  cause  of  the  hemorrhage  should  be  given 
as  well  as  the  part  of  the  body  from  which  the  hemorrhage 
occurred.  ' 

Tumor.     The  kind  and  location  should  be  stated. 
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In  addition  to  the  indefinite  returns  under  Ill-defined  diseases, 
many  classed  under  Early  Infancy  and  Old  Age  are  equally 
unsatisfactory. 

A  plain  and  definite  statement  of  the  cause  of  death  is  needed 
and  the  physician  should  consider  whether  the  compiler  will 
gather  from  his  certificate  the  information  which  he  intends  to 
convey. 

DEATHS  BY  CLASSES. 

The  International  Classification  of  the  causes  of  death  is  em- 
ployed by  the  IT.  S.  government  and  is  now  adopted  in  Connec- 
ticut, in  common  with  most  of  the  other  States  and  many  of  the 
cities  which  make  a  systematic  registration  of  vital  statistics. 

While  this  arrangement  of  diseases  in  classes  is  somewhat  dif- 
ferent to  that  employed  in  former  years,  it  is  practically  the 
same,  so  that  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  compare  the  causes  of 
death  in  the  two  systems.

REPORT  IN  DETAIL 

(A) 

RULES  AND    INSTRUCTIONS   TO    CANDIDATES. 

Every  candidate  for  license  must  be  twenty-one  yeaVs  of  age.  A 
graduate  of  some  reputable  Dental  College  or  Medical  College  with 
Dental  Department,  or  must  have  had  three  years'  legal  practice  in 
dentistry  or  have  been  five  years  under  the  instructions  of  a  Registered 
or  Licensed  dentist.  He  must  fill  out  an  application  blank  which,  to- 
gether with  his  license  fee — ^Twenty-flve  Dollars  ($25.00) — ^must  be 
returned  to  the  Recorder  at  least  one  week  before  the  day  upon 
which  the  examination  is  to  take  place.  Blanks  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Recorder. 

Every  applicant  for  license,  whether  graduate  or  non-graduate, 
will  be  required  to  pass  a  thorough  examination,  both  practical  and 
thereoretical,  and  all  rules  conflicting  )ierewith  are  hereby  repealed. 
All  candidates  must  be  able  to  take  the  examinations  in  English. 

TEMPORARY  PERMIT. 

Temporary  permits  to  practice  dentistry  pending  the  regular  ex- 
amination will  not  be  issued  under  any  circumstances. 

PRACTICAL    EXAMINATION. 

Operative. — Each  applicant  must  bring  a  patient  for  whom  an  ap- 
proximal  cavity  is  to  be  prepared  and  filled  with  gold,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Commissioners — foil  or  cylinders  to  be  used.  Rubber  dam, 
gold,  and  all  other  instruments  and  materials  for  this  demonstration 
of  his  skill  must  be  provided  by  the  candidate,  chairs,  tables  and 
cuspidors  only  being  furnished  by  the  Commission. 

Prosthetic. — The  practical  examination  at  prosthetic  dentistry  will 

» 

be  held   at  9  a.  m.     Each  candidate 

must  present  a  full  upper  set  of  teeth  on  rubber  plate,  mounted  on 
articulator  with  bite.  Also  a-  partial  plate  of  three  or  more  teeth 
made  on  silver  or  gold,  soldered  with  silver  or  gold  solder,  and 
mounted  on  a  plaster  or  other  articulator,  to  test  the  fit  and  proper 
articulation  of  the  teeth   (plain  or  gum  teeth  in  either  case). 
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Both  plates  must  be  practical  cases  made  for  the  patient's  mouth. 

No  piece  of  metal  work  shall  be  electroplated. 

Both  the  rubber  plate  and  the  metal  plate  must  be  accompanied 
by  affidavits  by  the  applicant  that  the  work  was  made  by  himself  or 
herself  without  assistance,  and  also  by  affidavits  (blanks  to  be  had  of 
Recorder)   from  the  patients  that  the  work  was  made  for  them. 

THEREORETICALi  EXAMINATION. 

1.  Anatomy,  Physlblogy  and  Histology. 

2.  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy,  and  Surgery. 

3.  Dental  and  Oral  Pathology,  Therapeutics  and  Materia  Medlca. 

4.  Operative  Dentistry  and  Orthodontia. 

5.  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Crown  and  Bridge  Work,  and  Anaesthesia. 
Applicants  should  bring  such  pens  as  they  prefer,  as  answers  are  to 

be  written  in  ink. 

CONDITIONS. 

Any  applicant  who  falls  In  only  one  subject  shall  be  conditioned  in 
that  subject,  and  may  present  himself  for  re-examination  In  that  sub- 
ject, at  the  end  of  three  months,  or  at  the  next  regular  examination 
before  the  Commissioner  by  whom  he  was  conditioned;  and  if  he  suc- 
ceeds in  working  oft  such  condition,  then  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
license. 

RULES  FOR  CONDUCTING  DENTAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

First. — ^The  subjects  for  thereoretlcal  examination  shall  be  divided 
into  five  sections  and  there  shall  be  at  least  ten  questions  upon  each 
section. 

Second. — Help  of  every  kind  must  be  withheld  or  removed  from  the 
reach  and  sight  of  the   candidate. 

Third. — Examiners  must  retain  the  question  papers  securely  In  their 
own  possession  prior  to  their  distribution  to  the  candidates. 

Fourth. — Questions  must  be  given  out  and  answers  collected  punctu- 
ally at  the  time  specified  on  the  program.  Under  no  circumstances 
will  papers  be  accepted  unless  the  examination  be  actually  taken  at 
the  appointed  time.  The  time,  for  each  examination  paper  of  ten 
questions  shall  not  exceed  two  hours. 

Fifth, — Explanation  of  questions  and  criticisms  or  inspection  of  the 
answer  papers  during  the  examination  will  not  be  permitted. 

Sixth. — ^No  candidates  shall  under  any  circumstances  communicate 
in  any  way  with  any  other  candidate,  nor  have  any  books  or  helps  of 
any  kind,  nor  be  permitted  to  question  any  examiner  in  reference  to 
the  meaning  or  Interpretation  of  the  questions  under  consideration, 
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but  miiBt  rely  solely  upon  his  or  her  own  Judgrment  as  to  fhe  meaning 
of  each  question,  and  on  his  or  her  own  knowledge  of  the  subject  in 
answering.  Any  candidate  violating  this  rule  shall  be  debarred  from 
that  particular  examination. 

Seventh. — ^At  the  close  of  the  examination  in  each  subject  each  can- 
didate must  subscribe  his  or  her  name  and  post-office  address  to  the 
following  declaration,  printed  on  the  question  paper,  and  deliver  It, 
with  his  or  her  answer  papers,  to  the  examiners. 

"I now  at  the  close  of  the  ex- 
amination in  (name  the  subjects),  declare  that  prior  to  this  examina- 
tion I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  questions  to  be  proposed,  and  have 
neither  given  nor  received  explanations  or  other  aid  in  answering  any 
of  them. 

(Signed) 

Every  set  of  answers  lacking  this  declaration  and  signature,  however 
satisfactory  in  other  respects,  will  be  rejected;  and  In  no  case  can  this 
omission  be  supplied  after  the  papers  have  reached  the  Board  of 
Examiners.* 

Eighth. — ^Any  candidate  detected  In  trying  to  give  or  obtain  aid  shall 
be  instantly  dismissed  from  the  room,  and  his  or  her  paper  for  the 
entire  work  rejected. 

Ninth. — If  any  candidate  withdraw  himself  or  herself,  without  per- 
mission, from  the  sight  of  the  examiner,  his  or  her  examination  shall 
be  closed.  This  rule  permits  a  candidate,  temporarily  ill,  to  withdraw 
from  the  room  and  return  only  by  the  consent  of  the  examiner. 

Tenth. — ^No  candidates  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  enter  the 
examination  more  than  thirty  minutes  late,  unless  excused  by  the  ex- 
aminer; and  no  candidate  shall  leave  the  room  within  thirty  minutes 
after  the  distribution  of  the  question  papers.  All  time  lost  by  being 
absent  shall  be  deducted  from  the  time  allotted  to  the  examination 
of  that  particular  subject. 

Eleventh. — The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  beg^in  their  inspection  of 
the  answers  submitted  by  the  candidates  immediately  after  the 
close  of  the  examination,  and  shall  complete  the  same  with  promptness 
and  dispatch. 

A  correct  set  of  answers  to  the  questions  of  any  one  paper  shall 
entitle  the  candidate  to  the  full  mark  for  that  subject,  vis.:  one 
hundred  points. 

Partial  or  Imperfect  answers  shall  be  rated  by  the  examiners  in 
accordance  with  their  degree  of  fullness  and  correctness. 


*Hule  Seventh  must  be  read  to  the  applicant  before  the  examination 
question  papers  are  distributed. 


! 
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Twelfth. — ^A  general  averagre  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent,  upon  all 
the  questions  shall  entitle  the  candidate'  to  a  license  to  practice  dentis- 
try in  the  Common weath;  provided  that  the  practical  work  presented 
by  the  candidates  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  and  that  he 
or  she  shall  otherwise  have  complied  with  the  law. 

Thirteenth. — ^No  candidate  is  permitted  to  make  any  reference  on 
his  examination  papers  to  any  college  or  professor  thereof. 

Fourteenth. — Handwrltlngr  of  candidates  must  be  legible,  and  spell- 
ing and  use  of  correct  language  will  be  taken  into  account  in  making 
up  the  rating  on  the  answers. 

Fifteenth. — Under  no  pretext  shall  any  question  paper  or  answer 
paper  be  taken  from  the  room  by  a  candidate  before,  during  or  after 
an  examination.  A  breach  of  this  rule  shall  vitiate  the  examination 
of  the  candidate  guilty  of  the  act.  Should  a  candidate  receive  per- 
mission to  absent  himself  or  herself  from  the  room,  he  shall  turn  over 
his  or  her  papers  to  the  examiner  granting  the  permission. 


The   examination   in   practical,    operative   and   prosthetic,    dentistry 
will  be  conducted  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  was  held  July 
14th,  1906.  The  Board  of  Officers  were  re-elected.  Dr.  Edward 
Prentis,  President,  and  Dr.  Gilbert  M.  Griswold,  Recorder. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

(B) 

During  the  year  two  examinations  were  held,  the  first 
November  8th,  9th  and  10th,  1905,  and  the  second  June  27th, 
28th  and  29th,  1906.  The  practical  examinations  were  held  at 
Putnam  Phalanx  Armory  and  the  theoretical  in  the  Senate 
Chamber  at  the  Capitol. 

There  were  twenty-five  candidates  at  the  November  exam- 
ination, twenty-one  taking  the  practical  examination,  four 
having  previously  taken  it,  four  failed  to  pass  the  practical. 
Twenty-one  took  the  theoretical  at  the  Capitol,  fifteen  candi- 
dates were  successful,  one  was  conditioned  on  Section  one 
which  he  passed  November  16th.

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RULE  16TH. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  April  7th,  1906,  it  was 
Voted: — That  rule  16th  in  ''Rules  for  Conducting  Dental 
Examinations"  be  omitted,  and  that  candidates  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  both  Practical  and  Theoretical  examinations. 
One  other  change  has  been  made  in  the  requirements  which  is 
to  allow  candidates  the  use  of  either  foil  or  cylinders,  foil  only 
having  been  previously  allowed. 

RECIPROCITY. 

Attention  is  called  to  Sec.  13  of  the  law. 

Sec  13.  The  dental  commissioners  may.  In  their  discretion,  with- 
out examination,  Issue  a  license  to  any  reputable  dentist  of  srood  moral 
character  who  shall  have  been  in  le^al  practice  for  five  years  or  more 
in  some  other  state  or  territory,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  board  of 
dental  examiners,  or  a  like  board  of  the  state  or  territory  in  which 
such  dentist  was  a  practitioner,  certifying  to  his  competency,  and  that 
he  is  a  reputable  dentist  of  good  moral  character,  and  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  said  commisslonei «. 

Connecticut,  having  no  compact  at  present,  with  any  other 
state  for  the  interchange  of  licenses,  and  realizing  the  compli- 
cations that  might  arise  by  admitting  candidates  to  practice 
dentistry  from  other  states  without  an  examination,  the  Board, 
at  a  special  meeting  held  April  17th,  1906,  voted  to  adhere 
strictly  to  the  rule  previously  established  that  all  candidates 
must  come  before  the  Commissioners  for  examination. 

PROSECUTION. 

The  Board  of  Dental  Commissioners,  though  chiefly  an  ex- 
amining board,  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  assist  the 
County  Health  OflScers  throughout  the  State  in  the  proper  en- 
forcement of  our  Dental  Law.  In  order  that  the  standard  of 
our  profession  may  be  maintained,  and  the  public  protected 
against  incompetency,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  every  licensed 
or  registered  practitioner  to  report  by  letter  to  the  nearest 
dental  commissioner  any  violation  of  the  law  that  he  knows  to 
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exist.    The  dental  commissioners  will  in  turn  present  the  case 

to  the  county  health  officer  in  the  county  where  the  violation 

occurs  so  that  he  may  investigate  and  if  necessary  prosecute 

the  case.

To  His  Excellency,  Henry  Roberts,  Governor'- 

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  the  twentieth 
annual  report  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  giving  the  number  of  in- 
spections made  in  factories,  bakeries,  mercantile,  {public  and 
other  buildings,  also  specifying,  in  tabular  form  the  orders  issued 
from  this  office,  correcting  unsafe  and  unlawful  conditions  re- 
vealed through  the  inspections  made;  also,  showing  compliances 
and  non-compliances  of  orders  given. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30,  1906,  1,981  fac- 
tories, 351  bakeries,  and  484  elevators  located  in  mercantile,  and 
public  buildings,  were  examined.  Of  the  351  bakeries,  many 
were  visited  twice,  as  a  total  of  497  inspections  were  made.  It 
has  also  been  found  necessary  to  visit  the  elevators  located  in 
mercantile,  public  and  other  buildings  oftener  than  in  the  fac- 
tories. The  wear  on  quick  speed  elevators  is  greater  than  on 
the  slow  factory  type,  and  the  cables  and  working  parts  of  the 
machinery  are  many  times  short  lived.  Each  mercantile  elevator 
has  been  inspected  about  every  four  months,  as  1,145  inspcfc- 
tions  have  been  made  of  this  type  of  elevators.

In  the  1,981  factories  visited,  151,383  of  the  employes  were 
male  and  52,887  were  female.  1,651  of  the  1,981  factories  were 
found  in  good  condition,  but  in  330  places,  changes  were  ordered. 

The  enforcement  of  the  new  foundry  law,  which  took  ef- 
fect August  15,  1905,  increased  the  number  of  orders  given  this 
year. 


INDUSTRIAL  GROWTH. 


Many  new  factories  have  been  erected,  and  established  plants 
have  been  increased  in  size.  An  idle  plant  is  now  seldom  seen.  The 
report  of  1901  contained  a  list  of  factories  which  were  idle  and 
which  were  capable  of  being  run  by  water,  steam  or  other  power. 
The  locations  were  given,  size  of  plant,  and  as  far  as  practical 
a  description  of  the  horse  power  furnished.  Many  inquiries 
had  been  received  previous  to  the  publication  of  the  report  of 
1901,  regarding  idle  water  powers.  Since  that  time  most  of  tbc 
desirable  water  powers  of  this  state  have  been  purchased,  and 
used  for  manufacturing  or  lighting  purposes.  Inquiries  from 
parties  who  desire  floor  space  in  factories  where  power  is  fur- 
nished are  occasionallv  received,  and  if  information  cannot  be 
given  by  this  department,  they  are  turned  over  to  the  local  Board 
of  Trade  in  vicinity  where  they  wish  to  locate.  The  local  Board 
of  Trade  in  most  cities  shows  a  marked  interest  in  any  manufac- 
trr  r  who  wishes  to  establish  a  factory  in  Connecticut.    Frequent- 
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ly,  however,  the  inquiries  result  in  referring  them  to  a  location 
which  has  been  recently  vacated  by  another  manufacturer.  Such 
changes  are  constantly  taking  place  in  our  large  cities,  which  con- 
tain many  buildings  in  which  power  and  floor  space  are  furnished 
to  small  manufacturing  concerns.  It  is  realized  thattthe  pros- 
perity of  this  state  depends  largely  upon  the  success  of  its  fac- 
tories. 

Many  of  the  new  factories  which  have  been  erected  during 
the  past  year  are  of  re-enforced  concrete  construction,  and  prac- 
tically fire  proof. 

The  list  of  factories  found  in  the  last  part  of  this  report 
contains  the  names  of  manufacturers,  their  location,  and  the  gen- 
eral line  of  their  production.  This  list  is  used  as  a  reference  by 
manufacturers  and  traveling  men,  and  is  corrected  up  to  date 
each  year. 

VENTILATION. 

The  best  method  of  securing  good  ventilation  in  factories  is 
engaging  the  careful  thought  of  ventilating  engineers  and  owners 
of  factories  throughout  Connecticut. 

How  to  change  the  air  of  the  room  which  has  become  im- 
pure by  dust,  poisonous  gases  arising  from  work  carried  on,  or 
by  crowding  too  many  employes  in  a  small  room,  and  supplying 
a  sufficient  amount  of  pure  air,  properly  heated  and  free  from 
dangerous  drafts  is  a  problem  that  is  sometimes  hard  to  solve. 
Much  good  is  being  done  by  ventilating  systems  that  carry  the 
dust  away  from  polishing  and  buffing  wheels,  tumbling  barrels, 
excessive  steam  from  plating  rooms,  poisonous  gases  from  dip 
room?,  and  dust  arising  in  the  use  of  wood  working  machinery. 

The  orders  w.hich  have  been  issued  to  provide  better  ventil- 
ation have  been  well  comolied  with,  as  is  shown  in  the  table  of 
inspections  made. 

Three  months  are  given  under  the  law  governing  ventilation, 
to  comply  with  an  order  to  introduce  and  operate  compliances 
and  devices  to  remove  dust. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  sometimes  allow  a  longer  time 
than  three  months,  as  ventilating  concerns  could  not  get  the 
sheet  metal  needed  for  piping,  or  had  other  contracts  to  finish 
first. 

In  the  laws  of  most  other  states  there  is  a  clause  requiring 
a  minimum  of  250  feet  of  air  space  to  each  employe  in  work 
room.  In  this  state,  however,  there  is  no  such  clause  in  the  fac- 
tory law.  Very  few  instances  of  overcrowding  have  been  found, 
and  these  occurred  by  making  temporary  changes,  and  were  rem- 
edied later. 
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GUARDING  OF  DANGEROUS  MACHINERY. 

Exposed  gears  on  niachinerv  are  usually  guarded  at  the 
foundries  and  machine  shops  where  they  are  built,  and  come  to 
the  manufacturer  who  purchases  and  operates  them,  fairly  well 
guarded.  This  is  one  of  the  goo\l  results  of  factor>'  inspection, 
as  it  is  realized  by  all  manufacturers  that  if  machinery  is  not 
guarded  at  dangerous  points.,  they  are  apt  to  be  called  on  to 
make  the  changes  themselves,  which  are  often  quite  an  expense. 

Advise  is  sometimes  asked  of  an  inspector  if  such  a  cover- 
ing on  a  certain  gear  would  not  be  an  additional  safeguard,  and 
if  advised  that  it  will  be,  they  furnish  such  a  guard,  and  when 
ordering  new  machinery  they  stipulate  in  their  order  that  ma- 
chines shall  be  so  equipped. 

It  is  not  always  possible  to  guard  a  dangerous  part  of  a 
machine.  This  is  particularly  true  with  ptmch  and  drop  presses, 
which  are  the  cause  of  accidents  to  many  employes  working  on 
such  machines. 

At  some  places  visited  a  small  stick  is  used  to  release  the 
metal  caught  in  the  die,  but  many  workmen  lose  their  fingers 
by  removing  such  n^etal  with  the  bare  hand.  Several  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year  that  employes  in  certain  fac- 
tories had  their  fingers  cm  shed  on  account  of  punch  presses 
being  out  of  order. 

A  mechanic  familiar  with  presses  was  sent  to  such  factories, 
and  not  a  machine  was  found  running  which  was  not  all  right 
No  practical  guard  that  will  be  out  of  the  way  and  not  interfere 
with  the  work  has  yet  been  devised  for  all  punch  and  drop 
presses,  although  a  dial  feed  on  special  work  can  sometimes  be 
used  and  lessen  danger,  and  until  some  method  is  found  whereby 
all  such  machines  can  be  guarded,  many  accidents  entailing  the 
loss  of  one  or  more  fingers  will  occur. 

The  danger  arising  in  operating  presses  should  be  carefully 
explained  to  new  operatives,  and  only  an  intelligent  class  of  la- 
bor shoyld  be  selected  for  such  work. 

Saws,  planers,  shapers,  and  other  wood-working  machinery 
cause  severe  accidents.  Guards  provided,  are  many  times  not 
used,  because  it  is  too  much  trouble  to  adjust  them. 

Projecting  set  screws  in  collars  on  shafting  and  •  on  other 
machinery  have  caused  several  accidents. 

Manv  orders  to  cover  or  sink  them  flush  have  been  com- 

m 

plied  with,  but  at  a  later  inspection,  set  screws  projecting  from 
the  face  of  the  collar  at  least  one-half  inch  were  found.  The 
reason  given  for  substituting  a  headless  set  screw  by  a  project- 
ing one,  is  that  the  headless  screw  would  not  hold  the  collar  se- 
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curely.  This  is  a  needless  practice  as  a  headless  screw  will  us- 
ually hold  if  the  shaft  is  spotted  or  drilled  to  receive  point  of 
screw.  Another  method  to  protect  set  screws  in  collars  from 
coming  in  contact  with  the  person  who  is  oilingi  bearings  or 
throwing  on  belts,  is  by  taking  a  piece  of  flexible  leather,  ait  the 
width  of  collar,  and  cutting  out  the  leather  to  receive  screw  head, 
then  winding  the  leather  around  the  collar,  and  as  the  set  screw 
is  encountered,  cutting  out  the  stock,  and  winding  until  the  head 
of  the  screw  is  below  the  covering,  then  fasten  with  small  brads 
or  tacks.  Such  covering  should  always  be  wound  with  the  re- 
volution of  the  shaft,  and  not  against  it.  Old  pieces  of  leather 
belting  which  are  suitable  for  such  covering  can  be  found  in 
most  any  factory. 

EI,EVATORS. 

Elevators  located  in  factories  have  been  carefullv  examined 
and  many  notices  sent,  requiring  changes  to  conform  with  the 
law.  All  orders  given  for  such  changes  appear  in  tables,  show- 
ing changes  ordered  in  factories. 

Elevators  of  the  mercantile  class  have  also  received  careful 
examination.  Ninety-six  orders  have  been  issued  to  make  changes, 
which  have  been  complied  with  without  any  protest.  In  the  year 
previous  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  orders  were  issued.  Tt  is 
noticed  that  the  cables  are  found  in  better  condition  this  ^^rear 
than  in  previous  year.  Many  hoisting  machines  which  have  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  are  now  running  smoothly.  Sliding  el- 
evator gates  have  been  adjusted  and  repaired,  so  they  cannot  be 
easily  opened  by  anyone  except  the  elevator  attendants,  and  then 
only  by  key. 

Several  boys  under  sixteen  years  of  age  were  found  oper- 
ating passenger  elevators,  and  were  removed  at  the  request  of 
the  inspector.  Whenever  an  elevator  attendant  has  been  noticed 
starting  his  machine  before  the  doors  were  properly  latched,  he 
has  been  told  that  the  first  thing  he  should  do  is  to  close  the  door 
and  then  start  the  machine,  as  it  is  dangerous  to  do  otherwise. 

FOUNDRIES.

There  are  some  industries  which  from  the  nature  of  the 
work  carried  on  are  extremely  dusty  and  unpleasant.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  many  iron  foundries,  as  the  dust  and  smoke 
arising  at  certain  times  is  very  dense,  and  extremely  hard  to  re- 
move from  the  person,  except  by  the  liberal  use  of  soap  and 
warm  water;  The  facilities  for  washing  in  some  foundries  were 
complained  of  by  the  employes. 
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*'  The  Iron  Molders  Union  of  North  America  "  were  instru- 
mental in  having  passed  at  the  last  General  Assembly  an  act 
entitled,  "  Toilet  Rooms  in  Foundries." 

It  stated  that  the  facton;  inspector  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority by  order  to  that  effect  to  require  the  proprietor  of  any 
foundry  in  thi^  state  in  which  ten  or  more  men  are  employed,  and 
situated  in  a  locality-  where  there  is  sucli  system  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  as  to  make  such  order  practicable,  to  provide  for  the 
use  of  such  employes  a  toilet  room  of  such  suitable  dimensions 
as  such  inspector  may  determine,  containing  washbowls  or  sinks 
connected  with  nmning  water,  with  facilities  for  heating  the 
same,  such  room  to  be  directly  connected  with  such  foundry 
building,  properly  heated,  ventilated,  and  protected  from  the  dust 
of  said  foundry. 

The  penalty  for  violation  of  any  order  was  made  the  same 
as  under  the  general  law  regarding  the  non-compliance  of  orders 
of  the  factorv  insoector. 

A  deputy,  familiar  with  foundries,  was  detailed  to  visit  the 
factories  which  had  a  foundry  department,  to  see  that  they  com- 
plied with  the  law. 

About  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  orders  issued  by  this  depart- 
ment relating  to  the  foundry  act  have  been  complied  with.  The 
balance  are  exempted  on  account  of  lack  of  sewage  system,  or 
not  having  ten  molders  employed,  or  will  be  completed  in  the 
near  future  in  buildings  to  be  erected. 

At  some  ]>laccs  visited  new  foundries  were  going  to  be  built  and 
a  compliance  with  the  law  at  the  time  of  inspection  would  mean 
an  unnecessary  expense,  as  the  room  set  apart  would  not  be  large 
enough,  nor  could  it  be  arranged  so  easily  as  when  building  a 
new  foundry.  By  waiting  a  few  months,  model  washrooms  have 
been  provided  in  many  instances.  Several  times  the  writer  has 
been  asked  to  hurry  the  plumber  or  contractor,  if  possible,  as 
they  could  not  get  the  work  done.  Time  to  make  changes  has 
been  extended  in  such  instances,  as  it  is  realized  that  under  the 
present  activity  in  the  building  and  building  supply  trades  it  has 
been  many  times  impossible  to  get  work  done  in  the  specified  time. 


SAXTTARY  CONDITIONS. 

Section  ^,516  of  the  revised  statutes  states  that  all  factories 
and  huildinrs  where  macbinerv  is  used  shall  l>e  lighted,  ventil- 
ated,  and  kept  as  clcr\n  as  the  nntur^of  the  business  will  permit. 
Section  4,519  states  that  every  person  or  corporation,  managing^ 
or  operating  any  factor} .  wherfr  five  or  more  hands  are  employed.

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shall  provide  suitable  water-closet  accomodations. 

The  plumbing  ordinances  of  our  large  cities  differ  in  their 
requirements  concerning  the  nuniber  of  closets  for  the  number  of 
people  using  them.  Although  one  closet,  for  every  twenty-five  or 
thirty  persons  seems  to  be  called  for  in  most  places.  There  are 
many  new  factories  being  erected  today,  and  inquiries  are  often 
received  along  this  line. 

The  answer  is  always  given  that  one  closet  for  every  twenty- 
five  persons,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  local  plumbing  in- 
spector, is  a  safe  allowance.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  closets 
erected  for  male  and  female  employes  should  have  separate  ap- 
proaches. In  connection  with  the  closets  for  female  employes  a 
washroom,  containing  running  hot  and  cold  water,  and  a  suitable 
place  to  hang  clothmg  should  be  furnished. 


NATIONAL  LEGISLATION  WHICH  WILL  BENEFIT 
EMPLOYES  AND  MANUFACTURERS. 

Wood  alcohol  is  largely  used  in  the  hat  industries  of  this 
state  to  dissolve  the  shellac,  forming  the  stiflFening  of  hats,  for 
the  making  of  metal  lacquers  in  other  places,  and  for  various 
other  uses. 

During  1897  a  special  investigation  of  the  conditions  effect- 
ing the  eight  thousand  employes  engaged  in  the  hatting  trade 
was  made  by  the  present  inspector  and  deputy  inspector,  Mr. 
Preston  B.  Sibley.  In  the  stiffening  and  drying  rooms  visited, 
men  were  found  temporarily  blinded  from  the  fumes  arising 
from  the  wood  alcohol,  but  after  keeping  their  eyes  bandaged  and 
resting  awhile  they  would  usually  recover,  though  sometimes  it 
was  necessary  to  have  the  services  of  a  physician,  and  a  rest  for  a 
number  of  days.  Although  work  in  such  places  was  painful, 
the  employes  many  times  worked  as  long  as  they  could,  or  until 
others  could  take  their  places.  The  hat  manufacturers,  when 
asked  why  some  other  chemical,  not  as  dangerous  or  unpleasant 
as  wood  alcohol  could  not  be  substituted,  said  that  the  use 
of  methvlated  alcohol,  free  from  anv  revenue  tax  was  allowed 
in  the  arts  and  industries  of  European  nations,  and  owing  to  the 
competition  with  such  countries,  which  made  and  exported  hats, 
they  could  not  afford  to  use  domestic  alcohol,  on  which  there 
was  a  revenue  tax  of  approximately  $2.10  per  gallon,  besides  the 
cost  of  manufacture.  Samples  of  different  known  brands  of 
wood  alcohol  used  were  procured  for  analysis.  The  chemist  em- 
ployed stated  that  the  samples  were  crudely  refined,  which  ac- 
counted for  the  injurious  effects  noticed. 
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The  result  of  this  investigation  was  sent  ^o  Hon.  E.  J.  Hill, 
M.C.,  of  the  Fourth  Congressional  District  of  Connecticut,  who 
as  early  as  1895,  introduced  a  bill  in  reference  to  free  alcohol  to 
be  used  in  the  arts  and.  industries,  and  who  was  greatly  inter- 
ested regarding  remedial  legislation.  All  efforts  of  the  friends 
of  this  bill  to  bring  about  changes  failed,  but  after  many  years 
of  persistent  work,  June  7,  1906,  Congress  enacted  the  dena- 
tured alcohol  bill,  providing  for  the  withdrawal  from  bond,  tax 
free  after  January  i,  1907.    A  synopsis  of  which  is  as  follows: 

After  January  i,  1907,  domestic  alcohol  of  such  a  degree  of 
proof  as  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  be  with- 
drawn from  bond  without  the  payment  of  internal  revenue  tax, 
for  use  in  the  arts  and  industries,  and  for  fuel,  light  and  power, 
provided  said  alcohol  shall  have  been  mixed  in  the  presence  and 
under  the  direction  of  an  authorized  government  officer,  after 
withdrawal  from  the  distillery  warehouse,  with  methyl  alcohol 
or  other  denaturing  material,  or  materials,  or  admixture  of  the 
same,  suitable  to  the  use  for  which  the  alcohol  is  withdrawn, 
but  which  destroys  its  character  as  a  beverage  and  renders  it  un- 
fit for  liquid  medicinal  purposes. 

Denatured  alcohol,  which  on  account  of  its  cheapness  and 
its  superior  qualities,  will  largely  supercede  wood  alcohol  in  many 
places,  and  its  use  will  be  a  great  benefit,  not  only  to  the  manu- 
facturers in  meeting  competition  with  other  countries  in  their 
line,  but  to  the  employes  themselves,  who  will  not  be  forced  to 
breathe  air  poisoned  by  the  evaporation  of  the  wood  alcohol. 

BAKERIES. 

A  marked  improvement  has  been  noticed  in  the  condition  of 
bakeries.  Some  undergrade  shops  have  been  closed.  New  first 
floor  shops,  which  can  be  properly  lighted,  ventilated,  .and  kept 
in  a  good  sanitary  condition  have  taken  their  places. 

The  following  table  shove's  the  number,  location  and  condi- 
tion of  bakeries  from  the  year  1897  to  1906  inclusive :

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In  the  cities  two  inspections  of  the  bakeries  have  been  made, 
one  in  the  warm  weather  and  one  in  the  cold  weather.  In  this 
manner  the  inspector  can  arrive  at  a  fairer  judgment  of  their 
conditions.  In  summer,  some  shops  partly  under  grade  were 
found  in  good  condition,  but  in  the  spring,  on  account  of  their 
location,  and  insufficient  drainage,  tliey  were  flooded  with  water. 

Certificates  are  issued  to  all  owners  of  bakeries  who  have 
complied  with  the  bakeshop  laws,  but  if  on  a  later  inspection  the 
shops  are  found  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  the  certificates  are 
revoked,  and  new  ones  are  not  given  until  orders  have  been  com- 
plied with.  By  this  method,  very  little  trouble  is  incurred  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  bakeshop  orders.  The  law  also  specifies  that 
if  a  certificate  is  issued,  it  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  bakery. 

THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  A  WOxMAN  DEPUTY 

FACTORY  INSPECTOR. 

Many  requests  have  been  received  urging  the  appointment 
of  a  woman  deputy  factory  inspector  in  addition  to  the  present 
force.  Such  requests  have  come  from  several  organ- 
izations of  women,  and  from  individuals,  who  at  the 
present  time  are  doing  good  work  in  their  efforts  to  better -the 
conditions  of  working  girls.  Many  states  having  a  factory  in- 
spection department,  have  women  deputy  factory  inspectors,  who 
are  doing  good  work  under  the  law  requiring  the  examination  of 
tenement  houses,  where  clothing  and  other  articles  are  manufac- 
tured, and  in  the  inspection  of  mercantile  buildings  and  factories, 
where  many  females  are  employed. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  by 
the  next  General  Assembly  as  will  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  a  woman  deputy  factory  inspector  in  addition  to  the  present 
force,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  look  into  the  conditions  of  the  fe- 
male employes  in  both  mercantile  and  factory  buildings.  This 
legislation  will  make  our  laws  conform  with  those  of  other  states 
regarding  inspection  where  women  deputies  arc  employed. 

I  would  also  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Twenty-first 
Annual  Convention  of  the  International  Association  of  Factory 
Inspectors,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Hartford,  in  the  early  part  of 
the  summer,  1907.

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Laws  of  Connecticut  Relating  to 

Factories  and  Factory  Inspections 


Except  when  otherwise  stated  the  following  Laws  and  Sec- 
tions are  from  the  General  Statutes  of  1902 : 

CHAPTER  97,  PUBLIC  ACTS  OF  1903. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Appointment  of  a  Factory  Inspector 
and  his  Deputies,  and  defining  their  duties  and  fixing  their 
Salaries. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  i.  The  governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  sen- 
ate, on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1903,  and 
before  the  first  day  of  May  quadrennially  thereafter,  appoint 
a  factory  inspector,  who  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  governor 
may  remove  the  inspector  for  cause.  Said  factory  inspector 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  and 
necessary  expenses. 

Sec.  2.  The  inspector  shall  examine  all  elevators,  whether 
in  factories,  mercantile  establishments,  storehouses,  workhouses, 
dwellings,  or  other  buildings,  and  may  order  hoistways,  hatch- 
ways, elevator  wells,  and  well  holes  to  be  protected  by  trapdoors, 
self-closing  hatches,  safety  catches,  or  other  safeguards  as  will 
insure  the  safety  of  all  persons  therein.  Due  diligence  shall  be 
used  to  keep  such  trapdoors  closed  at  all  times,  except  when 
in  actual  use  by  an  occupant  of  the  building  having  the  use  and 
control  of  the  same.  All  elevator  cabs  or  cars,  whether  used  for 
freight  or  passengers,  shall  be  provided  with  some  suitable  me- 
chanical device,  if  considered  necessary  by  said  inspector,  where- 
by the  cab  or  car  will  be  securely  held  in  the  event  of  accident 
to  the  shipper  rope  or  hoisting  machinery,  or  from  any  similar 
cause,  and  said  mechanical  device  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in 
good  working  order. 
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Sec.  3.  The  inspector  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  depu- 
ties to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  Such  depu- 
ties shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  inspector, 
subject  to  his  approval.  Each  of  said  deputies  shall  receive  a 
compensation  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  actual  services,  and  his 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office.  The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  one  year  seven  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  paid  upon  proper  vouchers  by  the  deputies,  signed  by  the  in- 
spector. 

Sec.  4.  Sections  4514,  4517  and  4526,  and  all  other  provi- 
sions of  the  general  statutes  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.  Approved 
May  12,  1903. 

Duties  of  Factory  Inspector, 

§4515.  The  inspector  shall,  as  often  as  practicable,  examine 
all  buildings  and  places  where  machinery  is  used,  and  may  en- 
ter such  buildings  and  places  at  all  proper  times  for  the  purposes 
of  inspection.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  of  December  in 
each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  the  condition,  as  re- 
spects safety  to  life  and  health;  of  the  factories,  buildings  and 
places  visited  by  him. 

Sanitcuy  Condition  of  Factories* 

§4516.  All  factories  and  buildings  where  machinery  is  used 
shall  be  well  lighted,  ventilated,  and  kept  as  clean  as  the  nature 
of  the  business  will  permit.  The  belting,  shafting,  gearing,  ma- 
chinery and  drums  of  all  factories  and  buildings  where  machin- 
ery is  used,  when  so  placed  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector, 
to  be  dangerous  to  the  persons  employed  therein  while  engaged 
in  their  ordinary  duties,  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  securely 
guarded.  No  machinery  other  than  steam  engines  in  a  factory 
shall  be  cleaned  while  running  after  notice  forbidding  the  same 
is  given  by  the  inspector  to  the  owners  or  c^erators  of  the  fac- 
tory. 

Use  of  Stained  Glass  Windows  Forbidden. 

§4518.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation,  using  stained, 
painted  or  corrugated  glass  m  factory  windows,  where  the  same 
is  injurious  to  the  eyes  of  the  workmen  therein,  shall  remove 
the  same  upon  the  order  of  the  factory  inspector. 
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Water-closets  to  be  Provided. 

§4519.  Every  person  or  corporation  managing  or  operating 
any  factory,  or  owning  or  controlling  the  use  of  any  other  build- 
ing where  more  than  five  persons  are  employed,  shall  provide 
and  keep  in  good  sanitary  condition  suitable  water-closet  accom- 
modations for  the  use  of  the  persons  employed. 

Notice  of  Complaints  by  Inspector. 

§4520.  The  inspector  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  by  giving  proper  orders  or  notices  to  the  persons  or 
corporations  owning,  operating  or  managing  the  factories  or 
buildings  inspected  by  him,  and  shall  make  complaint  to  the 
state's  attorney  of  all  violations  of  this  chapter. 

Order  to  Remote  Excessive  Dust, 

§4521.  Whenever  the  inspector,  on  complaint  of  any  person, 
shall  find  it  necessary,  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the 
employees  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  factory,  or  mill 
in  which  is  carried  on  the  business  of  buffing,  polishing  or  grind- 
ing metals,  or  any  operatiouL^  in  which  an  excessive  amount  of 
dust  is  generated,  that  such  dust  should  be  removed  from 
the  atmosphere  of  the  rooms  or  apartments  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, he  shall,  in  writing,  direct  the  person,  or  corporation 
owning,  occupying,  or  carrying  on  business  in  such  premises, 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  order,  to  introduce 
and  operate  such  appliances  or  devices  as  may  be  necessary  to 
remove,  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  business  will  permit,  such 
excessive  dust  or  foreign  matter;  provided,  that  such  appliances 
or  devices  do  not  restrict  or  interfere  with  the  aforesaid  business 
or  operations. 

CHAPTER  53,  PUBLIC  ACTS,  1903. 
Penalty  for  Violation  of  Orders. 

Section  4522  of  the  General  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Every  owner,  lessee,  or  ocaipant  of  a  factory  or  building  in- 
cluded within  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  owning  or  con- 
trolling the  use  of  any  room  in  such  building,  shall,  for  the 
violation  of  any  provision  of  §4516,  4518,  4519  or  4521,  or 
for  obstructing  or  hindering  the  inspector  of  factories  or  his 
deputies  in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  law,  be 
fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  but  no  prosecution  shall  be 
brought  for  any  such  violation  until  four  weeks  after  notice  has 
been  given  by  the  inspector  to  such  owner,  lessee,  or  occupant, 
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of  any  changes  necessary  to  be  made  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  sections,  and  not  then,  if,  in  the  meantime,  such 
changes  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  such  notification. 
Nothing  herein  shall  limit  the  right  of  a  person  injured  to  bring 
an  action  to  recover  damages. 

Notices  of  Inspector, 

§4523.  The  orders  and  notices  given  by  the  inspector  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  written  or  printed,  signed  by  him  officially, 
and  may  be  served  by  himself  or  any  proper  officer  or  indifferent 
person,  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  or  at  the  usual 
p'ace  of  abode  of  the  person  upon  whom  service  is  to  be  made; 
a  id  the  notice,  properly  indorsed  with  the  doings  of  the  person 
or  officer  serving  the  same,  shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  is  located  the  factory,  building, 
or  business  to  which  such  notice  appertains,  where  it  shall  be 
kept  on  file.  Such  notice,  or  copies  thereof  duly  certified  by 
the  town  clerk,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  notice  was 
given  as  therein  appears.  Notice  to  one  member  of  a  firm  shall 
be  notice  to  every  member  thereof,  and  notice  to  the  president, 
secretary  or  treasurer  of  a  corporation  shall  be  notice  to  such 
corporation.  The  fees  for  serving  such  orders  and  notices,  un- 
less served  by  the  inspector,  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  ser- 
vice of  process  in  civil  actions,  and  shall  be  included  in  the  nec- 
essary expenses  of  the  inspector. 

Appeal. 

§4524.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  aggrieved  by  any 
order  of  the  factory  inspector  may  appeal  to  the  superior  court 
in  the  county  where  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  owns, 
leases  or  occupies  the  factory  or  building  to  which  said  order 
relates,  within  four  weeks  after  notice  of  such  order  shall  be 
given.  Said  appeals  shall  operate  as  a  supersedeas,  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  .shall  contain  a  brief  statement  of  the 
facts  and  reasons  of  appeal  and  a  citation  to  the  inspector  to 
appear  before  said  court,  and  said  court  or  a  judge  thereof 
may  direct  the  time  of  appearance  and  the  manner  of  service. 
Said  court  may  review  the  doings  of  the  factory  inspector,  con- 
firm, change,  or  set  them  aside,  and  make  such  orders  in  the 
premises,  including  orders  as  to  costs,  as  it  may  find  to  be  proper 
and  equitable. 

Office  of  Inspector, 

§4525.  The  comptroller  shall  provide  suitable  rooms  in  the 
capitol    for   the    inspector,   and    furnish   him   blank   forms    for 
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the  notices  and  orders  required  by  this  chapter,  and  for  annual 
reports.  The  inspector  shall  keep  in  books  provided  by  the 
comptroller  copies  of  all  notices  and  orders  given  by  him,  and 
a  record  of  all  inspections  and  examinations  made;  and  upon 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  shall  file  his  books  of  record 
with  the  secretary  of  state. 

Examination  of  Tenement  Houses. 

§4527.  The  inspector  shall,  as  often  as  practicable,  examine 
all  buildings,  apartments,  rooms  and  places  in  any  tenement 
or  dwelling  house  used  for  residential  purposes  and  used  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  others  than  the  immediate  members  of  the 
family  therein,  for  the  manufacture  of  artificial  flowers,  purses, 
cigars,  cigarettes,  or  any  article  of  wearing  apparel  intended  for 

sale. 

f 

Inspector  to  be  Notified  of  Work  Carried  On. 

§4528.  The  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  such 
goods  in  such  premises  within  thirty  days  after  beginning  such 
manufacture  shall  notify  said  inspector  of  the  location  of  said 
workrooms,  the  nature  of  the  work  there  carried  on,  and  the 
number  of  persons  therein  employed. 

Sanitary  Condition  of  Workrooms. 

§4529.  The  person  operating  said  workrooms  shall  keep  the 
same  at  all  times  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  properly 
lighted,  ventilated  and  fit  for  the  occupancy  of  the  persons  en- 
gaged in  work  therein.  The  inspector  or  any  of  his  special 
agents  shall  notify  the  owner  of  such  premises,  and  the  person 
using  the  same  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  §4527,  to  provide 
ample  means  for  lighting  or  ventilating  such  workrooms,  and  to  * 
put  the  same  in  a  clean,  sanitary,  and  fit  condition  for  occu- 
pancy for  said  work;  and  if  said  notification  be  not  complied 
with  in  thirty  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice,  said  inspector 
or  any  of  his  special  agents  shall  cause  complaint  to  be  made  to 
the  proper  prosecuting  authority. 

Penaity. 

§4530.  Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning,  using,  or 
occupying  any  workroom  for  the  purpose  specified  in  §4527 
shall,  for  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  §4528  or  §4529  be 
fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
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Toiiet  Roams  in  Foundries. 

Section  i.  The  factory  inspector  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority by  order  to  that  effect  to  require  the  proprietor  of  any 
foundry  in  this  state  in  which  ten  or  more  men  are  employed, 
and  situated  in  a  locality  where  there  is  such  system  for  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  as  to  make  such  order  practicable,  to  provide 
for  the  use  of  such  employes  a  toilet  room  of  such  suitable  di- 
mensions as  such  inspector  may  determine,  containing  wash- 
bowls or  sinks  connected  with  running  water,  with  facilities  for 
heating  the  same,  such  room  to  be  directly  connected  with  such 
foundry  building,  properly  heated,  ventilated,  and  protected  from 
the  dust  of  said  foundry. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  company,  or  corporation  failing  to  com- 
ply with  such  order  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars 
in  each  prosecution  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  to  obey  such 
order.  ♦ 

Approved,  June  15,  1905. 

Regulations  Concerning  Elevators, 

§2614.  No  person,  partnership,  or  corporation  shall  permit 
or  employ  a  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  have  the 
care,  custody,  operation,  or  management  of  an  elevator.  Every 
person,  partnership  or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

Seats  to  M?  Provided  for  Female  Emplctyes. 

§4703.  Every  person,  partnership  or  corporation,  employing 
females,  in  any  mercantile,  mechanical,  or  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment shall  furnish  and  provide  suitable  seats  for  the  use 
,  of  all  females  so  employed,  and  shall  permit  the  use  of  such  seats 
by  said  females  when  they  are  not  necessarily  engaged  in  the  ac- 
tive duties  for  which  they  are  employed.  Every  person,  partner- 
ship or  corporation  violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  CONCERNING,  PUBLIC  SAFETY. 

CHAPTER  154. 

Sqfe  Exit  to  he  Provided  for  PubHc  Buildings. 

§2607.  In  all  cities  the  common  council,  in  all  boroughs  the 
warden  and  burgesses,  and  in  all  towns  and  parts  of  a  town 
not  within  the  limits  of  a  city  or  borough,  the  selectmen,  shall 
require  that  all  churches,  school  houses,  and  public  halls  that 
are  used  for  lectures,  amusements,  exhibitions,  or  assemblages 
of  people,  shall  be  provided  with  ample  facilities'  for  safe  and 
speedy  entrance  and  exit  in  case  of  necessity,  be  arranged  so 
as  to  promote  the  comfort  and  safety  of  persons  visiting  them, 
and  be  closed  till  such  requirements  are  complied  with ;  and  any 
city,  borough,  or  town  may  make  suitable  by-laws  regarding 
the  same. 

Penaify  for  Failure  to  Close  Buildings. 

§2608.  Every  person  who  shall  let  or  use  any  such  building 
for  such  purpose  after  it  shall  have  been  ordered  to  be  so  closed 
shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars. 

Order  Closing  Building;  Appeal  From. 

§2609.  Every  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  directing  the 
closing  of  such  a  building;  may  appeal  therefrom  to  a  judge  of 
the  superior  court,  who  shall,  on  notice,  inquire  into  the  facts 
by  a  committee  or  otherwise,  may  make  such  order  in  the  prem- 
ised as  to  him  may  seem  proper,  and  tax  costs  in  favor  of  the 
prevailing  party  and  issue  execution  therefor. 

Powers  of  Common  Councils  over  Buildings. 

§2610.  The  common  council  of  each  city  may  make  ord- 
inances to  prevent  the  erection  of  unsafe  buildings  therein; 
provide  for  the  examination  of  all  plans  and  specifications  of 
proposed  buildings:  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  buildings 
in  process  of  erection;  make  general  rules  regarding  the  mate- 
rials to  be  used  in  building  and  the  manner  of  using  the  same ; 
prohibit  the  erection  of  any  building  not  in  conformity  with  such 
rules  or  the  plans  and  specifications  of  which  shall  not  have 
been  examined  and  approved  in  accordance  with  such  ordinances ; 
and  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  buildings. 
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Inspection  and  ExitminaHon  of  BuiUHngs.  • 

§2611.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  common  council  of 
any  citv,  and  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough,  may, 
and  on  written  application  of  any  of  its  inhabitants  shall,  ex- 
amine any  building  or  proposed  building  therein  with  reference 
to  its  safety,  after  reasonable  notice  to  the  owner  or  builder 
and  occupant,  and  may  make  such  written  order  relative  to  its 
construction,  maintenance,  protection,  repairs,  or  removal  as 
they  may  deem  proper;  an  attested  copy  of  which  order  shall 
be  left  by  some  proper  officer  with. or  at  the  usual  place  of  abode 
of  such  occupant,  and  such  owner  or  builder  if  resident  in  this 
state. 

Otvner  Jldoy  Appeal  from  Order. 

§2612.  Said  owner,  builder,  or  occupant,  may  appeal  from 
such  order  to  the  superior  court  of  the  county  in  which  said 
building  is,  or  to  a  judge  of  said  court  in  vacation,  by  a  petition, 
to  which  shall  be  annexed  a  citation  to  the  town,  city  or  borough, 
which  shall  be  served  within  three  days  after  the  service  of  such 
order,  and  be  returnable  Within  three  days  after  the  service  of 
such  petition,  and  upon  such  petition  such  court  or  judge  shall 
appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  view  the  premises  and 
report  to  such  court  or  judge  such  an  order  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  in  reference  thereto,  which,  being  accepted,  shall  be- 
come effectual  between  the  parties  to  the  appeal;  and  said  court 
or  judge  may  award  costs  at  discretion. 

Execution  of  Orders  not  Complied  with, 

§2613.  If  a  final  order  shall  not  be  executed  within  ten  days 
after  its  service  by  t.opy,  or,  if  made  on  appeal,  within  ten  days 
after  its  acceptance  by  such  court  or  judge,  the  selectmen,  com- 
mon council,  or  warden  and  burgesses,  shall  execute  it,  and  the 
person  who  failed  to  comply  with  it  shall  pay  to  the  town,  city, 
or  borough  the  expense  of  its  execution,  and  be  fined  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars. 
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STEAM  BOILERS. 

CHAPTER  292. 

Inspectors;  Appointment:  Duties. 

§4890.  The  governor  shall  appoint  in  each  congressional  dis- 
trict, a  suitable  person  to  inspect  steam  boilers  used  for  man- 
ufacturing, heating,  and  mechanical  purposes,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  three  years.  Said  inspector  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  year,  carefully  inspect  every  such  boiler  in  his  district, 
and,  if  he  finds  such  boiler  to  be  in  good  order  and  free  from 
weakness  and  material  defects  he  shall  give  a  certificate  of  in- 
spection to  the  person  using  same;  but  any  company  incorpo- 
rated by  any  state  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing inspection  of  steam  boilers,  and  that  maintains  a  corps  of 
steam  boiler  inspectors,  and  has  complied  with  the  insurance  laws 
of  this  state,  may  issue  certificates  of  inspection  in  lieu  of  those 
is>ued  by  the  inspectors  appointed  by  the  governor,  provided, 
a  policy  of  insurance  is  issued  covering  loss  or  damage  to  per- 
son or  property  arising  from  the  explosion  of  the  boiler  or  boilers 
so  inspected;  and  the  boilers  on  which  such  certificates  have 
been  issued  shall  be  exempt  from  inspection  by  the  steam  boiler 
inspectors  of  the  state. 

Defecthfe  Boilers;  Proceedings. 

§4891.  If  said  inspector  finds  any  boiler  out  of  order,  ma- 
terially weak,  or  defective,  he  shall  advise  its  owner,  lessee,  or 
user  as  to  its  necessary  repairs,  and  if  such  repairs  are  not  made, 
he  may  call  in  an  inspector  from  an  adjoining  district,  and  if 
they  agree  that  such  boiler  is  not  in  proper  condition,  they  shall 
give  written  notice  to  its  owner,  lessee,  or  user  not  to  use  it 
until  such  repairs  are  made  as  said  inspector  shall  specify,  or 
if  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  utterly  worthless,  or  that  its 
use  will  endanger  the  public  safety,  they  shall  forbid  its  use. 

Local  Inspection  System. 

§4892.  The  provisions  of  §4890  and  §4891  shall  not  apply  to 
any  city  or  town  having  a  system  of  boiler  inspection,  unless  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  by  it 
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Inspectors'  Fees. 

§4893.  The  fees  of  the  inspectors  shall  be  five  dollars  for 
the  inspection  of  a  boiler  exceeding  ten-horse  power  and  two 
dollars  for  inspecting  a  boiler  not  exceeding  ten-horse  power, 
but  boilers  not  exceeding  five-horse  power,  owned  by  farmers, 
may  be  inspected  once  in  two  years  at  a  fee  of  two  dollars.  Said 
fees  may  be  recovered  from  the  owner  or  the  user  of  the  boiler 
inspected. 

Pettaities. 

§4894.  Every  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  have  any 
steam  boiler  used  by  him  inspected,  or  shall  suffer  it  to  carry  a 
greater  pressure  of  steam  than  it  is  allowed  by  the  certificate  of 
the  inspector,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Penalty  for  Use  of  Condemned  Boiler, 

84895.  Every  person  who  shall  use  any  steam  boiler  after 
its  use  is  forbidden  by  the  inspectors  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Penalty  for  False  Cerifftcate. 

§4896.  Every  inspector  who  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly 
falsely  certify  to  the  condition  of  any  boiler  inspected  by  him, 
or  who  shall  issue  a  certificate  without  having  made  a  careful 
inspection,  as  provided  in  §4890,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or 
both. 

Locomotive  and  Heating  Boilers  Not  Included* 

§4897.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  the 
boilers  of  locomotive  engines,  or  to  boilers  used  exclusively  for 
heating  private  residences. 

Incompetent  Operator;  How  Removed.    Penalty. 

§4898.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspectors  any  per- 
son operating  a  steam  boiler,  subject  by  law  to  their  inspection, 
shall,  by  reason  of  intemperate  habits,  or  for  any  other  cause, 
be  incompetent  to  safely  operate  si;ch  boiler,  said  inspector 
shall  order  the  discharge  of  such  person,  and  serve  written 
notice  to  that  effect  upon  his  employer.  If  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  from  the  serving  of  such  notice  such  employer 
shall  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirement  thereof,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
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FIRE  ESCAPES. 

CHAPTER  155. 

Fire  Escapes  to  be  Provided, 

§2628.  Every  story  above  the  first  story  of  a  building  used 
as  a  school  house,  orphan  asylum,  insane  asylum,  reformatory, 
opera  house,  hall  for  public  assemblies,  boarding  house  accom- 
modating more  than  twelve  persons,  or  tenement  house  occupied 
by  more  than  five  families,  shall  be  provided  with  more  than 
one  way  of  egress,  by  stairways  on  the  inside  or  fire  escapes  on 
the  outside  of  such  building.  Said  stairways  and  fire  escapes 
shall  at  all  times  be  kept  free  from  obstructions  and  shall  be 
accessible  from  each  room  in  every  story  above  the  first  story. 

Fire  Escapes  in  Hotels, 

§2629.  If  any  building  specified  in  §2628,  or  any  work  shop, 
manufactory,  hotel,  boarding  house,  tenement  house,  or  other 
building  used,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  any  of  the  purposes  there 
specified,  or  in  which  more  than  twenty  persons  shall  be  employed 
above  the  first  story,  shall  be  more  than  two  stories  in  height, 
it  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  fire  escape,  of  iron  or  other 
incombustible  materials,  on  the  outside  of  said  building;  unless, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  authority  inspecting  the  same,  such  build- 
ing is  sufficiently  supplied  with  safe  and  proper  means  of  egress ; 
and  if  such  buildings  shall  be  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  in  length,  it  shall  be  provided  with  one  such  fire  escape  for 
every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  or  fractional  part  thereof  ex- 
ceeding fifty  feet,  and  such  fire  escape  shall  be  conveniently  ac- 
cessible from  each  story  of  said  building. 

Penal^. 

§2630.  The  owner  of  every  such  building  shall  provide  such 
fire  escapes  and  means  of  egress,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  pro- 
vided, and,  if  he  shall  neglect  to  do  so  for  a  period  of  three 
months  after  notice  from  the  building  inspector  or  other  proper 
authority,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Duties  of  Building  Inspectors. 

§2631.  The  building  inspector  of  each  city,  the  warden  of 
each  borough,  or  the  first  selectman  of  each  town  not  having  a 
building  inspector,  either  by  himself  or  by  some  proper  person 
appointed  by  him,  .shall  inspect  all  the,  above  named  buildings 
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at  least  once  each  year  between  April  first  and  October  first, 
and  shall  see  that  the  provisions  of  §  §2628,  2629,  and  2630  are 
complied  with ;  and  for  such  purpose  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  enter  any  of  said  buildings  in  the  day  time,  between  the  hours 
of  nine  and  five  o'clock.  Said  city,  borough,  or  town  shall  fix 
and  pay  the  compensation  for  all  such  services. 

Fire  Escape  Appliances. 

§2632.  Every  owner,  lessee,  proprietor,  or  manager  of  a 
hotel  shall  cause  to  be  placed  a  knotted  rope  or  other  better 
appliance,  for  use  as  a  fire  escape,  in  every  room  of  said  hotel

of  any  occupant  of  said  room ;  the  coil  to  be  fastened  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  easily  and  quickly  loosened  and  uncoiled ;  such 
rope  shall  contain  knots  not  more  than  eighteen  indies  apart 
and  a  loop  on  the  end  at  least  three  inches  in  length,  and  shall 
not  be  less  than  one-half  inch  in  diameter,  and  of  sufficient 
length  to  ijeach  from  the  window  to  the  ground.  Such  rope, 
iron  hook  or  eye,  and  fastenings  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength 
to  sustain  a  weight  of  four  hundred  pounds,  and  there  shall  be 
plain  printed  directions  how  to  use  such  rope  or  other  better  ap- 
pliance posted  within  six  inches  of  the  hook  or  eye  to  which  the 
rope  is  fastened. 

Penaity, 

§2633.  Every  person  violating  any  provision  of  §2632  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Inspection  of  Hotels. 

§2634.  The  inspector  of  buildings  of  any  city,  borough  or 
town,  or  if  there  be  no  such  officer,  the  chief  engineer  or  the  offi- 
cer performing  the  duty  of  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department, 
or  if  there  be  neither  of  such  officers,  then  the  mayor  of  a  city, 
the  warden  of  a  borough,  or  the  first  selectman  of  every  town, 
in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year,  shall  inspect  every  room  of 
every  hotel,  in  such  city,  borough,  or  town,  and  shall  ascertain 
if  the  provisions  of  §2632  are  complied  with,  and  report  the  con- 
dition of  the  rope  or  other  better  appliance  to  the  common  coun- 
cil of  such  city,  the  court  of  burgesses  of  the  borough,  or  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  the  town,  as  the  case  may  be.  •

Laws  Relating  to  Inspection  of 

Bakeries 


Section  i.  Section  2569  of  the  general  statutes  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Every  building  or  room  occupied 
as  a  bakery  shall  be  drained  and  plumbed  in  a  manner  conducive 
to  its  healthful  and  sanitary  condition,  and  constructed  with 
air  shafts  and  windows  or  ventilating  pipes  sufficient  to  insure 
ventilation,  as  the  factory  inspector  shall  direct.  Every  bakery 
shall  be  provided  with  a  washroom  and  water-closet  apart  from 
the  bakeroom  and  rooms  where  the  manufacturing  of  such  food 
products  is  conducted;  no  water-closet,  earth-closet,  privy,  or 
ash  pit  shall  be  within  or  communicate  directly  with  a  bake  shop. 
Rooms  used  for  the  manufacture  of  flour  or  meal  food  shall  be 
at  least  eight  feet  in  height;  the  side  walls  of  such  rooms  shall 
be  plastered  or  wainscoted,  the  ceiling  plastered  or  ceiled  with 
lumber  or  metal,  and  if  required  by  the  factory  inspector,  shall 
be  whitewashed  at  least  once  in  three  months;  the  furniture, 
utensils,  and  floor  of  such  rooms  shall  be  kept  in  healthful  sani- 
tary condition.  The  manufactured  flour,  or  meal  food  products 
shall  be  kept  in  dry,  clean  and  airy  rooms.  The  sleeping  places 
for  persons  employed  in  a  bakery  shall  be  separate  from  the 
rooms  where  food  products  are  manufactured  or  stored.  After 
inspection  the  factory  inspector  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  the 
owner  or  operator  of  such  bakery  that  it  is  conducted  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  law,  which  said  certificate  shall 
be  kept  posted  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  such  bakery  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  his  bake  shop :  but  where  orders  are  issued  by 
said  inspector  to  improve  the  condition  of  a  bakery,  no  such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  until  such  orders  shall  have  been  complied 
with. 

Sec.  2.  No  roon?  or  rooms  either  wholly  or  partly  under- 
ground, not  now  used  as  a  bakery,  shall  hereafter  be  used  as  a 
bakery.  No  room  or  rooms  wholly  or  partly  underground,  now 
used  as  a  bakery,  which  shall  hereafter  be  closed,  shall  be  again 
used  as  a  baker>-. 

Sec.  3.  No  room  or  rooms  wholly  or  partly  underground 
which  shall  have  been  closed  on  account  of  fire,  attachments. 
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observance  of  religions  ceremonies,   or  quarantine  regulations, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  closed  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  A  bake  shop  shall  be  deemed  to  be  closed  whenever, 
for  any  reason  except  those  specified  in  section  three,  the  busi- 
ness of  baking  for  the  public  shall  be  suspended  therein. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  by  section  2572  of  the 
general  statutes. 

Approved,  April.  12,  1905. 

Duty  of  Employer. 

§2570.  No  employer  shall  permit  any  person  to  work  in  his 
bake  shop  who  is  affected  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  Scrofu- 
lous or  venereal  disease,  or  with  a  communicable  skin  affection, 
and  every  employer  shall  maintain  himself  and  his  employees  in 
a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  while  engaged  in  the  manufacti;re, 
handling  or  sale  of  such  food  products. 

Facttury  Inspector's  Orders, 

§2571.  The  owner,  agent,  or  lessee  of  any  property  used  as 
a  bakery  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  service  of  notice 
upon  him  of  an  order  issued  by  the  factory  inspector,  comply 
therewith,  or  cease  to  use  or  to  allow  the  use  of  such  premises 
as  a  bake  shop ;  such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  may  be  served 
upon  such  owner,  agent  or  lessee,  either  personally  or  by  mail, 
and  a  notice  by  registered  letter,  mailed  to  the  last  known  ad- 
dress of  such  owner,  agent,  or  lessee,  shall  be  sufficient  service. 

Penal'fy. 

§2572.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  §§2569, 
2570,  or  2571,  or  who  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  of  the  fac- 
tory inspector,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the 
first  offense,  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  ten  days  for  the  second  offense,  and  not  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty 
days  for  each  subsequent  offense.
